TWO illuftrious foreigners^ Columbus 
and Magellan^ rendered their, names inr* 
mortal, at an early period, by opening an im- 
menfe field for difcovery and the improvement 
of Navigation ; but it has been referved for a 
diftinguilhed native of this country and of this 
age, to fix the boundaries, and to complete the 
ne plus ultra of the nautical art. The two laft 
of thefe memorable Navigators fell in the pro- 
fccution of their interefting projeds— the firft 
furvived only to experience the vicilSicudes of 
Fortune, and to feel the refentment of an ua« 
grateful Court* ^ 

Columbus, by a perfeverance, of which there 
was then no precedent, very providentially fur* 
mounted every obftacle that oppofed his pro« 
grefs^ and aftontihed Europe with the difcovery 
of an unknown Continent ; while much about the 
fame time Magellan^ infpired by a like fpirit of 
cnterprife, and animated by a magnanimity that 
defpifed danger while in the purfuit of glory^ 
opened a paflage to an Unknown Sea. 

A brief recapitulation of the attempts made 
to inaproVe this latter difcovery will fhcw the 
importance of the prefcnt Voyage, and fuf-* 
niih an idea of the Vaftnefs of the undertaking 
—no lefs than to fix the boundaries of the two 
continents that form the grand divifions, whichy 
though feparated to all hx^man appearance, coti* 
nt& the globe.

It was on the 6ch of November, in the 
yearv 1520, thtit iy^agdbn l^ntiered Cbe Sctaits, 
-that have ever fince bdm hib tMtAe^ isfhd the 
-ajth of ihthtnt month, wheli in a tr^nfpor^ 
Ijf joy he= beheld <he wifbeil-for objcft of hii 
^Orftik, «hc GksAT SotrxttEkM SeA. Elatfcd 
with fuccefs, he f^toce^drf tAcarfoHy for feVr- 
raldays, with a favouring gale ; feut thfe wtea- 
thfer foon c^hangfng, and cHefea groivihg boiftc- 
'rous^ he altered his courfe from the high iativ 
tudc in -which he entetfed, Shd t3irtfted his viieWS 
to a more moderate climare. For 11 j days hfe 
-coil tinned -fleering to the north- Wttt^ withbut 
feeing land, or meeting with orhirr fupply ex- 
cept what water the faiiors cauglrt iti the aWn* 
Jftgs, when the ftormfs of thutrderv which WeTlt 
fre<}uent ^nd 'drtadful, btirft the tltftids ^nd ttt 
loofe the rain, H^in^ in that timt cfofled tlic 
line, he fell m whh a range of iflands, kithe 12'tK 
degree of northern latitude, whfcre witb gtc^Jte 
difficulty Tie j)roceired foteb refrc/hmeiTt fbr thofc 
of his followefs who yet refin«iirifed aliVe, moft d£ 
them havinfg periihed by hlinger and fiatigi^ itk 
that long rtiti of Ibnefome nnvigadon. Thofc 
who fdrvifved^ had fed feme tittle upon tough 
hides, the leather of their fiibes, and even thae 
which furrounded the ropes, after having fof- 
tened tbefe dainties by foakthgthem in fea-^wa* 
ter. . ^d:to this, that thanyof them being at- 
. tackedby the fcurvy, the flefh of their^vms had 
fo enveloped their teeth, that unable to eat, 

they 
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tlrcy died fkitiifbed in all the agonies of horror 
i3Ltid defpair. The thievifli difpofition of the 
tropical iflanders in this btean^ to which Magel« 
ian now gave the name of Pa&ific, being ne^ 
to the Spaniards, thejr werd not at Brft apprifed» 

that while they were abroad enjoying the fweet- 

» * 

befs of the refrefliing air at land, the natives werfe 
Employed in ftripping the flilps df their iron# 
and whatever elfe was portable. It was in vain . 
tapunifh the delinquents, for where all were 
culpable thofe only could be made to fuffei^ who! 
ivere taken in the faft ; and fuch was their dex^ 
tcrity that few were deteded. 

From thefe iflands, to which he gave the 
iiame bf Ladtones, Magellan haftened his de-^ 
p^Ltturci and proceeding in fearch of ihe Maluc* 
<:as^ the chief objed pf his voyage, he found 
in his way many little iflands, where ht was hoL 
pitably received^ and where a friendly corref- 
|}Oindence was eftabliflied, by which mutual 
^ civilities ^d niUtual benefadions ^ere recipro- 
tally interchanged. 

Thefe iflands were littoted between the La- 
dtOhesj ^nd Vfhat are now kno^i^n by the name! 
df the Philippines^ in one bf which j namid 
Nathan^ Magellan^ with 60 meii encountering s 
whole army, was firft wounded with apoifoned 
arrow, and then pierced with a bearded lance. 
His little fquadfon, now reduced tb two ffaip^^ 
and not more than 80 men, departed hafWy^ 
and after many difafters, in Which only brte, 
the Viftoryi efcaped^ £he iingly' rdtumed by 
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the Cape of Good Hope^ and was the firft (h>p 
that ever went round th^ gipbe. It may not 
be improper here t(^ xemark, that the death of 
our late gallant. Commander .Cook was not urv 
fimilar to. that oi MagdUn, both originating 
from an. over confidence in their own eonfe- 
quence, which could avail them nothing when 
overpowered by, nunibcirs. 

Other adventures were not now wanting to 
trace the fteps that had been pointed out by 
this intrepid Navigator; but we may venture 
to affertj tba,t they were not ^11 ad ua ted by the 
lame paflion for glory 5, the hope of gain was 
their prevailing motive. 

Alvarez, de M^ndano» indeed,, who in 1567, 
was fent from Lima on purppfe for difcovery, 
may be cited as ai> exception ; he failed 8qo 
leagues wc(twai;d from the coaft of Peru, and 
fell in with ceruia idapdjs in i x degrees fouth, 
iahabitc.d by peopleof ayellowifli colour, whofc 
weapons w,ere bows and arrows^ and darts, and 
whofe bodies were naked, but ftrangcly punc- 
tuated* Here; the- Spaniar4s fouisd hogs and 
.little. dogs,: fiid fomc domeftic ^wls like thofc 
• In Europe 5 and here Jikewife they found clovc^s^ 
.ginger, cinn^rpon^ andfome gold, but it has yt t 
been a xi^qftion undecided,- to what groupe of 
iflands thi^ difcoyery is to be referred ; for it is 
faid that the Spaniards, not. Jeeking gold ^ brought 
home, noti^ithdanding 40,000 pezoes (dollars) 
befidps great ftpre of cloves, ginger, and fomc 
. cinnamoni npne-of which have yet been found 
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in the tropical iflands in the pacific kz. Capt. 
Cook inclines to the opinion,, that they arc thc' 
ciiifter which comprises vijtat has fince been 
called New Britain, Set,- .,.*^ ^ i ,,^,. .: 
- Afterwards Mcndano difcovered the .Archi* 
pelago of iflands, called .the Iflands of SolofnoOf . 
6f which great and fmall he counted thirty-three. 
He alfo difcovered the ifland of St. CbriftovaU 
in 1575, not far from the above Archipelago^ . 
in 7 deg. fouth, -i io leagues in circuit. 
• Sir Francis Drake in 1577, was'theiirft Eng- 
Klhman thatpafled the Streights already noticed, 
andi though his views were not the mod honour- * 
able, nor founded upon principles that could 
be fl:ridly juftificd, yet his difcoveries were no 
fels important than if patronifed by bis fovereignt 
and encouraged by the highefl:. authority. He 
difcovered the Coaft of California^ which he 
judged, to .be^n ifland, and named it New Al- 
bion;' and having failed to the 43d deg. of 

nortb<irn latitude* with a dcfign to return by a 
north weft courfe, was.ftopt in his progrefs by 
the piercirig cold. Some fmall iflands he dif- 
covered inhisi^pufe} but as his fole view was 
to return with his booty, he paid no regard to 
objeAs of lefs concern. He arrived in England 
by the Cape of Good Hope« in 1 5hp. 

To him fucceeded Sir Thomas Cavendifti, 
who likewife paflcd the Straits of Magellan 
in 1586, and returned nearly by the fame route 
pomted out by his predeceflbr, touching at the 
I^^drones^ ai>d making fome day at th<; Philip^*

ptne IflcH of which oa his return he ggme an 
cftcertaining defcription* 

In the mean umc, namely in 1595, tKeSpaniit 
ards, intent upon difcovery more than plundisr^ 
fitted'outfour (hips^ and gaw the comffaand tp 
Alraro Mcndana de Ncyra. Thit voyage pro-- 
ved unfortunate. The . deHga was, to b^ve 
pompleated the difcovery of the Solomon iflands*. 
and to haire made a fectlcmenc: in one of the- 
moft plentifuL But mofl: of tbofc whp em- 
barked on this expedition either died mifera? 
bly or were fcipwrecked^ His difcov^rict werp 
the Marquefas, in lat. loibutb^ Solit^ryt Ifland, 
i*n 10 deg, 40 mill* S. long. 178 deg. And laftly, 
Santa Cruz, on which one of the fleet was af- 
terwards found with all her fails fet, and the. 
people rott^en. Soon after this mifcarriage, it 
was refolved by the Spanifli Court: npjt to fettle 
thofe iflands, left the EngHfe and other foreign, 
adventurers who might pafs the Streights, (hould 
in their palTage home by the EaU; Indies be re- 
lieved by them. This refolution, however^ we 
find foon after revoked in favour of Quiros, 

In 1 598^ Oliver Van Noort paffed the Straits | 
but his profefled defign being plunder, he miide 
no dilfoyeries. He touched to refrelb, at one 
of the Ladrone iflands, in his way to the Eaft- 
Indies, and afterwards regttcd his fliips at the 
Philippines^ It may here be ncceffary to note, 
that in this year the Sebaldine iflands were dif-* 
jcovercd by Sebald de Weert, the fame now 
known l?y the n»ipc pf Falkland's Iftcs.

Ity 1605, Pedro Fernando dc Quiros, con- 
ceived, the deGgn of df(covertng a foatherA con* 
cinenCb He i» ftippofedt by Mr. Dalrymple and 
others^ to have been the iirft into whofe mind 
the exiAence of fuch a continent had ever en- 
tered. He failed from Calloa December 2ifl:» 
¥4th two (hips and a tender. Luis Paz de 
Torres was entruftcd with the cortimand, and 
Quiros, from zeal for the fucccfs of the under- 
taking, was contented to a£t in the inferior fta* 
tioh of pilot. 

On the 2ift of December the fame year, he 
fet fail from Calloa, and on the 26th of Ja* 
nuary following, they came in fight of a fmall 
flat ifland, about four leagues in circumference, 
wich fome trees, but to all appearance uninha* 
bited. It wasjuft 1000 leagues from Calloa, 
and in the 25th dcg of S. latitude. 

Finding it inacceffible, they purfued their 
voyage, and in two days fell in with another 
ifland, which Capt. Cook fuppofes the fame 
difcovcred by Capt, Carteret, and by him called 
Pitcairn's Ifland* 

On the 4th of February they difcovercd an 
ifland, thirty leagues in circumference, that pro- 
mifed fair to fupply their neceflities, which 
now began to be very prefling ; but this, like 
the former, could not be approached. This 
ifland, fituatcd in lat. 28. S. fcemcd to de- 
termine their courfe to the South ; for on the 
pth of February we find them, in the i8th deg 
S^ut.h» and on the 12th in the 17th dcg. in 
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Cpnferetice with the in habitants of a friendljr 
iCiand, from whom wich difficulty) they pror 
^ured fome ref refhment, and on the 1 4th, con-* 
(inued their courfp. On the 21ft they difr 
irovered ^n ifl^nd, where they found plenty of 
fiih but no water. It was uninhabited^ and the 
birds fo tgme that they caught them with thtfir 
Ijiands. They named this ifland St, Bernardo, 
and is probably the fame which Capt. Carteret 
calls the Ifland of Danger, in lat. 10 degt 
|0 min. S. 

Thp next ifland difcovered, they called Ifla 
de la Gente I^ermofa^ or the Ifle of handfome 
people, prom tt^ence t^ey fteered for Santa 
Cru;, Jijre^dy difcoverpd, where they were 
kindly received i but could not leave it without 
quarrelling with, and rnurdering fpmp of the 
innocent inhabitants* 

frocp this ifland (hey fteered their courfe 
lyeftw^rd, pafilng feveral ftr^gglipg iOands, till 
they arrived on. the 71th of ApriU at an ifland, 
which t^y its high ^nd b}ack appearance, they 
judged a Vulcano, Here they found a friendly 
reception, apd }n r^turp ^^rried pfF four of 
their people, three of whom afterwards made 
their efcape by watching their ppportupity and 
jumping into the fea, the fpurci) accompanied 
them to New Spain. This ifland the Indians 
called Taumaco. Another ifland in 12 deg. S. 
named Tucopia, they pafled^ after fome 
friendly intercourfc with the inhjabitants, and 
pn the 25th of April, came in fight of an ifland 

which 
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^hich they named Noftra Signora dc la Lur, 
in 14 dcg. S. and prcfently after obfcrved four 
other iflands, one of which prcfented a molt 
pidurefque appearance, diverfified with every 
beauty which Nature could difplay; rivers, 
pools of water, cafcadcs, and every grace to 
decorate and dignify the profpcd. Here the 
inhabitant* were frank, as their country was 
abundant; but here the Spaniards could not 
help difcovering their natural jealoufy. The 
firft who approached their boat, was a youth of 
gracef^il ftature ; him they thought to have ie- 
cured by flyly throwing a chain about his leg; 
but this the Indian fnapt, and indantly made 
his efcape, by jumping over-board; the next 
who came on board, they placed in the flocks* 
left be too ihould make his efcape in the fame 
manner. Could it be wondered therefore, that 
(he friends of thefe imprifoned youths (hould 
endeavour by fair appearances, to enfnare th^ir 
enemies, and feck revenge. Making figns of 
peace, the Spaniards no fooner came within 
their reach than they let fiy a volley of poifoned 
arrows, by which feveral of their company were 
woundicd* Interpreting this as an a<5t of trea* 
^hery, without attending to the caufc that had 
produced it, they quitted the iQand in the night, 
;apd dire&ing their courfc to the South- Wel^, 
fame in fight of an immenfe country, which 
Ijad every appearance pf the continent of which 
yhcy were in fearcb. They perceived an open 
^ay, fjnd on f he beach, men of a gigantic fizc, 

to 
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to which they made their approaches with in* 
expreflible joy, iicaginiog that they had accom«- 
plifhed their wiflies» and that their labours would 
foon be rewarded with honour to thcmfelveib 
and advantage to their country. 

On the 3d of May, they entered the har- 
bour, h2(vingthe day before given the name of 
St. Philip and St. Jamss to the iay^ wi(h the 
fair appearance of which, they had been fo 
highly delighted. To the port they g^ve the 
name of La Vera Cruz, and to the country 
Austral obl Esperito Santo. The harbour^ 
fituated between two rivers, to which they gave 
the names of Jurdan and Salvador, was equally 
convenient and beautiful \ the margin of the 
ifaores was moft romantically interfpcrfed with 
flowers and plants odoriferous and fplendid; 
nor was the country kfs fruitful than it was 
pleafant. It abounded in all thofe delicious 
fruits which render the countries between the 
Tropics the happieft in the world } and there 
were bcfidcs great plenty of hogs, dogs, fowU 
and birds of various kinds and colours. The 
inhabitants, indeed, were jealous of their ap- 
proach; and difcovered great uneafinefs at their 
attempting to land. The Spaniards, however, 
rather chudng to intimidate than conciliate the 
native.^, made an excurlion into 'the country, 
furprized the unfufpedting people of a little 
village, and brought off a fupply of hogs ; but 
not without imminent danger to the party em^ 

ployed 
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ployed on that fcrvice, who were purfued to 
fChe waters edge, and fome of them wounded. 

As Nature had dealt her bounty with a liberal 
hand cq the inhabitants of this happy country, 
(he had enriched her coafts with fi(h as well as 
her land with fruits. In purfuit of the former, tbo 
Spaniards met with no interruption) but their 
fuccefsy which was very great, had like to have, 
proved fatal to them. They caught large 
l^uantities of a moft beautiful fith, which, though 
of 4 delicate flavour, was of fo poilbnous a qua* 
)lty^ that whoever eat of it was fuddeoly feized 
with ficknefs and pain, for which there appear* 
.ed no remedy. Every foldier and every failor 
was grievoufly affe&ed : the whole Ihips com- 
panies were rendered incapable of their duty, 
and officers and people were alike alarmed wick 
. the apprehenfions of approaching death, till by 
.degrees, the violence of the diforder began to, 
abate, and in fix days all were reftored* It is 
vrorthy of not^, that fome of the crew of the Re- 
A>1ution9 in C^pt. Cook's former voyage, who 
had eaten of a fi(h caught in thofe feas, were feiz- 
ed in the fame manner, and that fome hogs and 
dogs, that had paten the entrails and the bones,, 
jai(3:ually died. 

Quiro^9 for what reafon does not appear, 
very foon quitted this prpmifed land^ and the, 
^«^o fhip3 feparated as foon as they had cleared 
the bay *, Quiros, with the Capitana, his own 
(hip, ihaped his courfe to the N £ *, and after 
iufferin^ the greateft hardfliip^^ r^iurned to 

New 
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New Spain ; while de Torres, in the Almiranta 
and the Tender, fleered to the Weft, and was, 
ds Captain Cook obferves, the firft that failed 
between New Holland and New Guinea. 

Quiros, foon after his return, prefcntcd a 
Memorial to Philip IL of Spain, in which he 
enumerates twent;y- three iflands that he had dif- 
covered, namely. La Encarnacion, St. Juan- 
Bautifta, Santelmo, Los 4 Coronades. St. Mi- 
guel Archangel, La Converfion de St. Paulo, 
La Dezena, La Sagitaria, La Fugitiva, La del 
Pcregrino, NoftraSignora del Soccoro, Monte-- 

• 

rey, Tucopia, St. Marcos, El Vergel, Laz 
Lagrimas De St. Pedro, Los Portales de Belen, 
El Pilar de Zs^ragoza, St. Raymunda, and La 
Ifla de la' Maria ; and adjoining to it the three 
parts of the country called Auftralia del Efpi- 
ritu Sanro, in which land were found the Bay 
of St. Philip and St. Jago, and part of Vera 
Cruz, where he remained with the three (hips 
thirty fix days. 

As this Memorial is very curious, and but in 
few hands, an extraft from it, we are perfuad- 
cd, will be highly acceptable to the intelligent 
reader. 

*• It is conceived,*' fays Queros, " that the 
three parts, laft mentioned, are only one large 
country, and that the river Jurdan, by its greats 
liefs, fecms to confirm this conjecture, as i$ 
evident by an information made at Mexico, 
with ten witnefifes of thofe who were with me, 
to which I refer. 

*• I fur- 
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<« 1 iurthc^' hy^. Sir, that in an ifland named 
Taumaco, 1250 leagues diftant from Mexico, 
we continued at anchor ten days, and that the 
Lord of that ifland, whofe name is Tumay, a 
fcnfible map, well made, of good prefcnce, 
and in conriplexion fomewhat brown, with beau- 
tiful eyes, fliarp nofe, beard and hair long and 
curled, and in his manner grave ; affiftcd us 
with his people to get urood and water, of 
which we were then in great want. 

*' This perfon came on board the fliip, and in 
It I examined him in the following manner: 

** Fiift, I (hewed him his ifland in the fea, and 
our (hips and |5cople; and pointed to all parts 
of the horizon, and made certain other (igns, 
and by them aflced him, if he had fcen fliips and 
men like ours, and to this he replied, No. 

** 1 aflced him, if he knew of other lands far 
or near, inhabited or uninhabited? and as 
focn as he underftood me, he named above 60 
iflands, and a large country, which he called 
Manicolo- !, Sir, wrote <lown all; having be* 
fore me the compafs to know in what diredioa 
each lay \ which were found to be from this 
ifland to the S E ; S S E ; W ; and N W. And 
to explain which was fmall, he made fmali 
circles ; and for the larger, he made larger 
circles ; and for that vail country he opened 
both his arms^ without joining them again^ 
fiiewing that it extended without end* And to 
make known which were the diflant, and which 
were near, he pointed to the fun from E# to VV, 

reclined 


reclined the head on dne hand, fhat his tjtSi 
ind counted bf his fingefs the flights which 
they ftcpt Ort the way ; and by figns fliewedf 
%hich people t\?cre while, negroes and mulat* 
toes, and which were friends and which ene* 
mtes ; and that in fome idands they eat human! 
ilefh; and by this lie made figns by biting hisr 
arm. And by this, and by meatxs of other figns^ 
what he faid was uifderftood} and it was re- 
peated (o often that he Teemed to be tired ; and 
pointing with his hand to S. S. E^ aind other 
points, gave us fully to underftand what othcf 
lands there were. He (hewed a dcfire of return^* 
ing to his houfe. I gave him things that ht 
could carry, and he took leave, faluting me oii 
the cheek, with other marks of affedionf, 

*^ Next day 1 went to his town^ and to be bet^ 
tcr confirmed of what Tumay declared, I car- 
ried with me many Indians to the (hore, an^ 
having a paper in my hand, and the compafs 
before me, alked all of them many times about 
the lands, of which Tumay gave the names j 
and in every thing all of them agreed, and gave' 
informationof others inhabited, all by people of 
the colours before mentioned r and alfo of that 
Great Country, wherein, by proper frgns, they 
faid, there were cows or buffaloes $ and to 
ipske it underftood there were dogs, they bark-* 
ed ; and for cocks and hens they crowed, and 
for hogs grunted ; and in this manner they told 
what they wanted, and replied to whatever war 
afked. And becaufe they were'Ihewed pearls ini 
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the top of it rofary, they intimated that they 
had fuch* All thele qucftions and enquiries 
others of ttiy companions made this day and 
Other tifties, bf thefc and other Indians ; and 
they always (aid the fame ; from whence it ap- 
peatcd they were people who fpeak truth. 

•' When I failed from this ifland of Taumaco 
I made them feize four very likely Indians ; 
three of them fwam a^way ; and the one who rc- 
tnairted, and *was afterwards named Pedro, de- 
clarfed at Acapuico, in the voyage, and in the 
city of Mexico, where he died, in prefence of 
the Marquis de Montefclaros, what follows : 

** Firft, I^edro faid,that he was a native of the 
Ifland Chicaydna, larger than that of Taumaco, 
vrhere we found hrm ; and that from one to the 
other is four days fail of their veflfels ; and that 
Chicayana is low land, very abundant in fruit ; 
and that the natives of it are of his good Indian 
colour, long lank hair*, and they punctuate 
theiiifelves, as he was, a little in the face, arms^ 
and breaft ; and diat there are alfb white peo* 
pie, who have their hair red and veiy lortg ; 
and thkt there are hiulattoes whofe hair is not 
curled, nor quite (trait; and that he was a 
weaver and a foldier-archer ; and that in his 
tongue he was called Luca, his wife LeynA) 
and his foh Ley. 

'** He further faid, that fr6m the ifland 6f 
Taumaco, tit three days fail, and at two from Chi* 
c^yana, there isanother ifland, larger than (he 
two above-mentioned, which is called Quay- 
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topo, inhabited by people as white as ours aitf 
id common ; and tkat even fome of the meii 
have red hair more or lefs, and alfo black ; and 
that they alfo pun£luate their bellies, and at! 
the navel, .all in a circle ^ and that all the three 
idands are friends, and of one language ; thae 
from this laft ifland a Ihip^ with more tbail 
fifty perfons, failed to another inhabited ifland, 
named Mccayrayla^ to fcek tortoife- fliell,. of 
which they ufe to make ear-rings and other 
toys ; that being in fight of i(, they niet a con-^ 
trary wind, which obliged them to deer for 
their own iflaad ; but when^ near it, the wind 
again became contrary ; and that in going; 
backwards and forwards they fpent all their 
provifions, for want whereof forty pcrfons died 
of hunger and thirO:} and that he was in the 
Ijdand Taumaco> where this £bip arrived ther^ 
with only feven men, who were very white, ex- 
cept one who was brown; and with three wo- 
men, white and beautiful as Spanifh, who had 
their hair red and very Ipng ; and that all three 
came covere4irom,head to foot wifih a kind of 
.veil, blue Qr bUck, and very .fine, to which' 
they gave the. name of Foa-fqa ; and that of all 
ihcfc ten perjbns only remained alive the Indian 
Clan, who related to. him what he had faid of 
that ifland Guaytopo« And that he alio faw 
coQ}e to his Jflatid Chicayana, another fliip of 
theirs of two Ji alls full of people, white and beau- 
tiful, and with many other vwy handfome girls. ^ 

and 
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and counting on bis linger? by ten and ten» he 
intimated they were in all no perfons. 

«< He farther faid, that from another ifland 
called Tucopia, (which is where the two Indians 
fwam away,) at the diftancc of five days of their 
failing, is that, great country, Manicolo, mi 
habited by many people, dun-coloured and mu« 
lattoes, in large towns; and to explain their 
lise, he pointed out Acapulco, and others larger; 
and on this I afked him if there were towns 
as large as Mexico. He replied. No ; but many 
people; and that they were friendly, and did 
not^at human fielh; nor could their languages 
be ufiderftood ; and that it was a country of 
very high mountains and large rivers: fome o^ 
them they could not ford, and could only pafs 
in canoes *, and that to go from the ifland of 
Tucopia, to that country when the fun rifes,'' 
they keep it on the left hand, which mult be 
from South towards South Eaft. 

^ I mult add, that if this is as he fays, it agrees 
well with the chain of mountains feen running 
to the weftward as we were driving about. 

<* Pedro much extolled the magnitude, popu- 
loufnefs, fertility, and other things of this coun- 
try ; and that he and other Indians went to it 
ia one of their embarkations, in queft of the 
trunk of a large tree of the many which are ia 
it, to make a Piragua ; and that he faw there a 
part, and intimated it »^was larger, but the en- 
trance narrower, than that of the Bay of St. Phi-- 
Jip and St. Jago ; and that he ebferved the bot«

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tdm wa$ iaiid; and the (bore (hiiig^es as tiic 
other I h^ve dcfcribted ; aind tlut it has wkfatn 
H fcWr rivierss and mmjr pe6pte r abd that alting 
ihe coad of chat country they weot to the Weft«» 
ward a greater way th^n frdm Aeaptdoo to 
Mexico, wUhoutfeekig the end of it, and re* 
turned to bis iftand, 

^' By aU that ia above-mentioned, k appears 
clearly, chat there are only two. large portions olf 
the earth fevered from this of Europe, Africa^ 
and Afia* The firft is Amenca, which Chris* 
70PHER CoLOM (Columbus) difcovered; the 
fecond and lafb of the world . is . that which I 
have feen^ and folicit to people^ and completely 
to difcover to your Majefty. This great ob^£k 
ought to be en^braced, as we}I for what it pro* 
snifes for the fervice of God, as that it wiU give 
a beginmng to fo great a work, and to io 
many and fa emipent benefits^ that no other of 
its kind can be more, nor fo much at prefent 
nor heretofore as I can (kewy if I can be beard 
and quelElioned. 

Upon the authority of this Nfenooria), and 
others CO the like purport, prefented by Quiros 
to Philip IIL of Spain, future geographers 
have grounded their opinion of che regality of a 
Southern Continent, to the difcovery of whicb 
that vain Navigator boldly aflerced an undoubc* 
ed claim. *^ The magnitude of the countries 
•• newly difcovered,** fay? he to his Sovereign* 
** by. what I faw, is as much as that of all Eu- 
!* fope, Afia Minor, the Cafpian Sea, 'and Per- 
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^i fia, widi all the Mediterranean included/! 
That an affertioh like this (hould gain credit^' 
at a time when nearly one quarter of the globe 
lay undifcovered, is not to be wondered % but 
that a inan could be found, uponfuch flender 
ground as the dlflavery of a few inlignificant 
iilands,, lying, as it has lately appeared, within 
t-be narrow limits of fix degrees of latitude, and 
lefs of lOngiciid^ ; to impofe upon an enlight- 
ened Prince, and engage the attention of men 
of learning in every country throughout the 
globe, is matter of aftoAtlhment that, like other 
myfteries when they come to be difclofed, fur<^ 
prife only by their infignificance. 

To this ideal objeft, however, every mari- 
time power caft a jealous eye. No fooner was 
France apprifed of the intentions of the Britilh 
Court, to engage in earneft: in the bufinefs of 
difcovery, than (he fent a Navigator of her own 
to purfue the fame tra6t, who was foon after 
followed by another on the part of Spain. As 
the fuccefs which attended thefe (iril enterprifes 
by no means anfwered the expectations of thofe 
l^ whom they were fet on foot, the two latter 
courts, who had profit only for their obje£l:, re- 
linquilhed the projedt when they found them- 
felves difappointed in Iharing the prize. The 
perfeverance of our amiabie Sovereign, in the 
profecution of his liberal defigns, as it has en* 
lightened, fo it has infpired every lover of Sci^ 
ttice at home and abroad, with a reverential 
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regard for his princely virtues^ in promotins^ 
and patronifing ufeful arcs. But to return. 

In i6i4» peorge Spitzbergen, with a ftrong 
fi^uadron of Dutch ihipsi paf&d the Screights 
of Magellan, and after Cruizing for fome time 
^ich various fuccefs againft the Spaniards, fee 
fail from Port Nativity on the coaft of Peru, 
on his return home. In his paflage, in 19 deg. 
of North lat. and about 30 longic. from the Con- 
tinent, he difcovered a mighty rock, and three 
days after, a new ifland with five hills, neither 
of which have fince been feen. The firft land 
he made was the Ladrones, already defcribed. 

In 1615, Scboiilen 2Lnd LeMaiu^ in the Unity 
of 360 tons, and the Hoorn of 1 10, failed from 
the Texel on the 14th of June, profefTedly for 
the difcovery of a new paflage to the South Seas. 
The fubjeds of the States of Holland being 
prohibited, by an exdufive charter granted to 
their £afl:*India Company, from trading either^ 
to the Eaftw^d by the Cape of Good Hope, or 
to thej.Weftward by the Magellanic ftreights* 
fome private merchants, confidering this prohi- 
bition as a hardlhipj determined, ifpoffiblc, to 
defeat the purpofe of the charter, and to trade 
to the Southern countries ^y a track never be« 
fore attempted. With this yip w they fitted cue 
the Ihips already mentioned, ooe of which, the 
Hoorn, was burnt in careening, at King's Ifland 
on the coaft of Brazil, and the other left fingly 
to purfue hpr Voyage. Having faved whac. 
iloiyy they could refcue from the flames, they 
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proceeded, direfting their courfe to the South 
Weft, till in lat. 54 deg* 46 min. they came in 
fight of an opening, to which (having happily 
palled it) they gave the name of Strait le Main 
in ^compliment to the principal projedor of 
the voyage, though that honour' wa^ certainly 
due to Schouten, who had the diredtion of the 
Vdj^agc. Having foon after weathered the fouth* 
ernmoft point of the American Continent, they 
called that promontory Cape Hornfe, or more 
properly Hoorn, after the town in Moltand 
where the projcft was firft lecretly concerted $ 
and two iflands whidi they ^ had pafled, they 
named Bcrncvelt Ifles. ^ They had no fooner 
cleared the land, than they changed their courfe 
to the Northward, with a view to makb fome 
ftay at Juan Fernandes to refit 1 but finding 
both iflands inaccedible, by reafon of the great 
fwell, they were obliged to continue their voy* 
age till a more favourable opportunity (hould 
offer to refrefti the crew. The firft land they 
madcj was a new difcovery in lat. 15 degrees, 
15 min. long.- 136 deg. 3omin* W- and happens 
ed to be a fmall low ifland, Which afforded them 
no other refrefhment, except a fcanty portion of 
fcurvy-grafs, but rto water.^ They named this 
Dog Ifland, from a Angular circumftancc- d£ 
finding in it 4^mb dogs that could neither bark 
BoFfnarl. About feven degrees further weft, t&ey 
jt^U in^ with another ifland, wbkh-thty- called 
Sondr^GrquHd^ bccau[fd they Ibuhdtdi But found 
po bHottoin, ' SliU^contiituing thei^'cou^fc td'the

they gave the name of ff^aterland^ a$ it affbri^ 
them a frefh iupply of water» of yfhi^h ^hcf 
flood in much need.

of the innocent foffeeer s* 

Co€os iaod Traiiciii Shiub urere the nexfc 
they fell in with in their run from Fly Ifland. 
Thefe wereidjomii^ iflands, ahdfeeaied to be 
cotnpo&d of fme peqpie» and Uy jmniag cor^ 
dialty together to reirenge «he deaih^>of their 
unfortunate i&iendsi they appear to have beeft 
of one mind. The Voyagers n^w began to fedi 
diftrtfi, and to repent of their rafh adventureit 
they held a ciMvfultatioa in what maqno' t^ pro* 
eeedf being in want ^^ almoft every neoe^ry^ 
Fortmet however, dldi more in their /w^our 
Muui Cheir own prowefs ; for after baViag^paSnl 
tbit Iflafld of ffpptf {U^ called to cacprisfs thek 
IctiKags) where they were iiei:y -roughly iw- 
ceivedy diey arrived at a moft detighctoi iSaiul^ 
aboimdtng with erery blefling that nature could 
isdftow ^ and inhabited by a people wfae feeme^ 
ieolible of their own happy ftate^ and ready to 
ihare it with tbo(e who were in wanjt of the 
^od things which they tbeniielve^ po&fi^d. 
Thefi; they ^cneroaafly beftowed even td prd^ 
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fufion. Here the Voyagers refitted their fliip^ 
recovered their fick, recruited their almoil cai« 
haufted ftock of provifions, by a plentiful fup# 
ply of hogs, and with as large quantities of the 
delicious fruits with which the ifland was ftor-** 
edy as they could conveniehcly ftowe» This 
proving: a fecond home to them^ they gave it 
the name of Hoorn Iftand^ for the reafoxi alrea. 
Ay afiigned* It is fuuate in lac 14 deg. 56 
«min. Souths long. 179 deg 30 mm..£aft, and 
in every refpeft refembles the iflaod of Ota« 
jieitej except in its naval ftrength^: in which 
4herfi is no competition* ^' ' .' 
t Being now plentifully rdieyedi^ and the crew 
in high healthy arid having no -hope of dlfcpvec- 
iog theConttiieRt43f whiK^ they came iti. fc^tchf

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Wards in the South Seas, and gave the com* 
mand to Jaqucs Hermitc : but as thefc return- 
ed by a dircft courfc from Lima to the La- 
drones, without making any difcoveries in what 
is called the Pacific Sea, it would be foreign 
to the defign of this Introdudion to detain the 
reader by an unncceffary digreifion. 

In 1642, Abel Tafman failed from Batavia 
in the Heemflcirk, accompanied by the Zee 
Haan pink, wit4i a profcflcd defign of difco- 
veriiig the Southern Continent. He dircdled 
his courfe to the Mauritius, and from thence, 
fteering to the Southward, the firft land he 
made was the Eafiern point of New Holland, 
•fince known by the name of Van Dieman's 
Land, in lat. 42 deg. 25 min. long. 163 deg« 
50 Imin. In this high latitude he proceeded to 
the Eaftward, till he fell in with the Weftern- 
moft coaft ,of New Zealand, where th^greateft 
part of the boai-^s crew of ibe Zee Haan were 
murdered by the Savages in a bay, to which 
be gave the name of Murderer's Bay^ now bet- 
ter known by that of Charlotte's Sound, fd 
called by our late Navigators. From Mur- 
derer's Bay, he fleered W. N. W, till he arrived 
at Three Kings Wand, between which and the 
Continent he paflTed, and run to the Eaftward, 
as far as the 220th degree of longitude; then 
turning to the Northward, till he came into the 
17th degree of Southern latitude, he veered 
again to the Weftward, with a defign to reach 
^oprn Ifland, difcovcrcd by Schoutep, in order 
>* to 
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10 refit his fliip, and refrclh bis men. But i» 
Jm pafTage he fell in with the ifles of Pylftaeri^ 
jSLmherdaxn, MiddlebMrg, and Rotterdam, aF 
the latter of which iflands he found every acr 
iCommodatioD which he expeded to naeec wit^ 
Itt Hoorn IQandj and eoibraced the prefent c^ 
porcunicy of fupplying his wants* This necef- 
fary end accompliihed, he reUnquifbed his de* 
£gQ oi vifitiog .Traitor's and Hoorn Ulancjs^ 
ai^ direding his courfe to the N W^ difcover- 
ed eighteen or twenty (tDall iflands, in Jac 
17 deg* 19 min« S, ^d long. 201 deg* 35 min. 
to which be gave the name of Prince William's 
Iflands, and Hemfkirk's hanks. £rom thence 
pirfued his courfe to New Guioca, with^viC 
either difcovering the continexit he fought, ar 
^ vifiting the Solomon Ifles, which were judged 
the k^y to the grand difcovcry. Thus, leaving 
the whole in the fame Hate of uncertainty as bo- 
fore, "^Tafman returned (o. Satavia on die 15th 
of June 1 643. 

In i^Si, Damper pal&d the Magellanit 
Straits; but in his return failed 5975 ipil^rsiii 
Jbt. 13 N.. without feeing fi(h,. fowl, J or dny 
Imng creature but what they had.Qn bpard. 

Next to him fucceeded in 168.3, Captain 
Cowley, who failed from Virginia 10 the South 
Sea« but made no ditcoveries after he left the 
Weftern coafts of America; returning by. the 
old track to the EaftJodios. 

In 1699, DamjMer made a fecond voyage on 
difcovery, which was chiefly congned to New 
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JBoIland^ New Guinea^ New Britain^ and the 
jflands adjiceec His difcovdrM^ were of in* 
Dnite imporu^cc, but do not properly come 
mxhm tixe Unfits of our enquiry. 

In 1703^ Dampier made a tfaifd voyage to 

the South Seas, but without making any new 

dUcoverieaf He was accompanied in Mfi 

.voyage by Mr* Funnel, tp wJiom the circtuo* 

jaavigation of the globe is afcribed* 

In iJq9^ the Duke and Duchefi failed from 
Priftol to the South Seas; but returned, as til 
t^e FreebopCjcrs did, by the common tracks 

In 1719, Capt. Clipp^rtoo pafled the Straits 
with a view to enrich his owners by the fpoU of 
the Spaniards. He returned likewife through 
the Ladrone Iflands, conftquently coukl make 
no difcoveries in the PaciBc Seas. ) 

In 1721, the Dutch £aft-lndia Company, at 
the inftance of Captain Koggcwtin, 6tted out 
It refpeSable fleet, for the dtfcovery of that con* 
tinent, whijch lay hitherto undifcovered, though 
uniyerfally believed to exift. . Three (lout Ibips 
were appointed^ and well provided £or this 
lervice^ th^e Eagl^ of 36 guns and iii meo, 
on board of which embarked Roggewein as 
CQPimodor^9 having wndcr^him.Capt. Cofter. 
^nexperkacffd navigaiDor;' tb^ TicnhpYtn ^of 2:8 
guns, and |0p mf^n, of which Cdj^t. SonKmaiir 
was commander; and the African Galley, com* 
inanded by Capt. RofenthalK From this voyage 
^very thing was hoped. The equipment of the 
^ips, f hjp appointm^iit '^f the copimandtrs, 

«^nd, 
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and, above all, the hereditary zeal of the Com- 
modore which he inherited from his father for 
the fervice, all contributed to raife the cxpe£ta^ 
tions of Europe to the higheft pitch. Before 
they arrived at the Straitsr of Magellan, they 
^had encountered the mod boiJderous feas, and 
::0iidured the moft intolerable hardlhips that ever 
> (hips refifted. They had no fooner entered the 
Straits, than they were again- attacked by tem* 
peftuous weather. This ilorm wasfcarce abated, 
^when they were alarmed by the fight of a velTel, 
which they took either for a pirate or a Spa- 
litfti fliip of war, and as Ihe feemed to approach 
' very faft, were - preparing for an engagement, 
when, to their agreeable furprlze, they difcover* 
cd it to be the Tienhoven*s (hallop, on board 
of which was Capt. Bowman, who had been 
^ feparated three nionths before, and it was con* 
deluded had been engulphed in the hurricane 
that happened when the Tienhoven loft her 
main-top and mizen mafts, and the Eagle her 
unainfail-yard. They mutually rejoiced at eadi 
other^s elcape. Capt. Bowman thought they 
had periflied in the ftorm, and they had given 
him over for loft« But their joy was of fliorc 
continuance } they had other dangers to en- 
counter, and other hardfliips to undergo; they 
found the Magellanic Straits imprafticable^ and 
entered the Southern Ocean with difficulty, by 
the Strait le Maire, After recruiting their water 
at the IQes of Fernandez, their firft attempt 
w$s in fcarch of Davis's Land \ which, it was 

imagined^ 
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imagined, from the defcription given by the 
difcoverer, would prove an Index to the con- 
tinent of which they were in fearch. They 
mifled it where they expeded to find it, but ac- 
cident threw it in their way. It proved a fmall 
ifland which they thought a new difcovery^ and 
becaufe they fell in with it on Eafter-day» they 
called it Pafcb* We have juft to remark of 
this illand, that as it was then full of people, and 
but few feen when lafl explored, and amoog 
them only fifteen women, it is more than pro* 
bablethat in lefs than another century, the whole 
ifland will be depopulated. From this ifland 
Roggewein purfued nearly the fame track witb . 
that which Schouten had pointed out, till veer- 
ing more to the North, he fell in with the 
iflands at which Commodore Byron firfllanded^. 
and where fome of the wreck of the African Gal-, 
ley was adlually found. Here five of the crew 
deferted, and were left behind; and it would have 
been an objefl of curious enquiry for the Natu- * 
ralifts who accompanied that voyage, to have 
endeavoured to trace a fimilitude of European 
features among the inhabitants of George's 
Ifland, as there is reafon to believe ihaf to be 
the ifland on which the five Dutchmen chofe to 
fix their refidence. This ifland, which they place 
in the 1 5th degree of Southern latitude, they 
named Mifchievous Ifland, owing to their late 
diftaften 

Eight leagues to the Wefl: of this ifland, they 
difcovered another, to which they ^ave the 

name 
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name of Aurora^ from its fpkfndid appearance; 
gildfd by rhe riEiys of the riflng fun. Another 
ifland difcoviered in the evening of the fame 
diqr, they called ye/per. Purfiiing their courfe 
to the Weftward, they difcovered a clufter of 
idands, undoubtedly the fame now called the 
Friendfy I/ks, to which they gave the name of 
the Labynntb) becaufe it was with difiiculty 
they could clear them* 

In a very few days fall after pafSng the toM 
byrinth» they came in fight of a pleafant ifland, 
to which, from its fair appearance, they gave 
the name of the J^nd of Recreation. They were 
at fir ft bofpitabt^ received} bat in the end the 
natives ^endeavoared to furprize them by ftrata-^ 
gem, and to cut them oE They had fupplied 
tbe (brangers with provifions, water, and wood, 
and they had affifted them in gathering greens, 
and in conveying them to {he (hips \ but one da/ 
feeing a party of them unarmed, and walking 
carelefly in the fields, charmed with the delights 
of the country, in a moment ibme thoufandsof 
the natives ru(hed fuddenly upon them, and 
with (bowers of ftoncs, began an aflault. The 
Ducch, from the (hips obferving a tumult, and 
ftlpcfting the worft, camehaftily to the fupporc 
erf" their comrades, when aigeneral engagement 
enfued, in which many natives were (hot dead, 
feme of the Duichmen killed, and not a few 
wounded. This proved baneful to the voyage'* 
Pew of the crew^s of either (fcip, after this, 
would venture to go alhore for pleafure 5 mo(t 

of 
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. tt them became dtfconcented, and fome muci* 
nous. Jt was therefore concluded at a general 
eounci! of officers, to continue their courfe to- 
wards New Britain and New Guinea ; and thence 
by the way of the Moluccas to the Eaft Indies, 
which ^was accordingly carried into execution : 
and thus ended, like all the former, a voyage 
.^ich M^as expedcd at lead to have folved the 
queftion; but in fad it determined nothing. 
They who argued from the harmony that is 
cbfervable in the works of Nature, infifted, that 
ibmething was wanting to give one fide of the 
globe a refemblance to the other i while thofe 
iirho reafoned frottt experience, pronounced the 
whole fyftem the creature of a fertile brain. 
• In 1738, Lozier Bouvet was fent by the 
Frtftch Eaft'India Coiripany, upon difcovery in 
the South Atlantic Ocean. He failed from 
Fort Le Orient on the 19th of July, on board 
the Eagle, accompanied by the Mary, and on 
the ill of January following, he difcovered, or 
thought he difcovered, land in lat* 54 degrees 
Sbuth, long, from Paris 1 1 min. Eaft. But this 
land being diligently fought fbr by Capt. Cook» 
iti his voyage for the difcovery of the Southern 
Continent in 1 7779 without eSeft, there is reafon 
to doubt if any fueh land exifts; or, if it does, 
it is too remote from any known track to be of 
ufe to trade or navigation. Bouvet purfued his 
courie to the Eaftward, in a high latitude, abodt 
29 degrees of lotigitude farther, when in lat. 51 

deg« South, the two ihips parted, one going to 

the 
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the ifland of Mauritius, the other returniog flo^ 
France. 

In 1742, Commodore Anfon traverfed the 
Great Pacific Ocean; but his bufinefs being 
war, he made no difcoveries within the limits 
of our Review ; and his ftory is too well koowa 
to need recapitulation. 

Come we now to the TEtsl when his Majeft^ 
formed the defign of making difcoverieSt and 
exploring the Southern Hemifphere, and when 
in the year 1764, he diredted it to be carried 
into execution. 

" Accordingly Commodore Byron having un* 
der his command the Dolphip and Tamar, failed 

w 

from the Downs on the 21 (t of June the fame 
year, and having vifited the Falkland iflandsp 
palTed through the Streights of Magellan UBio 
the Pacific Ocean, where he difcovered the 
Iflands of pifappointment, George's, Prince of 

Wales's, the Ifles of Danger, York and Byron's 
Iflands. He returned to England the 9th of 
May 1766. 

*^ And in the month of Auguft following^ 
the Dolphin was again fent out under the com* 
mand of Captain Wallis, with the Swallow^ 
commanded by Capt. Carteret.. 

*' They proceeded together^ till they came to 
the Weft end of the Straits of Magellan, and ia 
fight of the Great South Sea, where they were 
ipparated. 

«* Captain Wallis direfted his courfc more 
lyffterly than any Navigator had. dope before 

htm 
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Mri m fb high a Jatitade, bitf inct with no land

** His companion, Captain Carteretj kept a 
different route, in which hfr- diicovercd "th6 
iflands Ofnaburgh, Gloucefter, queen Charlotte's 
Ifles, Garter*t'Si GoWer^, and the Strait bfe- 
twcen New Britain and New Irelaffd j and re- 
turned to England in 1765* ' ^ 

« In November 1767, Gomttoddre Bougain- 
ville failed from l^i-ance, in the frigate La Bou* 
deufe, with the ftore-ftip i'Etoile.' After fpehd- 
iflg fome time oh the coaft bf Brsiii; arid at 
Falkland's Iflands, he got into the' Pacific Sea' 
ty the Sti^aits of Magellan, Jantiary 1/68. 

*• In this Ocean he difcovcrcd the fodr F4- 
cardlnes, the Ifle of Lanciers, and Hai^ Iflaiid, 
(the fanfe afteri^ards named by Cbok^ Lagoort 
Ifland) Thrum Cap, and Bow Ifland. About 
twenty IcigiifeS farther to the Weft, he difco- 
tered four orfier idaitds j afterwards ftll in with 
Mattea> Otaheite, Ifles of Navigators, and For- 
forn Hope, which to him were new difcoveries.

^* In 1 769^ tlie Freoch fitted out another 
fbip from the Mauridut^ under the cooimand of 
Capt. Kergulen, who, having difcoyered fome ;, 
Iwren iOands between tbe Cape of Good Hope 
and Van Dieman's Land, €ont6nted himfeif 
with lea?ing fome Memorials there^ which were 
found by Captain Cook in the royage which 
we are now about to narrate* 

^* This year was rendered remarkable by the^ 
Tranfit of the planet Venus over the Sgo's 
Difk, a phsnomenon of great importance to 
Aftronomy, and which every where engaged 
the attention of the learned in t^at Science. 

^* In the beginning, of the year 1768, the 
Royal Society prefented a Memorial to hi^ 
Majefty» fetting forth t^t advantages to* be de« 
rived from accurate obfervations of this Tranfit 
in different parts of the world, particularly from . 

a fet of itich obfervatbns. made in a Southerii 
latitude^ between the 140th and 180th degrees 
of longitude Weft from the Royal Obferva^ry 
at Greenwich} at the faine time reprefenung^

Ib confequenoQ of this Mkiiiorift]» the Admj^ 
raltjF were direded b)^his Majeily to provide 
proper vei&Is for that pnrpofe; and the En«> 
deavour bark waa ftc<!ording]y porchafod^ fitted 
out; and the eommand given to Capt. Cookcy 
who bad abeady fignalized bin^felf as an expe-^ 
rienced Navigator i and Mr. Charles Green the 
Aftronomer was jointly, with the Captain^ ap* 
poimed to make the obfervationsi 

Otaheite being theliland preferred for the 
performance of th^t important fervice» Captain 
Cqoke received orders to proceed dire£Uy ^ and 
his in(lru£tions were, as foon as the Aftronomi^ 
cal obfervationa were completed^ to profecute 
the defigm of m^ing difcovefies in the South 
t'actfic Ocean aa far as the 40th d^ree of South 
Jatitude 1 jind then, if no land fliould be dif» 
covered^ to fliape his courfe between lat. 40* 
^nd 35, till: he fiiould fall in with New Zea* 
land, which he was to explore; and thence to 
return. 

In the profecutidn of thefe inftru£kions he fai^ 
ed from Plymouth on the 26th of Auguft, 1 7 68, 
and on the 13th of April following, arrived at 
Otaheite, having in his way difcovcred Lagoon 
Ifland^ Two.Groups, Bird IQand, and Chain, 
1/land. 
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At dtaheite he remained three months, afndf; 
(befides the Aftronomcr Mr. Green), being ac- 
companied by Mr; Banks, a gehtleman df for*, 
tune, and Dr. Solander, one of the Librarians 
of the Britilh Mofcum, eminent both for his 
knowledge in Natural Hiftory^ and in Botany » 
v^e have only to remark, that all Europe has al- . 
ready been benefited by the employment of their 

time. 

The obfervatlons on the Tranfit being com* 
pleated with the wifht-for fuccefs, Capt. Cooke 
proceeded ofl difcovery ; he vifited the Society- 
Iflcs, and dilcovered Obeteroa, fell in with the 
Eaftern coaft of New Zeailand, and examined 
it; thence proceeding to Nisw Holland, he fur- 
veyed.the Eaftern fide of that .vaft continent, 
•which had never before been explored ; difcover- 
ed the Strait between its Northern extremity and 
New Guinea ; and returned home by 9avU| Ba- 
tavia, the Cape of Good Hope, and St. Helena, 
arriving in England the 12th of July 1771* 

la 1769, Captain Survilie made a trading 
voyage from fome port in the Eafl:^ Indies by 
a new courle. He pafled near New Britain, and 
fell in with fome land in lat. 10 deg. South, 
loDgit, 158 deg. Eaft, to which he gave his 
own name; then (baping his courfe to the 
South Eaftward, narrowly miffed New Cale- 
donia, put into Doubtful Bay in New Zeland ; 
and from thence ftecred to the Eaft, between the 
latitudes of 55 and 41 deg. South till he arrived 
en the coaft of America, a courfe never before 

navigated; 
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navigated i and with that purfucd byCaptaia 
Purncaux, between 48 and 52 degrees, and 
iihat. afterwards by Captain Cooke, in a ftill 
higher, latitude, confirms to demonftration the 
non-exiftcncic of a Southern Continent. 

No fooner was Captain Cooke's voyage com- 
pleated, and his Journals examined, than ano*^ 
ijicr. voyage wa^projeaed, the ' chief ^bjeft of 
whkh was to coropleat the difeo^ry of the 
Southern Hcmifphere* • Very extraordinary pre- 
parations were, niade for the equipment of the 
Ihip, for this voyage, which required thofe tf a 
particular l oonftrufUon to perform i t, fuch 
therefore were purchafed. Some alterations 
Jjkcw Jfe were rneceflaf y in .the fpecics of provi- 
iions ufual in the. navy, and thefewere made; 
Add xo this, that many extras articles were 
provided,^ fuch as Malt, Sour. Krout, falted 
Cahba(ge, pormhle Soup, Saloup, Muftard^ 
^armalad^t and feveralpthers, as well for food 
for convalefeent^, as phyfick for the fick. ; 

The ihips judged moft proper, for the voyage 
were .built: for colliers,: two.of which were fitted 
up, and the command given to Captain Cook; 
thelargeft of. 562 tons, called, the Refolution^ 
had. 1 12 men, officers included 1 the other, the 
Adventure, of 336 tons, given to Captain Fur-? 
neaux, fecond in command, h^d only 81. Tc^ 
thefe were added, perfons well fkilled in Natu^^ 
ral Hiftory, Aftronomy, Mathematics, and the 
Jijberal Arts of Painting, Drawing, &c. &c.,

Some there wene however who held the cAjeft 
in view: and ki 1^76 Sir Martin Forbifli<!r with

Groenland, through which be (ailed about £# . 
leagues, with high land on both fides, he per-< 
fuaded himfelf that be had fttcoeeded in liis en*^ 
cepprise ; but after repeated trials^ finding his 
error, he gave over the l^rch. 

In ^ few years after Sir Martin, Sir Humphrey 
<3ilbert renewed the hopes of the Difeov^ry by t« 
Voyage to the Norths which, though it failed 
in the main point, it proved of infinite advantage 
CO the natioA in another. He coafted along the 
American Continent from the €oth d^ee of 
Northeni Latitude till he fell inWtth tbeGiilph 
of St. Lawrence, which he continued (o navi-

tei ,Qb%ed him to retuin, with every hope, 
hojwcy^r^ offuccecding another year. On hi$ 
>rrivaK his ecnploycrs were fo wcU-pt^afcd 
with the relation ,he gave, and ihe progrefs h^ 
^]^d nivide, that they next year augmented hi^ 

force. 
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IcMTxre, and fent blm. out wUh four veflfels, one 
pf which, the Mermaid, of 1 20 tons burthen, 
he commanded himfelf^ and the other three* 
Cche Sun^lhine, Moon-(hine, arid the North-itar, 
^ pinance of i j tons only) were furniflied with 
mailers of his own recommendation. 

On the 7Xh of May he fet fail from Dart- 
^nouth, and fleered a ftrait courfe till he arrived 
in the 60th degree of latitude, when he divided 
his fleets ordering the Sun ihine and North ftar 
to dire& their fearch to the north-eaftward as 
far as the 80th degree, N. while he with the 
Mermaid and Moon-(hine (hould condnufe their 
jfornicr fearch. to the N. W. where he had al- 
jeady cqntra^ed, an. acquaintance with the in* 
habitants in his former Voyage, from who^ 
he hoped to . receive confiderable information** 
i^t 6rn: they exprefied gi'eat joy at his retu|p, 
but they foon ihiewcd the cjoven foot. They 
were fond of iron, and he gave them knives ; 
}cnives did not content them, they wanted hat- 
chets I when they got hatchets, they cut his ca^ 
bles, and dole one of his coafting anchors, 
which he never recovered. He took one of the 
ring leaders prifoner, who after fome time prov-^ 
ed a ufeful hand i but they furprized five of his 
men, of whom they killed two, grievoufly 
wounded two more, and the fifth made his 
(sfcapc by fw^mming to the ihip with an arrow 
flicking in his a.rn>. In this voyage he coalled 
the land, which he found to be an ifland from 
the 67th to the 57th degree, N. and at length 
anchored inia fair, harbour, eight leagues to the 
>iorthward of which he conceived the pafTage 
p lie, as a mighty Tea feen was ruflbing between 
(WO headlands from the Weft: Into this fea hcs 
pffippxly wifbed tp have failed j bur the wind and 
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fearch of the fame paflage, but to as link pur-^ 
pofe as the reft. 

Hq was followed by Capt, James, who after 
the mod elaborate fearch from one extremity 
to the other of the bay changed, his opinion, 
and declared that no fuch pafTage exifted ; and 
it was not uU a hundred years after, that Capt« 
Middieton undertook, upon the moft plaufible 
grounds, and at the inftance and by the recom«^ 
iqendation of Arthur , Dpbbs^ . Efq; to make 
another attempt, and perhaps a final one, as 
the non exiftence of a north weft paiTage thro' 
iHudfon^s Bay was then made almpft as certain 
as the non-exifteoce of a fouthero continent is 

now. * . ^ i 

Bat thjei^ was yet another expedition recom- 
mended tp bis prefent NIajefty about the be^ 
ginning of 1773, by the Koyal Society, the 
^hief objeft of which >yas tp try how far navi- 
jgatioQ was prafticable under the Poles. It 
was imagined, that the Sjun being there 33 de* 
grees high about th^ osiddle of fummer, and 
having little or; no depreilion towards the hori- 
zon, might invigorate that part of the Hemif* 
phere with mor^s heat than in our climate, where 
jp t^e winter he is only 1 5 deg. high, and 1 6 
.hours in every 24 below the horizon, in which 
fpace the earth has time to cool, and to lofe in the 
pight the infiuence of beat it receives in the day. 
This confiderationi added to the credit due to 
feveral well autbepticated relations, particularly 
about theye^r 1670, when jit was afferted and 
believed, that leycra| Dutch ihips had a£tually 
failed under the Pole. And the merchants in Hoi- 
land being required to verify this fadt, having 
grounded a petition for an exclufive Charter to 
trade ^0 China and Japan by a northern paffage, 

upon 
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ti^n it; they produced the Journals of the 
Greenland fquadron of 1655, in fcvcral of which 
there, was notice taken of a (hip which that yczt 
had failed as high as the latitude of 89 ; and 
three Journals of that (hip being examined, 
they all agreed as to one obfervation^ taken 
by the Matter, Auguft i, 1655, '" 88 deg. g6 
min. North, where the Sea was open and the 
weather warm. 

There were, however, feveral other important 
reafons which induced the Royal Society to re- 
commend this Northern voyage to his Majefty, 
who having been graciouQy pieafed to counte-^ 
nance and encourage it, Capt. Phipps, now 
Lord Mulgrave, no fooner heard of the defign 
than he tendered his fcrvicc to carry it into 
execution. The board of lor>gitude at the fame 
time agreed with Mr- Ifrael Lyons, a Gentle^ 
man eminent in the fcience of Aftronomy, and 
an honour to the inttitution where he firft re- 
ceived the rudiments of his education [Ghriflr's 
Hofpital] to accompany Mr. Phipps, in order 
to fix the true places of feveral northern pro- 
montories, and for other nautical* purpofes ; and 
Dr. Irving likewi(c embraced that opportunity 
to give the Invention, for which he had received 
a parliamentary reward, a full trial. 

In this voyage too, the board of Longitude 
fent two time-pieces for trial ; one conftrudted by- 
Mr. Kendall on Mr. Harrifon's principles ; tht- 
other by Mr. Arnold on principles of hisown:^ 
and Capt. Phipps had himfelf a pocket watch 
made by Mr. Arnold, by which he kept longi- 
tude w.tli much greater exaftnefs than was done 
by either of the other two, having var4edonljj 
2 min. 4a fee. in the whok voyage. 

On the 19th of April Capt Phipps, in the 
Race Plorfe, received his commi0ioo^ and on 

the 
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the 30th of May was joined by Captu LutwklgC . 
in the Carcafe Bomb-Ketch at the Nore» where 
Mr* Lyons landed and found Sheernefs fort to lie 
in lat, 51 dtg. 31 min. 30 fee. long. 30 mio. £• 

On the 9th of June Capt: Phipps delivered. 
Mr* Lutwidge hia orders^ weighedt and pro* . 
ceedcd on his voyage. 

On the 15th determined the pofittoo ot 
Hang Cliff, a remarkable point in the Shetland 
Ifles, Lat. 60 dtg. 9 miik Long. $6 tnisi. 3ofec« 
Weft of Greenwich. 

On the a9tb of the fame month, he found 
himfelf clofe Tn with the land Off Spttibergen ia

On the icth, being entangled in the iee^ and 
forced to haul up to weather a point, fet the fore- 
fails, which, with the breeze freibening, gave 
the ihip fo much ways that Ibe prefled thro' k 
with a violent ftroke. 

On the 13 th the fymptoms of an apjproachr 
log ftorm obliged him to take flieker in Vo* 
gel Sang, a fmall ifland, the North Eaftermofl: 
point of which is known by the name of Clovei> 
Cliflr, Lat. 79 dcg. 53 min. Long. 9 dcg. 59 
min. 30 fee. E. Hackluyt's Headland, 79 deg# 
47 min. Long. 9 deg. 1 1 min. 30 fee. £• 

On the 30th being in Lat. 80 deg. 3 1 min« 
and Long. 1 8 deg- 48 min. £. the ice came aV 
round the (hips, and preflcd fo clofe that the 
Ihips could no longer make fail ; yet the wea- 
ther l^as fine^ and the crews full of play. 

£ut 
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^]^ut oa the 5th cf Auguft the apprehenCoo^ 
of liirintcrmg in that fituation began to en^ 
. creafe^^, and the fea being open to the weHv^ard, 
the carpenters were fet to work to enlarge the 
boats and to make them commodious to trans- 
port the crews. As the Ihips drove, and the 
water fhoaled hourly, the danger increafed* 
In the Gtuation they were then in, had either 
the ice or the fliips grounded^ ineviuble de* 
ftru£Uon muft have enfued. 

On the 7 thy the people were employed in 
haling the boats over the ice» when the ice 
about the ibips was obferved to opeo» 

On the 10th thofe who were on board prel&d 
the flups, as it were by main force, through much; 
heavy ice, and about noon got out to fea. 

And on the nth anchored in Smeerenburg 
harbour, on the ifland of Spitibergen; where 
they. found four Dutchmen at anchor, on whoon 
they had depended for a paflage home, had the 
ihips been locked up.^^Thus ended this impor- 
tant voys^e, fo far as related to difcovery* 

Capt« FUipps concludes the account of hi^ 
voyage with obferving, that by fecting out juft 
at the proper feaibn, they not only reached the 
Soth degree of Latitude without meeting anjr 
pbftrud;ion from the ice, but they bad likewifa 
time fufficient to examine a traA of icey coaft 
between the Latitudes of 8.0 and 81, extender 
ing more than 20 degrees from W* to £• in 
which there did not exift the leaft opening to 
the North, the whole being one continued wall 
of ice, impaflfable by human art' So that aU* 
farther enquiries for a North Weft paOage from 
the Atlantic feem now to be precluded. 

But it was not yet certain, that fuch a paf- 
fage might not be found on the wellern fide of 

America 


America, as there is a remarkable libit id 
Campbeirs Voyages, in which that writer, whcf 
was a great advocate for the paflfage in queftion/ 
lays great ftrefs. He fays, that Capt, Lancafter^ 
of the Dragon (afterwards Sir James) who com- 
manded the firfl: fleet to the Eaft Indies, having 
beard a report while there, of another paflagcf 
CO that country, and being on his return homd 
overtaken by a ftorm, in which the Dragon lofl: 
her rudder, and was otherwiie in danger of pe^^ 
ri(hing, yet being unwilling to defcrt her, he 
wrote a letter and fent it on board the Heftor^ 
to which was added the foUowifag P. -S. " Thrf 
paflage to the Eaft Indies lies in 62 deg. 30 min. 
by the N. W. on the American fide/* — -It wail 
therefore to determine this queftion with aH * 
much certainty on one fide of America as ic 
had been on tiie* other, that our great naviga* 
tor was fent out on the late voyage, anfd it may 
DOW be fairly concluded after his examination,^ 
added to thofe of the late and former SpanilH 
Voyagers, and theRuflian difcoveries, that no 
prafticable paflage cxifts between the Atlantic 
and Pacific Seas towards the North, though it i^ 
remarkabje^that in the lat. of 61 deg. 15 min. art 
open found was difcovered, which they traced till 
they came to a (hallow bay, impracticable for 
ibipping, into which a deep frclh water river 
emptied itfelf, with high land on both fides. 
This river Capt. Cook caufed to be examine^ 
with boats, but being more than 50 degrees or 
long, from the nearcft coaft of Hudfon's Bay, 
-there cannot be the lead ihadow of reafon to 
fuppofe, that it can have any comm^nicauoa 
with that fea.

Containing an Jfccount of what happened in thi 
Prpfecution of the Voyage^ from the departure of 
"the Ships with Omai^ Jrom England^ in Augu^ 
'jyj6ytin their leaving the Society Iflands^ in 
the South Seas, Dec: gth lyjy^ to begin their 
Difcoveries to the North* 

HAVING taken in our guns at the Galleons^ 
and what (lores were wanting. 
On the 14th of June 1776, both fliips catlie 
to an anchor at the 'Norej but our frelh pro- 
vifions being nearly cxhaufted, wc weighed 
next day, and left the Refolution waiting for 
her commander, 

, On the 1 6th, came too ofFDcal, and received 
on board a great quantity of Jbeef and mutton 
for the IhipV company, and a boat for the 
Captain's ufe. It blew hard in the night and 
all the next day. 

On the 1 8th we weighed anchor and failed; 

but we had no fooner entered the channel than 

a fiorm arofe, by which wc were driven into 

Portland Roads, where we received confiderable 

.damage, Wc had blowing weather till 
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The 26th, when wc arrived at Plymouthi 
There we found a large fleet ot naen of war and 
tranfports with troops on board for America, 
and faluted the Admiral with 1 1 guns. They had 
been driven in by ftrefs of weather, fevcral of 
them much damaged. About i2 at noon wc 
came to moorings in the Sound. 
. On the goth the Refolution arrived^ falutcd 
the Admiral, and came too and moored clofc 

by us. 

It was now found neceflary before wc pro- 
ceeded, to go into harbour to repair the da- 
mages our (hip had received in the ftorm of 
the 1 8th, and the Refolution propofed to w[ait 
till we were in readinefs-, but it was with difficulty 
that an order was obtained for the carpenters to 
begin, and when it was obtained, it was fomc 
time before it could be carried into execution. 
The repairs of the fleet for America being 
judged of greater confequcnce than the repairs 
of a Angle ftiip. 

The Refolution, tired with delay, when the 
day came that flie fet fail on her former voyage, 
which was 

On the 1 2th of July, the impatience of the 
^ fiiip's company, and the notion they had enter, 

tained of its being a lucky day, induced Cap- 
tain Cook to comply wirh their importunities, 
and he accordingly fet fail, leaving orders with 
Capt. Clarke to follow him to St. Jago, one of 
the Cape de Verd Iflands^ and if he ihould there 
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ftilfs of him, to purfue his courfc direftly for 
the Cape of Good Hope. 

This was unwelcome news to the (hip's com* 
pany of the Difcovcry, who were equally im- 
patient to be gone, and who were fiot without 
their fancies of good and bad omens any more 
than their neighbours. 

During this tedious interval of tinavoid- 
able delay, a fuccinfl: account of Omai, the 
native of Ulietea, who embarked with Cap- 
tain Cook on board the Refolution on his re- 
tu^rn home, will give thofe who never had an 
opportunity of feeing him whilp in England^ 
fomc idea of his perfon, his genius, his cha- 
radler and acquirements. 

[Since the Joornalift's return, he hai been 
able to colleft from the writings of the gen- 
tlemen, who had the beft opportunities of know-* 
ing and converfing with Omai while in Eng- 
land, their Icntiments refpedVing him, which, 
though not entirely corrcfponding with his own, 
(as will be fcen in the fequel) yet to do Omai 
ample juftice, he thinks it incumbent upon him 
to conceal nothing that has appeared in his fa^ 
your. For which reafon, if in the courfe of the 
Voyage, a different reprefcntation fl>all be found 
of him, let it be remembered, that what id 
here faid is taken from hear- fay only ; but for 
what fhall be faid hereafter, the Writer makes 
himfclf accountable.! 
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Thh man it appears, by tho tcftimony o' 
Captain Cook, had once fomc property in bit 
own country, of which he was difpoffcffed by 
the people of Bolabola. Captain Cook at firft 
wondered that Capt. Furneaux would cncum^ 
bcr himfclf with fa ordinary a pcrfon, who was 
not, in his opinion, a proper famplc of the in- 
habitants of thofe happy iflands; and Mr. For^ 
fter fays, it is doing him no injuftice to aff^rt, 
that among all the inhabitants ofOt^heite and 
the Society lOes, he had fcen few individuals fa 
lU-favoured as Omaij neither did he feem of 
eminence in rank or parts, any more than in 
fcape, figure, or complexion, to attraA the no- 
tice of an enlightened nation, but feemed, adda 
Mr. Forftcr, to be one of the common people > 
and the rather as he did not afpire to the 
Captain's company, but preferred that af the 
armourer and common feamen; yet, notwitb- 
ftanding the contemptible opinion, which both 
thefe gentlemen fecms to have entertained of 
him at firft, as foon as he reached the Cape of 
Good Hope, and the Captain drefled him in his 
own clothes, and introduced him to the bed com« 
pany, he declared he was not a towtaw^ or one 
of the common cbfs, but a hea^ or attendant 
on the King ; and Captain Cooke acknowledges^ 
that fince he arrived in England, he had his 
doubts whether any other of the natives would 
have given more general fatisfaftion. It wili 
not, we prefume, be thought tedious if we add 
his charadter, as drawn by Capt« Cook and Mr.

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Forfters in their rcfpcftivc hiftories of the Voy> 
age undertaken, to determine the exiftence or 
oon-exiftence of an American Continenf , in 1 7 ^^• 

^^ Omai/' fays Capt. Coolce, " has moft cer- 
tainly a good underftanding, qviick parts,^ 4qd 
honeft principles ; he has a natMral ^ood be* 
haviour, which rendered him acceptable to the 
beft company, and a proper degree of pride^ 
which taught him to ayxild i\\t focicty qf pcr- 
fons of inferior ranj^* Hp ba^ paOlpns of the 
fame kind as other ypung men, but bfs judg* 
fificnt enough nqt to indulge tbiem in any im. 
proper e^ccefs. I do not imagine (adds the 
(^aptain) th^t h€ has any di^jkc to liquor, and 
if be h/i<^ fallep into company, j^hcrc the per- 
fQVk whp drank the nnoft met ^itb the moft ap« 
probation, I have no doubt but that he .would 
have er^eavpurcd to g^n the a,pplavfe of tho^ 
Vith whpm be affodated -, but fo^tijijnately f9r 
him^ he perceived that drinking ;«^as very lit|^ 
in ufe but among ir^erior people; ^d as he 
,was.i(ery watchful into the oi^no^rs and cofi*

si^i^b ^heir prote£tipn, he was fo^er and n>o- 
^efti }(nd X never heard^ that. during thp.wholo 
>cime of his ftayiqg in England, ^I^ich ,y^as .^vro 
^yearjs, heaver once was difguifcd :y«ri|b,wiae, pf 
t^ver jAiewjed an inclinatJQn t9 go beyond the 
:ft|ifi:eft rules qf moderation. 

iM sSoon after his arrival jiniLondon* the Earl 
:Of Sandwich introduced him to bis Majefty 
§t Kftw, .where he met with a moft gracious re* 
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ccption, and imbibed the ftrongeft impreflions 
of duty and gratitude to that great and ami* 
able Prince, which I am perfuaded he will pre* 
ferve to the lateft moment of his life. During 
his ftay he was carefTed by many of the chief 
Nobility; but his principal patrons were the 
Ear) of Sandwich, Mr. Banks, and Dr. So- 
lander.** 

Captain Cook adds, ^* that though Omai 
lived in the midft of amufements during hit 
refidence in England, his return to his own 
country was always in his thoughts, and though 
he was not impatient to go, he exprefTcd a fa* 
tisfadlion as the time of his return approached.'* 

Thus far Capt. Cook ; and though there are 
fome traits of this charadter to be found in that 
drawn by Mr. Forfter, yet his good qualities are 
there fo blendid with childiihnefs and folly, that 
one can hardly think it applicable to the fame 
identical perfon* 

** Omai," fays Mr. Forfter, ** has been con* 
fidercd either as remarkably ftupid or very in- 
telligent, according to the different allowances 
vrhich were made by thofe who judged of his 
abilities.. His language, which is deftitute of 
every harlh confonant, and where every word 
tnds with a vowel, had fo little exercifed his 
organs of fpeech, that they were wholly unfit 
to pronounce the more complicated Englifli 
founds ; and this phyfical or rather habitual 
defed, has too often been mifconftrued. Upon 

arrival in England^ be was inamediately in« 

troduced 
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introduced into general company, led to the 
mod fplendid entertainments, and prefented at 
court amidft a brilliant circle of the firft nobi« 
lity. He naturally imitated that cafy and ele- 
gant politenefs which is fo prevalent in all thofe 
places; he adopted the manners, the occupa^- 
tions, and amufements of his companions, and 
gave many proofs of a quick perception and 
Hvely fancy. Among the inftances of his in* 
Celligence^ I need only mention his knowledge 
of the game of Chefs, in which he had made 
an amazing proficiency. The multiplicity of 
objeds which crowded upon htm, prevented 
his paying due attention to thofe particulars^ 
which would have been beneficial to himfelf and 
his countrymen at his return. He was not 
able to form a general comprehenfive view of 
our whole civilized fyftem, and to abftrad from 
theoce what appeared moft ftrikingly ufeful and 
applicable to the improvement of his country. 
His fenfes were charmed by beauty, fymetry» 
harmony and magnificence ; they called aloud 
for gratification, and he was accuftomed to 
obey their voice. The continued round of en- 
joyments left him no time to think of his fu- 
ture life; and- beipg deftitute of the genius of a 
Tupa'ia, whofe fuperior abilities would have 
enabled him to form a plan for his own con- 
du£t, his underdanding remained unimproved^ 
After having fpent near two years in Englandt 
Mr. Forfter adds, that his judgment was in its 
infant ftate, and therefore (when he was pre*.

paring to return^ he coveted almoft every things 
he fawy and particularly that which athufcd 
him by ibroe unexpeded efie£l : to gratify his 
childiih inclinations, as it fhould feeiii; rather 
than from any other motives, he was indulged 
with a portable oi^an, an eledtrical machine, a 
coat of mail, and a fuit of armour/' 

Such is the account, and fuch the charader 
of this child of curiofity, who left his country 
and his connexions to roam he did not know 
where nor for what, having no idea of im« 
proving the arts, manufadbures, or commerce, 
of his country, or introducing one ufeful fci- 
ence among them. He carried with him, be* 
£des the articles above enumerated, a profufion 
of almoil every thing that can be named, axes, 
&WS, chifTels, and carpenters tools of every kihdi 
all forts of Birmingham and Sheffield wares; 
guns, piftols, cutlafies, powder and ammuni« 
tion ; needles, pins, fifh-hooks, and various 
implements for fport; nets of all forts i with 
hand ehgines, and a lathe for turning; He had 
fikewife cloaths of different colours and diffe- 
rent fabrics, laced and plain; fome made in 
the ftyle of his country, and feveral after bur 
maimer: fome of thefe lad he bartered with 
the petty officers (after he had paflfed the Friendly 
Ifland) for red feathers. He was likcwife plen- 
tifully fupplied with glafs and china wares> 
ivlth beads and baubles, fome of great value ; 
medals of various metals ; a watch was prefented 
to him by a pcrfon ^ diftindlon : in fixort, nb« 

thing 
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thing was wicheld firbtn him that he rtqmrcC^ 
tither for trade ih his own country, or to gratil]f 
his childldi humour. 

When he catiie bn bodrd the Reiblutlon^ hk 
difcbVeried tihcommoh ecftaiy; but when hb 
parted with the gentlemeri who aecompinied 
him, the tears, as Mr. Forfter obicrves, flowed 
plentifully;' biit they were childittitcar^i and 
the moment his old friends Md left the lhip» 
he wai as lively atid briik as ever. He Ihe^ed 
mo concern about leaving this country, but ra* 
ther rejoiced at his going. 

We (haW fee in the fequel how he behaved 
on board, and in what maAner he was received 
oh hi^ rctixm to ^i^ owh iHand. Atid now 
having 6hce more got our IhFp in readinefii, anA 
tvcry thing 'ncceffary t^e-imbarlcedt 

On the ift of Auguft iVc weighed, and pro- 
)3^ded, with aH ^ails fcr, to join the Reioldi* 
tio<). While our fhip wa& repaiiring, it Was ob- 
fervable, that thofe *ho 'had never beth eni. 
ployed on difcOvery before, were more impid- 
tnt to depart, than thofe who had i^lreiidy tir- 
perienced the feverities of a Southern NavigUP* 
tioh near and within ttie pbUr circle; ithd it 
'was divertinjg etiough to liftcn to -the ludicrbfeB 
reihirks bf thefc lift, on their frelh-^t<r -bfe- 
thren as they -ddlled them, ^Whbhi they -VetltUrifcd 
to forifcl, Vd\iW, like the J^ws in the WiWer- 
txeft, be the firft to triUrmUr and cry btit fbr <ie 
Jeeks and ile'cntons (ff'E^t \ mtitaiat?ftg-tt4i*- 
by, that ""wiien thi^fe 'raW Mors came -antK^ 

the 
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fheiflands of ice in the frozen regions to feel 
theeffeds of fcanty fare and hard duty, they 
wou^d then be the firft to repent their impe- 
taofity, and to figh for the beef and the beer 
of the land they were now fo defirous to leave. 

We proceeded with a brifk gale till the 7th, 
when in fight of Cape Finifterre, the clouds 
began to darken, and the ocean to fwell, and 
to threaten by every appearance an approach- 
ing tempeft. Several fhips were then in fightt 
and we could clearly difcern that they were pre- 
paring, as well as ourfelves, to meet the flornu 
For twenty four hours it blowed and rained 
inceiTantly ; but on the 9th, a calm fucceeded, 
which however was not of long continuance ; 
for in the evening of the fame day it thunder- 
ed» lightened, and the rain poured down in tor- 
jrents. The drops were fuch as no man on 
l)6ard bad feen the like. To prevent the ef^ 
fe&s of the lightening, it was thought necef* 
fary to let fall the chain from the maft-head : 
s precaution which Capt. Clarke never omitted^ 
when there was danger from lightening to be 
apprehended. 

On the loth feeing a (hip to windward bear« 
iog down very faft, and fufpeding her to be 
an American privateer, all hands were ordered 
to quarters, to be in readinefs to engage. She 
proved to be a Liibon trader, who by the vio- 
lence of the gale the day before, had been 
driven many leagues to the Weftward of her 

courfci and was in fomc diftrefSi We ipared 

, ^ hcf 
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lier thofc things of which ihe flood moft in 
liced, and purfucd our Voyage. 

Nothing remarkable till the i8th, when the 
(hip's company were put to fliort allowance of 
water^ and the machine ereded to diftili fea« 
ivater. This was occafionally made ufe of dur. 
Ing the Voyage, and anfwercd very well for fome 
particular purpofes, but was ill[relifhed by the 
failors for boiling their meat. Thefe precau- 
tions were taken left the Refolution (hould have 
kft St. Jago, and the Difcovery obliged to pro* 
ceed to the Cape, without being able to pro. 
cure a frefh fupply. Lat. Obi. this day 23. 39. 
long. 21. 24. 

On the 19th we croITed the Tropic of Caa^ 
cer for the firft time, and. 

On the 28th came in fight of St. Jago, bear^ 
ing N. W. diftant about fix or feven leagues* 
We bore away inftantly for the Bay, and ai: 
eight in the morning made land. An officer 
was fent afiiore with all fpeed to make enquiiy, 
who brought word back that the Refolution 
had not touched at that Port i probably be* 
caufe the rainy feafon was approaching, when 
k is unfafe to remain in port during its con* 
tinuance. The fame reafons that had induced 
the Refolution to proceed were doubly pref^ 
fing upon us. It was now about the time when 
the rainy feafon begins, though we had as yet 
obferved none of its approaches. It is generally 
preceded by a ftrong foucherly wind, and a 
great fwelL The fea comes rolling on, and 
daihing furioufly againft the rocky fhore» caufes 


g frightful furff. Somecimcs tornadoes or vicH 
ierit whirlwinds arife oear the coaft, and greailf 
incfeafe the danger.. For thi^ reafon, from the 
toiddle oi Auguft till the month of Novembert 
Fort Fraya^ the principal Harbour in the < 
iftand» is but little frequented. 

' TiMr officer was no fooner returned, and the 
boat hoifted on board, than we made fail with a 
gentle breeze, which continued till 

Stptember ift, when a dreadful rempeft 
ftrofe^ in which wc every nK>ment expcded to 
he fwaliowcd up. The thunder and lighten* 
tug were not more alarming, than the QK-ets of 
fain^ which fell fo heavy as to endanger the 
finking of the ihip, and at the fame time, 
though in the open 4ay^ involved us in a 
^ud of darlcnefs, than whicft nothing could 
he more horrible •, providentially the continu- 
Wioeofdiis tempeft was but (hort^ it began 
wboM, nine m the morning, and before noon 
•the whole ^tmo^here was perfc&ly ferene, and 
IML a fpot nor a fliade to be feen to mark the 
"^toct of this elemental conflift. However^ m 
^ihis fliort period, our fuffertngs nearly kept 
*|»ee with our apprehenfions, having our main-> 
'top-gallant yard carried away in the flings, and 
"the fail frhxered in a thoufand pieces $ the jib 

and middle ftay-*fails torn clear oBT, and the 
'Ihip fe ftrained as to make all hands to the 
immps ' neceflary. The afternoon was em ployed 

m repairing the damagcst and difcbarging the 

water 
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tiater 'which had been fliippcd as wcH ffom 
the heavens, as kom the fea. 

Septraiber ^ 3^ 4) the weather continued 
Iqually, with rain; init as we Approached thr 
line, a'4:alm fuixeeded, and the flcy became ife- 
rene;; iuit^with a ini2ine£B .and langotir^ m M 
the current of the air, like water upon an e^ui- 
poife, moved only by its own impulfe. Nothing 
could be more tedious and di&greeable thaa 
diis calm ; bm fortunately its^duration was but 
fliorc. 

:^September 5th, ^zt eight in the tnorniiig faw 
a fail, the lecond we had Teen finee we pa^bd 
Cape Finifterre jon the . coaft of Spain. Wt 
were at this time intent on fiOiing ; and having 
booked a fliaric jof an :enormous fize, both i)ffi« 
cers and men wece engaged in getting him on 
board. When he . was . cut up, there were fix 
young ones found in his beUy, about two feet 
ioi^ each. Thefe were divided anooog the 
officers, and one was drefled &r the great ca* 
Un. The old xme was eaten by the ihip*s crew* 
to whom frefli food . of any kind was now be- 
come a dainty. 

^The .weather continuing fine, the Captain or^ 
dered the great guns and fmall arms .to be cx«- 
crcifedj fhetihip fo be fmoakcd* and the bed- 
ding to be aired. Thcfe laft articles, it may fbc 
once for all .neceflary so obfervc, were never 
omitted during the whole courfe of the Voyage, 
when the weather would permit ; but wore moi« 
particularly neceffary ia croffing the Line, asic 

has 
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has been obfervcd that the whole wood • woHi 
between decks, in this low larttude, is more apt 
to become mouldy, and the iron to ruft, than 
in higher latitudes, ptobably owing to that' 
fluggifhnefs in the air that has been already no* 
ciced, and for which Nature feems to have 
provided a remedy by the frequent tempefts 
and tornadoes, to which this part of the ocean 
is remarkably fubjefi:. 

Nothing worth notice till the 1 7th, when we 
crofied the line. The weather being fqually^ 
the ufual ceremony of keel-hawling the failors 
who had never eroded it before, was omitted^ 
This ceremony is fo well known, that it were 
needlefs to defcribe it* 

On the 19 th, the weather became moderate; 
when upon examination, the ftarboafd maia 
truflel-tree was found to be fprung. 

On the 24th, George Harrifon, Corporal of 
Marines, fitting carelefsly on the bowfprie 
diverting himfelf with thefporting of the fi(hes» 
fell over-board. He was feen to fall, and the 
ihip was inftantly hove to, and the boats got 
out with all poflible expedition ^ but he was 
never again fecn to rife. His Dutch cap was 
taken up at the fhip's ftern i and as it was 
known that he could fwim as well as any man 
on board, the boats made a large circuit round 
the (hip, in hopes to recover him, but in vain. 
It is remarkable, that in Captain Cook's former 
Voyage, one Henry Smock, one of the Car- 
penter's mates, .fitting on the fkuttle, fell over- 
board much in the fanie manner, and (bared 

the 
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the fame fate. Both thefe were young meii« 
fober, and of good charaftcrs. Their iofs was 
regretted by the officer?, but; more particularly 
ib by their comrades among the crew. Ic 
is more than probable that both were in- 
ftantly fwallowed up by Iharks that confkantlj 
attend the fhips, 

Oa. the ift, we caught a large (hark, ten 
feet long, with feveral young dolphins in her 
belly : part of the entrails, when dcanfcd and 
drefled, were eaten in the great cabin, and 
the body given to thofe by whom it wascaiagbt; 
When fryed, it is tolerable roeatj but the lat 
h very loathforac. 

On the 22d^ a ftorm arofe, accompanied 
with thunder, lightening, and rain. As it was 
not fo violent as thofe we had before expeii- 
cnced, it proved more acceptable than alarming^ 
as it fupplied the fhip*s company with a good 
quantity of frefli water, which they caught in 
blankets or by other contrivances, every one as 
he could. What was caught in the awnin<>a 
was faved for the officers ufc. 

On the 24th it blew a hurricane— handed the 
fails, and lay to all night under bare poles. 

On the 25th, the ftorm abated, and the fky 
became clear i we obferved a Ihip to the South- 
ward, which by her courfe, we took for the 
Rcfolution: We crouded fail, ftood after her, 
and foon came up with her. She proved to be 
a Dutch advice-boat bound to the Cape. 

On the 28 th, our people began to look fo* 
land ; arid the appearance of fome birds which 

arc 
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aie known never to go for from fliore* CQaSrjpeil 
them that the extremicy of the African ^oaft 
wa$ at no great diftance. Our AftronQmer» 
boweyer, was of a different opinioD, and xhc 
event proved that he was right. 
Nov. the ift» having now been at lea juft^three 
months,^ without once fetting foot on land, thofe 
who ^ere unaccuftomed to fuch long voyages^ 
began. to put on a very difiecent afped to that 
tbcy wore at firft tettting out. They were, in- 
deed, fomewhat comforted by the chearfulaejb 
and vivacity which the^ obferved. to prevail in 
almoft every countenance except their ow.n ; 
from whence they concluded, that. many days 
could not elapfe before the paiqful fenfations of 
afolitary fea life would be recpmpenfed by the 
pleafurable enjoyments they would find, when 
they came on ihore# Such, perhaps, were the 
feelings, at that time, of the writer of this 
Journal* 

On the 3d, we flill obferved a great variety 
of fifli and fowl to accompany the (hip^ 
fome of which we had never noticed before ^ 
and we could not but remark the difference in 
this refpeft, between the Weftern coafts of the 
Old Continent, and the Weftern coafts of the 
New, in the fame latitudes. No fooner had we 
crofled the Tropic of Cancer, than we were 
amufed by the fporting of the fifties, or more 
properly, perhaps, by their unremitting labour 
in purfuit of their daily food. Flying fifli are 
generally the firft to attract the notice of thofe 

who 
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ivi)0 never have been in thefe Teas before,, and . 
it. is curious to attend to their numberlefs wind« 
ings and (hiftings to elude the attacks of the; 
Dolphins add Bonitos, their declaredi enemies. 
Whatever may be the defign of Providence iri 

the formation of thefe Bihes, one cannot 

* 

help coniidering their exiftence as ^ Hate of 
perpetual puni(bnnrent« While they remain id 
the water their enemies ^rc there, and tho' na-^ 
ture has given them the power to quit that ele* 
inent, and to fly for refuge to the open air, yet 
other profecutors are there alfo in wait for ihem 
no lefs cruel than thofe they have efcaped^ 
Boobies, Man of War birds, and other feafowls^ 
are continually watching to make the Flying* 
fifh their prey^ while the ravenous Sharks are 
no lefs vigilant in making reprifab on the DoK 
phins and Bonitos. Thus, a paffage through 
the tropical laticudes,' in this (ea^ exhibits one 
continued fcene of warfare $ while in the other 
fea all is peace and uniform tranquility^ Thefe 
reBedions naturally occur when the mind, ua*. 
occupied with variety^ is difpoied for contemn 
platioQ;. 

We tocf, who had contributed to play a p^fc 
in this tragic drama, by catching feveral enor- 
mous Sharks,* left fome few tyrants the lefs m 
vex the ocean. 

On the 7th, at Ctx in the morning, a manr 
at the mall-head, called out land •, and at eight 
itrc could all fee it involved in a mifty cloud, 
it proved to ber Table Land, bearing S W, at 
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the diftancc of about ten leagues, which in* 
duced us to change our courfe from E S E -, to 
SSW. 

On the roth we entered Table Bay, and 

On the nth, came to and anchored in fix 
fathom Water, where, to our great joyi we found 
the Refoiution, 

We falutcd the garrifon with 13 guns^ and 
were anfwcred by the fame number : Captain^^ 
Cook, with the principal officers artd gentleman 
belonging to the (hip, came on boat'd to bid us 
welcome. By them we learnt that they had been 
at the Cape near three weeks ; that they had con^ 
tititied their courfe to the Cape, without topping 
at Port-Praya ; and that they touched only ii few 
days at Madeira to take on board fome wine, Of 
which they very kindly offered us ^ part. 

On our landing, our Captain was mex by the 
officersof the garrifon, and the gentlemen belting* 
ing to the Dutch Eaft-India Company, who re- 
ceived him very politely, and gave him a gene- 
ral ihvitation to fliare with thtm the entertain* 
nients of the place. 

The fubordinate officers on board, wer<e met 
by another clafs of inferior gentry, belonging 
to the fame Company, with a like invitation^ 
but on different terms* Almofl: every officer 
in the pay of the Dutch dompany entertain ftran^ 
gers, who lodge and board with them on nWKle- 
rate terms, from tWo ihillings a day to five. ^ 

Nothing in nature can make a more horrid 
ap^arance than the rugged mountains thatfbrni 
the Bay. Oce would almoft be tempted to 

think 
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think that the Dutch had tAade choice df the 
barreneft fpot upon earth, to fliew what nniay 
be efFedted by flow induftry and continued per* 
feverance; for befides the craggy cliffs that ren- 
der the open country almoft inacceflfible, the 
foil is fo fandy and poor, that, except fome 
vineyards, there is fcarce a flirub or a tree to be 
feen within any walking didance from the place i 
infomuch that the vafl: profufion of all forts o 
pYovifions, of beef, mutton, poultry, flour, 
butter, cheefe, and every other neceflary, is 
brought from four to five and twenty daysjour- 
liey from Cape-town, where the Governor and 
Company have their refidencc- 

This town has already been fo fully defcribed 
by Captain Cook in his former voyage, and by 
other writers before him, that little remains to ' 
be added. The town is neatly builr, and ac- 
cording to the natural charader of the Dutch, 
as ndatly kept in order. It has the advantage 
of a fmall rivulet, by means of which there are 
cAhals in all the principal ftreets of the town ^ 
oh both fides of which are plar^ted rows of ftate- 
]y oaks. The town is fituated below the moun- 
tains, and when feen from their fummits, ap- 
pears, with the gardens an^d plantations that 
run along the fliore, exceedingly pidurefque : 
nothing can be more Romantic, nor any pro- 
fpcGt more pleaflng co the eye. 

The (hip was no fooner moored, than all 
hands were employed to ftrip off the rigging, 
and to unload the fl:ores} places proper for 

F 2 jepairirig: 
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repairing the one^ and for airing and exahiirt^ 
ing the other, being prepared before-hand by 
Captain Cook % and the utmoft difpatch was 
made to Ihorten our ftay, as the time for navi-^ 
gating the high latitudes through which we 
were to pafs, was advancing a pace, aiid ,the 
Refolution was already in a ftate Qt to under* 
take the voyage* 

What remained for Captain Cook to do when 
we arrived, was chiefly to purchafe live cattle 
for prefencs to Arees in the South Sea; likewife 
live dock far the (hips ufe ; thefe are always the 
laft things provided, becaufe it is found necef^. 
fary to Ihorten, as much as pofllble, their con-^ 
tinuance on board. He had already laid in fuffi. 
dent (lore of beef, muCtpn, J poultry, and greeM 
for prefent u(e, and had contradled for a good 
quantity of faked beef, to fave what we had 
brought from England, as that is found to 
keep better than the beef falted at the Cape^ 
though this lafl is preferred for prefent ufe. 

Among the cattle purchafed, were four horfes 
and mares of a delicate breed, for Omai* 
feveral bulls and cows of the buffaloe kind 
M more fuitable to the tropical climates than 
jtny brought from Europe ; likewife fome Afri- 
can rams and ewes •, fome dogs too were pur- 
chafed ; cats we had in plenty on boards and 
of goats Captain Cook purchafed ntrmbers of 
both (exes. 

Stored with thefe, the Refolution refembted 
the Ark^ in which alt the animails that were to 

ftock 
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ftock the little world to which he was bound 
were coUefled ; and with their provender, they 
occupied no fmall part of the fhip's ftowage. 

While the riggers, fail-makers, carpenters, 
caulkers, fmiths, coopers, and (lore keepers^ 
were bufily employed in their feveral ftations, 
the aftronomcrs were not idle, nor the furgeons; 
the former were engaged in making obferva* 
tions ; the laticr in attending the fick, of whom 
there were not many, and thofe, on being car- 
ried on fliore, very foon recovered. The dry 
foft air of the African mountains prov.ed a re- 
ftorative fuperior to all the phyfic in the world. 
Of the efBcacy of this falubrious air, the Dutch 
Eaft-Indiamen have experience every voyage, 
both in going to and returning from their let* 
tlements in India. 

While we remained at the Cape, two of their 
fhips arrived full of fickfoldiers, who had been 
enlided in Holland, and who were in a mife*- 
rable condition both as to health and want of 
common neceffaries. They had been near five 
months on their voyage from Amfterdam, and 
had loft on the palTage, more men than the 
compliments of both our (hips amounted to, 
owing to naftinefs and clofe confinement. It is 
remarkable, that no (hips . have the appearance 
pf being neater kept than thofe of the Pqtch ; 
qor any more flovcnly where they are not ex- 
po(ed to open view. 

Avery uncommon incident happened while we 
were at the Cape, which might have embroiled us 

F 3 with 
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with the government there, had not the delin- 
quent been tound out and.puniihed. Itwasdif* 
covered that a number of counterfeit fchelling$ 
and double-keys had been circulated, and feveral 
of our people had taken them in exchange for 
gold. Complaint was made by pur officers 
againft the inhabitants, for taking the ad van « 
tage of the ignorance of ftrangers to impofe 
counterfeit money upon them, as it was not to 
be fuppofed that they could be judges of thp 
goodnefs of their country coin. On the other 
hand, the inhabitants charged the bad pipney 
as proceeding from us. Each were warm in 
their reprefentations, and each were ppfitiye in 
their opinions. It was not thought poflible that 
any of our people could be prepared to coun« 
terfeit Dutch money, and yet there had been no 
inftance of counterfeit money having ever 
been ieen at the Cape before the arrival of oujt 
fiiips at that port. Thus the matter reded for 
a while, till one of the fliips armourers having 
obtained leave to go a(hore, made him* 
{elf drunk, and offered bafe money in payment 
for his liquor. Being detained, and notice given 
to his commanding officer, he caufed him to be 
fearched, when feveral other pieces of si bafe 
coin were found upon him ; and on examining , 
his cheft, the implements were found artfully 
concealed, by which he had been enabled to 
carry on the fraud. He was inftantly carried 
before the Commander in Chief, who ordered 

him 
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him to receive the difciplinp of the (hip, and t^ 
be feat borne in the Hampfhire Indiaman. 

Oa the 27?h of November orders were given 
to prepare for failing. And, 

On the 28ch of the fame month, the Govcrr 
nor aiad principal Officers belonging to the Com- 
pany, v^erc ente^ained on board the Hpfolqfion* 
where th^y cani? to take leave of our Capi^in^ 
before their departure, as we were expefted tp 
faij i^ a few days, the repairs of the fhiffs being 
fully cpmpleated. The ftore^ had all been ordered 
pn b$>iard fbme d4ys before, and a large qiian- 
lity of beer purchafcd for the (bip*^ company 
at ihfi op)y brey^ery ^thac 13 pui^licly tofer^pefi 
wkhin the jvH-ifdi^ion of the to^n* In (hoif, 
sthere is oot ooe o^eceiTary article relating (o the 
repairing, providing, and vidlgalling of .fl^ip. 
ping;, that is nop tp be purchafed ac (he Cap e 
^ Qood Hope, and that too at very reafpnable 
prices. The wine at the Cape h^sbeen thoyghc 
de^r ; becaule th^t of the choicefl: viptj^gp is 
jEc^rce, and, like the ftyre in England^ icpp- 
i^ned to a very frnail fpot. Of the real Cop- 
jftantla, which is the wine fo m^ch prized m 
Europe, the whole plantation does npt p^^haps 
produce ojorethan forty pipes ^aqpually, jhough 
tiicremay be twp or three hundred djfpofgd of 
under that name. The wine commonly taken 
on board the fliippiog for the pf^cer's iife, is of 
^ kind flot unlike Macjcria^ butpfap irffrrjor 
fort, the vines here being jraithcr irojppvcriifeed 

J?f l-eafpn of the dryjie.&of th.e foil. 
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0n the 29th our live ftock were all got ot^ 
board, and properljr provi4ed for and fecur* 
ed ; and haying difpatched our letters to our 
friends^ and* left nothing to do ^ut to weigh 
and fail. 

On the 30th, having quitted oijr moorings 
we next day came to an anchor in 1 8 fathom 
water. Penguin Ifland bearing N. by W, five or 
fix mil^s. 

On the ift of December, at three in the 
tnorning, we took our departure, after faluting 
the Fort with 11 guns, which they returned 
with the fame number. At this tinie we ob* 
ferved that luminous appearance about our 
ihips, which different Voyagers have attributed 

to difierenc caufes : but which Dr. Franklin ha$

endeavoured to account for on the principles of 
Eleftricity. About five in the afternoon, we 
tnet with one of thofe terrible gufts fo frequent- 
ly experienced by Voyagers in doubling the 
Pape of Good Hope, in which pur main-faij 
wais fplit, but fortunately we received nd other 
damage; the fouthernmoil land then bearing S. 
by £• diftance nine or ten leagues, both (hips 
in Company. 

On the 4th in the morning it blew a hurri* 
t:ane, and fplit the jib. About two in {he after^

noon, unbent and bent another. 

ft.. . • ', . 

On the 7th, the yveather that had been cloudy 
l^nd boiiterous ever fince leaving the Cape, be- 
came clear and moderate. In latitude 39 deg, 
kj mid/S* the Refolutjon's boat/ with Mr. Kin^, 
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die fecond Mate, and Omai on board, came to 
compare the €ime*pieces, and found no material 
Variation. 

On the loth, in lat. 43 deg. 56 S a dreadful 
ftorm came on, which obliged both (hips to 
lay to that and the following night under bare 
poles. 

On the 1 2th, in lat- 46 deg. i8 min. S.itbe. 
gan to fnow and hail, and the weather became 
intokrably cold ; infomuch, that from a fcorch- 
ing heat which we felt at the Cape, the change 
was fo great in the fpace of thirteen days, that 
we were obliged to line the hatchways with 
canvas, to defend the men below as much a^ 
pofljble from the effeds of the froft. Here the 
Albatroflcs and other fea fowl, began to make 
their appearance ; and here feals and porpoifes 
wercfeen tofport about, the (hip, which gave as 
hopes of fobn approaching land. 

On the i3thi at fix in the morning, we came 
in fight of land, having the appearance of two 
iflands, the Eafternmoft bearing SSE j E; 
the Wefternmoft S by W § W. At ten in the 
forenoon, paflcd between the iflands through a 
very narrow channel. Piercing cold with fleet 
and fnow, with which the iflands were lightly 
covered, but neither tree nor flirub to be fccn, 
iior any living thing, except penguins and fliags, 
the former fo numerous, that the rocks ieemed 
f overed with them as with a cruft. Thefe were 
the Marlon Ifles already difcovered. 

M.dc 
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M. de Marion, when he <difcovered thefe 
iOands, had two (hips under bis command, one 
the Mafcarin, Captain Crozet, the other the 
Caftrie, Captain du Clclmure, They proceeded 
to the Southern extremity of New Holland, and 
from thence to the Bay of Iflands in New Zea- 
land, where M. de Marion v/as killed with 
twenty • eight of his men by the natives* He 
was obliged, having loft his mafts, to look ouf 
for new on^s in the woods of that country i but 
when he had found trees fit for his purpofe, 
jfieceOity obliged him to cut a road three miiefL 
riong through the thickets^ to bring them tp 
the water- fide. While one party of his people 
vrere employed in this fervice, another party 
was placed on an iQand in the bay, to cleanie 
the caiks, and fill them with water i and a thirfd 
was occafionally fent on fhore to cut wood for 
the fliip's ufe.- Thus employed, they had been- 
there thirty-three days upon the beft t^ms with 
the natives, who freely offered their women to 
the Tailors, when M. de Marion, no( fufpe&ing 
any treachery, went one morning as hjs cuftopi 
"Was to vifit the different parties that were at work, 
without leaving word that he intended to come 
back to the (hips the fame day. Having called 
to fee the waterers, he went next to the Hip- 
pah, a fortification of the natives, where he com- 
monly ufed to ftop In his way to the carpenters, 
(encamped in the woods, with M. Croze t ac 
their head,) to dired their operations^ Here he 
was fuddenly fee upon> and with his few at- 
tendants^ 
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tcDda^Dts, barbaroufly bpdchered; as were the 
boat's crew that carried him on ftiore. Next 
morning, the Lieucen^c who commanded oa 
board, not knowing what h^d happened, fenc 
a party cp cue grafs and Fhen every one w^ 
at work, the natives watched the opportunitf 
CO fall upon them likewiie, and murdered every 
one except a fingle iailor, who ran for his life» 
and threw himfclf, wounded, into the fea. Be^ 
iog ieen from the (hips, he waa fpeedily 
taken on board, and gave the general alaroi* 
M. Cro:^ei's ficgacion in the woods, with his 
foiall parry, W4S now become mod critical. A 
corporal and four marines were immediately dif- 
patched to acquaint him of his danger, while 
leveral boats attended to receive his people, at 
a place where the fick b^d been lodged in tents* 
for the recovery of their health. He difpofed 
• every thing ;is well as the time would admit, 
and efifcded his retreat to the iea-fide- Here he 
found multitudes of (he natives aflembled, dreft 
in their habits of war, with icver^l chiefs at their 
head. M. Crozet ordered the marines who at* 
tended him, to direA their fire, in cafe he found 
it neceiTary to give 'the word, againft fuch per«> 
fons as he (hould point out. He then com^ 
manded the carpenters and (ronvalefcenta to 
ilrike the tsnts, and dhe fick to be embarked firil 
with their whole apparatus, while he with the 
loldiers, (hould talk with the leader. Thi^ma^i 
immediately told them, that M. Marion was 
killed by a w^rrioc> upon which MiCrPTi^t feized 
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a ftake, and forcing Ic into the ground, made 
figns that he (hould advance no farther. The 
countenance with which this aftion was attended, 
ftartled the farage, whofe courage failing him, 
M. Crozet in(ifted on his ordering the crowd to 
fit down, which was accordingly complied with^ 
He now paraded in front of the enemy till all 
bis people were embarked *, his foldiers were then 
ordered to follow, and himfelf was the laft who 
entered the boat. He had fcarce put ofF when 
the whole body of natives began their fong of 
defiance, and difcharged their voUies of ftones 5 
however, a (hot from the fliip foon difperfed 
them, and the company got all fafe on board. 
From this tiifie, -4he natives became troublc- 
tbmr, and made feveral attempts to attack his* 
people by furprize. They formed an attack 
againft the watering party in the night, which> 
but for the vfgilance of the guard, woold^have 
been fatal to them 5 they afterwards openly at- 
tacked the (hips in more than a hundred large 
canoes, full of men, who had caufe forely to 
repent their audacity, and fevercly felt the cfn 
fed of European arms. At length M* Cro2ei 
finding it impoffible to fupply the (hips with 
ma(ls, unlefs he could drive the natives from his 
neighbourhood, made an attack upon ihcir Hipr 
pah, which they vainly boafted was beyond his 
power to approach. He placed the carpenters 
in the front, who in an inftant levelled their pal- 
lifadoes with the ground; then cut a breach 
through the mound, and levelled the ditch, be- 

hin4 


Kind which their warriors flood in great nUm«- 
bers on their fighting (lages. 

Into this breach a chief inftantly threw him^ 
felf, with his fpear in his hand. He was (hoc 
dead by M. Crozcts*s markfmen, and prefently 
another occupied his place, fteppingon the dead 
body. He likewife fell a Viftim to his intrepid 
courage, and in the fame manner eight chiefs 
fucceffively defended it, and bravely fell in 
this poft of honour. The reft feeing their lea" 
ders dead, took flight, and the French pur* 
fued and killed numbers of them. — M. Cro 
zet offered fifty dollars to any perfon who 
Ihould take a New Zealander alive, but this 
was found impradicable. A foldier feized an 
old man, and began to drag him towards his 
Captain, but the favage, being difarmed, bit 
into the flefhy part of his enemy's hand, iht 
cxquiGte pain of which, fo enraged the foldier, 
that he ran the fellow through tjhe body with 
his bayonet. Mr. Crozet found great quantities 
of arms, tools and clothing, in this Hippah, to- 
gether with ftore of dried fifh and roots, which 
feemed to be intended for winter provifion. 
Hte now compleated the repairs of his fhip* 
without interruption, and profecuted his v^oy- 
age, after a flay of fixty-four days in this Bay of 
Iflands. From whence, after pafling through the 
AVeflefn part of the South Sea, he returned by 
the Philippines, tothelfle of France. 

There appears fome inconfiflency in the 
above relation, which we cannot help remarking* 
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It (eems improbable, if M Marion was muf^ 
dered in the Hippah, fituated on the promi- 
aente of an inacceflible rock, that the boatmen 
beiow» who landed him, (hould not make their 
cicape, and much more improbable, that neither 
the leader nor his followers fhould be mified, till 
the grafs cutters were maflfacreed by the favagea 
the next day* Upon the whole, we arc rather 
inclined to think, confidering the ftrength o^ 
the place, that the lofs might be fiiftalned in fair 
combat. M- Marion might find it.neceflary for 
the fafety of his people, to endeavour to drive 
the favagqs from their Hippah or Fort, which 
is one of the ftrongcft in New Zealand. Cap- 
tain Cook^ after defcribing it, adds, that it 
muit be conQdered as a place of great ftrength, 
in which a fmall number of refolute men may 
defend themfelves againil all the f :>rce, which a 
pec^le with no other arms than thofe that are 
there in ufe, could bring againft it. M. Cro- 
2et, therefore, might think it lefs diihonourable 
to attribute the lofs of his General and fo many 
mcn^ to the treachery^ rather than the valour 
of the favages. It is acknowledged that they 
defended the place bravely. But to proceed. 

On the 14th, the weather began to clear up, 
jand thefe iflands promifing no refrefhment, both 
fliips purfued their courfe to the S E 1 wind 
W S W; a brifk gale, but piercing cold. The 
Captain ordered the jackets and troufers.to be 
delivered out, which with the blankets and other 
warm cloaching, provided by the Lords of the 
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Adtairaky) againft the fcverity of the frozen cH* 
mates, were found of infinite ufc in prefcff lAg; 
the men in healthy who were moft expc^ed to the 
adion of the froft. 

On the 17th, in lat. 48® 2/ S. the fogs came 
oil fo thfck that we could but juft difcern tfafe 
largi^fl ofa^eAs at the diftance of the fhip*» 
lefi(|^h. This being foremen, fog-fignals were 
appoii¥t«d, and repeated every half-hour. 
Nothing remarkable till 
The 20th, when we loft (Ight of the Refol«i. 
'tidn. Signal guns were fired, falfe fires lighted^ 
and lights hung at the niafthead i but no an- 
iwer received. 

On the 21ft, in the morning, the fogftiU 
continuiif)g^ a very heavy ftorm came on^ 
atfeenjed wkh fleet, and frequent guils with 
hilt AH this day we continued firing figns^ 
guns, and at nighc burning falfe fires, and car- 
rying Hghts at the mafl;*head ; but all to no 
purpofe.' 

On the 22d, the gaile ftili increafing, we car- 
ried away our jib- (hcet, and fplit the jib 5 but 
in the evening it cleared up, and fortunately 
for both ihips, the Kerolution came in fight, 
which revived the drooping fpirits of the crew, 
w/ho were now vifibly affeded in finding them^* 
felves alone in a wide tempeftuous ocean, where 
they could expe& no fuccaur in an adverfe mo* 
meQt^ if any fuch (howld happen ; and where^ 
from (he contiaoal failure of one part or other 
of the Figg>ng» fuch a moment was much to be 
dfeaded. 

We 
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.We were now accompanied wirh a great v*^ * 
riety of fea fowl, among which were, pintadoes, 
flicerwatcrs, fulmcrs, and grey peterelsy which 
laft fcldom appear at any ctofidcrabte diftance' 

from land<{ 

On the 236, (infwcring to the middle of Juno 
in the Northern Hemifphere) the weather clear- 
ed up, and we were proceeding at a great rate, 
all reefs out, when on a fudden the weather 
coming on hawy, increafed to a fog, and vp 
again loft fight of the Refqlution j but on 
ringing the fog bell, and firing a gun, we were 
anfwered by our confort, toour inexpreffiblejoy^ 

About 1 2 at noon, the fog began to difperfc*. 
a clear fun-ftiine brightened the horizon, and 
Ihewed that we were at no great diftance fron* 
land. This, as it was unexpcfted, was the ipore 
welcome. The man at the maft head announced 
if, but as it feemed at a great diftance, very 
lofty, with the fumroits of it? hills involved 
in mift, fome of our officers who had accom- 
panied Captain Cook in his former voyages, 
and had experienced many difappointmenis- 
from the fallacious refcmblance of ice iflandsr 
to thofe of land, cxpreflcd their doubts. How- 
ever, the nearer we approached it, the more 
convinced we were of its reality. But what 
feemed to us very fingular< the fea began to 
change its complexion, and from a dark green 
colour, to look white like milk-, we had in- 
deed obferved the like phcenomenon btfore.^ 
od croffing the Tropic in the Northern He- 
mifphere » 
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Mifphcre; but do not recollefb any fuch appear- 
ance noticed by former voyager^ in th*fc high 
Southern latittide^S. 

On the igthi We obferved great cjuantities of 
fta weed floating on the furfice, and th6 fea« 
birds to encreafe ^ afld before hoon were fo hear 
the land as to difco^efr focks towering one upoii 
another, as w^ imagined, to ah inimenre height § 
but could difcern no plantations or other indica* 
tions of its b^ing inhabited. As the c^oaft ap» 
peared bold afid rocky, it was Judged proper td 
proceed with caution. When wfc firft difbovcr- 
ed land, it bore South, but on advancing flow- 
ly, we came in fight of a feparate ifland, bear* 
ing S E by S } which in the diredlion we firlt 
beheld it, fctmed to be part of oi^e 4pd thd 

fame ifland. 

On the 25Ch, at fix iri the morniiig, wdrci 

fhips, and flood in for the land ; we paflled the 

tremendous rockt which firft came in view, and 

which rofe to an ^ftonifliifig height iri forth of 

a fugar ^af^ and bore away to the Lee Ifland, 

where we found a bay with good anchorage inr 

24 fathottf Water, oozy bottom •, but the furf 

rather roiigh anfd incoftvcnienft for landing and 


watering. 


On the 25th^ it fout in the morning, the 
boats were ferit out to reconnoitre? the coaft, 
aftd, Jf poflible, to dlfcovei* a mofc convenient 
fa>arbour for taking' in water. Abbot feven the/ 
returned, having found a bottle with a lettei^ 
ifkolokd^ importing that in January 17729 thi^ 
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ifland was clifcov€r€d by M. de Kcrguelcn 5 that 
k contained plenty of water, but no wood; 
chat it was barren and without inhabitants ; but 
that the (hores abounded with Bfh, and the land 
with feals, fea lions and penguins. The har* 
hour where this bottle was . depofited, being 
more commodious than that \i^here the fliips 
were anchored -, and Capt. Cook intending to 
keep Chriftmas here, apd refrefh his men, gave 
orders to weigh, and the fhips to change theiF 
ftation ; which orders were inftantly obeyed. 

The contents of the letter inclofed in the 
bottle were in every refpe^ found to be true > 
a fhort account therefore of the voyager who 
left it, will be neceffary to render our account 
of the difcoveries in the South Seas con)pleat. 

** M. de Kerguelen, a Lieutenant, in. the 
French fervice, had the command of two (hips 
given hina, the La Fortune, and Le Gros Ventre. 
He failed from the Mauritius about the latter 
end of 1 77 1 9 and on the 13th of January fol^ 
lowing, difcovered the two lOes of whidi we are 
now fpeaking, and to which he gave the names 
of the Ifles of Fortune. Soon after M. de Ker- 
guelen faw land, as it is faid, of a confiderable 
extent and height, which he fuppofed to be Con* 
tinent, upon which he fent one of the officers of 
his own (hip a-head in the cutter to found. But 
the .wind blowing frefh, the Captain of the 
other (hip, (M. de St, Allouarn) in the Gros 
Ventre, (hot a-head, and finding a bay to which 
he gave his (hip's name^ ordered his yawl to 

take 
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take poGcQion. In the mean time, M, de Ker-^ 
guelen being driven to leeward, and unable a« 
gain to recover hwr ftation, both bdats returned 
on boird the Gros Ventre, and the cutter was 
cut a-drift on account of the bad weather. M. 
Xerguclen returned to the MauritiuSj and M. 
d'e St* Allouarn conttntied for three days to take 
the bearings of this land, and doublied its 
Northern extremity, beyond which it trended 
to the South-eaftward. He coafted it for the 
fpace of twenty leagues, but finding it high and 
jnacceflible, and deftitute of trees, he (baped 
his courfe to New Holland, and from thence 
returned by way of Timor and Batavia, to the 

r 

Ifleof France, where he died. M# de Kerguc- 
len was afterwards promoted fo thfc coiiimand of 
a 64 gun (hip. Called the Holland', with the fri* 
gate rOifeau, in order to perfedt the difcovery 
of this pretended Continent 5 but returned with 
difgrace, pretending again to have juft feen it.** 
That the iflartds we now fell inf with are the 
fame drfcovered by Kerguelen, there cannot re- 
main a doubt y but that M. de Kerguelen ever 
faw a great country, fuch as he pretends, in or 
near thofe iflands is ver/problematicaL There 
are indeed numberlefs iQands thinly fcattered inr 
this almoft boundlefs ocean, as every day's ejt- 
perience evinces-, but that there are none fo fu* 
perior to thofe already difcovered in riches and 
cultivation, as to be worth the fearth, will' 
Icarecly admit of a queftion. 
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We were now bufied on board in repairing 

our rigging, which had fuflfered much in the fre* 

quent fqualls with which we had been harrafled 

ever fmcc our departure from the Cape ; at the 

fame time, thofc who were on fhore were no lefs 

ufefuUy employed in fupplying the (hips with 

water, and the crews with frefli provifions » 

which laft, ^though not of the molt delicate 

kind, yet to ftomachs cloyed almoft t^AaJpng 

with fak provifions, even feals, pfngtHnl^and 

fea-fowl were not unfavory mfeat. 

On the Z7th, our repairs being nearly com- 
pleated, and a great part of our water on board, 
Chriftmas was proclaimed 3 a double quantity 
of grog ferved out to each common man ^ and 
a certain proportion of wine and fpirits to every 
petty officer : leave was likewife given to fuch 
as were ailing, to go a(hore for the benefit of 
the land air; and the officers of both (hips re- 
ciprocally ipet in compliment to each other;, 
pad dangers were forgotten, and the day was 
fpent by the common failors with as much mirth 
and unconcern as if fafely moored in Portf- 
mouth harbour. 

On the 28th, parties were fentout to procure 
what vegetables the idand produced by way of 
refrelhment ; but none were found for culinary 
purpofes, except a kind of wild cabbage, and 
that in fmall quantities, and gathered with much 
labour among thecliflfs of the rocks. Mr. Nel* 
fon, a gentleman whom Mr. Banks fent out to 
coUedl: fuch varieties as he (hould find indige* 

notts 
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Aous to the iflands and climates through which 
he (hould pafs, found growing among thofe 
cliffs, a kind of yellow mofs of a Hlky foftnefs, 
which he had not yet difcovered in any of his 
former refearches. 

On the 29th, the Rcfolution weighed, with 
orders to lurround the ifland, in order to ex^ 
plore the oppofite fide, which, however, upon 
examination, was found equally barren, craggy, 
fleep, and defolate, with that we had juft left. 
Penguins and fea-lions, were its chief inhabi* 
tants, among which our people made great 
havock ; of the former for the fake of provi* 
fion, penguins having b. en found tolerable eating 
when frclh, or juft falted ; and of the latter, for 
blubber, which was afterwards boiled and con* 
verted into oil on our arrival at New Zealand. - 

On the 30th, at nine in the morning, we 
weighed, and took leave of this Ifland, which 
we found by obfervation to lie in lat. 49 : 50. S. 
78 : 10. long. At 12 the fouthernmoft point of 
the land bore S S Wi S. diftant about five 
leagues. We now purlued our courfe for Vaa 
Dieman*s land, and having no difcoveries in 
view, took every advantage of the weather to 

carry fail. 

On the I ft of January, 1777, we obferved 

great qtyintities of fea weed pafling to leeward 
m a direftipn contrary to that we had fccn in 
approaching the ifland, which gave reafon to 
fuppofc there were other lands at no great 

G 3 diftance» 
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(}iftance, and ^ffords fome ground fpr believing 
chat M. de Kcrguelen mighti^have feen other 
lands in this latitude. Nothing more remarks- 
able prefented till 

The 14th, when a hurricane arofe, accom-^ 
ponied with fo thick a fog» that our (hips were 
every moment in danger of failing foul one of 
the other. We kept the fog bell conftantly 
rjinging and guns firing, which were anfwered by; 
the Refolution. The wind blew with fuch vIq* 
lence that .w:e were obliged to take in all our 
fails, to iirike our top-gallant-mafts, and to f<;:ud 
under our bare poles. This florm continued with 
more or lefs violence, till the i^th, during which 
time the H^lolution had carried away her main* 
top^maft, and fore-topgallant mail and yard; 
and the Pifcovery had loft her top gallaQt-fails^ 
iplit her fniddle ftay-fa^ls, and had fcarce half a 
jfard riemaining of her jib. 

On the 20th in the morning, we lay by to 
repair our rigging ; and the weather brighten* 
ing up with a briik but moderate gale in the 
afternoon, we fet all the fails we could, unreefed 
opx top fail$^_ and run at the rate of feven and 
e{ght miles. aA hour by the bg, both &ips in 
<;x)mpany. 

On the 22d,the weather continuing clear and 
moderate, Mr. King, the fecond Mate of the 
Kefolutiop came on board to compare the time-^ 
pieces. He brought word that the (hip's crew 
were in perfe6t health, thofe only excepted who 
Jiltd b^en hurt by their ^irls at the Cape, and 

even 
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even thefc were fit to do duty •, and that the da- 
mage the Refolmion had received during the 
blowing weather, was not fo conflderable as 
might have been expcdked, 

Gn the 24th in the nwrning, ihft man at 
the maft head called out. Land, diftant about 
5 leagues, the Mewftone, fo called by Capt. 
Furneaux, in i yy^^ bearing N E i E; Made 
the fignal for feeing it, which was ahfwered by 
the Kefolution. 

On the 25th, founded and found' ground at 
55 fathom, fandy and (belly bottom. 

r 

On the 26th, fto6d off and on to find the 
bay, caUed by Tafman, Frederic Henry's Bayi 

On the 27th came too, and moored in i^ 
fathom water, and was prefently joined by the 

* 

Reiblution. No fooner were the Ihips properly 
iecured than the pinnace was ordered to be 
launched, the boats to be manned, and all 
bands fet to work in wooding, watering, over- 
hauling tht.rigging, and getting every thing iff 
readinefs to continue our voyage. 

The officers, aftronomers and gentlemen on 
board both (hips eagerly embraced the oppor* 
tuniiy of going a(hore to take a view of this 
delightful cou|i try y with the appearance of 
which all on board were charmed. The firil 
thing that attra£ted our notice were the (reest 
that by their magnitude and loftihefs exceeded 
every thing we had ever feen of the kind : but 
what was remarkable, we found many of them 
burnt near the ground^ and not a few lying in a 

G 4 horizontal 
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horizontal poficion, which being much fcorche4 
hf»d beep (hroyn dowp by the violence ot th^ 
ivind. 

On the 28th, Capt. Cook> ^cconipanicd by 
officers and gentlemen from both ihips, and 
gijiarded by .9 parity of marines, made a fecond 
Mcurnaq, into th|e country in order to rp^kf 
^ifcQ^erie;, and to prpcpre, if poITible, an in? 
tprview with fome of the inhabitants $ thejr pe^ 
itietraced feveral miles through paths thai; 
ijbemed to haye been frequented, before they 
could get fight of any buipan bpingi till at; 
length pacing by the edge of aii almoil impe* 
fietrable thicket they heard a rufllipg, which a^ 
6t& they miftopk for the roufing of fome wild 
bea$; bijt fea^chuig clofely they found it to bi^ 
9 girl quite nailed 4nd alone, J^t firft (he fecni* 
ed much frightened ; jbut being kindly treated, 
^nd her apprehenfions of death removed, (he 
became docile) and ready to finfwer every ibing 
we could riender ippp^igible to hj?r undcrftand* 
ing« We queftioned her ponicerning her refi- 
dcncc, which we did by jpojjijing to every beat- 
en path, walking fi little Hi/ay in it, and then 
returning and taking another, making motions 
to her at the fame time to lead us along and we 
ivouid follow her. To make her quite eafy, 
one of our pomp^ny pulled off his handkerchief 
and put it about her neck by way of ornament, 
^nd another covered her head with his cap, and 
f hen difmifled her. She ran among the btilhes, 
^^d ip lefs than an ho)ir n|pc men of the middle 
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ftatore made their appearance, naked but armed 
according to the fafhion of their country ; thefe 
^ere kindly treated by the company^ one gentle- 
ipan giving to one a j)art of his cloathiog» another 
putting fomething upon a fecood, :and fo on till 
each had received fome trifling ornament for 
kis perfon, when all took their flight at once as 
if by iignaU and vanifhed in an inftant« 

It was not long, however, before .the girl we 
had firfl: feen returned, and with her feveral wd« 
Hienj fome with children on their backs, tied by 
a kind of hempen ftrings, and fome without 
childrjen. T hefc were like wife kindly received, 
and led to the place where the wooders were at 
work, with whom it was not long before they 
became acquainted* They were however moft 
miferable looking objedls, and Omai, though 
kd by natural impulfe to an inordinate defire 
for women, jvas fo difgiifted with them that he 
fired his piece in the air to frighten them from 
his fight, which for that time h^d the deHred 
effed. Night coming on, we all returned to 
our refpcAive (hips. 

On the a 8th, we extended our excurfions 
ftill farther into the country, and found it beau- 
tifully diver05ed with hills and vallies, flately 
groves of trees, rivers, meadows and lawns of 
vaft extent, with thickets full of birds of the 
moft beautiful plumage, parrots and paraquets, 
and birds of various notes, whofe melody Was 
truly enchanting ; bcfides thefe we found fome 
lagoonjs full of ducks, teal, and other wild fowl ;

of which we (hot great nuqnbeFs, while our Na« 
turalifts were loading themfelves with the fpon- 
tancous productions of the foil ; a foil, we may 
venture to fay, the richeft and moft fertile 6( 
any in the habitable Globe, the trees growing eo 
an aftonifhiog height and fize, and not more 
beautiful to the eye, than they are grateful to the 
fmelU We found fomc that rofe ninety feet b^h^ 
without a knot, and of a girt that, were we to 
report it, would render the credit of the re- 
porter doubtful. It was now the time when 
Nature pours fourth her luxuriant exuberance to 
cloath .this country with every variety ; buo 
what appeared ftraoge to us, the few natives 
we faw w.ere wholly infcnfible of thofc Weflingsv 
and k€ii;\^d^ to live like the beafts^of the faodb 
in roving parties, without arts. of any kind, 
deeping in fummer, like dogs,- under the. hol<f 
low fides of the trees, or in Wattled huts made 
with the low bjanches of ever^green ihrub^ 
Ituck in the ground at fmall diftances from each 
O^er, and jaieeting io a point. . 

Our fiftiermen were no lefs fuccefsful in fifli^ 
ing during our flay than our fowlers in fbooting 
wild fowl ^ (o that nothing was wanting to rnaki^ 
our living here defireable. 

On the 3Qtb, the poor wretches of nauves 
being now divefted of their fears, iiOfued frpn> 
the thickets like herds of deer from a foreftf 
and drew themfelves up in ranks on the beech» 
making figns for our people to come on fhorey 
probably with a view to partake of Qur bounty « 

certaifily 
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certainly not with any dcfign to do us any harmj 
They were indeed armed with lances about t)velue 
feet l<Mig, terminated by a fliark's tooth or piec€ 
of bone fharpened to a point, which they threw 
to a great diftance, and to a great nicety; but 
thcfe lances were the whole of their armoun 

There were among them, as among all the 
inhabitants of the countries of the Southern 
Ocean, fome to whom the multitude feemed to 
pgy obedience, chough even thefe were here 
without any marks of dittinftion, other than what 
Nature had beftowed upon their pcrfons. This 
indelible dignity, through all the claflcs of am- 
ihal nature, has marked fome to rule, while 
others, deftitute of chat advantage, willingly fub- 
mit, and are contented to obey. To thefe chiefs^ 
as no quadrupeds of any kind were fccninthe 
country, Capt. Cook gave a boar and a fowi 
and made figns to turn them loofe in the woods, 
where it is poffible they may have a better chance 
to breed than among the more ferocious inha- 
bitants of New Zealand, where fevefal of thent 
had formerly been turned loole, but afterwards 
dcftroyed. He alfo offered them nails, knives^ 
beads, and other trifles, to which they paid 
little or no attention, bat v/ere greedy after 
Areds of red cloth. 

It does not appear that the natives here are 
canibals, or indeed that they feed at all upon 
flefti, as no appearance of any fuch food could 
be traced among them. Fifli, fr/uit, and the 
natural produflions of the earthy were the only 

ari!c!c3 
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articles of food that were obfervabl^ about therr 
^re-places-, but what was flill more ftrange, 
there was neither canoe nor boat to be feen» 
though the country abounded fo much in tinv- 
bcr. It may therefore be reafonably concluded^ 
that thefe natives are a fort of fugitives who have 
been driven out from fome more powerful 
community, and fubiift here in a ftate of ba« 
l>i(hnient) as it is hardly poflible otherwife to 
conceive fo fine a country poflcOed by a people 
wholly dediiute of all the arcs of civil life« 

Capt. Cook prefented their chiefs with Me- 
dals (great quantities of which he carried out 
with him to be diftributed among the chiefs 
wherever he went) infcribed with the names of 
the (hips and the Commanders ; with the date 
of the year and that of his Majefty's reign ; in 
order to perpetuate the memory of thi$ Voy- 
age, provided any future European adventurer, 
prompted by unprofitable curiofity, Ihould 
think fit to revifit the remote parts of the 
Southern Heraifphere. 

On the 31(1, having been here and on the 
coaft near feven days, and having got plenty 
of wood and water on board, and whatever elfe 
the country afibrded, the fignal was made for 
unmooring. By ten in the morning the (hips 
w.ere under fail, and at twelve Cape Frederic 
Henry bore N by W. We fet out with an eafy 
gale i but, before night, fqualls came on, which^ 
made it neccflfary to double reef our top-fails, 
and fo to continue till break of day. 

On 
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On the ift of February we fet our top-gal» 
lane fails, both (hips in company, (leering a 
dlreft courfe for New Zealand, and in nine days 
came in fight of Advcntnrer's Ifland, diftant 
about nine or ten leagues from Charlotte Sound. 
On the loth we were ofFCharloite^s Bay, our 
deftined place of rendezvous. 

On the 1 2th, in (landings for the Sound, the 
Difcovery had the misfortune to ftrikc upon a 
rock *, but by the aiCftance of the Refolution 
was warped off without receiving any con(ider- 
able damage*, and about two in the afternoon 
both (hips moored in 9 fathom water. 

Not a man on board who did not now think 
himfelf at home, fo much like Great-Britain is 
the Iflandof New Zealand* It is between fix 
and feven hundred miles in length, but varying 
in breadth, being broadeft towards the middle, 
and narrowing at the extremities. In this ic 
fcems to differ from the regular courfe of nature 
in the formation of Iflands and even of Conti- 
nents, where, like infcdls, they (eem to be di- 
vided in the middle, and only connefted toge- 
ther by an inconfiderable fpace. Almoft every 
ifland of any extent in the Southern Ocean is 
divided in this manner. The Continent of Eu- 
rope, A(ia and Africa is held together by a 
thread in comparifon at the Ifthmus of Suez,' 
and North and South America in like manner 
at that of Darien. 

We were no fooner fecurely moored in Char- 
lotte Sound, together' with the Refolution, than 

the 
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the natives came in droves to welcome our arrivafj 
to bring us fifli j.and to oflfcr to trade •, but evciy 
hand being then employed, little or no notice 
vas taken of their overtures j fomeof our people 
were bufy in carrying out the tents, others in 
eTcding them on (hore ^ fome in forming in* 
trcnchmcnts for tha^curky of the (lores, and 
fomeinunftif ^i-^jjrftoresj in (hort, not an idle 
perfon being to j(f found to attend to them, the 
favages, thinking themfelves negle<fled, depart* 
cdf feemingly very much difappointed. 

On the 13th, we had hard fqualls with heaV/ 
rain* During the intervals of fun-(hine, we 
obferved feveral water- fpouts, but none near 

us. Mr* Forftcr, who accompanied Captain 
Cook in his former voyage, in his palTage 
from Dufky Bay to this Sound, had frequent 
opportunities of obferving thefe phaenomena^ 
and has given the following defcription of 
them. Their bafe, he fays, where the water 
of the fea was violently agitated, and rofe in 9 
fpiral form in vapours, was a broad fpot^ 
which looked bright and yeliowifh, when il- 
luminated by the fun. Diredtly over this fpot, 
a cloud gradually tapered into a long flendef 
tube, which feemed to dcfcend to meet the 
rifmg fpiral, and foon united with it into a 
ftrait column of a cylindrical form. We could 
diftinftly obfcrve the water hurled upward^ 
with the greateft violence, and it appeared^ 

that it left a hollow fpace in the centre. He 

adds.

adds, that thefe watcr-fpouts made the oldcft 
mtriners uneafy ; all, wichoQt exceptton, had 
htard dreadful accounts of their pernicious ef- 
fc&h when they happen to break over a fliip, 
but none had ever been fo befet with them 

before, 

On the i4thv at feven in the morning, the 
pinnaces of both fhips were prdered to be 
manned, and both Captains went on fhore , 
^ith other gentlemen to reconnoitre the coun* 
tty, without venturing too far at firft, for fear 
of a furpriae. Befdre they landed they were 
obferved by an old man, who approached the 
fltore, holding a green bough iii his hand, and 
Waving it in fign of peace, which was inftantlf 
anfwered by hoifting a white flag. Fricndfliip 
being thus eftabli(hed we airlanded, and the 
old man began an oration, accompanied by- 
very fignificant geftures, and a theatrical dif- 
play of the paffions by 'various modulatibns 
of his voice, till at length he concluded in a 
plaintive tone, which we interpreted to mean 
fubitiiffidn. This done, Tie faluted the Com- 
pany, accordirig to the cuftom of the fouthern 
iflanders, by joining nofes, a mode, though 
not the nioflr agreeable, yet neceflary to be com- 
plied with for the fake of peace. Capt. Cooke,' 
more earneft to examine the ftate of the plan- 
tations which hfe had caufed to be laid out, and 
fowed with garden feeds iri his former voyage, 
than ta purfuethe fports of fifliirig and fowling, 
\AAbh chiefly enga;ged the attention of other 

gentlemen 
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gentlemen while on fliofe, went with Captain 
Clarke to vifit the inclofurea on Long Ifland^ 
and found many of the plants and roots in a 
flouriihing condition, though it did not appeaf 
ihat any care had been taken to drefs^ or even 
to weed them, by the natives. Indeed it (hould 
feem that this pdrt of the country, like that of 
Dufky Bay, is, but thinly inhabited, a^d pro- 
bably occafionally only^ as none of their towns 
were found within any reafonable diftance of 
the (hore. Some ftraggling huts indeed^ in which 
fingle families were found to refide^ were now 
and then difcovered in the recefTcs of the woods, 
but no regular plantations, the efiefts of induf« 
try, were obfervable in any part of this found. 
Their canoes, and their cloathing were works^ 
of great labour, but where the former wa9 
performed could only be guefled at, though 
it appeared that the Utter was the fole employ* 
ment of their women. 

During our refidence here, though nothing, 
was to be found but vegetables and fi(b,' fuch 
was the plenty of both, that loads of the for*' 
mer were to be procured for the labour of cut* 
ting and carrying away, and of the latter as 
much as was fuificient for the fuftenance of one 
perfon 4 whole day for a fingle nail. 

It had been obfervcd by former voyagers^ 
that the women in this ifland were chafter^ 
when firft vifited by our people, than thofe in 
the warmer climates, probably owing to the 
phyfical eficfls of their colder conftitutions ^ 

not 
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not to the rcftriftiori of any law, or the force 
of cuftom i nor to that delicacy of fcntirtient 
that naturally excites thofe fympathetic fcnfa- 
tions that in a more advanced ftacc of refine- 
rpenr, ferve to bind the fcxes in the indelible 
bonds of mutual fidelity* But, to whatever 
caufe it might be owing before the loofer paf- 
fions, by their commerce with the European 
failors, took root among them, thofc paflion*. 
have been found to thrive fo well, that they noW' 
exceed all others in indulging them. Even the 
men are now becoiflfc fo abandoned, 4s to pro* 
ftitute their very wives for a nail, and lay no re* 
ftraint on their daughters, of whonl the tnea 
make little account. 

. It was no looner known that our (hips were 
mq«red in Charlotte found, than the natives 
flocked from the demoted corners of the ifland 
to.jcrafEc for nails, broken glaf§; beads, or 
other European trumpery, for which they would 
fell their arms, clothes, and whatever clfe they 
were poffefled of, not even referving their work* 
ing implements, which tbey cquld not replace 
without infinite labour. 

The women, who accompanied thefe com* 
mercial emigrants, were no lefs faleablc, than 
the wares they brought, and the favours of 
many were purchafcd by the feamen, who, tho* 
the firft price was triflingi coft them dear in 
the end. This traffic was carried to a (hamc** 
left heicht, and Omai, who, from natural incH«» 
nation and the licentious habits of his country^ 

H Itlt 
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felt no reftraint, indulged his almofi: infatiabtc 
appetite with more than favage indecorum. 

Before our prefent arrival, it had been quef- 
tioned, even by Captain Cook, whether thefe 
iflanders would fell their children to ftrangers ^ 
but experience has now taught us, that there 
IS nothing they will not fell for iron, fo great 
is their defire for that metal. The love of gold 
is not more prevalent in Europe, than the love 
of iron in New Zealand. The ftory which 
Capt. Cook relates, tn proof of the irrefiftablc 
force of Nature rn the retentive care of their 
children, only Ihews, that he himfelf had erred 
in the conclalions he had drawn from it. 

** One of them, fays Capt. Cook, agreed to 
go with US; but afterwards changed his mind* 
It was even faid that fome, of them offered thtir 
children to fale. I however found this to be af 
tniftake. The report firft took its rife on 
board the Adventure, where they were utter 
Grangers to their language and cuftoms. It 
was very common for thefe people to bring their 
children with cheni^ and prefent them to us» 
in cxpedtation that we would make them pre- 
fents ; this happened to me< A man brought 
bis fon, a boy about nine or ten years of age^ 
and prefented him to me. As the report of 
felling their children was then prevalent, I 
thought, at firft, that he wanted me to buy the 
boy. But at laft I fpiJnd, that he wanted mc 
to give him a white (hirt, which accordingly 
1 did. The boy was fo fond of his new drefo 
that he went all over the (hip, prefcnting^ him 

fa 
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felf before every one who came in his way; 
This freedom, ufed by hitrti oflFended old fTill^ 
the ram goat, who gave him a butc with bis 
horns, and knocked him backward on the deck* 
fFiil would have repeated his blow bad not fome 
of the people come to the boy's afliftance. The 
misfortune, however, feemed lo hihi irreparable* 
The (hirt was dirtied, and he was afraid to ap- 
pear in the cabin before his father, until brought 
in by Mr. Forfter ; when he was told a lament- 
able ftory againft Goury^ the great dog (for fo 
they called all the quadrupedes on board) nof 
could he be reconciled, till his (hirt was wafhed 
and dried.** This ftory, adds the Captain, the* 
trifling, will Ihew how liable we are to miftake 
thofe people's meaning, and to afcribe to them 
cuftoms they never knew, even in thought."—* 
This refleftion however, recoiled upon himfelf ; 
for Capt. Cook lived to fee the truth of the re* 
port confirmed, and thai the favourable opinion 
he had conceived, of the natural affeftion* of 
thefc favages for their children, was not well 
founded. 

On the 1 6th in the morning feveral natives 
came along fide the Refolutian to trade asufual. 
Then it was that Omai, who was plentifully fur- 
nifhed with every kind of iron ware, difplayed 
his merchandize to the greaccft advantage. The 
favages, inflated with the fichnefs of tht exhi- 
bition, perfectly .trembled as they ftood, and 
were re^dy to board the fhip, at the peril of 
their lives, to make themfelves maftcrs of what 
appeared to them fo vaft a treafure. This, to 
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an European, to whom nails, broken glafs, arx] 
ibreds of red cloth, are of lictle or no value, 
may i'eem exaggerated; but to chofe who have 
traverfed the globe, and marked the impetuofit^ 
of the pafTions of favages when excited to a cer- 
tain pitchy will rather wonder how they could 
be reilrained, than that they (hould be ready to 
commit any defperate aftii^n to poiTefs thenv 
felves of thofe things which appeared of fo much 
value in their eyes. Omai, though but one 
degree above the favage whom he dclpifed, yet 
had cunning enough to take advantage of the 
defires which he had excited, and after pur- 
chafing from them every article that fuited him» 
he artfully alked one party of them, if they 
would fell their boat ? to which they readily 
confeoted. Obfervtng two promiling youths on 
board with another party, he afktd the father 
if he would not part with his boys. The youths 
looked with eagernefs at their father, as if they 
wiftied to follow the man that was io rich, and 
the father, feemingly as willing to part with the 
lads as they were to go, replied in the affir* 
snative, and the bargain was inftantly ftruck« 
Thus for two hatchets and a few nails he pur* 
chafed two fine boys, the eldeft named Tibura, 
about 15 years old, and the youngeft called 
Gowah, about ten. 

On the 17th the Captains of both fhips, with 
other officers and gentlemen, embarked on hoard 
the Pinnace, attended by a party of marine^ 
well^^med, and directed their courfe to the 

norths weft » 
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north weft, round Canibal^^bay for Long Ifla'nd, 
and Grafs Cove; there they vifited the fpot 
where the boat's crew belonging to the Adven- 
ture was murdered about four years before \ but 
did not fina any trace of that horrid maffacre re- 
maining, nor any native from whom they might 
icarn the caufe. 

Omal, who could fcarce make himfelf under- 
ftood, nor indeed could he underftand the na- 
tives fo well as many of the common men who 
had been frequently here before; yet being a 
favourite with Captain Cook, was al\Vays pre* 
fcrred when in company, to confer with the 
natives, and wasdefired by him, when he met 
any of them alone, to qucftion them concerning 
the fray that had happened fome years before, 
and froni what caufe it had taken its r!fe; and 
he was the more defirous to come at the truth, 
as the natives in general were friendly and ready 
to furnifh the fhips with ^hat ever their coun- 
try afforded. But from what Omai was able to 
learn, Capt. Cook received no fatisfaftion. If 
fhould fcem, that in Otaheite there are two dial. 
lefts fpokcn, as in almoft every other part of the 
world ; one by the pricfts and chiefs, and ano* 
ther by the common people. This was appa- 
rent here ; for Tupia, who accompanied Mr. 
Banks to this place, in Capt. Cook's fccond 
voyage round the world, could conveVfe with 
the natives fluently, and was in fuch eftcem with 
fhem, that his memory is held in veneration 
fi^Om one end of the ifland' to the other at this 
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day ; Obedee likewife, who was of the clafs of 
Arcocs, or gentlemen, and who accompanie4 
Capt. Cook in his laft voyage from Otahcite to 
the Thrum IQes, the Hebrides, New ^ealand^ 
Eafter Ifland, and the Marquifles, could con* 
vprfe wiih thp New Zealander$ though Omai 
eould not, a proof tb^it he was of the inferior 
c}afs in his own country* 

While we continued here, he found frcqpent 
pppQrtunities to difcovcr his real charafter,— 
ivhen from under the watchful eye of his pro- 
tedor and friend.— He had grog always at hi$ 
command, and was fometimes entrufted to give 
it out, efpecially when any extra quantity was 
tp be deUvered by the Captain's orders for har4 
fcrvice, or on d^ys of feftivity. At thofe times 
he Was clofely watched, and wgs never known 
to exceed; but now when the Captain was 
abroad for whole days and nights, and he left 
in charge pf liquors, he fet no bounds to his . 
excefs, and would drink till he wallowed like 
a fwinc in his pwn filth. Ac thofe times he 
-out-adled the fav^ge in eyery kinjd of fenfua- 
lity; and when he could no longer a(^ the 
brute, he >^ould often aft the drunken man^ 
fiprming, roaring, brandifhing his arms, apcl 
by the contortions of his mouth and face, fet? 
ting at dc6ance, after this manner of his coun- 
try, the whole hoft of his enemies, who were 
feprefented by thjc common failors, with whoni, 
upon thefe occafions, he was generally furround? I 

c^ } afld yyhp kqew hpw tp pradlice upon hin> 
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as he endeavoured to do upon the poor Zea* 
landers. He was indeed far from being ilf- 
natured, vindiftive, or morofe ; but he was 
/omctimes fulky. He was naturally humble, 
but had grown proud by habit ^ and it fo ill 
became him, that he was always giad when 
he could put it ofT, and could appear among 
the petiy officers with his natural cafe. This 
was the true cbara£ier of Omai, who might be 
jfaid, perhaps* by accident, to have been raifed 
to the faigheft pitch of human happrfnefs, only 
jCo fuffer the oppoHte extreme by being again 
reduced to the loweft order of rational beings. 

In the excurfion of the two Captains among 
the Ifles, plentiful proviXion was made for the 
live flock on board, and the long boats of both 
0iips came heavily laden home with grafs for 
the cattle ^ and vegetables for the (hip's com- 
panies from {he gardens of Motuara and Long 
lQan.d, which were found to remain in a Sou- 
rifliing though flovenly condition. To the qua-.* 
dru{>eds» which the Captains Cook andFurneaux 
had left to breed in the ifland in their former 
voyages, our Captains added two ewes and a 
ram, thofe that had been left before of this 
fpecies having died almoft as foqn as fent on fliore* 

Wooding, watering, airing the ftores, dry- 
ing and new packing the powder, examining and 
new baking the damaged bread, forging bolts 
and new pintles for the rpdders, with othcf 
necefT^ry buQnefs for repairs of the (hip, were 
continued lyithopt intermifiion on (bore. By the 
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ithfence of fo many ufcful hands ; fmitHs, aiFr 
mourers, gvinners, carpenters, rope and fail ma* 
kcrs, wkh* their attendants*, very few people 
^re left on board to take charge of the (hips^ 
nothing being apprehended from the attempts 
of the natives, who had hitherto behaved witf> 
unexampled honefly, hardly any compl^int^ 
having been preferred againft any of thein for 
fnifbehaviour of any kind. ' . 

Jn this fituation, with fcarcc men enough on 
|K)ard to hand the fails, a ftorm arofe in the 
jmorning of the ^gth, which before tea o'clock, 
drove the Difcovery from her moorings, and it 
was p^ing to Providence, that having run foul 
of the R^folupon, flie did ilot perifli, the fprgc 
prrying her p^ inftantancouQy with little 
damage to either ibip. All hands on board 
were thrown intp the qtmoft confternation. No 
fooner was flie f:|ear than we dropped the 
i)eft bower anchor* got down the top gallant 
yard^, ftruck tjic tpp gallant mafts, and lowered 
the yards, gpt in the cables, and moored with 
beft bpwer anji (beet anchor? ; and thus fortu* 
nately i;ode put thq ftorm. Mr. Blythe, matter 
pf the R,efolution, and Mr. Bentham our Cao* 
^in*s plerk, feeing the danger the (hips werp \i\^ 
and at the ha^^ard of their liyes aftetiipting to get 
on board in sk c?>noe, werp oyerfet, but provi- 
dentially recovered by the boats from the (hips, 
'{'he gale continuing the whole day I no Indians 
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It fhould have been remembered thar, from 
the time of landiivg, our brewers began brew- 
ing i and the woods affording plenty of fpruce^ 
the crews of both (hips were fupplied with this 
iKrholefome beverage during our continuance at 
New Zealand^ ' and for fevcral weeks after we 
were at fca. This liquor was found fp faiucary^ 
that it feemed to ftrike at the very root of the 
fcurvy» and left not the leaft lymptom of it re- 
maining about Any man in the (hips. 

Indeed great care was taken to fupply the 
orews daily with plenty of fcufvy-grafs and 
wiW celery to boil with their portable foup i 
»nd fait meat was witheld, and fifh fubftituted 
in its room. This laft the Indians abundantly* 
provided at a trifling expence, and what is not 
9 little furprizing, when our fifliers could catch 
fht leaft, they generally caught the moft, tho* 
their implements fhewed infinitely lefs ingcnuiry 
fn the conftrudion^ than thofc with which our 
people were furnifhed. It is not eafy to fay 
by what arts they allured the fi(h ; but certainly 
fyme means were ufed by them, to which we 
were ftrangcrs, nor could they ever be prevailed 
pppn to difcover their fecref. 

Puring our ftay in Chaclotte Sound, an ad- 
yent^re happened which, though the parties 
were not of the bigheft clafs, may, notwith* 
landing, be worth relating, 

BeloDging tp the Difcovery there was a 
youth, with whom a young Zealander girl, 
^bout fooireeo years of age, fell defperateiy 

in 
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in love^ nor was (he wholly indifferent to our 
adventurer. What time he could fpare, he 
generally retired with her, and they fpent the 
day, but oftener the night, in a kind of (ilent 
converfation, in which, though words were 
ivanting, their meaning was perfectly underftood. 
Moments fly rapidly on that are fpent in mu- 
tual endeavours to pleafe. She^ on her part, 
had no will but his; and he, in return, was no 
Jefs attentive to her's. Minds ib difpofed' natu* 
rally incline to render themfelves agreeable. A 
conformity in manners and drefs become fig- 
uifirant figns between lovers. Though he ^p. 
peared amiable in her eyes in the drefs of a 
firanger, yet he wiflied to render himfelf ftill 
more fo, by ornamenting his perfon after the 
faQiion of her country; accordingly he fub- 
mitted to be tatcowed from head to foot ; nor 
vras (he lefs follicitous to fet herfelf oflf to the 
bed advantage. She had fine hair, and her 
chief pride was in the drefs of her head* The 
pains ihe took, and the decorations (be ufed, 
would have done honour to an European beauty, 
had not one thing been wanting to render it 
ftill more pleafingi Ghowannahe (that was 
her name,) though young, was not fo delicatcy 
but that the traits of her country might be 
traced in her locks. To remedy this rnisfor- 
tune, and to render it lefs offenfive, (he was 
furniihed with combs, and taught by her lover 
how to ufe them. After being properly pre- 
pared, he would by the hour amufe himfelf 

with 
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with forming her hair into ringlets, which flow- 
ing carelcfsly round her neck, with a kind of 
coronet riGng from her temples, gave her an 
air of dignity that added frelh charms to the 
brilliancy of her eyes. The diftafte arifing from 
colour gradually wore off, and the ardent de- 
fire of rendering their fentiments more and 
more intelligible to each other, gave rife to a 
new language, confifting of words, looks, gef- 
tures, and inarticulate tones, by which plea* 
fure and pain were more forcibly exprefled 
than by the moft reSned fpeech. Having at 
firft acquired the art of imparting their paflions, 
they very foon improved it to the ftory of their 
lives* Love and jealoufy direflcd her enquiries 
concerning the women in the world from whence 
he came, wifhing, at the lame time, that he 
Would ftay with her, and be z Kakikoo or chief. 
Jie made her to underftand, that ihe women 
in his world were all iatoo (man-kilters) and if 
he ftayed with her (he would kill him. She 
anfwcred no; (he would eb^narow^ love him^ 
Ke faid, her people would kill him. She re- 
plied no, if HE did not (hoot i&em. He made 
i)eh to underftand, th^c nine or ten of the men 
of his world, had been killed and eaten by 
her people, though they did not (hoot them. 
Her anfwer was, thj^t w^s a great while agOf 
and the people came from the hills roci fo'd^ 
meaning a great way off. This excited his 
jcuriofity to }cnow, if any of her relations were 
. gmong the piurderers : (he fished, gnd appeared 

mu<;h 
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much afFcftcd when he afked her thatqueflion. 
He afked her if Ihe was at the feaft, when they 
bipoiled and cat the men ? flie wept, and looking 
wtfbfulfy at him, hung down her head. He 
became ftill more prcffing as (he grew more 
referved. He tried every winning way that 
love and curiofity fuggeftcd. to learn from her 
Iwhat he found (he knew, and what (he fecmed 
fo determined to conceal. But (he artfully c- 
vaded all his queftions. He afked her, why 
ihe was fo referved ? She pretended not to un- 
dcrftand him. He repeated the fame queftion, 
»nd why Ihe kept him in the dark, at the fame 
time clofing his eyes and keeping them fhut. She 
continued to weep, but made him no anfwer. 
Finding all his pcrfuafions ineffcaual, he turn- 
ed' from her, fcemingly in anger, and threat- 
ened to leave her. SItc caught him round the 
neck in violent agitation. He afked her what 
Ihe meant, and why (he wepti She faid, they 
would kill her if fhe told. He faid, they 
ihould not know it. Then He would hate her^' 
ihe faid. He anfwered no, but love her more 
and more, preffing her to his bofom at the 
fame time. She grew more compoled, and- 
faid fhe would tell him all fhe knew. She 
then made him underfland, that one Gooboa^ 
a bad man, who had been often at the Ihip, 
ana had flolen many things ; when he canie 
to know that it was preparing to depart, went 
up into the hill country, to the hippah, and 
invited the warriors to come down and kilt 

the 
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the ftrangers- They at firft rcfufed faying the 
Grangers were ftronger than chey, and would 
kill them with their pew fow^ or fire-arm's} 
he told them, they need. not tear, for he knevr 
where they muft come before they departed, 
in order to get grafs for their goury or cattle,' 
and that on fuch occafions they left their pim^ 
pow behind them in the ihip, or carelefsly zm 
bout the ground, -A hile they were at work* 
They faid they were no enemies but friends, 
and they muft not kill men with whom they 
were in friendfliip. Gooboa faid they wcn^ 
^le enemies and wicked men, and complained 
of their chaining hini and beating him, and 
ihewed them the mark& and bruifes he had re. 
ceived at the (hip ; and told them befides how 
they might filence \!tii\x pow pow ^ by only throw- 
^ ing water over them, and then they could not 
hurt them. Gooboa undertook to conduft 
them in fafety to the place where the ft rangers 
were to come, and (hewed them where they 
migiit conceal thcmfelves, till he (hould come 
and give them notice, which he did. And 
when the men were bufy about getting grafs, 
and not thinking a^iy harm, the warriors ru(hed 
out upon them, and killed them with theic 
patapatows, and then divided their, bodies a- 
mono: them. She added, that there were Wo-^ 
men as well as men concerned, and that tfe^t- 
women made. the fires, while the warriors cut tfec» 
dead men in pieces ; that they did not eat them 
all at once, but only their hearts and livers v 
that the warriors bad the heads, which were 

cfleemed 
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cfteemed the beft, and the reft of the flelh Waf 
diftributed among the croud. Having by various 
queftions in the courfe of fcveral days, extorted 
this relation^ of which, he faid, he had no rea^ 
ion to doubt the truth, he forebore to a(k her,r 
what part her relations and herfelf bore in this 
tragedy, as there wa$ reafon to believe, they 
were all equally concerned. He was, however* 
very foUicitous to learn, if any fuch plot was 
now in agitation againft the people that might 
be fent, upon the fame fervice, to Grafs Cove, 
or any other convenient place. Her anfwer 
was, no; the warriors were afraid, at (irft, that 
the (hips were come to revenge the death of 
their friends, and that was the reafon why (he 
was forbidden to fpeak ot killing the (Irangers, 
or to own any knowledge of it, if fhe werer 
aiked about any fuch thing. She faid (he was 
but a child, not nine years old ; but (he remem-^ 
bered the talk of it, as a gallant adion or 
great atchievment ; and that they made fongs 
in praifeof it. 

In the courfe of his converfation with this 
girl, who feemed rather of the better fort, he 
learned many^r things concerning the natural 
temper of the natives, that had efcapcd the 
penetration of former voyagers, and likewife 
with rcfpeft to their domcftic policy. She faid, 
the people of T*Avi-Poenammoo, or the 
fouthern divi(ion of the ifland, were a fierce 
bloody people, and had a natural hatred to 
the people of Ea-hei no-mauwe, and krlled 
them when they found them at any time in their 

country i 
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country; but that the pcopk of Fa-hci-no* 
mauwe were a good people, and were friendlf 
to one another, but never fufFered any of the 
people of T'Avi-Poenammoo to fettle among 
them, becaufe they were enemies; that they fomc- 
timcs employed them to work for them, but that 
the two nations, the people on the north part of 
the Sound, and thofc on the fouth were ever 
at war, and eat one another. She added, that 
the people of either country, when they fought^ 
never cat one another ; (fo that it (hould feem, 
that habitual antipathy has a great fhare in the 
tendency of thefe favages to become man cat- 
ers.) With refpc<5t to their domeftic policy, 
ihe faid, the fathers had the fole care of the boys 
as foon as they could walk, and that the giris 
were left wholly at the mother's difpofah She 
faid, it was a crime for a mother to corred 
her fon, after he was once taken under the pro. 
tedlion of the father-, and that it was always re- 
fented by the mother if the father interfered 
with the management of the daughters. She 
faid, the boys, from their infancy, were trained 
to war, and both boys and girls were taughc the 
art of (i(hing, to weave their nets, and make 
their hooks and lines ; that their canoes came 
from a far country, and they got them in ex- 
change for cloth, which was chiefly manu- 
faftured by the women; that their arms and* 
working tools defcended from father to fon, 
and that thofe that were taken in battle fup- 
J>lied the rifing gencfarcion ; that they had no 
kings among them, but that they bad men who 

converfed

converfcd with the dead^ who were held in great 
veneration, and confulted before the people 
went to the wars ; thai they were the nnen» 
who addrefled ftrangers that came upon the 
coaft, firft in the language of peace, at the 
Tame time denouncing vengeance againft them 
if they came with any hoftjle dcfign ; that 
the pcrlbns of ihefe men were held facred, and 
never killed in the wars,. which ever fide pre- 
vailed; that when the warriors of either na- 
tion made prifoners, they, were never of the 
meaner fort, but of fome chief, whom they af- 
terwards killod and eat, but that to the com- 
mon fart they never gave quarter; that they 
fometimcs tortured an enemy, if they found 
him fingly lurking in the woods, looking upon 
bim as one who came upon no good defign i but 
never otherwife ; that they lived chiefly upon 
filh, which were caught in the Sound in abun- 
dance, during the fummer j but that in the 
winter they retired to the north, where they 
fubfifted on the fruits of the earth, with which 
they were fupplied for their labour, working 
in the plantations, or affifting the builders in 
fabricatmg their boat«. 

The intelligence thus obtained from this 
young Zealander appears to be. authentic from 
many circumltances ; but chiefly from obferv- 
ing, that the large veflels that came from the 
north to trade, feveral of them having go or 
100 pcrfons on board, had never any fifh to 
iellt but were laden with the various manu- 

* 
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fa^ures of cldth, woorf; and gricn ftones form- 
ed into implfecn^titt of ufe, or confifting of rav^ 
materials ready prepared for fabrication. Their 
crewi dppeared to be of a fuperior clais to thofe 
who conitahtl V plied in i\it Sound, and were un* 
der proper difcipHrie \ whereas the BHiing boats 
ftemcd to be the folc property of thfc pccupiers^ 
no other perfoh claiming any li^peridrity over 
theni, * % *' ; ' 

Oh the 23d, in' the morning, thebiqTndiaa 
who had harangued the Captains, when they 
^approached the (hpre, came on board the Dif* 
covery, and prefented the Captain with a comt 
pleat ftand of their arrns, and fomc very fine 
filb, which were kindly received ; ' and, in re^ 
turn, the Captain gave him a brafs pata-patow, 
made exadly fn their manner, on which were 
engraven his Majcfty'i name and arms,' tlie 
names of the (hips, the date of their departure 
from England, and the bufinefs they were fent 
upon*, he gave him Ukewife a hatchet, ^few 
nails, a knifC) and fome glafs ornaments, which 
he highly pnzcd, though of fmalFvalue. This 
day the wood-cuttefs loft a wood-ax, whicli 
one bf the natives dcxteroufly carried off, with- 
out being difcovered. In the evening they' 
brought a rilan bound, whom they offered to 
fell \ but their offer bein^ rejcded, they cisirried 
hioi back, and in the night, a tnoft horrid^' 
yelling was heard in the woods, which excited 
the curiofity of the gentlemen on board, to 
examine irtco''*Ae caufe. The cutter^ w«t or^ 
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dered to be manned, z party of marines well 
armed to be put on board, and the Captains, 
with proper attendants, dire£|ed their courfc 
to the w^ft fide of the bay, ^herc they faw fe- 
v^ral fires juft lighted) and where they hoped 
tp have fiirprized the native$» before they had 
put. their poor captive to deaths whom they 
had jud before con figned toflavery; but, in. 
this hope they were difappointed* The fava,^^ 
ges in an inflant difappeared, and left no trace 
behind them of any Oau^j^^t^r having been coni!^ 
mitred. 

About four in the morning, the jtents were; 
ftriick, and orders delivered out foi (ailiag* 

Ne:Ktclay> Feb. 24th, the Indiana flockecl im 

great nutpberjs aJboui^ the (hip, brin^ing^ wUbi 

them a plentiful fupply of fifti, and wbatevec 

eliie they thought marketable among the failors. 

Though tiie natives appeared friendly during 

pur ftay, it was Judged proper to keep the tima 

of euT departure fectet till all things were on 

board, and we were in readinefs to fail* This, 

precaution Capi. Cpok thouglit the oiore nccef- 

lary, from' what he had juft heard of the trcach* 

ery of the lavages. By not alWing them to. 

concert any ne>y plot^ he eff equally feQured ouf . 

foraging parties froiTi the danger of a Tqrprize, , 

and by thus fuddenly giying orders to fail, he 

prevented our own men from rambling after the 

women when their bufincfs was done, which 

they never failed to do whenever it was in their 

power. The foraging parties here meant are 

thofe 
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tjiofe wl|0 ww,fcpt tQ the CQves, at the diftance, 
perhaps, of ^)t or fcv^n Ijcagut^. from the lhipS|^ 
to (:ut grafs for t^ livic ^ock» and to gather 
lierbs to boil with (he portable foi^p for the ipeii} 
9nd thofe »lfp who were (tatipn^d in the wooda 
to get fpruce tp brpvv into beer for. their prefer* 
vationfrpm thp fcuryy, againft which that li- 
quor, as has already been obferve^t was found 
a pipft powerful antidptp. - Of grafs and hprba 
an impenfe (fjuafitity was brought op bgard, and 
of fpruce as much as ferved the crews fgr drinlt: 
pear thirty days, jdiying which tinie no grog wa^ 
.^livpred put. Th(^ parties ordered upon thefe 
fervipes went always, well armed apd guarded by 
niarines, though (p9pt. Cook hi^nfelf entertained 
very high notions, ojf th? hopo^r as well as br$« 
very of the New Zealandcrs. 

Qn the 95th» previous to the (hips failings 
the crews of bpth (hips were ordered upon deck* 
as, ufual, to anfwer tp (heir napieSf when one 
was miifing, . whpy yppn enquiry, was found 
yi ar^b^d. , This was oyr adventurer, who pre* 
tended ficknefs in order to facilitate his efcape k 
for this purpofe, as foon as he had pafled th^ 
furgeon's exatpipation, and the coaft was clear, 
he drejGTed himfelf in the habjt pf a New ^ea- 
lander } and Mng tattowed all pTer, tp fay the 
truth, the cppy was iiot eafily tp j)e ^iftin? 
^uiOied from the original* Ghpwannahe, who 
wsfi in the fecret, had affeipblcd her friends to-r : 
gether, and fent them oq board inorder to jn- 
cff^fc the croud, whif:h upon fu^b occaGoo^ 
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when the Ihips arc ready to fail, aW generally 
pretty numerousf. Among this p^y h^ fti^itd 
a favourable opportunity to mix/ and haftehing; 
to their cino^, v^hen thi Af^^s lycrc ordered 
to be cldared, they were not long in paddljng[ 
to (hore. The picafurc which Ghowanhahc 
extorcffcd, on fecj'ng the fhipTct iaiVwithout h^rh, 
may more eafily be conceived than eExpreflTed ; 
but her joy wis of Ihbrt continuance. " ' ' ' 
* It was about feven ifi the noornirigf! When the 
(hips cleared the bay, and aBput eleven, when 
they entered the mouth of CooVs Streights^ 
tVKcre they taft anchor '; and Qipt, Clarke, a^a 
Mr» Burney,"his Brffi Lieutenant,. went on board 
the Refolution, to dine With' Capt. Cook> Here 
the friends'ofthe two Zcalaridfer youths, whom 
bmai hafd purch^fed, Came' to take iheirTaft 
leave of them, andexprelRd; very affedlinglyi 
their grief at parting, thouglf the boys were as 
yet iri protty good fpirits. Some preftnts were 
made by Omai to the parents, and they de* 
parted, feemingly'with great ireludanee. 
• In the afternoon^ xmr adventurer^s mefs-mati 
went Qown to enquire after his health, and was 
liot a tittle furprizedwheii no anfwer was niade. 
He at firft thought he might have retired ; but 
on fcarchrng every where below to no effcfti^ he 
gave the' alarm' throughout the Ihip, when it 
wus dffcovered, that he had eloped, bag and 
baggage; and that the theft he had left in his 
birth was empty. A meffengtr was inftantly 
dtfpacched on board the Relblution^ to knowr 

how 
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Ihd^ .to proceed ; aiid^ when the mctfege wa» 
,'cl|6livfcrftd, the Captains and officers were joyous 
ovtrr their bpttle. At firft it, only furniftied a 
• fij't^iia 'Voi* 'harihfefs plejifantry 5 biic it camt 
^to W |fcrioiifly debated at laft, whether the 
*]liaah Ihoul^ i)e feot for back, or totally deferted. 
]S<mc were in *d6bbt, whether an accident might 
l)bt faaVe happened to hi m, tuch as had liappen* 
^W to thfc corporal df inarinei, fornierly hiention- 
ed, but that dbiibt was foon cleared up, when 
'it Ms known, that his cSh&s were miffing as 
well as the man. Moft of the officers prefeht 
were for leavings him to follow Vis own humour i 
|>gtCapt« Cook thinking it would W a bad prece- 
dent and an encouragement to other enamora* 
toes, when they came to the happier climates^ 
to follow his example, was for fending an arm« 
ed force, and bringing the man back at all ha* 
zards. Of this opinion wa» his own Captain^ 
with whom he was a favourite, who gave orders 
for the cutter to be properly manned, a ferjeant's 
guard of marines to be put on board, arid his 
,mefs«-mate as a guide to dire£b them to the place 
Where he was to be found* Tbefe orders were 
inftantly carried into execution. It was mid- 
night before the cutter could reach the landing^ 
place, and near two in the morning before the 
marines could find the fpot where the Ibvers 
ufed to meet. They furpri^ed him In a pro- 
jpoutrd Oeep, when he was dreaming of nothing 
but kingdoms and diadems; of living with his 
^hpwwnahe in royal ftatc ^ of bcin^g father of 
' ■ • I 3 • uume- 
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i numerous progeny of princes to govern clie 
kingdoms Ea kei-nonlauwe and T^Avi<»Poe* 
nammooi and of being the fird founder of ^ 
greit empire! But what a fudden tranfition I 
to be waked from thi^ vilionary fcene of royal 
grandeur^ ihd to find himfelF a poor prifoner^ 
to be dragged to punilhit^ent fdr^ al he thought^ 
ft well-laid plan to arrive at monarchy i and 
what was worfe, his ^nal reparation from hja 
faithful GhoWinnahei was a talk he had dill to 
tindergo. Their parting wai tender, and for 4 
Britiih failor and Savage Zealander.was not un- 
alSfeding* The fcene» however, was diort. The 
tharines p^id no regard to the copious tears, tHd 
cries, and lamefvtations of the poor deferted girl, 
iior did they think it fafe to tarry in A place fo 
defolate, where lamentatipns in the night were 
hot unufual to bring (lumbers together, for th0 
purpofes of murder. He was hurried to the 
Ihore, followed by Ghowannahe, who could 
hardly be torn from him, when ready to em- 
bark^ Love^ like this, is only to be found in 
the fegibt^s of romancb in thofe enlightened 
countries, whenp the bo^ftcd refinements ojP 
fentiment have circurhfcribed the parity of fifi 
fe&ion and narrowed it 4 way to mere conjugal 
fidelity. H^ w^s fcarpc ori board thti ctitter^ 
when he recoDeded that hp hfid left his bag* 
gage behind i all that he hitd provided for layt 
ing the foundation of his fMture. grandeur. I( 
Was therefore neceflary, that be Ihould returi) 
WUb (hi: marine^ to the !D9g^z*u)^ where all 
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tiis l!tores were depofited, which were not a few. 
Befides his working implements, he had a poc- 
ket compafs, of which be had thoug})ts» on fome 
future occafion^ to make the proper ufe. He 
had alfo a fowling piece, which had been fecret-* 
ly conveyed away by Ghowannahe, as foon as 
the plan of empire was formed between theie 
two unfortunate lovers. It-^ould be tedious 
to recount the numerous articles that he h«i 
provided. Let it fuffice, that the niarines and 
himfelf were pretty heavily laden in bringing 

them on board the cutter.

It was noon, the next day, before he arrived 
at the (hips, and the Captains began to be ia 
fome fear for the party of marines, wha wcfe 
fent to bring him back* Before he cameia 
fighr^ it had been concerted to try him for a 
deferter i and inftead of being received in hia 
own Ihip, he was ordered on board the Refoltt* 
tion, where he underwent a long examination^ 
and where he made a full confeflion of all his 
views, and of the pains he had taken to bring 
them to perfedion. 

He faid» the grfl: idea of defertion ftruck 
him wheO} in the cxcurfion round the bay, in 
which he attended in the fuite of Capt. Clarke^ 
be was charmed with the beauty of the country, 
and the fertility of the foil; that feeing the 
gardens that had been planted on Loiig IQand» 
at Motuara, and at fundry other places, in fa 
llourifliing a condition;, znd that ther^ were . 
{luropea^ (heep and hogs, and goats, and fowls^

fufficienc to (lock a large plantation, if colle&ed 
together from the different places where they 
had been turned ibofe, it came into bis headt 
that if he could meet with a girl that was to 
his liking,, he c(^uld be happy in introducing the 
arts of European culture iitto fo fine a country* 
and in laying the foundation of civil govern- 
ment among its inhabitants* This idea im- 
.proved upon hiofi hourly, and when he happened 

to meet with the girl before mentioned, who

had feen him in his tour, and who had follow- 
ed him to the tents ; and had learnt from herfelf 
that love had brought her there, it inQamed his 
defire beyond all bounds, jf^nd moreover 6nd-( 
ing her intreaties to meet the wifhes of his hearti^ 
he no iQnger befitated, but became firmly re« 
folved, 4t all events, to yield to the force of 
inclination. He bad revolved in his mind, he 
Taid,'the hazard and the reward i and had con^ 
certed with his Qhowannahe the plan for hi^ 
efcape. 

When Capt. Cook heard his ftory, his rc- 
ientmcnt was converted into laughter at the 
wild extravagance pf his. roms^nric plan, and 
inftead of trying him for d^fertion, ordered him 
oil board his own (hip, tp be ppni(hed as Capt. 
Clarke fliould think proper, who fent him to 
the gun, to receive twelve la{hes ; and thus ter« 
minated all his hopes of being a mighty emperor. 
The diftrefs of Ghowannahe is fcarce to be 
conceived. She was left a woeful fpe^de, tQ 
^ Jamenr her ftte. She evpefied her grief, by th^ 
" pun^urei 


ever deipair prompted her to diredfc the bfoody 
inftrutnent* It is wi(hed, forher (ake, thattlK>fe 
favagc people,, wbofe bodies ar e^xpofifcd to tbc 
feverities of the ie^fon^i, are not fo fufccptible of 
pain as thofeof a finert^mre; otherwife her 
perfoaal feelings mul); have been exqUifite, in* 
dependent of tbofe of her tnind*. J3uc to take 
Jeave of her for ever* 

On the 27th) both fliips came to fail, and 
on the 28th, cleared the land; Jat. 41 : 36* 
long. 175 : E. . 

On the ift of March, a fto^rm came on, but 
as the wind was fair, we got down the top gai« 
Jant^yards, clofe-reefed the top- fails, and pur* 
fued our cpurfe ^» by N* About four in the 
afternoon it cleared up, we fpoke with the Re* 
folgtion^ arid all well, except the two New 
Zealanders, who, notwithftanding their conftant 
rcfidence on the margin of the ipain ocean, and 
their employment of fifhing near theihores from 
their infancy, yet, when they came to leave the 
land, i^nd feeing nothing bpt foaming billows 
gU roun4 them, their hearts failed them i they 
now began to pine, and refofed to eat. 

On th!3 3d, the wind continuing fair, and 
the breete moderi^te, C^pt. Clarke, with Mr« 
jSurney, went on bo^rd the Refolutipn, to dina 
with Capt. Cook. When the New ^ealandera 
were told there was a boat come on board, 
whatever their apprehenfions then were, it wa$ 
pH ei^fy tp difipoYer*, i)u( they r^n and hi(i 
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theikifelves, and fecmed €o be in a great panic: 
It did not appear that their fear took its rife 
from the thoughts of being carried back, be* 
caufe when the gentlemen were coming away, 
chey Wanted to come with them« ' It (faould ra- 
.thcr feem, thereforci that they were apprehen* 
fiveoffomcdefign upon- their lives, as in their 
country a confultation among the chiefs always 
precedes a determined murder. This was in 
part conBrmed by their behaviour afterwards. 
This day we were in lat. 42 : 31. S. long. 
182 : 30. E. Nothing remarkable till 

The 7 th, when a great fwcll from the fouth* 
ward gave notice of ^n approaching ftorm* At- 
batrofies, men of war birds, flying fi(h, doN 
phins and (harks had played about the (hips for 
feveral days, and fome of our gentlemen had 
ihot albatrofles that meafured eleven feet from 
tip to tip, and this day a large (hark was caught, 
moft of which was eaten by the (hip's company % 
tho' they had not yet loft the relifh of the New 
Zealand fi(h, nor were their ftores quite ex^ 
hauftcd, moft of the failors having purchafed 
quantities tofaIt,whichwereeIleemed excellent. 
Lat. obf. 39 : i6. S. long. 190: 26* £. courfe 
E. by N- 

On the 8th, the ftorin that was forcfecn camt^ 
on, accompanied with thunder, lightening and 
rain. The iea rofe mountains high, and the 
wind increaled to fuch a degree, as made it ne- 
ceflTary to take in almoft all our fails with the 
li:moft expedition I and to icudit under doublf

^iedied top-fails. Wc ftill kept our couirfe, ftecf* 
ing N. E. by S. The gale continued all night 
and |>art of ftext day, when about four in the 
afternoon the wind abated, and fine weather 
fuccecded j lat. 39 : 2 j. long. 192 : 17. , 

On the WiK ^ N^^w Zealand dog was dt^fle^ 
for the great cabin, when the Zealand boys were^ 
with diSiquky, witheU from eating it raw ; lax*. 
39. 22. long. 194. 47. courfe N, E. by E* 

On the nth, it began to bioW very hard 
in the morning, and before we could hand the 
top-gallant f^^ils, it carried away the main top^ 
gallant yard ; about two in the afternoon it be* 
came fine, but attended with a great f well from 
the fouthward. Lat^ Obf^ 39. 26. long. 195, 35^ 

On the X4ih, a fine breeze, courfe N, E. by N* 
.We were now adi^ancing brifkly at the rate of 7 
and 8 knots an. hour, when all on a fudden the 
wind (hiftcd to the fouth-eaft* 

On th« ?5ih it blew a hurricane, attended 
with rain and a high fea, which breaking over 
our bows, cleared the decks of every thing th« 
was not firmly fccured, It carried away our 
poain tjQp gallant yard in the flings, and fplijc our 
fore«pp niafl: ftay fail in a thoufand ffareds. At 
night we ftiifoed our courfe, and flood N by B 
i E. There were fame on board who difap- 
proved of the co»irfe we had fteefed from the be^- 
ginning, forefeeing, that by ^oing fo faft to the 
porthw^rd^ we (hbuld fall too fuddenly into the 
trade winds, efpecialiy if we (bould be met by an 
t9&crlf wind brfonr wc approached the TrOptc*

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Among the feamen oii board a king's Sakfi'Atctt 
^re always fome expert navrgatots^ whofd ji;^-< 
•meiit, ripened by experience^ is* lAuch tol^d dt^ 
|>eiided updii ; but the mi^fbrr(ineis,<tbatilh^e 
men are never confulted, n6r do they* even dist^e 
lb much as towhifper their bpinion to tbei^fu* 
jper ior officer. Like gamefters ftanding b^, 
they can. fee the errors of the gan^e^ but muft 
not point them out till the gatniie is over. This 
tvas the real cafe on board the Difcovery^Jbrne 
of whofe people did notfgrupletoforetel wtet 
^ould happen the moment we left the3<^de-^ 
gree of fouchern latitude, while li^e were yetc 
{>nly in the 190th degree of eallern longitude. 
They did not fcruple to iayi^toiong themfdvas^ 
that inftead of 22 degrees fhoo^t of the loDgi« 
tude of Otaheice, (which lips in 212^. £• nearly) 
biefore we altered oyr latitude to the norths ^^ 
ought to have ftretched at leaft xi, degrees lar^ 
tber eaftward, being then certain, that how 
far foeyer we might be to the efiftward &f bu'r 
intended port^ when ytt came 10 crofs the Tro- 
pic we (hould be fqre of a fair wind to carry us 
to it..

Here we faw fe^* 
weed in abundance, and by^a large tree l^oiting^ 
by us, we judged we could not be far from land » 
t^VJI fpvifi^ ^Q^t^ Th? wee spj eared to bc/aboui 
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30. feet longhand of a con&derable girt, and by, 
its frelhneft feemeid noc co have been long in the 
water. 

The 2 1 ft, wli'jrn, in the latitude of 28 deg. 
ibuth^ we faw a large whale, at a little diftance i, 
su fight feldonp feen in fo low a latitude in th& 
northern henriifphere. This day our beer, which 
had been periodically brewed from .the fpruce, 
brought from New Zealand, was all exhaufted, 
and grog ferved out in its ftead. Hitherto not a| 
matt was r ill: tm board the Difcbyery, nor any 
<4hesi alteration made in their allowance. It 
was the number of live fiock on board* the Re* 
f^filPO^;tbat pCcaOoned the diftrefs for water; 
ffovi which. the Di&overy was in a manner ex« 
ttfipti havlog few or none on^ board, more thaar 
were nec^flary for the (hip's ufe.

Burney went on board the Refolution, to dine 
with Capt;. Coaky and When they FeturMd^ 
brought the fovrowful news of tfie alairtfib^ 
fituatioa of the Refolution^' iop wiant of pfo^ 
Tifions and water for the live ftock i that thep 
were obliged to kill a great part of their flseep, 
Kogs and goats for the ufe of the erew« not bav« 
Ing a fufficicnt quantity of food and water to keep 
them alive $ that (he horfes and cows were mere 
ikelecons» being reduced to the fcanty portion 
of four pounds of hay, and fix quarts of water 
iw 24 houn) \ and the men puxto the allowance 
of 2 quarts of water, for the fanne fpace of time j 
that the wind ftill continuing. foul, all thoughts 
of rfachifigOtaheite were laid afide, and that 
the iOes pf Amfterdam and Rotterdam were nQW 
our only rcfoyrcc. Nothing rcniarkable till 
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The 27th, when the weather, which for two 
or three days had been fqually, atteodcd with> 
thunder and lightening, increafed co a ftorm^ 
io that it i^e^ame necefiary to hand our failSt 
one after another, till our double reefed top*fail« 
were all that were abroad. We (\ow faw fea weed 
in abundanc^» andfome land fowl began to mako 
their appfrarance, which were indications of land

On the 28tK the tempeftuous, weather ftill. 
continuing, wq altered our courfe to the norths 
The wind for the laft 24 hours^i blowing moftly 
Tr6m the S E. ; .,Wc, this day, croifed thc; 
fouthern tropic;^ when the weather cleared up^- 
and we wfV^. falujted with a fijne bree2;e, and at-r 
tended by numerous fhoals of flying fl(h, bo« 
nito$, dolphins, Iharks^ and whole flocks of 
tropical fea- fowl, which aboi;ind near the iflands 
in. the low latitude;^, but are feldooifeen in the 
deep Pacific Sea. 

On the 29th, aboyt ten in the morning, tho 
flcy bein^ clear, and the weather moderate, the. 
man at. the mad* head, called out]LiANp, bear* 
ipg N E. diftaot about 7 or 8 leagues. We 
<nade the flgnal» which was loon aniwered by 
the Refolution. About 12, the weather begaa 
to alter, and to blowjn gufts front the land* 
jfVc four in the afternoon tacked diUpf and flood 
in for the land« 3^w no fign of inhabitants 
while day-light remained, but ""in the night ob* 
fcrved fcyeral fires. Lat. 22. 17* long. 2oi. 25.

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' On tBe'30th, faw fcvcrd canrocs approaching 
tftie fliips, and many inhabitants oh the beach,' 
ftemmgly in arms to oppbfebiar landing. ' A-^ 
bout' ten, theboats vwere hoifted out and maii* 
ned, in order* to reconnoitre the fhore. ihd' 
ioubd fiar anchorage, who to our grcatf difapr 
pointmentt returned without having fucceeded. 
Two of the canots came wUhrn Call^'ha^ing 
three perfohs rn each canotf \ but none 0# them 
could be .prevaikd upfon'tb coriie OTf bttard* 
Our Captain- fhewed many af^idfes of EiJrd^Van 
manufaftirre to eicfte'tharcuftpfity; b'lit they* 
filmed to ftt'liftrevaliac on ^y ihlrtg.exc'cpt 
the'NcwZcahliti^cbtl^i of'whick^ie thrciw^'a; 
pfece over-board', and they cSmtPand dived for 
it; but rfiey had lio (buner recovered It, than 
they paddled off as faft ai tfrey coujd, wlthdut 
offering any thing iti retorn.

Thus circumftanced^ anti irf 
dinger of being- fuflfc/^ they choft rathcr'to re?^* 
t^irn to the (hipi^, iBan. hazard rh^it* own fafcry i^* 
or, to-f:cure themfelves, depriirc anyof^rhcf. 
ii^mocent people ofMfe; an' injudftion that Was 
frequently l-epeated by Capt. Cook, during the' 
voyage, and which was the thore neceffary^ ai 
the common failors were very apt to forget, that 
ihe life of an Indian was of any account. A- 
bcit noon,^ the Refolution, being in much dif 
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ttt& for water, though fotnet^hatt relieved by the 
tains whith had fallen, Capt. Cook ordered 
the cutter to be. manned^ and went in it htm-^ 
felf, tti talk with' the natives^ and tO examine 
the coftftt but aftei* a truitlefs fearch^ was forced 
to rettirrt, the fuff being fttch as rendered the 
Watering of the (hips from the (hott ^n ab« 
folute impoffibilitf. Whil^ he laf^oo, he 
had feme friendly cotiverfation with the natives^ 
and fome prefents pafled between th^m ; but 
nothing thit anfweried the purpofes of fupply- 
ing the fhips^ of refrefhing the cre^s. One of 
the natives to whom a knife was given^ inftantly 
run it through his ear add iwatii to fhore 
though the fiirf toft to an aftbniihing height* 
Great nuitiberis cdme round to the beech ovet^ 
agaih(i which the Captain lay^ Waving gteeii 
branches id tokeh of peace, 

I'his ifland, which We fuppofcd to be in Ichgthi 
ftath S S W. to N N E4 about eight Icagueyj 
-aiid ill breath about 4 leagues, and to lie in lat. 
^i : 54. long^ 902 : 421 made a mofl: delightful 
%p(^arance^ and$ as Gapt. Cook was iii^de to 
tinderftand, abounded in every thing of which 
the (hips Wcrfe ih want; it tti^y therefore 
eafily be conceived^ with what reluftahee vt^ 
left it. Some peculiarities wete obfetved by 
ihofe who attended Capt. Cook, particularly 
in the drefs both of the men ^nd women, who 
Wore a kind of fandals, made of bark, upon 
their feet j and on their heads caps^ ptobably 
of their i]iwn mafnufafture, richly ornamiented^

and tttchrcled mth party-ookmrtd pkimage. 
They were above the middle ftature, moft of 
chem feemingiy from five Itec ten iQcbcs9 M 
fix ken fix iodies i wcU-madc, tattowed* amt 
like chofe of the friemlly tfles, were wttbout 
cloathc9, ttccpt a kind of aproa which mctr d* 
ed their waftes, reaching Itttk more than half 
way down their thighs. Both ami and women 
were armed with fpears thirteen or fourteen feet 
long i and the men had mafly clubs be(ide% 
about three feet long» of a hard wood and very > 
heavy* Armed with thefe weapons^ 5 or 600 
people were drawn up upon the beach» who 
eagerly ga^ed at the fiiips* having probably 
never feen an Egropean ve0el before, though 
thiit with the iOands adjointng> were diicover^t 
M CaptaiA Cook's former voyage, at the dis- 
tance of feven or eight leagues. Their canoep 
were pf curious workmanAip* feemingly cut 
out of the folid wood, poliihed and decoratefl 
with carvings that indicated both tafte and der 
fign. Their very paddles were polifiied and in* 
laid with ihdls» as were moft of their weapooa 
of war. 

Op the 31^9 before ten in the morning, tl^ 
man at the maft-head called opt land a*hea4» 
diftance feven or eight leaguei^ lying N. by 6. 
At eleven we hauled in for the Und, and obferi^ 
ing feveral canoes haftening towards us, waving 
green branches, which w^ upderftood were; ei)- 
figns pf peace I thefe we anfwered, and one, 
^0 Jippeared to be a chief, came otn board the

withftanding the ftriftcft eye was kcptovCr them 
by tbofe whofe buQnefs it was to watch them. 

About two in the afternooiii the Captain re* 
turned with the Chief co dinner, bringing with 
him a fmall hog, with a whole load of the 
fruits of the ifland, which were chiefly diftri- 
buted among the (hip's company. 

On this iflatid all kinds of tropical fruits were 

found in plenty, and even fi(h were furnifbed in 

abundance, and thofe of the moft delicious 

kinds ; but the article moft w;inted, namely wa* 

ter, was the fcarceft. Scurvy grafs and celery 

ivere every where to begathered^ and great 

quantities were brought on board ^ and no peo-- 

' pie upon earth could (hew greater civility to 

ftrangers than the natives of this happy ifland^ 

who feemed moft delighted, when they could 

beft gratify, the wi(hes of their guefts. They 

even took pleafure in diverting them, and made 

mock fights among themfelves to (hew their 

dexterity in the ufe of arms. While they were 

thus employed, one of our gentlemen fired a 

great gun, which in an inftant cleared the (hip 

of the poor affrighted warriors ; for which, as 

he well dcferved, he afterwards received a feverc 

reprimand. 

Parties from both (hips .having been fent out 

to fearch the ifland for water, and being returned 
without being able to meet with any within wa- 
tering di((ance9 as foon as dinner was over, 
^NTders were given to make faiL About four we 

left 
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left the iflaDd, (leering N. by £. with a fine 
breeze. 

On the ift of April, being in lat. 19 : 48. 
we continued the fame cburfe as before. 

On the 3d in the morning, the man at the maft 
head called out Land, which was foon ^nfwer- 
ed by the Refolution. About three in the after* 
noon we fell in with a fmall iQand, probably 
Hervey's ifle, laid down by Capt. Cook in his 
firft voyage, in lat. 19 : i8. and long. 158: 
54. W. The boats were inftantly got out to 
fearch for foundings, but found none -, flood ofF 
and on all night. 

Next morning, the 4th, fcveral canoes came 
off, brandifhing their fpears, and threatening 

« 

us apparently in great wrath- The boats, how- 
ever, were again fent in fearch of anchorage, 
and in pafllng the canoes, an officer fitting care- 
lefly in one of the boats, was near being pulled 
over-board by an Indian, who made a fpring to 
fnatch fomething he had in his hand ; but mif- 
fing his aim, plunged inflantly into the fea.^ 
They then became very troublefome, till a 
great gun was fired from the fhips, which in a 
moment difperfed them. In the evening the 
boats returned, with no better fuccefs than be- 
fore* In the mean time Captam Cook having 
difplayed a white flag in token of peace ; they 
did the fame, and then came on board friendly. 
Bbt tho' water was here eiqually unattainable as 
in the other iflands of this group, the nijght wa^ 
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fpcnt in ftanding oq and off], on the follqwingi 
pccaGon : 

Ope of the (chiefs who dircoyrfed with Omai,^ 
and was undertt(y)d by him, gave him to under- 
ftai|d» that three of his countryBoeq wer^ in thai 
ifland, and th^c if he chofe to fee tbem^ ho 
would be his guide. Omai's curiofity was raif- 
ed to know how they came there. On |heir 
meeting* they were all equally furprized, an4 
equally impatient *, they to hear Oo>ai's advea« 
(ures, and Omai to know theirs. Omai tool^ 
them pn hoard, and entertained them with a plea*^ 
iing relation of "all that had happened to him-t 
iiplf I ^d they in return ^cqu a lifted Omai witl^ 
what bad l|>efallen tbenq* Their dory was truly 
pity^le; they faid^ that of near 50 UliteanSi^ 
they were the Qj}\y furvivors ; that ^bout twclvq 
years ago* they with their families and friends 
|;btng from Ulitea to fettle at Otaheite, were 
overtaken in a dreadful tempeft, by which they 
were driven into the main ocean \ that tho 
iborm. ^ntinuing to increafe, ^nd the fea to rua 
mountains high, the women and children wenr 
washed over boards aQd perithed before they 
otp^tienped ^ny further diftrefs 1 that after three 
4ayt^ when the ftorm abated, thofe who re- 
mained, found theoifelves in ^n unki^own oceaa 
with little more provi(]ods than was fufficicni 
to ierve ihein another day; that having no 
pilot to dire^ their courfe, nor any fign bff 
^bif h to 4eer, they continued to go bffqre 
fl^f wind day after day^ till famine had re« 
^u^ed their numi^er tQ |cfs. than twenty ; that 
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cfaoie who furvifcd, had nothing but th^ &«• 
weed which they found floating in the fea, and 
the wa.ror which they faved when it rained^ to 
keop them alive i that, ten days having, elapf* 
ed, and no land in profpeA, defpair took pkce 
of hope, and feveral unable to fupport the 
pang^K of hunger, jumped over board in their 
phrenzy, and perilbcd by an eafier de^th ^ the 
groana and lamentations of the dying, and the 
terrible agonies with which fotnc were aflfedled 
before death came to their relief, exceeded aU 
defcription* In this melancholy fituation they 
had exifted for thirteen days, and how much 
longer they could have no recolledion^ for they 
were taken up infenfible of pain, and hardly 
IQ be diftinguiihed from the emaciated bodies 
of the dead aax>ng whom they were founds 
ieemingly without life or motion, till by cho 
friendly care of their deliverers, they were re- 
ftofed. When they recovered, they faid, it was 
like waking from a dream i^ they knew not 
where they were, por how they came upon 
land ; but being told that they were taken up 
at iea^ and in what condition % as their fenfe* 
gradually returned^ they by degrees recoile£ted 
all the circumftances already related ; they add^ 
ed^ that ever fince they were brought to life^i 
they had remained with their deliverers, and 
were now quite reconciled to their condition^ 
and happy in the fituation in which the Eiioa or 
good fpirit had placed them. Omai, after hear- 
ing their relation, with which he was apparently 
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much a^eded, cold them, they might now tal^t 
the opporturrlry of returning home with* him \ 
that he would intercede for them ; and that h« 
was fure if they chofe ir^ the chiefs of the £x« 
pedition would grant his requeft. They thank-; 
ed Omai for his kindnefs ; nor had they an]^ 
l^afon to fuppofe, that fuch an offer would ever 
be made them again : but they were now deter- 
mined to end their days with the people who 
had feftored them to fecond life ; and as their 
(learefl: relations and friends were of the number 
of thofe who periQied, the return to their own 
country would only renew their grief, and in- 
ftead of affording them pleafure, would but in** 
<:reare their melancholy. * ^ ' 

Capt. Cook being told the manner in' which 
Omai was engaged, and that he was much de- 
lighted with the company of his countrymen, or* 
dered the (hips to lie too that he might not be in- 
terrupted ; and Mr, Burncy, Mr. Law, the fur- 
geon, and fcvcral more of our people went only 
with our fide arms about us to divert oqrftlves ot\ 
Ihore, and to take a view of the country. Wc 
had not proceeded m^ny miles before we were 
furrounded by a multitude of armed inhabitants^ 
who without ceremony began to examine us, 
as we thought) a little too roughly. We at firft 
fuppofed it matter of curiofity that had occa* 
fioncd this faniiliarity ; but we Toon found that, 
like the gentlemen of the road in pur own coun- 
fry, though they did not offer any violence to> 
e^r p?rfon$, they were determined to make fre<: 
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wFth the contents of our pockets 1 they accord- 
ingly fiript us of every thing but our cloaths^ 
und then they alt difperfed, leaving us to purfue 
our journey ; but Mr« Bumcy having loft hia 
note-book, which was of greater confcquence 
to him than all we had loft belldes, determined 
to find the 'friendly chief, and to apply to him 
for redrefs. This» to us who were ftrahgers; 
was matter of no fmall difficulty } thofe of whom 
we enquired, pretended not to under (^and our 
meaning, and probably did not, as none but 
women and children were now to be feeni w« 
therefore thought it the fliorteft way to retuR)' 
to the fhip, ^nd get Omai and his three friendtf 
to afTift us in this enquiry. In this^ we fucceecK 
ed, and it is hardly to be conceived, how fpeed- 
|ly our loflcs were reftored, not aq article bcmg 
omitted, no, not fo much as an iron cork-fcrew. 
which tp thetn was a valuable acquifition. 

On the 5th in the morning we fct fail; and 
on the 6th came in fight of another ifland^ lat. 
i^: i2« long. 7.0% : 4.6. 

On the ^th tacked and (lopd in for land. For 
the lad 14. hours the ftorms of thunder, lighc«;^ 
ning, and rain, were almoft inceflant, infomuch, 
that it was found neceffary to cover the fcuttles 
of the magazine to fccure the powder. The 
pt^ople in both (hips were now employed in 
catching water, which jihough none of the bell, 
becaufe of its tarry tafte, was yet richly prized, 
and he who could fave but a gallon a day whc'n 
(hp rains began, thought his labour amply re« 
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mitrdcd; but tbii |N^Yii|g chc rainy feaiont wo 
in a fe^ days filled all q^x eiiopty cades, aod 
every man had liberty ro ufe what be pleafcid* 
Before tbefe b<$avy rains fcU andfurniflbed them 
with a fupplyt the people on board the Refolu* 
tion had been greatly diftrefled for water^ as we 
Have already remarked \ but now it was deter- 
mined to ^\x%Bi our courfe to Anomocoa, or 
Rotterdam Ifland» and accordingly that ifland 
was appointed a place of rende^voua^ in cafe 
of feparation. The weather conciaued variablct 
and though i^leaty of rain fell alnooft every day^ 
yet it was fottnd advifeable to make u(e of the 
machine on board the Reiblutiont and to ufe 
water obtained by dtilillation for every porpofq 
(or which it was fit. It was apt to difcolour 
the meat that was boiled with it, and to tine* 
ture every thing with a difagreeable blacknefs : 
but it was rather preferred to rain water, becaufe 
of the tarry tafte communicated by the latter* 
Courfe in the evenings S. W. lat* 19 : 30, 
long. 200 : 51* 

On the 8th, the lightening and thunder were 
truly alarming. Courfe this day, W, S. W« 
lat. 19 : 9* long. 200 : 19* Nothing remark** 
able till 

The 1 2th, when we came in fight of land, 
bearing W. S. W< diftance about eight or 
nine leagues. It appeared like four iflands \ we 
made fail, and flood for the land, but a heavy 
tcin{>eft coming on, involved us in darknefs. 
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|n the evening mi^ hove too, and fe continued 
iluriagthe night. Lat. i8 : 9* .k>og< 197 : i^i 
In the morning of the 14th the boats were at^ 
4ered out* m4 about noon returned, having 
found good anchorage sa is& and 1 5 fathom Wa« 
ter, fine fandjr bottocn near the fiiorer The boata 
came back laden with the fruits of )he iftaod, 
which they made free with tbo* they faw no in- 
habitants* We had no iboner caft anchor thaa 
parties from bptb fliips 'were fent out to re^on^^ 
lioicre the country. The weaither now began to aU 
trr. The raif)y feaibn, which generally concbiuea 
from Gx to eight weeks in (his climate^ wais as wt 
hoped, nearly expired when we fell in with this 
delightful ifland* which though it was found de^ 
Ititttte of inhabitants, was notwithftailding fiiU of 
fruit-trees of all the various (brts that ar<s indr^ 
genous to the tropical Iflands. In our nim# 
bles throughout we found plenty of fcurvy^- 
grafs and other wholefome efcolents, ol which 
the failors laid in a good ftore^ but it was un-^ 
fQrtun4t«5 that aifter the ftri&eft firarcb no water 
could be diicovered« It mull: doubclef^ fur*^ 
fxife the greateft part of our readers, and per« 
haps ftagger their belief when they are tok) of 
fa many iflands abounding with rnhabitanes, whd 
Sub0ft witk little or no freih water. Yet irUe it 
is^ that few or none of the little low iflands 
between the tropics have any water on th^ 
fiirface of the gfovNK]| except perhaps in a la- 
^oon^ the water of which is generatly bratkifh \ 
DOT U it ^»fy to fi«id wat^r by digging Thft 

faft 
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faft is, the fruirs of the earth are the chief food of 
theinbabitants»and chemilk of the cocoa nut ferves 
them for drink. They want no water to boil 
any part of their food, for they knew not the 
art of boiling till the Europeans taught them» 
nor had they a veflfel fitted forthepurpofe: neither 
have they any occafion for wafhing their cloaihs, 
becaufc the materials of which they are made 
being of the paper kind, will not bear wa(hing« 
Salt water therefore anfwers their purpofe with 
▼ery little freih, and adds a relilh to their meat', 
which, when it is drefled, they dip into fea-water 
every mouthful they eat. This in a great mcafurfc 
accounts for their fubfifting without freih water, 
tho' in the climate of England it would not be 
eafy Co fubfift without it a fingle week. And 
now having fupplied the fhips with the produce 
of this iflandy and not beiiig able to find ah* 
chorage near aiiy of thofe adjoimng, we pre« 
pared to depart. 

On the 17th, orders were given to fail ; but 
in the evening when the gentlemen returned; 
three muflcets, three cartouch boxes, and three 
hangers were miffing. Thefe were the arms of 
three marines who had accompanied the gen- 
tlemen in an eKurfion up the country, and 
who had committed their arms to ttie care of 
their comrades, and on their return had for« 
gotten them- They were, however, recovered 
by fending the marines oa fliore, who foon 
found them, and brought them off. On the rer 
turn of the bgat we inftantly put to fed, ftecrf*

On the 20tb»« we ^varied our courfe^ fleering 
W. N. W. all night.' 

On th^ 22d, clear weather^ bat a great fwell 
from ibe .fouth, a fure preiage of an approach- 
ing ftorm. This day we altered our courfc to 
S. S. W. with the wind variable. 
• On the 25tbi the expefted ftorm carne on, 
which increafed xp fuch an alarming height 
before night, ac«ndedwith thunder, hghtning, 
and rain, with a tremendous. fea, that with all 
eur fails handed,^nd our top^gallant yards ftruck, 
we were oblig^ to lie too under bare poles till 
morning appeared* ,. . 
. On the 26th, the llorm being fomewhat 
abated, the Refokicitm, .<>t which we had loft 
fight, bore down to us, and at five in the af* 
ternoon we made fail under clofe reefed top« 
fails. About eleven at night we narrowly ef- 
caped running on (hore on Savag^ Ifland, 
the man at the ma{l-;head calling out Lamd, 
when, dark as it was, we fboin got Hght of 
it clofe on our lee- bow, fleering diredly for 
it. We inftandy put about and fired a gun 
as a fignal for the Refolution,. (then to wind'- 
ward about half a mile) to do the fame. So 
narrow an efcape made a ftrong impreiGon oa 
the (hip's company, who, thoughtlcfs as they 
are, could not help looking up to heaven with 
thankful hearts for io fignal a deliverance. As

On the t^i oar carpeMet^s Mace had l(i<$ 
mtsfortune to f aR^ down upoti deck «nd break 
hhkg. .Happy tfeac no other rnkfortUiie bad 
befallen us during a leries of tempeftuons wea» 
thcT) * whfch few Hiif^s would haw been able 
a# refift. Abo«it nine in the lAarniiig^ di€ 
ftorm ftill conttntiing^ but the fky in fSLtt ctear^ 
the man at the maft head caHed out Laivd$ 
whieh was prefemiy icnowti to be Anomocoa^ 
or Roccerdam tfland^ ib t^lcAby tfheDiiteff 
who firft difcovered it, bearing S W. drftanee 
aboi3t four or five feagues. At ten faw two 
mountams) bearing S. S* W^ dtftance about tAm 
or ten^ leagues^ and foon after a great fmoi^ 
Was fecn to afcend from the lowermofti The 
weather ftill continuing IquaHf » we approached 
Anoniocoa wkh great caucion. Above five in 
the afternoon, the fignal was made from the 
Refolution, to come too, which we obeyed, atid 
about &t cai!k anchor^ 

On the 30th, we weighed again, and id 
the evening, worked into Anomocoa roadi 
About fix we moored, and was foon after jothed 
kfif the Refolution. We had now been jt»ft 
£xty days in a pallage, which in « direct courie 
icovild not have exceeded ten, and had been ex*- 
f)ored to the fcvercft tdah, owing to feme (sl* 
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tfilicf in puriiiiog -2^ courfe which there wii not 
a fetfnen on board chat did jnot difapprove* 
It kcmtd to W^ BO objed of dilcovery ia 
viewi as w^ i^iX nearly into the fam^ trackp^^ 
vfhich ot}r CpimtiOdope had fomierly navigated, 
DPr did w« meet wkh a fiogl^ ijQMd, which one 
or other of our laie voy ager« had not fecn or 
viHted in their diffirreat roMts* How it h^p. 
pened ia not eafy to be aceouQtedfori as it >wa& 
jieact to a miracJe, that any cfeaiure on board 
the Refolution remained alive t9 reach our pre^ 
icfA harbour. Had opc the copious rains thai^ 
£qU aknoft inqe0anety from the time we pafie4 
the tropic tiU onr arrival hei'e* fuppiied tho 
daily confumptioo of water on board pur ihipsa 
HOC onfy the aniimih but the men muft have pe^ 
f ifiied. Happy, however^ that we now found 
Qurfelves in fiifiety on a friendly coaft. We 
fcH'got the dangers wc hadefcaped^ and thought 
only of enjoying with double pkaiure the fweeta 
' ff thefe happy liLuids^ wbofe fponcanepus pro* 
duSions perfunie the air to a cenfiderablc dif« 
tance with a fr0g;rance inconceivably reviving \ 
afid wbofe plancacit)n$ exhibit a richoefs of pix>f^ 
ped as we approached them, owing to ^ beau'f 
tt&l intermixture of the varig(u9 bloOToo^, with 
the vivid green ^ka^es of the treos, of which 
the mod .animate} defcription can communicatf 
but a faint idea, ikdd to thefe, the tufted 
chsaips that naturally adorn the little rifing hiUf 
that i^ipear every where drlightf ully interfperfed 
JuotODg verdant lawA^, and rich nieadows, bor* 
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deredby rivulets of water, which amongtheitfdnaff 
in the tropical climates, arc as rare as they are «•' 
frefhingi and nothing in nature can be mOre ple4« 
fiflg to the eytf, or more grateful to the frnfes. 

We were no fooner tnoorcd in the harbour^ 
than we were fuirrounded with inntiincrable littltf 
boats, or canoes, moft corioufly conftruftcd and 
ornamented-, the Bdes With a poliOi that fur^- 
pafs'd the blackeft clbony, and the decks Irtliid 
with mother of pearl and lortoife-fticll, equal w 
the beft cabinets of European manufafture. Irt 
this kind of workmanlhip, thofe iQanders feem 
to excel. Their weapons of wai-, their clubs^ 
the handles of their working tools, ilie paddle* 
of their boats, and even their fi&hooks are 
polifhed ahd inlaid with variegated (hells ; with 
an infinite accumulation of which, their fliores 
arte margined, and among them our natura* 
lifts found fome of fuperlative beauty. Theft 
boats held gecerally three perfons, and undcf 
their decks, which take up two thirds of therf 
length, they brought the fruits of their planta- 
tions and the manufaaures of their country.thefe 
laft confifting, befidcs cloth of different fa- 
brics, of a great variety of things ufeful, and 
others ornamental. Of the firft fort were combs, 
filh-hooks,- lines, nets made after the European 
falhion, needles made of bone, with thread 
of different finenefs, purfes, calibafhes made of 
reeds fo clofely wrought as to be water-tight ^ 
with a variety of other utcnfils. Among tha 
latter, were bracelets, breaft-plates ornannaKed 
with feathers of a vivid glow, maifcs, man- 

taiat 


tilcii compofcd of feathers, (b artfu\l/ an 
beaucifulty arranged, as ev<fn our Engltilh ladies 
would not difdain to wear. Thtffe Were of im- 
menfe value in the Sodety Ifles, where Omal 
faid a fine red feather would purchafe a hbgi 
and ot chefe^ and ted feathers, Omai laid in a 
ftore. 

The ptople of thefe iflatids haire already 
been fo well defer i bed by Capt. Cook, and Mh 
Forder, that what we have how to add, is ra* 
ther to confirm their accounts than to advance 
any thing new. We found them of a friendly 
difpofition, generous, hofpi table, and rfcady to 
oblige. Some there were among them moft 
villainoufly given to thieving *, but that propen* 
lity did not appear to them fo much a vice id 
the light we are apt to confider it, as a crafc 
fynonymous to cunnings according to our ac- 
ceptation of the word* He who was detefted 
and punifhed, was neither pitied nor defpifed 
by his neighbours ; even the Arees, or great 
men among them thought it ho crime to prac- 
tice that craft upon our commanders whenever 
they found an opportunity ^ and would only 
laUgh when they were detected ; juft as a cun* 
fling fellow in England would laugh when hef 
had found an opportunity of out- witting aii 
honefter m$m than himfelf. 

As foon as the ufual ceremonies had paficdf 
tkiid peace was eftablilhed, the commanders of 
both (kips gave Orders that no perfon, pf what« 
fver rank on boards ihouldi purchafe aoy ttrihj^ 
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of the natives till the (hips were fupplied with 
provifioos, T(iis order was ifllied for two 
pxirpofes i one to regulate the prices^ the othejc 
to oblige the natives to bring their provifions 
to market, when they found that nothing elfe 
WAS faleable ; and it produced the deQred efTed. 
The number of hogs and fruit that were, 
brought, were greater than, the daily confump- 
tion ; though the ordinary Ihip-allowance was 
entirely ftopt, and the produce of the iflands^ 
ferved ojat in its ftead* We even faked for fe-, 
veral days, from four to fix hogs a day« 

The. civility of the chiefs was not confined 

to theit readinefs to fupply, the (hips with pro-, 

viiions« They complimented, the commanding^ 

ofiicers. with the ufe of a magnificent houfe,^ 

conveniently fituated upon the beach, during 

their day > and at the fame time preiented them 

with breaft-plates moft beautifully decorated 

with feathers, being the richeft offering they 

bad tojnake. In return, the commanders were 

nbtwanting in generofity, loading them with 

hatchets, knives, linen cloth, glafs, and beads s, 

With which they thought themfelves amply re* 

paid^ Tents were now ^carried on (hore; the 

aftronoincrs obfervatorv ereAed ; wooders and 

waterers appointed; and all the artificers on 

board employed in the reparations of the (hips ) 

f)ot a few being wanting after a> voyage of two 

months, through a lempeftuous fea, during 

which the elements of fire, air, and water^ 

might be faid to be in perpetual confiift. 

■ . While 
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While thefe things were about, the com- 
manders and chiefs were every day contriving to 
vary the pleafures of their rcfpeftive guefts, ancl 
to entertain them with new diverfions. They 
were mutually engaged on board and oh (hore 
to fufprife each other with novelty^ On boards 
the chiefs were entertained with mufic, dari- 
cing, andfeaftmg, after the European manner j 
and with what feemed much m:)re pleafing td 
them, as they paid more attention to it, with 
the various operations of the artificers who were 
at work on their refpeflive employments. Th6 
facility with which the boat-builders performed 
tlieir work particularly attraded their notice ; 
when they beheld the labour of a yeaf with 
them, performed in a week by the fame number 
of hands on board, their aftonilhment Was be^ 
yond conception ; nor were they lefs in amaze- 
ment to fee large timber cut through the 
middle and fawed Into planks while they 
were fpeftators, which they had no meani! 
of effefting in their ifland in many days* 
On Ihore,' the chiefs, in return, endeavoured 
to entertain the commanders ; they feafted them 
like tropical kings, with barbicued hogs, fowls^ 
and with the mod delicious fruits -^ and, for 
wine, they offered them a liq-uor made before 
their faces, in a manner, not to be mentioned 
without difguft ; but as the chiefs had refufed 
to drink wine on boards Our commandefs, and 
thofe who attended them, needed no other a-. 
pology forifj^fiftls^to part^tke of this liquor with- 
*C J-., . La them. 
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them. They likewife, after dinner, introduced 
their mufic, and dancers, who were chiefly 
women of che theatrical caft, and exselled in 
agility and varied attitudes, many of the bell 
performers in Europe; a kind of pantomime 
fucceeded, in which feme prize fighters difplay- 
ed their feats of arms i and this part of the 
drama concluded with a humorous reprefenta* 
tion of fonrie laughable ftory, which, produced 
among the chiefs, and their attendants, the 
moft immoderate mirth. The fongiters came 
laft, the melody of whofe voices was heighten* 
ed by a kind of accompany ment, not unufual 
in the earlieft ages, among the politeft nations, 
as may be learnt fiom ancient paintings, where 
the fingers and dancers are reprefented with 
fiat clams or (hells in their hands, fnapping them 
together, to harmonize their tunes, and regulate 
their hiovements Though this farfical exhibition 
was othtrwife infipid to us, it was not wholly 
without its ufe, in marking a fimilarity of man- 
ners among mankind, at the diftance of half 
the globe, and at a period, when the arts of 
civil Ife were in their infancy. Who knows, 
but that the feeds of the liberal arts, that have 
fiow been fown by European navigators in thefe 
happy climes, may, a thoufand years hence, be 
ripened into maturity; and that the people^ 
who are now but emerging from ignorance into 
fcience, may, when the memory of thefe voy-» 
ages are forgotten, be found in the zenith of 
their improvements by other adventurers,^ who 
may pride tbemfel^s as the firftdifcovcrers of 

new 
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aew countries, and an unknown people, infi* 
nicely fuperior to thofe who, ac chat cime, may 
inhabit thefe regions, and who may have loit 
their boafted arcs, as we, ac cbis day fee, among 
the wretched inbabicancs of Greece, and chc 
ftill more miferabie flaves of Egypcian bondage. 
Such are tht vidiSitudes to which the inhabi- 
tants of this little orb are fubjedt ; and fueh, 
perhaps, are the viciSitudes which the globe 
itfelf mud undergo before its final diiTokitton. 
To a contemplative mind, thefe iflands prefenc 
g mortifying fpcdacle of the ruins pf a broken 
and defolated portion of the earth ; for it is 
impoilible to furvey fo many fragments of rockst 
fome with inhabitants and fome without, and 
not conclude with the learned and ingenious Dr. 
Burnet, that they are the cffedls of fome early 
convulfion of the earth, of whic)^ qo memoiy 
remains. But to return ; 

During our ftay here, we were nightly enter- 
tained with the fiery eruptions of the neigh« 
bouring y^olcanos, of which notice has been 
taken by former voyagers. There arc two 
mountains that occafionally emit fire and fmoket 
but the loweft is the mod conftant. 

On the 19th day of our refidence at Anomo* 
coa, our woodcrs returned, almoft blinded by 
Che rains that fejil from the manchionello trees, 
and with blotches all over their bodies, where 
the rains happened to have accels. The poi- 
fonous quality of thefe trees has been notice4 
by other voyagers, but was more feverely felc 
upon this occafion, than by any of q\ir people 
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\n the like fituatioo. Many capUal thefts were 
4(otntz>itted fiuring oyr ft»y, axuJ feme articles 
of cpciGder^ble value carried off. 

On the 4Xh pf June, C^pi- Clarkfs ftccl-yard$ 
yjf^re ilolcii put of his pabip, while hr, with 
pthcr gentlcn^cn, wcrp entprtliucd by the chiefs 
jwrith a fcjciva, or dramatic f^rf e op (here ; but 
was afterwards recovered. On the fame day, . 
^s he w^ tnmgled with the croud, his fcifiarf 
was taken out of his pocket three different; 
(imes, i^nd as often replaced, when aiilfed^ 

On the 7th, we unmoored, and Ihifted our 

Nations b^t in fp doing we parted our fmall 

bower anchor, with about 27 fathpm of cable^ 

the anchor remaining among the rocks. In th$ 

evening we moored 4gaio. Frpm this d^y till 

TThc lath, we were employed in recovering 

' the anchor we had loft, which, after lofing th? 

buoy -rope and grappling, was brought on board 

^nd fccured- One of |he natives dole an axe 

from the (hip, but was difcpvered^ and fired att 

lie efcapcd, by diving*. A party of them had 

vnlafhed the Aream anchor, and was lowering 

it down into their canoe ; but, being difGover# 

ed in the a£):, paddled tp fl^ore, and got clear ofl^ 

On the i3th» the live ftpck, which had been 

landed the day after our arrival, on a fmal] 

l^and, about half a mile from the fhore (a 

gra^e, were brought on board amazingly re? 

eovered ^^ front perfed fkeletons, the horfes and 

cows were grown plump, and as playful a$ 

ypung colts. This day orders were iffucd 

fsr failings the tenf? were ftruck, and Mr, 

PhiUipfofl^ 
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FhiHipftfn, lieutenant of mames, k^ tfH his 
bedding, by the trareleffnefs of t^ cehtJnel, 
vrho received I2 lafhes for negleft of dtity. In 
the morning, the long boat was foond fwatnped, 
and all the ftern (hcets, and fever^i ochtr ar« 
tides belonging to her, mi'fling, and never Re- 
covered, for which the marine, who had the 
care of the watch, was feverdy puniftied. 

On the 14th, we made fail, W, by S. by 
the advice and dire6tion of a chief, named 
Tiooney, to an ifland about 40 leagues diftant, 
which abounded, he faid, in every thing we 
wanted ; wood, water, hogs, fbwls, frCiics, and 
grafs for our cattle. We failed with a fine 
breeze, wind N E. courfe W S W. and about 
eleven at night, paflfed the burning mountains, 
bearing N N W. diftant about half a rtiile. The 
Barnes rifing from the lowermoft with a bellow* 
ing noife, louder than thunder, but hoarfer and 
more terrifying, illuminated the air in the nighty 
and enabled us to work through ihe moft dan- 
gerous paflTage, that could polfibly be navigated. 
We bad more than 60 iflands within fight, dl 
of them furrounded with reefs of rocks, with fo 
many windings and turnings, as truly might bt 
faid to conftitute a labyrinth ; but by the affid^ 
ance of our Indian pilot, we pafled them ill iS 
fnfety, and 

On the 24th, moored in a fine bay, oft tbi 
weft fide of Calafoy, in 22 fathom water, flidlf 
bottom. We had fcarcely moored, befw e wd 
Were furrounded with natives from all quarters!^ 
V/ho had been apprized of our coming, and who 
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had loaded their canoes with hogs, fowls, bread* 
fruit, yaoiSf plantains, and every kind of frqit 
the ifland procluced, which they exchanged for 
l>roken gUfs, red and blue tweeds, Ihreds of fcar^ 
let cloth, or indeed apy thing we offered* tfiem. 

On the i8th, t;he live-f^ock were landed, and 
9 proper guard appointed |o look after thecn. 

Here our friend Tiooney aflunipd the fame 
cprtfequencey as a^ AqaqiQcpa. |i^ came on 
board with his canof, laden with four large 
I)Ogs, bread frU;t, and l^addqcks, a fine odo? 
riferpus fruit, in fmell ^an(l tafte not unlike 4 
lemon, but larger and. more round, t^e brought 
likjcwife yarps .of an enormous Cze, Wfighj'Jg 
from fifty to fixty pounds each. 

He was followed by the Arake and frhiefs of 
tjie Ifland who came Uden in the fame man- 
ner, ^ul^ hogs, fowls, and every fpecies of 
prpvifions the ifland afforded^ thefe he incro? 
duced in form to the commandeis and officers 
according t|0 their rank. This cpremony over, 
the tents were laqdeds and all hand$ let to work^ 
tp finifl^ tl>e repairs of tl^e fliips« Jhe chiefs 
were fe^fted pn board, s^nd the commanders 
gnd. oncers fiofpit^bly entertained on fliore. 
On our part, fire- works yf^rt exhibited, the 
.maripes y^ere drawn fip, and ^ent through 
their military inanceuvres, furrounded by thoq* 
fandf of oatiyes, who wf^re frighfiened a(: firft, 
a^nd fled like herds of (jeef frpni the noife of 
fhegMn;*, but finding they did np haroi, tool^ 
f parage, and rallied at a di(j:ance, bu^ no pef* 
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fd&Gons could prevail upon them to come near, 
On ti>e pare of the natives, the/ were cquall/ 
incllni^d to pleafe-, they gave beivas every day ; 
find drew their warriors together, who went 
likewife through their n^ilitary ezercifes, and 
beat one another feverely in their mofikfightSt 
which, in thi^FrefpeA, differed hut little ffQm 
our cudgel* pi ajfers in England In this manner, 
and in ranging tfap ifland» botanizing, examining 
the curiofities, natural and artificial, we employr 
ed our time, ii^hile theljve l]tock were gathering 
ftrength, 9nd recruiting their 0elh^ and t))p 
ievcral arttfiperi were compkating the rrpaii;s 
of the Ihips. It is npt eafy for people, who 
are totally, unacquainted with the language <)f 
^ country, to make thennlelvcs iqallers of 
the civil policy of the inhabitants* liide/cd 
it is next to impQifible in a (hort refidence a* 
fnong thj^m. As we obferved no fuch mcdiuqa 
AS money, by which the value of property jis 
afcertained, it ^as not eafy to difcaver, wh^ 
clfe they had fubftitiitef} in its roqm, to fa* 
cilitate the modps of trafi^c among them* 
ielvc$» That each had a property jn thf plan* 
tation he poiTeffed, we could plainly difcern ; 
and the Ara)ce and chiefs among them were ready 
enough to point out their ppflrefTions, the e^r 
tent of whiph gave them confequencc, as a- 
mong other civjlized nations ; but no fuch thing 
as circulating property being dircovei;able, by 
the hoarding up of which, apd laying it out oc- 
cafionally to advantage, one might purchafe 
Hmotber's larided or fubftantial property, wp 

« 
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could not inform ourfelves fuffidcntly, bj ivhait 
incans the fifhermae purdiafed his canoe, or 
the boat-builder his materials, yet there can« 
Mot remain a doubt, but that the ^ boat- builder 
iiad an intereft in hk boac^ after it was builr^ as 
well as -the chief in his plantation, after it wai 
fnclofed and cultivated. With us, all' was car* 
lied on by barter, and an i^tiaginftry value fixed 
jOti every article* A hog wis i:ated at a hat* 
chet, and fo many bread-fruit, cocoa-^nuts and 
plaintains at a ftring of beeds : and fo, in like 
manner, throughout -, but among themfelves^ 
ii^e faw no fuch value by way of barter* We 
did not obferve fo much fruit given for fo many 
£(h I nor fo many combs, needles,* or ufefui 
materials^ for a certain proportion of cloth i 
but ^oubtlefs, fome mode of exchange there 
ihuft be among them ; for it is certain there 
was no fuch thing as money, at leaft none that 
we could difcern: neither could we difcover 
any di(lin£k property, which dne man claimed 
more than another in the forefts or woods ; 
but that every man, like us, cut what he want- 
ed for ufe, and was under no limitation for 
fueL Salt, which is fo neceffary an article in 
European houfe- keeping, was wholly unknown 
to the tropical iflanders* 

On the 19th, an Arake came on board, and 
prefented Capt. Glarke with a large and ele* 
gant head drcfs, ornamented with pearls, fhells 
and red frathers, wreathed with flowers of the 
r^'A ic pie.idcnt colours. The Captain, in 
iQ:c:r^ loaded him with many -uffiful articles 

of 
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cf European manufacture, knives, (ciflars, 
laws, and fome (bowy ftrings ef beads, which 
were highly prized by the royal Caiafoyan, who 
thought it no difgrace, to paddle himielf on 
ttkore\ with his rich acquiCitions. 

On the 20ch, an affair happened on board 
the Difcovery, that had nearly cancelled ail 
former obligations, and put an end to that 
^rieodfhip, which mutual ads of civility and ge? 
perofity had apparently coqcributed to cement. 
One of the chiefs, who had be^cn frequently on 
board, and who had been of the parties cor« 
dially entertained, invited, perhaps, by the fa- 
miliarity of ^ young cat, and delighted by ita 
playfulnefs, watched his opportunity to carry it 
off^ but unluckily for hina was de(e£ked before 
be could effefi; his purpofe. He was inamediat»- 
ly feized and clapt in irons, an i an exprels feK 
pn ihore, to acquaint the Arak6, or king, with 
the greatnefs of his crime, and the nature pf 
his puni{hment» On this news, the Arak4 
him&lf, and feveral of his chiefs haftened on 
board, when to their grief and aftpniihment, 
fhey found the prifoner to be the king^s 
hrother. This news foon circulated ; and the 
whole iilan^d was in commotion. Tioony fea* 
fonably intcrpofed. He applied to Qmai, to 
Know what was to be done, and upon what 
lerms his releale might be procured. Omai 
told him, his offence was of fuch a nature, as 
fiotto be recpitted withou.t punifiiment; he muft 
fubmit to be tied up, and receive 100 lafhes; that 
'(he higher be was in rank, the more neceflary it 

was 
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was to puniih him» bjr way of example, to d^ 
ter others from pra^ices of the like natgre % 
and that therefore it was in vain to plead for 
his deliyerance» upon any other terms than fub<r 
mifiiom Tioony acquainted the A rake with 
fll that bad pafled, aqd pre&ntly a number of 
chiefs entered into confultation ppon the mea- 
fures that were to be purfued ^ fome by their 
geftures were for refenting the infult, and others 
were for fubmitting. Sotney in great wratht 
were for inftantiy returning to (hore, and aflemt* 
bling the warriors in order to make rcprizals, 
and no lefs (h^A (even attempted to leave the 
Ihip, but found the way ftppt, to prevent their 
efcape; two or three jumped oy^r-board» but 
were inftantiy fpllowed, taken up, and brought 
back. Thus, finding themfelves befet on all 
fides, and the king himfelf, as well as the 
chiefs in the power of our Commanders, they 
9gain entered into confultation, and after half 
an hour's deliberation, the refult was, to make 
a formal furrender of the prifoner, to the Arake 
of the (hip ; to befeech him to mitigate the 
rigour of his puniOiment^ and at the fame 
time to put him in mind of the regard that 
had been (hewn to him and his people, not 
only by the chiefs of the ifland in general, but 
ipore particularly by the friends and relations 
cf the offender, who had it ftill in their power 
to render them farther fervice. This was what 
waschie0y intended by the whole procefs. The 
prifoner was no fooner furrendered in formic 
th^n he was tied to the fhrouds^ and^ receivefl 

one 
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one lafh, and difaii0e.d. The joy of the muU 
titude, who were aflembled on the Ihore, wai&» 
ing with anxious fufpence to learn what was to 
become of their unfortunate chief, is hardly to 
be conceived when they faw him at large ; 
they received him on his landing with open 
arms, and inilead of refenting the indignity 
that had been offered to the fccond perfon of 
the ftate, was ready to load his profecutors with 
gifts, and to proftrate themfelves in gratitude. 
Nothing can be more characteriftic of the pa- 
cific difpofition of thefe friendly iflanders, than 
their behaviour on this occafion. They feem to 
be the only people upon earth who, in princi* 
pie and pradice, are true chriftians* They may 
be truly faid to love their enemies, though they 
never heard the precept that enjoins it. 

Early on the 31ft, the kipg came on board» 
with four large hogs, and as much bread«fruie» 
yains,' and (haddocks as his boat would hold, 
.as a prefent to the Captain, for Which be would 
take no return *, but a hatchet and fome beads 
were put into his boat, with which he returnee^ 
much gratified. 

On the 2 2d, their warriors were all drawn up 
in battle array, and performed a mock-fight, 
but left any ftratagem fhould be intended, the 
marines were ordered to attend the engagement : 
nothing, however, that indicated treachery ap* 
peared. The battle was followed by a heivdy 
in which the two young princeffcs, neices to th<| 
chief who ftole the cat, were the principal per- 
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fof mert, anxf tW evening concluded widi iitcif ' 
iftark af perfeft rciconciiiaCiOn* 

Otr the 13d, orders wei^c given to prepare? 
for failing. The live rfdek, that had been 
grazimg, poflibly, 6n th* lands 6f him who 
rtccivcd the lafh, were got on board, wood and 
¥^ter i^^ere brought irt plenty, the former of 
the beft quality, and the latter excellent. Iri 
ft\( rt, nothing tould etteed the accommoda- 
tions of every kind, with which we wei*e fur- 
niibed iii this delightful ifland. 

On the 25th, we unmoored, and 

On-the 27th, made fail in' f ompany with th6' 
Rcfolution, but in the ni'ght, heavy fqualls, 
with thunder, lightning and rain, to which thefe* 
iflands are much expofed. Many of the natives 
accompanied us at^ pafTengers to Anamocoa. 

On the' 30th, we Wcffe employed beating" to 
Windward, and' about 12 at night the Refb. 
lution fired a gun, as a Hgnal of diftrefs. She^ 
had run a-ground oh a reef, but beford vit 
could come to her afliftance, (he rolled off. 

On the I ft of June, wd came in fight of the 
burning mountains, diftance about 4 leagues. 
And, about ti in the forenoon, moored in a 
fine bay; Here the Indians came to us with 
hogs in' abundance, fome of which we. killed 
and cured, but the pork fobn contrafted a difa- 
grecablc taint, which was much coniplained 
of by the ihips companies. While eaten frelh, 
the meat was of an exquifite flavour. 

Nothing remarkable till the 5th, when we ' 
ttnde fail| and about 5 in the afternoon, the 
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HrdP^ution reached Ahamocoa, and moored ia 
her old birth. Lat* 21 r 88, long. 185 : o8* but 
tl\e Difcovery not being able to beat up againft 
the ftorm,. did not arrive till feven in the even- 
ing;^^hen, cafting anchor fhe drove, and in 
lefs than. art; hour, was three leagues to leeward 
of the Refolution, and in the utmoft danger 
of being wrecked. All hands were now em* 
ployed in weighing. up the anchor, and a num^^ 
ber of hands came fcafonably from the Kefolu- 
tion to our aiTiftance* The night was tcmpef- 
tuous, with a heavy rain and a high fca. Our 
labour, till four in the morning was incelTant. 
We made but little way to the windward, not* 
withftanding the utmofl: exertion of our whole 
ftrength. Providentially the gale fubfided ; we 
fwayed the anchor, and before day-flight was 
fafely moored by the fide of the Refolution* 
Herey though the fea was rough, and we were 
at a great dillance from fhore, the natives 
continued to trade and to fupply us with plenty 
of frefli provifions, with which they kept mar- 
ket daily. 

On the 8th,. Tioony came on board, and 
gave an account of the lofs of feveral of his 
people, in attempting to accompany us in their 
canoes from Calafoy and Appy, the ifland oa 
which the burning mountains are fituated ; that 
he himfelf was in the utmoil danger^ that 
being overfet in his canoe, he was obliged to 
fwim more than two leagues ; and that at lafl:,. 
he was miraculoufly difcovered and taken up,, 
by a fiihing canoe on the coaft of Appy, when 

he

he was almoft fpcnr* We expreOed great joy 
oh his dtrhverance^ and he no lefs» to find the 
(hips fafc in ihcir former ftation, as he thought 
it almoft impoffible, he faid, that they could 
weather the ftorm. Being amply provided with 
every nectlTary this ifland could afford^ 

On the 9th, we fet fail for Tongataboo^ or 
Amfterdam IQand; but in our paflfag^, both 
the Rcioluiion and Difcovery fell foul of the 
fame rock : the Refolution only touched i^on 
it flightly, but the Difcorery (luck faft, and 
bung, upon it, gunnel too •, happy It was, that 
we had day light, and fine weather, and that 
the Refolution was within call. By clapping the 
fails to the maft, and lightening the (hip abaft^ 
we fwayed her off with Utile damage. We were 
then Within two leagues of Amfterdam; off 
which, in the evening, we caft anchor in fix fa- 
thom water. We were inftantly furroujrtded with 
natives, who came to welcome us, and feemed 
overjoyed at our arrival. It is not uncommon 
with voyagers, to ftigmatize thefe iflanders with 
the name of Savages, than which no appel- 
ktion can be worfe applied, for a more civi* 
lized people does not exift under the fuh« 
During our long ftay with them, we did no* 
fee one inftance of diforder among theni* 
felves, nor one perfon punifhed for Any mif- 
dertieanor, by their own chiefs; we faw biit 
few quarrels among individuals. On the con- 
trary, much mirth and feeming harmony was 
obfervable. Highly delighted with their (hows 
and heivas, they fpend their time in a kind of 
V lux« 
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tixurious indolence, where all labour ^^ litilc^ 
buc norte to excefs. The Arake orking.paddlel 
him/elf in his canoe, though he mufl; havt a tow- 
tow or fervant to help him to eat^^ This feemfe 
ftrange to an European, as it reduces the'man 
to the ebndiiion of a child, and yet it is but one 
remov^e from what we fee daily pradiced before 
our eyes. The gentleman has his table fpread^ 
his food of various forts fet before him ; has 
all his apparatus made ready, his bread cut^ 
his meat carved, and his plate furnifhed; ht 
has his drink handed to him, and in (hort» 
every thing which the tropical king has, except 
only conveying all thpfe matters to his mouthy 
which the Arake thinks may as well be done by 
his tow«-tow. Tet the omiflion of this fingle ad 
of handing his meat and drink to his mouthy* 
brings a term of reproach upon the Arak6, tho\ 
by the handinefs of his fervants in the fervices 
of the table, the European gains the charader 
of the polite gentleman* Such and f6 flender 
are^the diftinctions in the refinements of nations ; 
the barriers that divide floth from funlptiiouf- 
nefs I and the fimplicity of Che Arak4 ftom tht 
jnagmficcnce of the prince. 

On the nth we weighed and failed in com^ 
pany with the Refolution, and moored again 
in Maria's Bay, one of the fined hai bours in 
the South Seas. Here we were furroundcd by 
ts^ore than 150 canoes at once, all laden wiih 
provifions, or the manufactures of the coun>* 
try. Tiooney, who feemed to be the Empeolf 
of the i&andSy ftill accompanied usf A^fr a* 
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bput fix leagues from this harbour had his chief 
rcfidencc. Plenty of hogs, and fowls without 
number, w^ere brought us, and were purchafrd 
at fo cheap a rate as a hog for a hatchet; and 
a fowl for a nail, or two red beads. Our live 
ftock were put afliore upon a mod delightful 
lawn, where they ranged at pleafure, and where 
their paftures were bounded by refrcftiing (hades. 
On the little ifland on which they were placed to 
graze, a plalh of water was found, which by^ 
digging was enlarged to a pond, that not only 
fupplied drink for the cattle, but water in plen- 
ty for the ufe of the (hips. In this harbour too 
were found every neceflfary for repairing the da- 
mages the ihips had received in ftrikihg againft 
the rocks; and here too every attention was 
paid us that our Commander in Chief had ex-* 
perienced in his former vifite, of which the in- 
habitants had not yet loft thp remembrance. 
But an accident happened that put the whole 
ifland in motion. While our people were en* 
gaged in preparing fire-works to entertain the 
chiefs, two turkies, a (he-goat, and a peacock 
were ftolen from the Difcovery, and craftily 
carried off* They were no fooner miflfed than 
complaint was made to Tioorey of this breach 
of hofpitality, and a peremptory demand made 
to have the creatures purloined, reftored. Whe- 
ther he was privy to the theft, and was willing 
to connive at it ; or, what was more probable, 
knew not by whom it was committed, nor how 
readily to recover ctcatures of fo' much curio- 
fity, which he knew would be artfully conccal- 
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fd, he fecttied to make light of it, and to offer 
hogs and Yowls in return j but this offer was re- 
jededi and Capt« iQook being applied to, or-^. 
dered all thei canOes to be feiled^ two chiefs 
that were in the (hjp to be detained, and an or- 
der iffucd for carrying fire and fword through 
tlieiflaad, if they were nor, in four and twenty 
hours j reftored* This order : being known a» 
broad, the inhabitants ^flem.bled ffotn.all .quar* 
ters^ and in lefs than half a day,: ^ore than 
1500 appeared in arms, upon the beach; in 
the mean timc^ our two Captains had ordered 
tlffilf^pionacqs , out, their boats to be manned 
^nd af med^ parties of 7 mariiies tp be put on 
];M>%r^ ?Lnd every preparation to be made, as 
if !U): carry their threats^into execution. Upon 
their fit ft. Jandingi a native iflued. from the 
wood^ out of bcea^^h, as if juft come from a 
long journey, and acquainted the captains chat 
he had fee n the ftrange creatures, that had been 
taken away, at the houfe of a chief, on the op- 
pofue (ide of the ifland^ whither he was ready 
xo coildu(fl them, if they chofe to follow him* 
The Captains thin^king this a proper opportu- 
nity, ta furvey the ifland, excepted the offer; 
and, accordingly fet out, in comparTy with Mr. 
Bly the, m after of the Refolution, Mr. Willram- 
ibn, 3d Lieutenant, with feveral other gentle- 
men, attended with 41 party of ^marines, dired^ 
ing their GQurfe^ the Indian led the' way. 

,'Thcy had harcjly,betfn gone an hour, before: 

.llrocig , parties of Indians poured d(wn from 

the hiBs, to strengthen thofe that Wete already 
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ailemblcd upon the beach. The Captain of 
inarines, who had charge of the boats, having 
drawn up his men on feeing the numbers of 
the enemy begin to appear formidable, ordered 
them to fire over their heads. This they difre* 
garded, and were beginning their war-fong» 
which always precedes their coming to a£lton» 
when the Captain gave Tioony to under Hand, 
that he would inftantly deftroy them, if they 
did not that moment difperfe. Tioony terri* 
fied by the countenance with which this threac 
was accompanied, ruflied among the foremoft 
ranlcsof the warriors, feized the fpears of the 
chiefs, broke feveral of them, and returning* 
laid them at the Captain's feet. This had iii 
part the defired cScdt ^ the Indians retreated m 
a body, but feemingly unwilling to difperfe. 

The Captain difliking the appearance of the 
enemy, made figns from the (hore for the fliips 
to bring their broadfides to bear, and at the 
fame time drew up his men under their guns^ 
The commanding officers on board improved 
(he hint, and inftantly fired fome round fhot di«- 
TC&iy over the heads of the thickeft of the ene* 
my; This compicated what Tioony had be^ 
gun ; a panic feized the chiefs, and the reft fled 
like fo many flieep without a purfucr. Capt. 
Cook, 4gnorant of what had happened, boc 
not out of hearing of the great guns, was at 
a lofs to determine whether to go on or to re-, 
turn ; but the great guns ceafing after the 'firft 
difcharge, he rightly concluded that, whatever 
Slight be the original caufc of their firing, it 
, , . ' did 
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4id not require a fecond difchafge to remove 
it; he therefore refdvcd to proceed- In his 
progrefs, the heat became almoft intolerable,, 
li^hicb was rendered (till more infupportable 
by the ivant of water, there being none to be 
Q^t with, except in lagoons, that werebrackifh. 
j(Ut$^ a journey of more than 1 2 miles, through 
a country intlerre&ed with numerous plantations^ 
and where there was hardly any beaten path, he> 
at length arrived at the reHdence of the chief,* 
whom h^ found feafting on a barbicued pig, a> 
ftewed yam, and fome bread-fruit, of which he 
had plenty* Syr|)rized at the fight of the Cap*- 
tain: and his: attendants, and corifcious of their 
errand, he vifeat bisbimniediately, and produced 
the turkey, goat, and peacock, which he rea-^ 
dily returnied, but made no apology for the tbefr« 
i^r for the trouble he had given the Arake c§ 
tiie.ibips, ia comingrib far to tecover the lofs. 

,On their return to the tents, they found 
Tioony fliU there, who welcomed them with 
much feeming' fin^erity, and began wich apolo-' 
gizing for the coadu6)r of his people, owing, 
he laid, to the mifapprchcnfion of the orders' 
from the (hi{:^,, which were, as they thought, 
to burn and de/jlicoy] all without exception, men, 
women, and children, and to lay^ wafte the 
iilandf He then invited Capt. Cook to accom- 
PjWy him a little way into an; adjoining wood, 
with which invitation he very readily compiiM, 
and found two cocoa- nut trees, with the bran- 
ches ftript of their leaves aiKl fruits, hung with 
yatliSf bread-fruit, and (haddocks ranged ia 
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fpirals curioufly interfefteiJ, r. and : tcrmlnafe'4' 
each with two hogs, one ceadyob^^FJbicired, jind- 
pne alive, which he had ordered to ;be prep^rcfd^ 
as prcfcnts to the two ComraanderF, for whidiv 
be' would receive no return.' The birbiC'Udd'*hog 
was an acceptable prefent t6 the* people who hdA 
travelled Jour and twenty mifes, . with po othef 
r,ef refli men t than what they carried witMh^^; 
except >fome fruit, which they gathered on tR* 
road.^ A party of Indians were planted in rca-?- 
dinefs to difmamtle the trees, and the boaW 
were employed to carry their (Sontenrs on board** 
the fhips; and thus ended thi$ memorable dayj 
which, probably, will be corfim<^6[*orated in this- 
i'fland as a day of dcliy(3*anceivt)y tbt hteft po- 
fterity. j . , . . . i 

During our ftay here^ more; capital thefts' weFO^ 
committed, and nioreJndibrt^ pimiflifeJ thanWtf 
all thf fticadly iflaods befidps yoM «*ras' puiiffir- 
ed with 72.Jafl2es,>forbnly fte4Mnga'knife,4^o^ 
Xher with 3 6,. for rindeavotlring iM^y carry ©ffiwo 
or three • drinking -glaffes ; three were fjunffliM 
with, 36 lafties each, for-h^aVkg ftonei at'riid 
Voocc s; but . what wisTiflill' hiore- cruel; "^ 
rnan for attempting to carrji^fFaci' axe, w^i^br^ 
dgred to baye..his arm cut^-to the^^one, whiefl 
he bqfe wi thou ti complaining*' -^ L>;r: ^.o v 

It is not^co be wondered,* tHat after fuch \(^it^ 
ton ads of cruelty, the inhabitants ihould Qtid^i 
osgfpgepusj.and, though they did not breal£ 
put into ppeti \a<5ls of hoftility, yet they watched 
?y^fy oppo^tuoity to be vexatious. 
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On the 1 6th one of the Indiahs who ac- 
companted uS' oh board^^ watched his dpporcu- 
nicy to fteal a drinking vefiel, but being catch* * 
cd' in the aft was puniflied with 1 8 ladies,* to 
the no fmall diverfion of his countryman. We 
were how vifued by the flux, which, however, 
only weakened our men, but carried none off. ' 

On the 19th, Mr. 'WiUiamfon and Mr;' ^ 
Bly the^ who were fond of (hooting, ahd ton* 
fcquently-of ranging the woods and thitkets, 
were ict upon by ten or twelve cf the • natrvcs, 
who tbok from them their fowling-pieces and 
ihot-bags, the former of which they carried off^" ' 
but dro^iptfd the (hot bags on being purfued. 

Recourfe was had td the former expedient, 
of feiring the canoes^ and threatening the iflknd," 
as before^ and one of the-^ fowling-piecfesf v^as,' 
by chat means, recovered 1 Jbut the offi^r'^as- 
niswr returned. .*'• .•• > -^ 

.' On the 25th, orders were given to brepare- 
for failing, the live ftocfe were taken on Boa'rd, 
fo altered, that they could not have ^tn known - 
f»r the fame poor fkcUtons Which, two mionths- 
hcfore,1fad becA laiWgd oa thcfe fcr«le Ihores. 
Capt. Cook m'ideiTiooriey a'prefent .6f a horfe ' 
atod a mare, a> bull and a. cow, i ram and 4^ 
ewe, for the many fervicps he had rendered him ' 
and his jjeople, during their f-efidcnce in the 
friendly iOes, by whichfhe gratified him' beyond ' 
his utmoft wi(bes* Tbefe valuable prfefd.tl' 
were immediately dfiveri to his palace, at Ton- ' 
ga^ta-^booi diftahc about four leagues. The (hips ' 
being now compleitly 'ftdwedi having wood 
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and water as much as they coald make xox^ 
for, with hogs and bread-fruit,, cocoa^uta* 
yams, and other roots, greena in abwdanceii 
and, in Qiorr, every thing that th^ Ihips coiil4 
contain, or the crews defire, the boats ^ werq 
fent 0M( to feek a paflage to the fouth*eaft*ward|^ 
in order to vific the celebrated little ifland of 
,^ddleburgh» of whiph, forpier voyagers hayo 
given a naoft Battering defcriptiqiv 

Qn the a9th, the bqaca' reti^rned, having difn 
covered aqarrow gut, not half a cablets length 
in breadth* and fromji to 5 fathom water^ 
looniy bottoHQ. 

This day, Mr* Nelloni of whom noemioq 
has already been made, being alone on the bills 
and rock^ coUe&ing plants and herbs, indige^ 
nous to the ifland* 9lld at ^ con(iderable <tiC> 
tanqc ^frpm the fhipsi was attacked by five ov 
|ix Indians, who Grf( began by throwing flooes^ 
^t which they are very dextrous; and tli^n^ 
finding be h^d no fire-arms, clpfed in with him, 
ilripjt him of hiscloaths and his bag, which were 
a\l that he had about him,

dead, and that the chiefs, who were her d^[

his attendants declined the invitation ; and to' 
make known the- dignity of the great perfonagei* 
in whofe prefence they were, they proftrated 
themfelves before him,' the womii^n as well as' 
the men, and kifsM the fole of his right foot/ 
This aged Indian brought with him, as a pre*"- 
Sent to the Captain, four large bogs, fix fowls,' 
anfd a propof ti6rfa1>le quantity of yams and^ 
plantains. In return, the Captain gave him a* 
prh)€ed gowii, a'Chiiiefe lookiYig^glais, feme' 
earthen cups, and feveral other curiofieies, which* 
he accepted with great' courtefy, and with an 
air of dignity, which remarkably diftinguilhed^ 
him. The Captafin and officers paid him great 
attention, and fiiewed him. the different accom* 
modations on board the (hip, at whidh he ex-' 
prefled great aftoniflimcnt. He was then in-.^-^ 
viied to eat, which he declined. He was x>f« 
fcred wioe, of wJiich the Capuin drank. firft» '

curious workmanihip^ the arufts^tbis iQand^

But what chiefly tended to. prot 
long our ftay here was the richnefs of the graisj 
which made into hay proved excellent fodd for 
Dur live ftock. From the accounts circulated 
through the (hip when we arrived^ it w^ gc^ 
nerally believed, that we might travel ^through 
this ifland with our pockets optn, provided they 
were not lined with iron i . bu^ to thir« the: b6i 
haviour of a party of the inhj^itantt eor^Wilj^ 
j[ian\ Collet, Captain's fteward of the'Diicovery^ 
was an exception. . Being alone, dtvertmg IAHh 
felf in furveying the country, fie: was fct upon

At fix in the morning we weighed, and were' 
foon under fall, ftccrrng our courfeto the fouth- 
ward, to fetch a wind to carry us to our intend- 
ed port. 

On the 19 th we were out of fight of land^ 
when in lat. 22 : 24* S. the wind fhifting fair 
W N W. withhfard gales, which continuing for 
federal days. 

On the 23d we found our (hip leaky, and no 
poflibility of (lopping her leaks till we could 
make land. All bands were employed in punip* 
ing out the water, and when we found it did 
not4ncreafe upon us, the leak gave us little or 
no concern* 

Nothing remarkable till the 3Cth, when in 
lat. 28.7: the weather became tcmpeftuous, 
and a fudden fquall carried away our main-top 
and top'gallant mafls, fplit our main-fail, and 
carried away the jib. It is aflronifhing to fee 
with what fpirit and alacrity Englifh failors ex- 
ert themfclves on fuch occafions. Amidft a 
itorm, when it is almoft impoflible for a landf- 
man to truft himfclf upon deck, our failors 
mounted aloft, and with incredible rapidity 
cleared away the wreck, by which they pre- 
Terved the fhip. Nothing equal to this difafter 
iiad befallen us in the courfe of the voyage. Dur- 
ing xht night we hoifted lights and Bred guns

Auguft the ill we celebrated the anniverlary 
of our departure from England, having jufl: been 
one year abfent. The men were allowed a 
double allowance of grog, and they forgot, in 
the jollity of their cups^ the hardlhips to which 
they were expofed in the ftorm. 

On the 2d our carpenters were employed in 
re-placing the old top-maft with a new one ; 
but juft as they had got it in readinefs to point 
the bafe of the top-maft through the main top t 
they difcovered, to our unfpeakable g»*ief, that 
the main-maft head was Shattered four or five 
feet below the top. This put an end to our la- 
bour at this time. The top-mad was lowered 
till the main-mail could be fecured, which was 
a work of infinite difficulty in our fituation, and 
could not be accomplifhed without the afiift* 
ance of the carpenters from the Refolution^ 
The fignal of diftrefs was thrown out» but the 
fea ran fo high that no boat could live. In this 

jQtuation 
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fituation we continued till the ftorm abated, 
v^hen the mad being lalhecl, a fpare jeb-boom 
was got up for a main-top-maft, and a mizea 
^p-fail yard for a tpp-fail yard j and thus e* 
quipped, we made what fail we could, the Re* 
folucion Ihortening fail to keep us company. 
Lat. ?7 : 49. ^ong. 203 : oi. 

In this crazy-condition, with our leaks rather 
increafed, we met with a ftorm 

On the 3d, which required the utmoft exer- 
tion of our llrength to encounter ; every hand 
in the (hip was employed, fome at the pumpst 
and others in handing the fails, which was a 
work of the greateft danger, yet happily accom* 
pliflhed without any accident. 

On the 4th, at fix in the evening the man at 
the maft-head called out Land, which was joy- 
ful news to all on board, and about feven we 
flood in for it. About eleven we faw feveral 
canoes paddling towards the, (hips, in each of 
which were three naked Indians. We made 
figns for them to come on board, which they de- 
clined ; but made (igns for us to land. Our 
boats were inftantly hoifted out and fent to 
found, but no anchorage being found, it was 
refolved to purfue our voyage without lofing 
any more time. This idand was a new difco*^ 
very. Its latitude by obfervation 27 : 31. long, 
208 : 26. E. The men appeared of the largeft 
fiature, tattowed from head to foot ; the language 
different from any we were yet acquainted with.; 
and their drefs nothing but a piece of matting 
round the wafte, like that of the Amflerdani- 
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mers ; their complexion darker, their beads brna^ 
fnented wiih Ihells, feathers and flowers ; and 
their canoes elegantly carved, and neatly con* 
Urufted. Of their manners we could forofi 
little or no judgment. They appeared timid ) 
but by their waving green boughs, and exhli 
biting other figns of peace, they gave us rea« 
fon to believe that they were friendly. They 
exchanged fome fmall fith and cocoa-nuts> iot 
nails and Middleburgh cloth. The appearance 
of the ifland, as we approached it, was lofty, 
but fmall. Its greateft length about 4 leagues, 
and its breadth about a leagues. 

We now proceeded with an eafy breeze, till 

The 13th, when the man at the maft-hcad 

called out Land, diftance about (even or eight 

leagues, we foon perceived it to be the Ifland of 

Otaheite, of which weweie in purfuit. Lat* 

i7- 44* 

On the 14th, about fix in the morning, we 
flood in for the land, and before night were 
fifely moored in the harbour called^ by the 
natives, Otaite Peeha. Here we were fur- 
rounded by an incredible number of canoes 
filled with natives, befidcs men, women and 
children, who fwam to the (hips, exprefllng 
their joy at our arrival. We were fcarce moored, 
before the kmg, attended by moft of the royal 
family, came on board the Refolutlon to weU 
come Capt. Cook ; the Ihores every where re- 
founded with the name of Toote; not a child, 
that could lifp Toote, was filent ; their accla- 
mations tilled the air* The king brought with 

him 
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.^Mkn ikt Jarget^gsi fimie bread^^fhiit and plan-* 
mwt as a prefoit y and Capt* Cook^ after the 
'iirft faluttflws had pifled^ pr^fented the king 
with two largp.hatchecs, fomefliowy bebds^ a 
}ooking*glafs» a . knife, and fome nails. He 
ilfa made preftiits to hiis followers. 

Tbcy. were eager to enter into coni^rfatioii 
%itfh Omaiji and: inforoE^d Capt. Cook» through 
hii imeans, of the arrival there of two iSpanifll 
ihipl ff'om Lima^ about eight months before; 
that at their departure they had taken three of 
the natiV^es with them^. and had left one of their 
people ih tkeir Mom^ whd had been dead fbme 
time i th^ they hkd built a houfe on fhore^ 
and ereAed a crofs. With an itafcriptipn^ which 
were dill ftanding ) that they had left fom6 
cattle^ with goats» flieep^ and geefe ; but that 
molt of them were dead i that they promifed t6 
return foon r and that they had been there mor6 
than once, (ince Capt. Cook's laft vific. -Din- 
ner was no fooner over, than both Captaifii^ 
gccc^mpanied by. Omai, and condudied by thi 
royal family, went on Ihore and viBted thli 
Spanilh er^^ibns; which feetiied to indicatie a 
deepcl* deGgn than the natives were aware of i 
they had taken pofTefiion of the iOand, in tb6 
name of his Catholic Majefty, and had inlcHbed 
the crofs with the king's name, and date of 
the year 1777, which Gapt. Cook took the 
llbercy to pull ddwn and carry away, telling 
khem at the fame time to beware of their Spa« 
tiifli vifitors^ and not . to be over fond of them. 
Moil of the fr^ib pn^vifions^ with which we 
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wttp faj^Vkd.tt tte fmhdlf iflev^ being' tf^ 
|ife^ded ia tke voyage^ orders were giv^-tb 
prohibit iaU trade widi ttie^natiwty e^e|)t^ior 
provifiona ; and thdt oaly %ith (mM peHbnsv Us 
Mrire ap|>ointcd bf the comihsRid^ as p\li^)tf^ 
ors for the Ibips. Bf thiis neDtlilry rrgtdatiotf, 
Irtffti pf^vifiani were foonprocmed inplency, 
and every man wa^ allewed a pound and a hirif 
itf pork every day. 

On the ;l6cb, Qiaai vras puit in pofi^fllDa 0t 
the hdvfe the: Spaniards had built ; hh bed piA 
up in h afi^;tbe EnjgUBkhOumii and be was m^- 
d^lge(^ to fiecp on Ihore during dot #iort ftay 
at this part of ihe ifland. Capt. Cook likewife^ 
cauf^d the %ani^ tnfcriptipn to be elafed^ ^be 
crofs to: be taken awajfy and a ne w infetiption 
to be €Qt« tvitb the naAie of the &igKfli fii^ 
that bad difcovered t^ ifland, dte date 177% 
when firftidiiboveiediaikd the bame of* bia Ma« 
je£by, King Qedr^ td Jtake place of that of the 
Spaoifli KU)g'Caflos. , Here alfio the Ji?e ftock 
were kndedi and put togriitein the meadows 
tb^t bordered on the &ore. 

On the t^th, Capt. Cook, with Omai) t6ok 
ah airmg oa borfebaickv to the great aftohiftnpienc 
of the lithfl^laots^ maiqr hundreds of whom 
follow^ed. 4jis^ wii^h kM»i accbmations, Oma^ 
to excite their adimrationitbemore;, wa« dreifed 
cap-a^pee in a fmitof armour^ which he carried 
with hiQT, and was mounted a^nd ca^rifoned 
with his fword andpike^iike St. George acceuti^ 
to kill the dragon, whom he exatiiy reprefented % 
only that Omai had piftob in his holfters, of

^ning) tht Refolution took her old Station iA' 
Mattairai rBay : but the wind fuddeltly Ihiftingt 
and ' tbc breeze toming foil from the land, we 
were driien 3 kagues to leeward of the bay ;-. 
by which we were reduced to the ncccRiiy of 
forking all night to l^ihdward, amidft thunder^ 
iightiiiDg and rain, and anvong reefs of coral 
rocks, oil which we every moment expeftcd 
tb perifti, Wfe burnt falfe fires, anfd fired fcvcfl 
lal guns of diftrefS) but no anfwcr from the 
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Refolutioh, nor could we iee any objeft io dt^ 
ttd: us during this perilous night. 

In the mining of the 23d, the Weatbcilr 
cleared up^ and we could &e the.Refokitioii 
about three. J^aguca 10' windward^ wfaena&ift 
of wind happening in ouf favour, we took:ad» 
vantage of it, and by twelve: -at nooti^-wfere 
fafely moored /within ~ a cable's ' length of 
the Refolution/ It is. impoOible tO' give 'an 
adequate idea of the joy, which the natives exx 
prefled upon our arrival in this- bay,* becaufs 
their manner of exprefiing joy is fo'difTcrenc 
from our fenfacibns, that were we to fee perfons 
(tabbing themfelvesiwith ibarp inftrumems till 
their bodies /were befmearedi with blood; ^ we 
(bould think they were pierced with the moft 
frantic defpair,- and; that it .would be almoft: 
impoflSble to afluage their grief; whereas beat* 
4ng their, brtaitet. tearing their hah*, and prick- 
log their heads» their hands, and their bodies, are 
the mod fignigcant (igns of their gladnefs to fee 
the friends they love. befi:. At the fame time 
they are ready to overwheilm . you witli kind* 
nefs, and .^rooldigive you, for the moment, all 
they have in the world, but the very next houp 
crave all back ^ain, and like children teize 
you for every thin^ y^u have got befides* 

The Ihipa were na fooner fecured, than the 
failors began ftripping them of every yard of 
I'igging they had left \ for certainly no ihips 
were ever in a more (battered condition* Our 
voyage from New Zealand, if. not from the

tape, might be faid to be one continued feries 
ef tempeftuous weather, fufpended only by a 
few intervals of fun-fhine ^ and the employment 
of our artificers at fea and on more, a laborious 
exertion of their faculties to keep us above wa« 
tefl Here it was not only neceflary to (trip the 
ihain-maft of |he Difcovery ^ but to take it out 
dnd carry it on fl)ore, to be properly fecured. 
This wa(s a work of no* fmall difficulty. • Here 
too it was found ncceflary, to unfhip our ftores 
of every kind^ to air and repack the powder^ 
new bak? that p^rt of the bread that had cpn« 
traced any dampnpfsi^ to ereft the forge on 
ihore^ gad in fhoxu to fet all our artificers to 
work OQ boar4 and oa fliore, to refit the (hips 
for the further profecution of the voyage. 

A meiFenger was difpacched from Captain 
Cook to King Otoo, to acquaint him with our 
^r rival, and to deQre hi$ per million to fend the 
cattle he had brought from Britain^ to feed io 
the paftures of Oparree, The king exprdTcd 
his joy on the return of Capt. Cook, and rea- 
dily gave his confent* He at ,the fame time 
ordered one of his principal officers to accom- 
pany the meilenger in his rerurn, and to takq 
with him prefents of fre(h provifions for the 
commanders of both (hips, and to invite them 
on (hore, to dine with him the next day, This 
invitation was accepted, and it was agreed be- 
tween the Captains, that their vifit (hould be 
niade with as much (late as their prefcnt circum- 
(tances^uld admit. The marines and mufic were 
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cherefoce ordered tahcii^ readi&ej($iataQ4ppQ|uiU 
ed hour^ zfid all the ro^en to be dean dceill^ 
. On the 25th, atiout' noQn^, the CQrQiQ^Ojilecjy 
with the, priqtipal 9^cer% sjQ.d geoi^eqii^q,, ^8^ 
barked on board the pinnaces, .wbiclu ^oj^ ^t^j^ 
pccafion, w^r^ dc^cl^ed in all the magpificcQGC

Asfoon aa tj^e company were dijr$ai;barkcd^ t(rf 
ivhole band of n^uQck ftruck up a gra^i^ l^ditar^ 
inarchi and the proceOlon begap. '^bp {OiS^i 
f rona tbe bf^ach to the entrance of tj^e palace 
(about half a niile) was lined on both fide^ 
with natives fromi all parts^ e^peding to f^K 
Omai on horii^back, as th<: account of his ap*^ 
pearance on his $rft landi^ig on the other fi^ 
of the i|}and, as before related^ had alreadjf. 
teach^ the inhabitants on this. As he app<^e4 
to tbern in difgmfc;* be w^s not known; thpy 
were not however wholly difappqimed, as the 
grandeur of the prQceffion exceeded every thij9g 
of the kind they had ever fecn. The whole 
court were like wife aiTembled, and the king« 
with hi3 niters, oti the approach of C apt. Cook, 
came forth to hicet him* As he was perfedlv 
known 10 them> their fird falutations were frank 

and 
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and friendly, according to the known cuftoms 
oitht Otaheiteanar, and when tbefe were over, 
proper attention Was paid to every gentteman 
in company i and that too with a politehefs that, 
ca thoie who had never been on chisr jfland be* 
f«<r, Was quite onexpefted. 

Ai foon as the cbdipany had entered the 
palace and were feated, and fome difcourfe had 
paflfed between the king and Capt.^ Cook, Omat 
was prcfented to his Majefty. He had hitherto 
efcaped unnoticed, with the other officers who 
were not particularly known. Omai paid his 
Majedy the ufual homage of a fubjeft to a fo* 
vereign in that country, which confids of little 
more than being uncovered before him, and 
then entered into famitiar converfation, on the 
fubjeft of his travels. The Earecs, or kings 
of this country, are not above difcourfing with 
the meaneft of their fubje£ts, but Omai was now 
confidercd here as a perfon of rank, and ^ 
favourite of the Earees of the (hips. The king, 
impatient to hear his ftory, afked him a hun* 
dred queftions before he gave him time to an ^ 
fwer one. He aflced him concerning the Earee* 
da-hai, or Great King of Pretann^e, b^s place 
of refidence, his court, his attendants, his wai:- 
riors, his fhips of waf^ his moral, the evienft 
of his poQeflions, &c. &c« Qin^i did nofi 
fail to magnify the grandeur of theGre^t Kin^ 
He reprefented the fplendour of hi$ court by 
the brilliancy of the flars in the firmament \ the 
extent qf bis dominions, by the vaft expanle^ 
of heaven j the greatnefs^of his power, by the 
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thunder that ihakes the earth. He Mi,\thii ■ 
-Gre4t Kiqg pf Pretanoe had three hundrcdi^ 
thpufanci warriors every day ^t \fi% command, ^ 
clpathed like thofe vf ho now i(tt(pndcd the Ea^ 
ree^of the ^ips» and n^ore tiMfn ^Qoble tbac 
number of failors, who trav^^fed the glo^be^: 
from the rifing of the fun to hjs felting i that 
his (hips of war exceeded chofe at Mattavai iq 
n^agnifude, in ^tl^e fame progprtion, as thofe 
e^ipceeded th^ fipa^l caqoes at Pparree.«~Hts Ma- 
jefty appeare^ all aftopilhrnent, and cojuld not 
help interrupting hfin. He a&ed^ if what he 
faid was trvie^ wh^re the Qr64t ^ing could find 
people to navigate fo i^any ihip^ ^%^ covered t^^ 
Of ean from on^. extremity tc; the other \ and tj^ 
he could' find men^ wherf he could find provi«* .

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The play being over, and night approachingi 
our commanders took their leave, alter inviting 
the king and his attendants to dine on board th^ 
flxaps. We were conduced to the water-fide vi 
the (ame manner as we approached the palace^ 
4ind were attended by thie king and royal family. 
On the 25tfa in the morning, Omai's mother^ 
tod. feveral of bis relations afrived» Their 
meeting was too unnatural to be pleafing. We 
could not fee a woman frantically flriking her 
face and arms wUh (harks teeth, till (he was aTl 
over befn:ieared with blood, without being hurti 
M it ponveyedno idea of joy to feeling minds, 
we could never be reconciled to this abfurd 
fcuftom^ She brought with her feveral large 
hogs, with bread«fruir, bananos, and other prcK 
du&ions of the Iflandof UHtea, as prefents to 
the Captains, and Ihe and her friends received 
Jn retprn, H great variety of cutlery, fuch as 
knives, fjpi^^^rs,- files, $do. |;)efides fome red 
feathery, which \z^ were even more acceptable 
than iron* They continued to vifit the (hip oo- 
cafionally \\\\ we quitted the ifland* 

Ip the ^fternopn King Ottoo, with his chiefs 
and'^ttend^ntji, and two young princefles hh 
fillers, performers in the interlude of the pre- 
ceding n!ght, came on board, bringing with 
them (ix large hogs, yrith a proportionable quanr 
tity of fruits of various kinds. They \v^r^ enx 
tertained as ufual, with a tight of all ^he tftrro^ 
fitits on board the (hips, and the young pi^iar 
ceflcs, longing for almoft every thing they hw^ 
^cfe gratified to their utmoft willies, with brace* 
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letsof biad$>looki&g glafTes, bits of china, artifi* 
c^al nofegays, ind a variety of other trinkets, of 
which they had one of a fort each, while at the 
fame time i^ kiogxandhis chiefs:amufed theafF* 
{etves with thp i::ar{>enter8, annourers and-Ariier 
;^r()ficer8, employed in the r^pairt of ^ the (hips, 
cafting longing ieyea on the tools^and implements 
with which they performed their, work. In this 
manner they paft the time till dinner was ready « 
King Otcoo, with his chiefs^ dined with the 
Captains, the; principal-officers,: and Omai 
in the great cabin, while the ladies were feafted 
ill an apartment feparated on purpofe, and wa1c« 
ed upon by their own fervants. During dinner, 
the mufic,. particularly the ^bag-pipes, with 
which the Indians feemed mpft delighted, con- 
tinued to play, and the young ladies who were 
within hearing, though out. of. fight, could 
hardly refrain from dancing the whole time^ 
After dinner the king and his nobles were pref« 
fed to drink wine ^ but moft of them having 
. felt its power before, declined tailing it ; one or 
two drank a glafs, but refufed to drink any 
inore. When the tabl es were cleared, the la* 
dies joined the company, and then horn-pipes 
and country dances after the Englilh manner 
commenced, in which the young ladies joined 
with great good humour. Some jovial fongs fuc- 
ceeded, and our Indian vifitors took leave in 
the evening in great good humour. 

What cohtributed not a little to increafe the 

pleafure of the king, was a prefent made him 

by Capt. Cook, of a large quantity of the choi*

him richer in ^Uravinc (prccioUs ftathet-s^ 
than all the princes in the neighbouring iflcsrf 
This gave rife to ah opinioft, thatit waitp/iiW 
fil this promift tfhat We wefe Id'd lb fat o'lif ot 
our way as has tjeen already retttarkfed. ,Bu< 
thete is muish mere reafon to conclude, that 
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die fii'oh^ ddhfrfy v^hlds that prevailed i^hih 
^ apprtiached the fbu them tropic, inade our 
*itft' cobtft to Otalifcite impraaicable. Had 
C^t.Cobk'Tegittrdfed Ms piroitaifc toOttooas 
^n'^tolablcl he wooM mofl: <fenainly have Ihaped 
hii fedtirfc ftoifi • KfcW -Zealaiid to the Friendly 
Mandi the tteat-dl way, which would have 
fiiortened oihr voyage feveral mbmhs; unlefs 
we can fuppofe that he had ibi-gotten his pr6. 
fflife) and thiit when he came within a few days 
fill of his ^eftined port, he recollefted him&lf^ 
-ftnd Hieh trhanged his diredioifi, to enable him to 
>kee^ his word. To which of thefe caufes ic 
4^fts oWihj^, ibme JPutiire publications may pro- 
bably give i^t i but ichii who were not in 
•tfac fecitt, ir speared a' ittyftcry. We were 
aavanted feihc degrcts to tlie eaft ward of Her- 
•Vey*s Mesi which iie in 19 : 18. S. lat. and 
lot £. long, before we altered our courfe to the 
wtftward t6 maike for Amilerdamy which lies 
in 21 : 15.^. and 1S5 : E. long, whereas the 
ifland of i^it^a^ of which Omai was a nativct 
lay in lat. 16 : 45. and long. 208 : 35. E. 
Why our courfe to tlie Former was preferred 
tcfcrc the latter, involves the myftery. 

Though all public trade was prohibited, as was 
llfaaU till the (hips fhould be furniihed with frelh 
provifioiis $ it was not eafy to reftrain the men 
on Ihore from trading with the women, who 
were for ever enticing them to defert. The 
kdies of pleafure in London have not. half the 
winning Ways that are pradlifcd by th? Otahei- 
tttn inides to allure their gatlanu. With the

It happened that neither of them were dextrous 
markfrnen^ they vented their rage by the fury 
with which they began the attack, and after 
dtfcharging three balls each, they returned -on

Another day he divefrted them with playifig off 
Bre-workS) under the dire^ipn of tht chief en- 
gineet*. He was here made a principal in z]\ 
(>ublit (hewsy and was placed upon a footing 
with, king Qttoo himfclf. In a naval review, 
Vi^hjc^ yf2L% exhibited by Towh^, the great ad*^ * 
kniral, Omai had the command of one divifioa 
X>f thejieety wjhile king Otjtop cpmnian(}ed a- 
nother divifion, and Towha the centre. The 
great dexterity appeared in their arrangements 
ico ]and> where the military exercifes wete chie^X 
carried on ; pne party endeavouring to fupplant 
the other, in order to gjet poffifffion of the moft . 
^advantageous ground* In ^^{k ^aqi^uvres^ 
bmai accjuitted himfflf ^ixh jtf^f rajl^ jipjplafule, 
being well fupportfid in ^1 bit e|;c;rciics , by 
Capt, Cqioky w(io played ^m off fu a prpdigjr 
Of genius, in I)Oftour pf ^rctanj^e^ wherf , it w^s 
gi/en put, his t^ems h^d been nriuch ittiprayec)^ 

Inuring o^r ftay« tberjB was fi fW^Mv of ^^^ 
tual war, and the forces of the iflandi both by 
f^ ^d l^nd, were called forth in earned, tp 
bf in readinefs to embark on the iirft notice^ 
i\ll. trade was now ftopped j no cocoa nuts to 
be had^ .^t|ie milk of which was the only liquor^ 
except water, which the (hip's company were al- 
lowed to drink, and the weather being exceffiye 
hot, there was great murmuring among the men 
both on board and on fiiore. Capt. Cook was 
under the neceflicy of interceding with king 
Ottop to renew trade. Whether peace was made, 
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or only a truce for a (hort time, is not certain^ but 
in a few days the warriors difperfed, and everf 
thing went on again afcer the ufual manner. 

On the above rumour, it was computed that 
near 300 war canoes were mullered in Mattavai 
bay, with ftages on each, on v/hich fat from 
three to fix chiefs in their warlike drefles, which 
feemed calculated rather for (hew than ufe in 
battle^ On their heads were large turban^ 
wound round in many folds, and over that a^ 
mbnilrous helmet ; and on their bodies, inftead 
of the fight airy drefc worn in common, they 
were incumbered by many garments of their 
own cloth, which added indeed to their ftature> 
but which moil difabte them to exert their 
' ftrength in the iday of battle! Men of fertile 
imagination, fond of tracing the analogy of 
antient cuftoms, ambng the ^different nations 
of th^ #orld, might poflibly difcover fome fi- 
milarity between thefe cumbrous drefles, and 
thofe of the knights of antient chivalry, who 
fought in arttour. It is certain, that the Ota- 
heitean who fights on foot muft feel the fame 
• encumbrance from his heavy war-drefs, as the 
antient knight^, who fought on horfeback, muft 
' have done from his unwieldy armour ; and there 
is no doubt but the former will, one time or 
other, be laid afide in the tropical iOes, as much as 
the latter is now in every other part of the world. 
Before we left Mattavai, Oedidee, who made 
the voyage to the fouth ward with Capt. Cook» 
in his former voyage for the ^ifcovcry of a 

fouthern 
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Ibuthern coacinent, catne to pay his refpefts to 
hifi patron and friend. He brought with him a 
ivife whom he had lately married, which dif* 
credits the notion that was univerfally believed 
by former voyagers, that thofe who belonged 
to the fociety of Areoys were fworn to celibacy* 
Either this man was an impoftor^ or the fadl juft 
mentioned cannot be true. He appeared in a 
rich Englifli drefs^ which had been fent him 
as a prefent from England, perhaps from the 
Admiralty. He was joyfully received by Capt* 
Cook, and had much refped paid him. Soon 
after his arrival, fire- works of a new device were 
played off, before many thoufands of the na« 
tives ; but it was eafy to reniark, that they were 
not all equally delighted with the exhibition. 

The common people were thrown into the 
utmoft confternation at the dorm of thunder 
and lightening, which almoft inftantly fucceeded. 
Nor were they ever perfcdly reconciled to us 
afterwards. They thought it prcfgmption in lis 
to provoke the Etwas, by imitating their powers ^ 
and many of them retired to the woods, and ne* 
ver returned again to their hqufes during ourilay. 

Whether they really wilhed us to be gone, 
or dreaded our flay, an alarm was foon after 
fpread, that four European (hips were arrived 
at Oaite Peeha ; that they had landed fome men 
there, and were taking in refrelhments to ena- 
ble them to proceed. This report was every 
where circulated ; and whether Capt. Cook 
believed it, or only made it a pretence to quicken 
OVT adivity, he gave inftaqt orders to cle^r the 
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decks, mount the guns, which lajr as it were 
buried in the hold, and to get every thing in 
readiaefs for afiion. In the mean time lie fenc 
Mr» Wiiliamfon, 3d. Lieutenant, in the great 
cutter, manned and armed, to learn the truth 
of the report, by looking into the harbour of 
daite Peeha,, to iee if any foreign ^ips were 
at anchor there, or whether the whole rumour 
was a fidion. That gentleman executed tii^ 
commiflion with great celerity; and in little more, 
than two days, twice doqbled Point Venus, fail- 
(cd round that promontary, rnade the harbour he 
was fent to examine, and brought word that the 
.only grpijnds fprthe report were, that four 
large trading canoes from an adjacent iQe, had 
been there ^ few days before his arrival, bu( 
that they failed again immediately, having beer^ 
totally difappointed of a market. 

Though we were now relieved froin the ap- 
prehenfions of an attack,, we were nocfuSered 
to relax in qur preparations to depart. Wood 
and water h^d ^ready been taken on board, 
and as much provifions as could be procured^ 
and little remained to be done, except to reim- 
bark oi^r liye-ftock, to ftrike the tents, and 
bring off* the baggage of the officers and meni 
who had been Rationed on fiiore. Notice was * 
therefore given to king Otioo, of our intcntion3 
to fail with the firft fair wind. He feemed to 
exprefs great concern at our fudden relblution^ 
find came on board, attended with Towha, his 
great admiral, and the principal officers of 1;^ 
court, who all brought with them prefents of

ho^ and fruit, tl^e only Valuahle prpdii^ons 
cf the Uland) except wood and wateir to £u<- 
ffopeap, voyagers, and received in return a^^es, 
hatchets^ fpike^nailst and cutlery ware, &c« 
ivbicb were referved to the laft, in order to 
cncooragjc the cbieft ^*ufe their .u^moft endea- 
vours witt^ their people, .to bring in their hogs 
"wlitJe it wa$ yet in our power to: receive tbem. 
No people on earth could expreis thnr grati«> 
I4ide with oiore feeming Gncericy, than the 
Icing and his chiefs ibr the prefems they hsd 
ceceived; nor were ovr commanders and offi« 
i:ers wanting in fuitable letmrns. 

On the 28th, having now been juft 40 daya 
on the ifland, king Qttoo came on board, to 
invite our conunanders with their officers to 
Oparree^ as he underftood it was to be the laft 
time that he fbould have the opportunity of 
paying us his acknowledgements on ffaore. 

On the 29th,* the pinnaces were ordered ouc^ 
and we proceeded to Oparree, in the fame ftate 
as on ogr firft vifit. At the landing*»place we 
were received with uncommon marks of friend- 
Ihip. ^very chief in that part of the i(land| 
of which Ottoo was the Earee-da*hai, or Lor4, 
paramount, to the number of 500 and more^ 
attended, and conducted us to the king's hou[l<^ 
or palace, where a fumptuous banquet was pro* 
fided, and after dinner a more. punlerou$ and 
brilliant company of performers aflenobled at the 
theatre for our entertain^nent, than we had ever 
^f^m pn any ftage in. the tropical iflands before. 
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There is a fatnenefs in their drama, that.

A party of warrior^ were rtext introduced, 
dreffed in their war-habits; confiding, a^ has aU 
ready been obfcrvcd, of different coloured cloth, 
of their own mandfaftuffe, fo ingenioufly fat 
ihioned 4'rtd blended together with lb much art, 
ast 'With' the lielrpcts that cover their heads, to 
fill tTic ftage with mferi, of whofc m^jeftic figure 
it is not eafy to convey an idea. Thcfe were 
armed with Q)ears, lances, and battle- axes, apd 
exhibited all (he forms of attack and defence 
which are praftiicd in real afiion. The prin- 
cipal performers were the king^s brother and a 
chief of gigantic ftature, who di(played fuch 
wonderful grimaces and di(tortions of face artd 
countenance, by way of provocation and cha- 
lenge, as were not only laughable in fome atti- 
tudes, but terrible In others. After tbcfc dif- 

* appeared. 
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Appeared, the players were brought forward, and 
performed a more ferious piece than we had ytrt . 
feen, at which* the natives fat graver and mor^ 
compofcd than ufual. And the whole pcrforjn- 
ttict concluded with a dance of ten boys, dreft 
in every rcfpeA like the girls in the firfl: fcenct 
iVith their hair {lowing in ringlets down their 
(houlders, and their heads ornamented in a very. 
' theatrical ftyle. 

When the play wgs over wc returned to our 
boatS) attended by the whole afiVmbly, who 
accompanied us to the Water fide, where the 
Icing took 9 mpft affedionate leave. 
\ On the 29th Capt. Cook ordered all the wom^a 
to be piit on Ihore, which was fL v4k not eafily cf- 
^ifted, n^oft of them being very Joth to depart %

'' Several of the f^ilora being very defirpus to 
j3:ay at Otahcite, king Ortoq intercfted him- 
felf in their behalf, and endeavoured to prevail 
on Capt. Cook to grant their requeft; but he 
peremptorily rej'-fted ^very application of that 
kind though often repeated ; nor vvoyld he fuf- 
fer any of the natives to enter on boards thpugb 
inany would gladly have accorppanicd us where,* 
ever we intended to fail, and that too after they 
Were aflured that we never intended to vifit their 
pountry any more. Some of the. women too 
would have followed their Ehponojis or Preta^inf 

hufbp^nds. 
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bu(bands» could they have been permitted ;. but 
Capt. Cook was equally avcrfc to the taking 
My of the natives away, as to the leaving any 
of his own people behind. He was fcnfible* 
chat when once cloyed with enjoyment, they 
would reciprocally pine for home, to which it 
would not be in their power to return ; and thae 
for a little prefent gratification, they would rifquei 
(he happinefs of the remaining part of their lives. 
King Ottoo, when'be found he could not ob*' 
tain his wi(hes, in this /efpefl, applied to Capt^ 
Cook for another favour, which was, to allow 
his carpenters to make hini a fuhcll» or preis^ 
to fecure the treafures fic had accumulated ta 
prcfents, and by way pf traipc, from the Ew- 
lopcan voyagers. He even begged a bed to be 
placed in it. Where he intended to fleep. TM^ 
Capt. Cook readily granted, and while the 
workman were employed in this fcrvice they 
Were plentifully fupplied with barbicued hogs, 
^nd fuch dainties as the country afforded, an4 
were fo (carefully at (ended and prote&ed, that 
they did not lofe fo much as ^ fingle nail. It 
was feme of thefe woj^kn^en that Otroo was fa

defirdus to retain ; but thefe were of too much 

f:onfequence on bbar^ tp b^ parted with, hi^d

Whilf the csirpepters were buCed in making 
this uncommon piece ot furnituie, king OttOQ 
W3S conftant in attending their operations, an^ 
Onfisji had freaqep? copfc^-cnccs vvi^h him on the 
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fubjeft of hii travels. He aftonHIied him mord 
by the relation he gave of the magnificence of th^ 
M<^ais in Pretaytne, than by all the wonders with 
which he had before fprprized him. When he 
told hini jthat the king's morai was open to i^ll 
{Comers, and iliat the pcrfons of the deceafed 
kings ,wcre to be feen as perfeft to appearance 
as when in 'the vigour of youch;^ be feemed to 
lament th^t his date of ekifteiice was to be limi^ 
ted with his life ; and that his remains were 
to perilb, while his Morai prcferved no memo- 
ry, th^t he had ever had a being. Omai en* 
deavoured to imprefs him with an idea of the 
inagnificence of the tombs and memorials of 
the dead tha? were to be feen in the Morais of 
Pretanne •, but having nothing to compare them 
CO, he was unable to make himfelf fufSciently 
undcrftood ; nor was he more fuccefsful in dcr 
fcribing the fplemn grandeur of the places Qf 
lvor(hipi where the people ajSembled every fe* 
vench day, and at other dated times, to offer 
up their prayers to the good fpirit. Of the 
fpkndour of the theatres he copld fpeak more 
intelligibly, as fome faint idea of them might 
jbe gathered from what had been exhibited on 
board the (hips, and in the illuminations and 
fire-works played off on fliore. When Omai 
pid him pf the magnitude of the palaces and 
boufes in Pret^nne^ of their decorations and 
furniture \ of the eictent ot their plantstion?, 
find the multitude pf living animals with 
which they were ftored, he liftened to him witk 
iparticular attention, as not doi^bting the truth 

of

of his relation ; but when he began to defcribe 
the roads, and the rapidity wich.which the people 
travelled in carriages drawn by four footed ani- 
mals, no child could ever exprcfs greater fur- 
prize at Gulliver's travelling to the world df 
the moon on ganzas, than Ottoo, when Omai 
afiured him, they could traverfe an extent of 
ground equal to the whole length of the iQand 
of Otaheite, in a (ingle day. 

The king, as appeared by his generofity to 
Omai, was highly entertained by the ftory of 
bis travels ; for when he went to take k ave, hi$ 
fpajcfty pr^fented him with a double canoe, pro* 
perly equipped ^nd mapne;]^ in the room of 
that whi^h he purchafed at New ^ealapd* 

Every preparation for failing being alrea4y 
compleated, the live ilock all on board except 
two cows and a bull, two ewes and a rs^m, two 
ihe-goats and twp gcefe^ whiph were left ^s 
prefen(:s to king Ortqo. 

In the evening both fliips were under fail, di*- 
reftin^ their cpurfe tp the w^ftward to Moreau, 
accompanied by Omai in his Otaheitean veflel, 
with his two New Zealand youths on board, who 
(difcovered no uneafinefs at their prefept Htu^'- 
tion, nor any dcfire to return, honrie. 

The ifland of Otaheite has i^lready been fa 
often and fo accurately dcfpribe^, and the man- 
ncrs, cuftoms, and w^ys of living of the inh^- 
b'ltants, fo amply enlarged upon by former voy- 
agers, that little rcm«Ains to be added. T*^*? 
writer was attentive only to two- fads, one of 
which he found reafon to believe had been mit- 

f cprcfcnt(KJ| 


rcprcfented,'and the other very unfairly related i 
the firft refpctlsthe fociety of Arrcoy s, compofed, 
as it nvas faid, of a terrain number of men and 
vromen, aflTociited in lewdnefs, and fo abandoned 
to all fenfe of humanity, as to deftroy the ifllic 
of their libidinous intercourfe ; than which no-* 
thing could be more injurious to the charai^ers 
of any people than this diabolical: practice af* 
cribed to this fociety. 

There arc in this and the adjoining iflands 
perfons of a middle rank between the Mana-^ 
hounas or Yeomen and the Earees, who having 
no concern in the government, nor any diftinft' 
property in the iflands, afTociate together for 
their own amufemenr, and the entfcnainment*o'f 
the public, Thefc travel froih place to place, 
and from ifland to ifland in companies, not un* 
like^^thofe of the ftroiling players in England, 
only that they perform without pay •, but that 
cbey cohabit indifcriminately one with another, 
fo many men with fo many women in common, 
is no otberwife true, than the fame may be fuf- 
pedked among the ft'rolling companies juft men* 
tioned j nor are they under any other reftraints 
from marrying, than that the fociety admits of 
no marriages among themfelves, nor of any 
married people to be of their fociety^ it being 
a rule with them, never to be encumbered with 
children ^ if therefore it Ihould happen, that 
iiluc Ihould prove the confequence of a cafual 
amour, there is no alternative ; the mother muft 
cither quit the fociety, or fomehow or other 
difpofc of her child, which forr4C of them- do

there, as many uafortulQate gir|9 idp her^^ by Iki 
crctly makiog ^way with tbefxi to avoid iofamy^. 
it being equally difgraccfiil there jo be found 
with child, while members of the foeiety of 
Arreoysj as it is fot women here to be ip fd^ind 
without hu(bands« 

The other faS:, which (h6 writef tcfok palnl 
to determine, was, whether the bea(lly cuftoirf 
imputed to them, of gratifying their p^ons 
without regard to places or perfo^s, was Welt 
founded ? ar^d he fplem^ly dj;cl^e3> that th0 
groifeft indecencies he ever faw practiced whikf 
on the jfland were by the licentioufnef^ of f>}it 
GW.n pepple,^ who, wjthout regard to cb^ra^eri 
m^de no fcrvplc to $tten?pt openly aiad by fore* 
^hat they w^r^e unable to eflFca with the free 
voluntary confcnt of the pbjefts of their defire i 
fyr which feyeral of them were fevercly puniihcd. 
To laHiprt, therefore, that not the leaft trace of 
ftame is jtjo be found among thefe people id 
doing that openly which all other people are 
naturally induced to hide, is jiq injuiious ca« 
lumny, noc warranted by c^uftpi^i nor fupport* 
ed by the general praAice even of the Wid 
Clafs of individuals among them* 

Thefe people have one cuftpm it) common 
with the Neapolitans and MaUef^, which ought 
not to be forgotten, and that is, their fi&ing 
in the night and repofing themfelye^ in the day ^ 
like them too, they burn torches whili? they fi(b^ 
made of the oil drawn from the cocoa-nut^ 
which they know well how to extra(%«

fc^fbt^e. '^b.^ chiefs f^i the i^nd c^me on. 
board, wit|i iarg^ hogs by way of preicnts *, 
and were pre(cnied, in return, with axes, 
hatchets, Jpokjlpg-glaflcs, and red feathers; 
our purveyors were hkewife mucfe gratified, 
by the fyccels^tbey met with in marketing i 
p^rchafing the Jargeft hogs for the meereft tri- 
fles-, as tof inftance, a hog of 100 weight for 
twelve red feathers, and fo in proportion for 
\ Icfs or larger. 

But this friendly intercourfe was foon chan* 
ged to a fcene of defolation that no injury we 
could receive from the pilfering difpofition of 
the inhabitants could jultify, 1 he people had 
brought us every thing their idand aSTcrdcd, 

and 
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and had left it to the generofitjr of the puf« 
chafers to give, in return, whatever they pleai^- 
ed \ but unfortunately 

Cn the 2d of 0£tober, a gdit; was fhifling 
from the livfc-ftock. It had been feCretly <fon* 
If eyed away in the night, fi-om tlie pafturel 
tti which ihcy were placed to feed, notwith- 
ilandihg the vigilance of the guard appointe'cf 
to h)ok^ after thcrti. With thc'loft of this stni* 
mal, which no tlotibt was looked' upon as a 
prize to the thief, the Earce of t^e itfand was 
made acquainted by Capt. Cook, and a p6* 
rertiptory requifition made to have it reftored^ 
on pain of having his country laid wafte, his 
Clipping deftroyed, and himfelf perfonaliy pu« 
iiilhcd tor the crime of his fubjcdt. The king' 
promifcd his afljilance, and required time for' 
enquiry, but as foon as he wa^ at liberty he 
abfconded, and was no more feen i and the^ 
goat being ftill miffing, and no means ufed 
for recovering and reftoring it, a party from* 
both fhips, with the marines in a body, were 
ordered out, to cany the threats of our com-' 
mander into execution. For three days fuc* 
ctnivcly they continued their devaftatioos, 
burning and dcftroying above 200 of the beft: 
huuf^ of the inhabitants, and as many of their 
lar^e war canoes-, at the fame time cutting 
downihcirfiuit-trces, and deftroying their plan- 
tations. The natives who lived at a diftance^ 
luaiing of the havotk that was made near the 
bay, Pillcrd their canoes withftoncs and funk 
than, in hopes of prcferving them, but that 

availed 
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availed them nothing. The Captain ordered 
bo^ts to be manned and armed, the canoes that 
Were funk to be weighed up and deftroyed j 
and in fhort, a general d^vaftation to be ciar- 
ried through the whole ifland, if the goat (hould 
be ftill withheld. Add to this, that two young 
natives of quality, being found on board out 
Ihip, were made prifoners, and told they were 
to be put to death, if the goat Ihould riot be 
reftored within a certain time. The youths 
protefled their own innocence, and difclainied 
all knowledge of the guilty pcrforis 5 notwith- 
ftanding which, every preparation was appa- 
rently made for (cutting them both to death. 
Large ropes were carried upoil the main decU^ 
and made fad fore and aft ^ a?tes, chains, and 
inftrunient's of torture \lirere placed upon the 
quarter deck in the fight of the young men, 
whofe terrors were increaftd by the information 
of Omal, who ^ave them to underftand that, 
by air thcfc folcmn preparations, their doom 
was finally determined. Under thefe apprc- 
henfions, the poor youths remained till 
. The ^|h, when about three in the after- 
noon a"body of between 50 and 60 natives, were 
j(S?cn from the fhip^ haftcning to the harbour, 
who, when they came near, held up the goat 
in their arms, in raptures that they had found 
it, wd chat it was ftill alive* 

The* joy of the imprifoned youths is not to 
be expreffed ; and when they were releafed, 
inAead of Ihirwing any figns of relcntmenr, 
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were ready to fall down and worlhip their deli- 
verers. It can fcarce be credited, when the de- 
vaftation ccafcd, how loon the injury they had 
fufFered was forgotten, and provifions again 
brought to market, as if no violences had ever 
been committed by usi only the Earee of the 
ifland mver made his appearance. 

All this while multitudes of the inhabitants of 
Otaheite, who had (lolen off in the night ip 
iheir canoes (moftly women) were witneffes of 
the fcverity with which this theft was punifhed 
at Moreau; but it feemed. to make no unfa* 
vourable impreffion upon them. They conti- 
nued their good offices as long as we remained 
in the Society Ifles. 

Haying procured a large quantity of wood» 
of which Otaheite furnilhed but a fcanty fup?» 
ply, and likewife a number of hogs for prefent 
tife and future ftores. 

On the i2th in the morning we prepared to 
fail, and before noon were out at fea with a fine 
breeze, direfting our coyrfe to N. W. for Hue* 
heine, to which iQand Omai had previoufiy fet 
fail fail before us. 

In the. night the weather being hazy^ Ojnai 
lod fight of the ihips, and Bred his gun, which 
was anfwered by the Rcfolution. During the 
'afternoon the breeze left us, and a dead calna 
enfuing, made our Otaheitean pa0engers immo. 
derately fick by the working of the (hip. They 
then began to repent their foUy in following 
the fugitives whom they had no bo{)es of 

ever 


^<t refcJaiming, and to wifti themfelves fafe 
J^noe again on the lliOres of M attavai. 

On t,he I jth in the morning wc came in fight 
of Hueheine, and about, noon were clofc ini 
with the land, when the natives came itt mul- 
tkudes*, with hogs and provifions of all kinds; 
as prcfcnts to their friends. Omai, who had 
al^^jdy* reached the fhore, and hauled his vefiel 
upon .tbe,btach, was encircled by the natives., 
who'crpudcd about him, fome to gratify their 
curi^iity^ and others to exprefs their j-oy at his 
jrctpro. In lefs than, half an hour King Oreo 
;V?ai^.'feen to go aboard the Refolutioji. ^ He fead 
•w'ith.him two large hogs; as prefects, to. Capf. 
Coofc,'. with fome breadfruit- ready roaftcd;, and a 
large qtiiintity of banaTiQes, plantains aad other 
♦fcuir'.HG^pt. Ct)bk received him with optJD arm^, 
jen<|iaifii:ng |)drti<tulafl(^ after the good'oW vene- 
rable: ljliag;0|jeei^.jfor,vwhdm he cntertmftfd the 
j?opft';geffedf-ftifiQd(hl^5-at>d',betng!lolcl he w^s 
^^,; he' <^uld-, iMH: >elp^ Ihedding tetfTs* We 
p^t^ fqpnvafterfajvpurod with'a^viQtfrom Oreo^ 
jxhp made a like pi'efent to Capt. CJarke, and 
received in return a breaft-plate of red feathers^ 
lyjth which he fcenbed better pleafedj ;han with 
aoy.that had before been aivcn him. 
, . As foon as he returned on (hore, he {(Tued out 
orders, requiring all his people to bc?have with 
the ftrideft ju,ftipe[ to his good friends fronfi 
jPretanne, and he appointed proper officers ta 
fee his orders carried into execution, but with* 
out efFedl •, for he had* hardly reached his plac^ 
of abode, before one fellow was detected on. 
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board the Rcfolution, in ftealing iron from the 
armourer's forge, and had one fide of his head 
and eye-brows clofe (baved, and both his ears 
cue clean from his temples, by way of exam- 
ple to deter others. 

On the 19th, peace being eftabUfhed in the 
ufual form, the live ftock were landed, amof>g 
which were two horfes for Omai, with two cows 
and a bull for King Oree, if he had been alive, 
which were afterwards given to his fuccefibr* 

As this was one of the mod plentiful of all 
the Society IQes, it was propofcd to make fome 
ilay here, in order to careen the (hips, and to 
lay in provifions for future ufe. This was the 
more neceflary, as we were about to fail to coun* 
tries wholly unknown, where it wli$ uncertain 
what accommodations we might m<et with, or 
to what ftraits we might be reduced. The tents 
were therefore put afliore, the. beds and furni* 
ture of every kind unladen, and every crevice 
of the (hips examined, fcraped, wafbed with 
vinegar, and fmoked, and while this laft ope* 
ration was performing, the lower port-holes 
were left open, for the rats to make their cf* 
cape; infhorr, a thorough revifion was diredcd 
to be made of evtry thing on board, as well to 
cleanfe the furniture from the vermin, as to 
rcmoVe the danger of infcdion from putrixf 
air, generated by a perpetual fucceflfioo of mnN 
titudes in clofe refort between decks ever fince 
our arrival at Otahcite. The fick were at the 
fame rime landed for the benefit of the air, 

and 
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and every means ufcd to recover, and to pre- 
fer vc them in health, when recovered. 

Among the figk was Cape* Cook himfelf, 
for whofc recovery the crews of both fhips were 
under much concern, as the fuccefs of the voy- 
age was thought in a great meafure to depend 
upon his care and condudt. By the dodor's ad- 
vice, he was prevailed upon to flecp on Ihore; 
where he was aflTiduouQy attended night and 
day by the furgcons of both (hips, who alter- 
nately watched with him, till be was out o 
danger. As foon as he was able, he rode out 
every day with Omai on . horfeback, followed 
by multitudes of the natives, who, attrac- 
ted by the novelty oi the fight, flocked from the 
rcmoteft parts of the ifland, to be fpeftators. 
In the mean time, the (hips were crouded with . 
hogs, poured in upon us fader than the but- 
chers and falters could difpatcb them ; for', fe- 
vcral days after our iarrlval, fome hundreds 
great and fmall were brought on board, and if 
any were refufed, they were thrown into the, 
boats and left behind. Bread-fruit, bananoes, 
plantains, cocoa-nuts and yams were brought 
in the fame plentiful proportions, and purchafcd 
for trifles. Red feathers were here, as at Ota- 
heite, a very marketable commodity, with 
which the feamen made purchafes of cloth, and ^ 
other manufactures of the ifland ; thole of themi 
who were followed by their miflTcs from Ota- 
heite, kept feparate tables for them, at a fmall 
expence ; the miflTes catered and cooked for 
their mates, who fcafted every day on barbe^ 
cpcd pigs, ftewcd fowls, roafted bread-fruit, 
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icocqa-nuts, and a variety of other dclic^cieg 
which were purchafed for. them for the mcreft 
trifles. Among the common men, there were 
many who laid in ftore of thefe good things for 
their future fupport in cafe of being reduced to 
(hort allowance, and they had reafon afterward$ 
to coniqle themfclves on their providc^nt care. 

The example made ot the firft Indjan thief^ 
by cxpofing him to the ridicule of his country- 
men, had a better effea than a thoufand lafh-' 
iBgs, which were forgotten almoft as foon as 
infli(5ted j whereas the laughable figure the fel** 
low made with his ears off, and the hair of his 
head ihayed, was a perpetual punifhment, which 
It was not in his power to conceal. By this 
fc^fonable fevcrity, and the vigilance of the 
. pfficers, whom the King had appointed tofuper^ 
intend the police, we continued unmolelted 
for feveral days. 

On our firft approaching the ifland wc caft 
anchor till the ground fur mooring fliould be 
pxamined,* and in weighing, to change our fta« 
tion, our cable parted, and we were obliged tp 
leave the anchor behind, till we had more Icifure 
to fway it up. This proved a troublcfomc bufi- 
nefs, in which wc were at length afliftcd 
by the aftivity of the natives, who at feryices Ojf 
^his kind arc very alert. By diving, and^pro- 
perly fixing ropes, they helped us to recover 
pur anchor in a few hours, which we had la- 
bpurcd at, in vain, for feveral days. 

The carpenters and caulkers had no fooncr 
fpmpleated their bufinefs on board, than they* 

were 
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were ordered on (hore to ereft a houfe for Omai, 
i«rho had been enabled, by the generofity df 
Capt- Cook, and his other friends, to purchafe 
a fmall cftate for a plantation, in the cultiva- 
tion of which he was to proceed after the Eng- 
lifh manner, and to employ his two Ncw- 
Zealanders as labourers in digging, and pre- 
paring the ground. 

Tlie ereftion of a houfe of pretty large di- 
menfions, with ftable and ouc-officcs (appendage 
new, and hitherto anneccffary.in this country)was 
a work of no fmall labour, and could not be ac* 
'complifhed in any reafonable time, withoutthc' 
alfiftance of many hands ; the carpenters, and 
^a number of labourers from both (hips were 
therefore fet to work, and though a watch was 
placed to look after their working tools, the 
vigiknce of Argos, could not have fecured the 
more than golden prize to them, from fo many 
crafty Jafons, It happened, however, that a 
few chiflels, gimblets, and other trifles wei^e 
all that were miffing -, for as no nails 
of iron were to be ufed in the con. 
ftruftior^ of the buildings, the faws, axes> 
adzes, and larger tools were not fo eafy for 
them to carry off and conceal ; while therefore 
the chief attention of the centinels were fixed 
upon thefe, an Indian found means to carry off 
a quadrant from the aftronomer*s obferv^tory"; 
and though it was almoft inftantly ihiffcd, and 
the thief difcovered, and fired at While he was 
yet in fight, he found means to efcape to thfe 
WOO^S;^ where he concealed his booty, notwith-- 
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ftanding the mod vigilant fearch. At the 

firing of the gun^ and the bu(tle that fucceeded 

among the Indians, who were in crowds about 

the tents, the marines ' on board took the 

alarm, and putting theaifelves In arms haftened 

on (hore^ where they fouifd ^11 quiet, the thief 

)iavii}g beep found and brought ip, by fome of 

his companions, who were well rewarded for 

t)ieir fidelity^ The fpUow was inftantly taken 

pn board ^n4 put in irons, where lie rem^ine^l 

|ill night. Ip the iporning it appeared he was 

pf fome note^ as a nun)ber of hogs, anc) great 

quantities of fruit and clo|:h were brought op 

t^oard, to purchafe his releafc \ but without 

pfFeft. 4'?9"^ ^^^ ^^ ^^ brought to triai» 

and fentenced tQ fgffer the lofs of both \\\% ears, 

]l^fide$ having bij; he^d ihaved, and his eytr 

l)rows fieed, than which, no punilhment could 

have fjubjedtpd hjm fq greater ' difgrace. In 

this bleeding pgnditipn he was fent Qp (hpre, 

and expofed, as a fpcctacle^ to intimidate the 

people from meddling fqr th<f future with wh^t 

yas not their pwn ^ at the fs^me time they were 

given- to underftand that phefr, among us, was 

fronfidered as a capital cripie. The Indians 

looked with horror upon the man^ and i( was 

eafy to perceive, that this a£t gave theni gene* 

ral difgud ; even Omai was affcdcd, though 

he epdeavourpd to juftify it co his Indian 

frijcnds, by telling them, that if fuch a crime 

had been committed in the cpuntry where h^ 

had h^en, the thief would have been condemned 

to |ofe his life. How well locver he pight 
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carry the matter o(F, he dreaded the confequen- 
Ces to himfelf, which, in pare, appeared before 
we left the ifland, and were probably more 
fcvcrely felt by him, foon after we were gone. 
However, King Oreo and the chiefs about him 
flill continued to keep up appearances; they 
paid and received vifics as ufuai, made prelents^ 
und accepted returns, and fuffered trade to go 
pn betw^sen the inhabitants of the ifland and tne 
llhips conipaniesi^ <as if no offence had bcc^n gi- 
ven. At all their feafts and entertainments 
thjeC^p]Cain;s|indQmai were invited to beguclls, 
and plays and fire- works fucceeded each other, 
by way of political fineffe, to promote harmony. 
|n the mean time, another theft was committed 
at the fame place. Mr. King, the aftronomf^r, 
was robbed of his brandy-cafe, fome piatcs, 
and fonne knives and forks, which he never 
recovered ; but his quadrant was brought back 
in a few days after it was ftolen, though very 
piuch damaged- 

Oi^this occafion, trade was again interrupted, 

the Indians dreading to come to market when 

. *ny of their people had been guilty of any fraud. 

Capt. Cook, though he rode out every day, 
attended by Omai, ftill continued in a very 
weak condition ; but was vifited, and had 
great attention paid him by the chiefs ; he rea- 
Ibned with Oreo on the abfurd.cuftom of fuf. 
pending trade, whenever any of his people had 
dene us an injury, reprefcntcd the praiiice as 
^jS|ually hurtful to them as to us, and thar, tho* 
the delinquent was liable to punilhmenc, no 
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other pcrfon would 'cvtr be tnolefted, unlefs the 
coorfc ofjufticc was interrupted, by rcfufing 
to deliver up the criminal, when detefted. This 
reafoning had its weight with Oreo and hi^ 
thiefs, who ordered the trade to be renewed sis 
before. We had now been in harbour, inO-whar- 
<rc road, inHueheinc more than thirty days, when 
Omai's buildings were quite complected, and he 
had got all his efFcfts and furniture on fhore, th<e 
European feeds, with which Capt. Codk ha'd 
furnilhed him, fown, and part of his groxinds 
^planted with the fruit and ojhet trees of thb 
country, in all which he was alTiftedwith every 
fjpare hand from both (hips. 

One would have imagined that, feeing him- 
felf apparently the greateft man in the ifland, 
and poffeffed of much the fincft houfe, he would 
'have been elated with his fituation, and over- 
joyed at being fo happily placed ; but quite thfe 
reverfe ; the nearer the time approached of our 
departure, the more dejefted he grew, and when 
he made an entertainment at taking poffcffion of 
his new fettlement, at which he was honoured 
with the company of the commanders and of. 
ficers from both (hips, and with the King and 
chiefs of the ifland, he could fcarce conceal his. 
trouble, being apprchenfive, as he told Capt. 
Clarke fecretly, that as foon as we were failed» 
they would level his building with the . ground, 
and make prize of all that he po(re(red* Upon 
this occafion, however^ Captain Cook, who 
had all along treated h'lm more like a fon than 
a palTenger, and who was now pretty well re« 
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covered, being acquainted with the caufe of 
his melancholy, embraced this opportunity 
of recommending him to the protcdlion of the 
King and the chiefs prefent, intrmating to them, 
*t the fame time, that if a-ny vioknoe (houltj be 
offered 10 Gmaif or that he Ihould be molefted 
in the free en jo) n>ent of his property, he would, 
Dpon the return of the (hips. Jay wafte the 
ifland, and deftroy every human being that 
had, in any mann-er, been inftrumentai in doing 
him an injury, Tiiis threat rnadc the deeper 
imprefllon upon the chiefs, by what had hap* 
pencd at Mereau j f>r notwithftanding all their 
profeflions, irw^s very evident they were tnorc 
influenced by, fear than afFcftion. Omai, thus 
powerfully fupported, after having recovered 
bis fpirits, went through the fatigues of the 
day beitfsr than could have been expeded froni 
the defpondency that appeared on his counte* 
pancc when firft the company began to aflemble* 
perhaps his aukward fuuation, betweiin half 
Englifh, and half Indian preparations, might 
contribute not a little to embarrafs him ; for 
havino" never befoje miide an entertainment 
bimfelf, though he had been a partaker at many 
both in Eng^land and in the'-iflands, he was yet at 
a lofs to CQndua himfelt properly to fo many 
gucfts, all of them fuperior to himfelf in point 
of rank, tho' he might be faid to be luperior, 
in point of fortune, to mod of the chiefs prefent. 
Nothing, however, was wanting, to imprefs 
the inhafiitants with an opinion of Omai's xon- 
fcquence. The drums, trumpets, bagpipes,

Hautboys, flutes, violins, and, in (hort, the 
whole band of mufic attended, and took it bf 
turns to play while dinner- was getting ready ^ 
and when the company were feated, the whole 
band joined in full concert, to the admiration 
of crowds of the inhabitants, who were aiTem- 
bled round the houfe on this occaHon* The 
dinner confifttd, as ufual, of barbicued hogs« 
fowls varioufly drefled, fome after the manner 
of the country, and others after the Englifh 
manner, with plenty of other provifions, and 
wine and other liquors, with which King Oreo 
made very free. Dinner over, heivas and fire- 
works fucceededy and when night approached, 
the multitudes that attended as fpeftators, dif- ' 
perfed without the leatt diforder. 

We now received orders to prepare for our 
departure. We had, in this ifland, procured 
more than 400 hogs, many of them large. 

Though it had been found in former voyages, 
that moft of thofe hat werp carried to fea alive 
refufed to eat, and confequently were Toon killed, 
yet we refolved to make one experiment more, 
and by procuring large quantities of yams, and 
other roots, on which they were accuftom^d to 
feed on (bore, we ventured to take a few alive in 
each (hip. For this purpofe our carpenters 
prepared dyes for their reception in thpfe parts 
where they might remain the cooled : and while 

they were employed in that bufinefs, thelive-ltock 
that were (till on (bore were taken on board, as 
were likewife every other article that remained. 

Nothing 
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Nothing remarkable happened till the 30th, 
when, early in the morning, we were furprized 
with an account, that Omai's plantation was 
rooted up and deftroyed, his fences broken down, 
and his horfes and cattle fct at large, without 
being able 10 difcover who were coricerned ip, 
this malicious and deliberate aft of premcdi* 
fated mifchief. Capt. Cook, highly incenfed, 
offered confiderable rewards for difcovering 
and apprehending the offenders, when it was 
found, that the fellow who had bis head (haved, 
and his ears cut off, was the principal, and, be* 
inga native of Ulietea, .an adjacent ifland, had 
fled there for refuge •, but Capt. Cook offering 
fix large axes, for bringing him to juftice, and 
promifing to ftay feven days longer, to give time 
10 apprehend him, fome defperadoes undertook 
the tafk, and on the 4th day brought him on 
board. He was charged as the fole perpetrator, 
but it was thought he muft have had accom. 
plices, as he could not by hirnfclf, in one nighty 
have plucked ftp fo many trees, deftroyed fo 
many plants, and dug and defaced the ground 
in fo many places, where the European feeds 
had been fown. However he rcfufed to make 
any confeffion, and, when put in irons, remained 
fullen. 

The preparations for our departure, which 
this event had fufpended, recommenced ; and, 
in the mean time, to ftiew every aitentioR 
poffible to Omai, the fpare hands from both 
(hips were fent afhore, in order to reftorc his 
plantation to its former condition^ and to rein- 
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ftate him in the quiet poffcffion of it before the 
ftiips (hould fail. And to recommend^ him the 
better to the chiefs, he was accompanied every 
day by Captain Cook and fome of bis offi* 
cers, who dined with him, and invited King 
Oreo, and the principal people of the iQand 
by turns, to be of the party. Hci alfo made 
entertainments for the young princcffcs arilf 
their brothers, with mufic and dancing accor- 
ding to the Engliih faiJhion, and to pleafe the 
public in general, Capt. Cook caufed fireworks 
to be played off almoft every other night, for 
their diverfion. But notwithllanding all thefe 
endeavours to reconcile Omai to his country 
men, he could hot help thinking himfelf the 
objeft of their envy, rather than of their ad- 
miration. They beheld him in the fame light 
'as the gentlemen in every country fee low-born 
citizens fuddenly rifing from indigence to wealth, 
giving themfeives airs, and affedting ftate ; ac 
the. fame time that they laugh at their folly, 
they encourage jheir proftifion i and while they 
partake of their entertainments, they take plea- 
fure in mortifying their pride. Such was the 
real cale with Omai : while he was featting 
the chiefs, and had nails to* give to one, red 
feathers to another, glafs and china-ware to a 
third, and white ftiirts to the ladies; Who but 
Omai i but when he had expended in prefents 
inoft v;f what he had brought from abroad, and 
"had but juft enough left by the bounty of hi§ 
friends, to buy him a plantation and to ftocK 
it, the chiefsi while they partook of his en- 

lertainm^nts. 
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-tcrtainmentSj paid him little or no refpe6t, 
and, l>^d it npt been fpr. their deference to 
Captain Coolca, would probably have treated 
him, amidfl: the fplendor of his banquets, 
with the ucmoft, contempt-^*-— Siurh is the 
difpofition of mankind throughout the world. 
Men, fpruRg: frQn\ the. dregs, of the. pe©plff, 
muft have, fomf thing more , than accidental 
jiche$ to recommend them to the favour 
of their fellpw. citias^n^; they muft have fupch 
ripi' fenfe to direft their .conduct, and fuperior 
acquirements to Tender the virtue they poflcf$ 
confpicuous. That this was not the cafe witlpi 
Omai, evcryjday*5.experience furniflied fuffici^m: 
proofs. Not -maiiy^ nights ha4:»paflfed after the 
w^fte mafje. on„«hi5. plantation, before lights 
werjE?-feen about his houfe, which, it was fiipji 
jjofed, were, intejided to fet.it on»fire, had not 
^e precipitancy, of the centinelr, by firijig.hil 
piece too fuddtnly,. given the a)^^"i?i, and fur^ 
Diflied the in<;endiaf ies.witb npticc to make their 
.cfcape. The man tpowbohjad laid iWafte. his 
.|)lantation, and who was in irons on board th^ 
JReft^lution, the night before we intended to 
fail, found ineans either to ]4llTjp^over. board, of 
by fome iny,ifible afliftance to ualoofe his chairi| 
and flip ou^: of the (hip. . He was to have bfen 
punilhed, hoi by, de^th, but by a banilhmentj 
worfe than death. He was to have been put ori 
(hore on fome defolacei iflipdi, from whence it 
would have been next to ioipoflible he couid 
ever nave made his efcape to mioleil Oi^ai. 
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How he came to get from his confinement fs 
not publickly known, but the centinel who was 
fee to guard him, was fentenced to be publicly 
whipped, and to receive 24 lalhes every morning 
for fix mornings fucceffively 1 ahd a midfhip* 
man and mace, who commanded the watch, 
were fentenced ; the latter, to be expelled the 
Ibip, to which he never more returned during 
the voyage ; the other, to be turned before the 
mad i but on fubmillion was forgiven, as was 
likewife the centinel, after fuJ9Fering the firft 
day's punifliment. As foon as the mare from 
the Refolution came on board the Difcovery, 
the third lieutenant, was ordered (o do duty on 
board the Refolution in his room. 
• On the 2d of November being in readinefs 
to fail, Capt Cook took Omai afide, and gaie 
h\n\ leflTons of tnftruflion how to ad. At the 
fame time directing him to fend his boat over to 
Ulietea, h^s native ifland, to let him know how 
the chiefs behaved to him in the abfence of the 
(hips. If well, he was to fend by the meficn- 
ger three white beads ; if they feized upon his 
ftocky or broke in upon his plantation, three 
red beads *, or if things remained juft as we 
left them, he was to fend three fpotted beads* 

In the morning of the 3d we unmoored, and 
the wincl being fair, we made fail out of Hue- 
heine road, and when we were under way^ 
Omai came on board, either to prevail on Capt. 
Cook to let hirp return to England, or to take 
his final leave never to fee him more. His 
parting was very aSeding , if tears could have

This might 
fecm hard ufage, yet it had its effect, and with- 
out this fteady refolute proceeding the deferters 
would never have been recovered. Our own boati 
"mtntf day after day, to all the adjoining ifland^^ 
without being able to learn the lead trace of 
them, and this they continued, ttU having 
jffcarched every ifland within the dillance of tw6 
day'3 fail, they wer^ at length obliged to give 
over any farther fearch as fruitlefs. 

On the 30th, after fourtiscin' days abiences 
fome Indians came an board,, and acquainted 
Capt. Cpok that the fugitives were found, and 
that in a few days- they would be brought backi 
de(}ring at the fame timie the releafe of the pri» 
foqers, as a condition without which they- woul4 
again be fet at large. But Capt. Cook pakl no 
regard to this information. On the contrary^ 
]ie renewed his threatnings, which he laid he 
would inftantly order to be carried into eiecq^ 
tion, if the ipen were not delivered up. * 

Next day, [the 30th] about five in the even* 
ing a number of canoes were feen at a diftance, 
making towards the ihips, and as they approachr 
ed nearer, they were heard to fmg.and to re^ 
joice as if they had fucceeded in finding what 
they went in fearch of. About fix they came 
fo nigh, that we could difcern, with our glaflfes, 
the deferters faftened together, but without their 
mifies. They were no fooncr brought on board, 
^han the Royal prifopers were releafed, to the

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it was noty however, till the Tth, that we 
tould get the fhips clear cf theie trouhtefome 
gentry^ Oft tbar day we fi:t *fail with a brifk 
wind to the weftward^ and Capt« Cook havmg 
leceived idyicc tliiac the King aS Bolabala ha4 
part c^ a lar^ anchor to difpofe of, we dire^ied 
omr courfe to that ifland, where we arrived On 
die Sth. Here both Captains landed^ and were 
introduced to the old King. He receivctf them 
according to fhe tropical cuftom, ordered maft? 
|o be fpread for them, and plantains, bananoes^ 
and cocoa-nuts, to be brought by way of re- 
frefliment. He then entered into rfrfcourfe with 
them; prcffed them to bring their Ihips. into 
harbour, and treated them in every refpcdt* with 
great apparent kindnefe, though he had been 
reprefentcd by Tupia to former voyagers as Rttte 
better than a common robber. Being told thai 
tiiey were in hafte to fail, and that they could 
not ftay to come into harbour, he entered uppn- 
bufineCs 5 and after walking with them to che 
place where the anchor lay, he told then^ that 
one part of the purcbafe muft be a ewe ; that 
he had a ram, which had been prefcnted to him 
by fome ftrangcrs, who had lately vi&ted hi$ 
ifland, ^nd who had left him a ewe, but ftie was 
tJead. Capt. Cook inftantly ordered a ewe to be 
brought from the fhip, for which, and four large 
^es, he purchafed the anchor, weighing about 
1250 fe. weight. They then took leave, and 

Q^ having 
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haying brought the anchor on board, both (bip^ 
fct fail, ftcering N. by E. 

The Ifland of Ulietea, which we had juft kfc, 
has nothing in it that differs eflentially from what 
is to be metwith in the other iflands,onlythatthe 
women have more liberty here than at Otaheite, 
and are not restrained from eating in company 
with the men. While here, we were vifitecj by 
the King and his chiefs ; gave and received en» 
tertainments. We attended their plays, and, in 
return, amufed them with fireworks, illumina- 
tions, and other diverfions, in the fame manner 
as at the other iflands, and remarked very little 
difference in the chara£teriftics of the natives. 
As we were now taking our leave for ever of 
thofe fertile ides, we added to our live-ftock 
more than 200 hogs, which we found would eat 
after they had recovered the fea-ficknefs. In 
the former voyages, it was not known that hogs 
would not eat while they were fick; it was 
therefore thought prudent to kill them, after 
fafting three or four days, from a belief that, 
having fafled fo long, they would never eat 
again, and, if they died of themfelves, noois of 
the crew would eat carrion. 

On the 9th in the morning we were by obfcr- 
vation in lat. 15 deg. 15 min. S. and in long. 

207 deg. 52 min. E. and it may not be impro- 
per to obferve, that the fpot on which the aftro^ 
nomer -s tent was erefted in the ifland of Hue- 
heine, was in lat. 16 deg. 41 min. S. and in long, 

208 deg, sy min. E. of Greenwich.

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PART 11. 

Containing an Account of what happened in pro^ 
fecuting the Voyage to the North to determine 
theExiftence orNon-exiftence ofaPajfage between 
the great Pacific and Atlantic Oceans in that 
Hemisphere. 

HAVING taken leave of the iQands with 
which we were before acquainted in the 
fouthern hemifphere,we now dirededour courfe * 
to the northward, to explore coafts and coun- 
tries hitherto unvifited by any Englifli voyager, 
and but lately known to the navigators of other 
countries. 

We took our departure from the Society 
ifles, as has already been faid, on the 9th of 
December, 1777, fleering N. by E. as near 
as the winds would let us, with moftly fine wea- 
ther till the 20th, when in lat. 4 deg. 54 min. 
S. we were furrounded with land and fea weeds, 
and bodies of trees, which feemed to be but 
lately feparated from their refpeftive roots; but 
it was not till 

The 23d that we difcovered land. On that 
day, in lat. 2 deg. R long. 203 deg. ^s n^in. E. 
after having crofl^d the line the day before, the 
man at the maft-head called out land, bearing^ 
N. E. diftance between fix and fcven leagues. 
We inftantly wore fhip, and flood in for a fine

bay, on which we fouitd good anchorage in 4^ 
fachom water. On viewing the iQand from the 
Ihips, there d\i not appt^r the ksaft fign of an 
inhabitant ; but near the ihore there were fhouls

fei £Mftiti^ fiinia^ q# a« very* lai|^ fi&^Q» The boats 
diaft bsiA bem itvt out ta veetdm^tre fettti:«ed 
in the euening wiik osd large turtle each, ^nd 
loaded with boobies and other tropical bdi^de^ihat 
by hungry mariners are generally efteemed good 
eating. They iih^wife brooght feveralf (h^rlbs, 
which tiiey fomd nv ^^ eroiads^ that they

Ota the 24th we cha^^d our ftationv aitdai^ 
ehored in 17 fathom water. 

And on the^ 25th we kept Ghfiftm« i» mw^h 
mirth and fcftivity, the crew having plenty of 
proviftons, anrf the gentleman plenty erf tottle. 
The Aips being fafely moored, and the weather 
fine, but $li«ofl: iofiapporrably hdt^ the men 
were allowed the whole day td amufe themjfelve*, 
and every one had a pint of brandy ta nrake 
merry and* drink health, fo theit frieflcfe in- OW 
England. 

In the evening, parries front both ftttps wwe 

invited to ^o a turtling, but none wefe pfefled 

into that fervice; all were vol'unteer^.. Oh our

The Rdblution^s tuf tiers had made a trip td 
their ihip to unlade ^ but on the ^return of theur 
boats to the ifland, .one <^f their men was tntf^ 
firtg^ who, tii?ed with carrying n turtle t)f jmore 
tbaji ioo \Meiglif: in the heat of the day, hid laid 
it down on the l?eecjbi» andi^tired to a thicket^ 
to ihelter bitufelf from the fun. Here he ijell 
afleep, and as foon a^ he awoke^ he endeavoured 
to recover his turtle, but in vain ;, he had en- 
tangled himfelf among the buflies, and jn the 
evening, after a moft painful fearch, he was 
found alraoft Ipeechlefs through fatigue and for 
^aiit of refrelhmcnt. 

All this day our peOple continued their diver- 
fidh oh the S. £* fide 6f the ifland ; but 

On the 2dth, about ten in the morning, Mr. 

B y, Mr. E r, and Mr. F-- — k, with ten 

or twelve fcamen in the cutter, having a good 
quantity of water on board, and each man a 
pint of brandy, direded their courfe to the N, 
E. quarter, and about noon arrived at a neck of 
land, over which they were to travel on foot to 

Q, 3 come 
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come at the place where the turtle were fup- 
pofed to harbour, and where it was dangerous 
to attempt to approach them by fca, by reafon . 
of the furf. Here they fafcly fecyrcd their cut- 
ter, and near the fhore they ereftcd a kind of 
hut, to which they carried their proviiions, and 
fat down to reft and to ref rcfh. This done, they 
agreed to divide, and to purfue their fport iq fe- 
parate parties. Accordingly they fet out, and 

before the next morning they had fent in as 
many turtle as the cutter could well ftow. . This 
they did by placing them acrofs a couple of oars 
in the nature of a bier, and keeping men em- 
ployed in conveying them from the place where 
they were turned, to the cutter. As they grew 
tired of their diverfion they repaired to the place 
of rendezvous j but it was fome lurprize to the 
reft, when at nine in the morning, Mr. B— -y, 

Mr. P '- k and Simeon WoodrofF, the gunner's 

mate, were miffing. It was then concluded 
that they had gone too far within land, and that 
they had either loft their way, or fome accident 
had betallen thefn, perhaps from natives lurk- 
iqg feqretly in the wood?, though none had 
openly appeared. 

Under thefe apprel^enfions two feamen, Bar- 
tholomew Loremer and Thomas Trecher were 
fent out in fearch of them, each carrying a gal- 
Jpn of water, with brandy and o^her refrefli^ 
mcnts, in cafe they (hould ipeet with the gen- 
tlemen 
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llemen in their way. In a wild uncultivated 
country, over-run with buflies and clofe cover, 
the reader, who has never been bewildered, can 
have no idea of men's being loft in the fhort 
fpace of a few miles. So, however, it happen- 
ed. The gentlemen, invited by the mixed me- 
lody of the birds in the woods, left their people 
as foon as they had properly ftationed vthem,. 
and entered an adjoining thicket, with their 
guns. The fport they met with led them on 
till night began to clofe upon xhejn. They were 
then at a great diftance fron\ the turtlers, and 
in the midft of a tracklefs cover, with nothing 
' but tall trees to (\ire6: their return -, but what 
was more alarming, the fun was no fooner fet, 
than a thick fog fucceeded, which involved the 
woods in darknefs, though the open beach re- 
mained clear. In vain they attempted to regain 
the fhore ; for, inftead of being able to difcern 
the trees they had marked to fecure their retreat, 
they could hardly fee one another at five yards 
diftance. In this fituation, they foon began to 
lofe all knowledge of their way ; and left, in- 
ftead of proceeding in the right courfe, they 
fhould purfue a contrary direftion, they agreed 
to fit down to reft, and for that purpofe chofe 
the firft convenient fpot that chance threw in 
their way. Though their minds were troubled, 
they had fcarce fet themfelves down, when fleep 
got the better of their anxiety, and they all lay 
cpmpofed, till attacked by fwarms of black ants

A* Idngthj 
fti^eftlirg their error, thej^tdTolvcd to rtmairt 
ftationary; and each rnan,placing htmfclf againft 
an adjoining tree, endeavoured to CDiifole him- 
Icflf as Wifell as he tould till morning, when the 
ipptatance of the fun enabled them to judge ttf 
the tourife they were tb purfue j bat in a track- 
yk wildUrftiefs how were they to make their way i 
^fe woods m many places were t)vtrgrown wlA 
thick grafs and btamrbtes reaching to their mid- 
afles, uhd ih t)thets fo thick interfeCted with 
boughs, and marfted with teaves, that it was 
ha^rdly pofijblc to keep oornpaTTy,'or to penetrate 
wrth thdr utm'oft ejBTorts, (Avhen thefe obftruc- 
tions bappened^ one hundred yards in as many 
Ruinates, They were now glad to abandon their 
^a'me, happy if thejrtou Id regain the open country 
With the loft of *0vwy thing they 'had aboutthem. 
The (hirts and trowfers they had x)n were fbon in

Sut this wa>s poof «cainfc0r4;> wheo 
they /Pdfeaed th^t their ihtpts were at aii im^ 
inQQ& diftanc^, and that^ if ti^cy ventured 1:0 
take thfem for thfe^ir gwick, jthey fiiould nev^r 
im to fee an end to ebeir journey. Still labour* 
ttig rto ^dviance by die i^ai^ they, at kogth, all 
nt once, obferyed ati opcnk^ that kd» as tfhey 
^ught, to the long wtthed-for fliore. The 
heart t>f mao, dilated vv^tti the ^moit exquifite 
joy, cati only be fcnfiblc icrf the inexpreflible 

|>leafure which the gentlea^en fdt on 4h£& ray 
of hope. Ttey forgot, for the nioment, the 
ptms fot their lacerated bodies thoqgh all torn 
with briars andbefmeared with Wood, and com- 
forted themfclves with this dawn of deliver- 
ance; but they had ilill much to fuffer« 
When they ruihed with cxtacy from the cJover, 
and came to furvey the open country, they dif- 
covered, to their great mortification, that they 
were yet at a great diftance from the neck of 
land, over which their people had pafled 5 that 

this 
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this opening had brought them to another 
creek or inlet of the fca, and that they had yet 
to travel round a vaft circle ot the thicket, be- 
fore thejr could come to the bay that was even 
now fcarce within their knowledge. On this 
difcovcry, defpair had almoft taken place of 
hope, when they heard, or thought they heard, 
fomething like the found of a man's voice, far 
within the thicket. This, in a fliort time, was 
ahfwcred by a found not unlike the former, 
but fainten It was then rightly conjeAured, 
that thcfe founds proceeded from men fent in 
fearch of them; and they all endeavoured to 
raifc a haHoo in their turn; but their throats 
were fo parched, that with their utmoft efforts 
they could fcarce rife above a whifper. They 
now lamented the wafte of powder, which they 
had fruitlcfsly expended during the night, in 
making fignals ofdiftrefs, and rummaged their 
cafes to mufter up a fingle charge, ' This, in 
fome meafure, had the defired cfFcft. The re- 
port was heard by one of the feamen who were 
in fearch of them (as will be feen hereafter) both 
of whom had been ftruggling with equal diffi- 
culties, and toiling under greater encumbrances, 
without the leafk expedation of fuccceding in 
their purfuit. Thefe men were now bewildered 
themfelves, and halloo'd to each other as well 
for the fake of keeping conjpany as for fignals 
to the gentlemen, if they fhould be within hear^ 
ing. 
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By this time the day was far advanced : ai)d 
partly with fatigue and partly for want of rc- 
freftiment, the gentlemen were almoft fpent; they 
had been ever fince the morning's dawn engaged 
in the moll painful exertion of bodily ftrength, 
to extricate themfelves from the labyrinth ia 
which they had been involved, that ever men ex- 
perienced, and by confequence to an equal wafte 
of Tpirits, without any thing to refrelh or recruit 
them -, and now, that they were lefs entangled, 
they were more expofed to the violent heat of the 
fun, which brought on an intolerable thirft that 
was no longer fupportablcj they therefore, as the 
laft refource, repaired to the neareft beach, where, 
to their comfort, (for comfort it was to them) 
they found a turtle ; they eagerly killed it and 
drank the blood. They then took ihelter in the 
hollow of a rock till the heat of the fun abated,, 
during which time a refrelhing flecp gave them 
fome relief, and enabled them to perform a 
journey of about feven or eight miles, which 
otherwife they could never have accomplilhed. 
When they arrived at the hut, to their great con- 
cern they found it deferted, and deftitute of every 
kind of provifions ; but, calling their eyes to- 
wards the (hips, they perceived the boats haften- 
ing to their relief. The officer who com- 
manded, and the crew, had waited at the hut 
till all their provifions were expended, and he, 
Dot knowing how to proceed, had repaired to 
the fhip for a frelh iupply, and for frelh orders j 

and 
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jmd was now i^rning fully furnifhed andiit- 
ftruAcd. Qh liis arrival he was ftruck with 
ailoniihtnent at the fight of three fuch miferable 
beings as the gentlemen and mate speared tp 
be, lacerated all over, and befmeared with 
blood, and with fcarce a r^g about them broader 
than a garter. Their cry was for grog, which 
■was dealt to them fparingly, and they were iii« 
ftantly fcnt on board to be properly taken care of. 
Ihc firft enquiry they made, was, whether any 
of the x:ompany had been fent after thetn, an4 
being anfwered in the affirmative, and that they 
were not yet returned, they could not help ex- 
preffing their doubts whether they ever would 
return ; adding their wiflies at the fame time 
that no mean$ might be omitted to endeavour 
their recovery. — It is natural for men, who 
have juft experienced any fignal deliverance, to 
ftel poignantly for the fafety of others under 
the fame critical circumftances. It was there* 
fore no fmall f&tisfaftion to the fufferers, Wh^n 
they were told, that every poffible means would 
be tried for their relief j and to enable thofe 
who were to be fent on that errand the 
better to dkc& their fearch, the gentle- 
men defcribed, as well as they could, the 
place where they were heard. The evening, 
however, was now too far advanced to under- 
take, with any probability of fuccefs, their de- 
liverance. There were now twenty of the 
crew (fcamcn and marines) who liad been dif* 

patched 
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liatched fFom oa baard, foi? recovering the gjNi^ 
ttemen. Thefe bad orders to traverfe i^ tliic*^ 
kets ia a bqdpt till they fhould find fbme o^ 
them either living or dead, for, dll the gentle* 
men appeared,, nothing could be concluded with 
certainty concerning them. The majority were 
of opinion that, if fthey had been alive, they 
mofl: certainly would have returned as foon as 
it was dark, as they could have no motive to 
purfue their fport in the night \, and it was by 
no means probable, that they ihould be bewil* 
dered, bccaui^ they mig|it furely have Jfound 
the fame way out of the: cover, by whick they 
went into it. This was very plaufible ^ but fome 
on board, who had failed with. Commodore 
Byron, and who remembered the almoft im^ 
penetrable thickets in the ifland of Tinian^ 
wbere n^n could not fee one another in the 
Open dayv at the didance of three yards, knew 
well how the gentlemen n:>ight be entangled^ 
and how hard it would fare with them if it ihould 
fohappeni. But^ as this, initance was known 
only to few^ it was regarded by none, and the 
former opinion,, that fome fatal accident had 
happened to them, prevailed generally till the 
gentlemen appeared,, when the tone changed, 
aad every one argued the improbability of it 
when the event had Ihewn it to be ill-founded. 

It waa now the time for' turtliog, and, tiU 
morning nothing could be undertaken ibc tb^ 
it&^i q£ the poor tmfi* Tss^u&s therefore^ wenc 

out 
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out as before, and continued their fport, white 
they had light, when many were turned, ind 
one found which had been killed by fomebody^ 
and brought in among the reft. 

Early in the morning of the 29th, when the 
whole company were aflembled, the plan of 
their proceeding was formed. By marching in 
lines at fuch a diftance from each other, as to be 
within hearing, it was thought impoflible to fail 
of finding the men, if living, or of difcovering 
fome traces of them, if dead : and they were, to 
direct their line of march towards the fpot where 
the found of the voices was heard by the 
gentlemen. 

After a diligent fearch of fix hours, Bartho-* 
lomew Loreman was difcovered in a moft mi- 
ferable condition, almoft blinded by the veno- 
mous bites of vermin, added to the fcorching 
heat of the fun, and fpeechlefs for want of 
fomething to clear his throat. He made figns* 
for water, and water was given him. He was 
moving about, but totally ftupid, having no 
fehfe of danger, or of the miferable condition 
in which he was found. It fortunately happen- 
ed, that the boats from both fhips were pre- 
Vioufly fent round the point of land already 
mentioned, and planted along the coaft as the 
land trended, for the convenience of taking the 
gentlemen on board, in cafe theyfhould have been 
found ftrayed to any confiderable diftance. If 
this precatution had not* been taken, this man 

muft 
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muft have perifted before he could have been 
conveyed by any other 'means to the place of 
rendezvous •, and it was with the utmoll difficulty 
that he was carried to the neareft boat. As 
foon as he could be brought to his fpeech, he 
faid he had parted from his companion Trecher 
in the morning, not in anger, but not agreeing 
about the way back, nor ever expefting to fee 
one another again. He faid they had travelled 
the day before as long as they could in fearch 
of the gentlemen without fuccefs, and that when 
overcome with fatigue they fat down to refrcfh, 
"and he believed drank a little too freely of their 
grog, for they both fell afleep. They were 
frightened when they waked to find it dark 
flight, and alth6ugh they felt their faces and 
hands covered with vermin, the thoughts of 
having neglefted their duty, and the dread of 
the confequences fo diftrafted their minds, that 
they were hardly fcnfible of any other pain. As 
reft was how no longer their objeft, they rofe 
and wandered, they neither knew nor cared 
where, till day began to break upon them, and 
then they endeavoured to recoUedl their way 
with a view to rejoin their companions 5 but af- 
ter walking and winding about as they could 
find a paffage through the buihes, they at lad 
began to difcover that they were going from 
the place of rendezvous inliead of making to- 
wards it. Fatigued to the laft degree with walk- 
ing, and perplexed in their minds, they began 
to grow carelefs about living or dying, and in 

that 


itekfc haiDfur £ic down to lighfcw their tMrdert^ 
\ff making an end ojf their provifions and grog^r 
7his. diey had no focmer done^ thiriY (kep again 
fat^nsned theiHy and, notwichHafidiRg the tct- 
win. with which they found themfelvcs covered 
when they awoke, they found therafcives agarfn 
^ the dark, and again rofe up to wander about, 
which they continued to do as before, lamenting 
their melanehoty fitiration', and confuhing what 
courfe to take. Several wild projefts came into 
their heads. They had heard of Reblnfon 
Crulbe's living fo many years upon an uninha- 
fcited ifland, with only his man Friday, and 
why might not thejr live in this ! But hitherto 
they had feen no four-footed animal, nor any 
ffting on wfctch they could fubfift, but turtle 
and fowls, the latter of which they had no 
means to attain, and they were totally unpro- 
vided wfth every earthly thing but what they 
carried about tbenri. That fchemc therefore 
appeared too romantic ; they next thought of 
climbing the higheft tree, to try if they could 
difcover any hill or eminence, from whence 
they might take a view of the country, in 
order to be certain whether it was inhabited 
or not. This was approved by both, and 
Trecher mounted the loftieft within his reachy 
from whence he faid he could difcern, towards 
the South-weft, a mountain of confiderable 
height, and as that was the point that led to. 
tlie (hips, thither he propofed that they fhodd 

go; 
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jgo ; but Loremaii rather choie to depend upon 
Providence, and indiaVOur to regain the ftore^ 
« he judged by^ tfte rcpoh! of at gun, which he 
thought he hbafrd the day before, that it muft 
lie in th^ drre&ioh froni whence the found pro* 
ceeded^ and thither he Was ehdeaVobiring; to 
make his i^ay, till his eye-flght failed him^ 9nd 
he loll: all fenfe of i&Aon. His companion» hb 
faid, who Was i\ fbnib diiUrice farther in the 
thicket^ and who^did ndf hear the report of th(ii 
gun, did not beliete Wha;t ht faid ; whereupon 
they agreed to part. What couffe Trecher 
took he could not ttlli but he believed to th« 
South-weft; 

Loreman was judged in too dangerous a con* 
dition to admit of any delay ; he was therefore 
fent off in the boat, and being put under the 
carcsof the Surgeon, loon recovered* 

After this detail it was debated^ whether to re- 
fign Trecher to hk fate, or to continue the 
fearch. The humanity of the officer^ who had 
the command of the party^ prevailed. It W^$ 
now about ten in the morning, of the 29th» 
when the whole party, after taking ibme rc- 
frefhment^ fet out to fcour the thickets, and, by 
hsdlooingi fingihg of bSlls, beatirrg of dfums^ 
aiid puffuing different courfeSj determined he 
llKnild hear them if he were alive. It was nd 
eiafy talk to penetrate a tracklcfs cover, over- 
grown with under wc3fOd^ and abouiiding with 
infedts^' df whiifh the mulquitoes were the lealt 

R trouble* 
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troublefome. But numbers make . that eaf/^ 
which to individuals would be impra£ticable* 
They went on chearfuUy at firft ; but, before 
a few hours were elapfed, even the gentlemen, 
who were infpirited by their fuccefs in killing 
game, began to be tried, and it was thought 
advifeable to reft and refrefh during the middle 
of the day, and to renew the purfuit after they 
had dined. As yet they had not been able to 
difcover any trace or track of the man they 
were feeking, though it had been agreed between 
Trecher and his companion, to cut boughs 
from the trees, as they pa0cd along, by way 
of mark or guide to each other, in cafe of re- 
paration. 

This was no fmall difcouragement ; and few 
had any relilh to renew a labour attended with 
fo much fatigue, and fo little profpe£t of 
fuccefs. 

The officers were alone inflexibly bent on the 
purfuit. The men, though they were no lefs 
willing, were not all equally able to endure the 
fatigue •, and fome of them were even ready to 
drop, before their dinner and their grog had 
revived their fpirits. The only expedient that 
now remained to be tried, was, that which Tre- 
cher himfelf had projeftcd, namely, to climb 
the higheft tree that appeared in view, in order 
to look for the mountain which he pretended, 
to have fcen, and to which it was thought pro- 
bable that he might dired his courfe. Thb was 

AQ 
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no fooner propofed than executed. In a mo- 
ment a failor was perched at the top of every 
lofty tree in fight, and the high land defcriedj 
feemingly at no great diftance from the place 
where the party had dined. It was now agreed, 
to make the beft of their way to the eminencci 
but this proved not fo eafy a tafk as it ^t firft 
appeared to be. When they thought them- 
felves juft ready to mount, they met with ^ 
lagoon that interrupted their progrels ; and 
coafting it along, they difcovered the flceleton 
of a creature that, by its length, appeared to 
be an allegator. In viewing this narrowly, 
fomething like the track of fome large animal 
wasobferved to have pafled it, and the high 
grafs.on the margin of the lagoon to have been 
frefli trodden. This excited the curiofity of 
the whole party, who imagined that fome 
monfter inhabited the lagoon, againfl: which it 
was prudent for them to be upon their guard. 
The waters of the lagoon were fait as brine, 
and every where (kirted with a kind of reed and 
fedge, that reached as high as a man's head, 
and could not be penetrated without danger 
from fcorpions or other venomous reptiles, fe- 
veral of which had been feen in the bufiies. 
All attempts therefore of fuqceeding by this 
courfe appeared to be labour loft, and as no 
other were thought more probable, it was re- 
Iblved to relinquifti the purfuit, and to return 
to the boats i but the day being already too 
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far fpent to make their return prafticable be* 
Sort the mominjg, it was agreed to coaft it alotig 
die lake, to endearoiK to Bnd accefs to the op- 
{)o(tce hilh s and this was the more eafily effec- 
Ced, as between the fedgy border and the 
IShicket there was an open fpace of unequal 
breadth, only fometimes interfefted with bram- 
bley patches that joined the lake, but of no 
great extent. Through thefe they made their 
way with bttle oppofition till the lake appealed 
to deepen, when a moft Ilubborn woody copfe 
teemed to bid ctefiancc to their further progre& 
This difficulty^ however, was with much la- 
bour furmounted, and it was no fooMr pal^ 
than the lake was found to terminate^ and the 
ground to rife. The country now began to put 
on a new face. The profpedt which had hithet^ 
to prefented nothing but a wild and almoft kn- 
penetrable thicket, aa they afeended the rifing 
ground, became delightfuL And when they 
had attained the iummit of the eminence, wa^ 
exceedingly pt£lure(i|ue. Here they determined 
lo pafs the night within a pkafant grore, which 
feemed to be defigaed by nature for a. place ^ 
left. The whole par^ how aflemUed^ and or* 
ders were givia by the ci^ttimaoding officers to 
ereft ttmporarf tents to (Ililter them £rom the 
erenir^ damps. Thele tedtl were only boughs 
and leaver of tuets fet up tefit falhion. In this 
iervice ibme were employed in cutting down 
and preparing the tteaterials, while others wera 

bufied 
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!}ufi^ m'difp<^uig and putting theta together; 
iome were ordered to colled foeU and others to 
<;arry k to the fumtnit of an adjommg hilt, in 
order to be kindled at the clofe of day^ and 
kept burniog during the nighty bi^ way of &^ 
oal, to let the boats know that the party were 
fafe, and that they had not yet relinquUhed the 
Ibarch. Add to thefe orders, that a f<?ntmel was 
to attend the fire in the night, and a watch ta 
be regularly fet and reUeved to guard the tent$# 
In the mean time, the gentlemen amuled themi* 
ielves by taking a view of the lagoon from 
the hills, and obferving its extent. They fam 
It bounded on t;hree fides by a ridge of hills, 
and open only to the N. W. from which quarter 
they had approached it. They alfo obferved an 
open down to trend towards the ihore, by whicl| 
the low grounds were divided, and which gave 
them hopes that their rietqrn in the morning 
would be much (hortened. Before night fet in 
the tents were compleated i and in due time the 
orders that had been given were pundualljf 
carried into execution ^ the fire was ligfated, 
the fentinel at his ftation,^ the watch fet, and 
the party all retired to reft^ It was about the 
dead of night that the fentinel who attended the 
fire was furprized by a four-fpoted monfter, that 
had itolen upon him by a (low and filent pace^ 
and was j.u& ready to feize him, when, lookr 
ing behind him, he ftarted fuddcnly from it, and 
ilew down to the tents to apprize the watch. 
The man's fears had magpificd. the moiifter to 
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twice the fize of an elephant, fo that the failor^' 
whofe turn it was to be upon the watch, was 
equally alarmed and terrified. The officer on 
duty was prefencly made acquainted with the 
danger, and confulted what was beft to be done^ 
The countenance of the fentinel, his known cou^ 
rage, and the folemn manner in which he at- 
tefted the truth of what he faid he faw» added 
to the recoUedlion of the fkelcton and the track 
of the monftrous creatui't? that was obferved to 
have come out of the water arid pafled by it, 
left no room to fiifpedt a deception. It will not 
fccm ftrange therefore, that the officer ftiould 
advife calling to their affiftiirce the ferjeant of 
marines, the fecond mate and the ai'mourer^ 
the ftouteft men of the party.* With this riih- 
forcement they marched up the hill in fofm ; 
Mr, HoUingfby and' Mr. Dixon in front, the 
ferieant and the fentiriel in the next line, and 
two failors to compofe the rear. As they ap- 
proached the fir^, the' fentinel, peeping from be- 
hind the armourer, beheld the mOiifter through 
the fmoke, as tall again a3 he was before, and 
gave the word p the front line to kneel and 
fire ; but happy it wis, that! 'the >!rmourer, fear- 
ing neither devil nor mohftef-, determined to re- 
Terve his fire till he faced his enemy. He there- 
fore advanced boldlyV and, looking fharply at it 
through the flames, took' it fbr a man, and cal- 
led to it to fpeak. * But what was their aftonifh- 
ment, when they beheld the very identical Tho- 
mas Trecher,^of Whom they had been in fearcK 
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lb longv crawling upon all fours, for' his feet 
were fo bliftered that he could not iland, and 
his throat fo parched that he could not fpeak. 
It is hard to fay which was predominant, their 
joy, their furprize, or their laughter. No time, 
however, was loft in adminiftering relief.' Some 
ran to the tents to tell the news, and to bring 
rcfrelhment, while the reft ftrove to cafe him» 
by ftipporting him in their arms. In a few 
minutes he was furroundcd by the whole 
party, eager, fome to learn his ftory, and all 
to give him relief; the officers, in particular, 
brought him cordials, which they adminiftered 
fparingly, till he was brought to his fpeech. He 
was a moftvafFefling fpedade, bliftered from 
head to foot by poifonous infeds, whofe veno-^. 
mous ftings had caufed fuch an intolerable itch« 
ing, that his very blood was inflamed by con- 
ftant rubbing. By anointing him with oil, the 
acrimony, in fome degree, abated ; and by fre-^ 
quently giving him fmall quantities of tea, mixed 
with a little brandy, they brought him to his 
ipeech ; but it was fome days before he recovered 
the perftd ufe of his fenles. 

As foon as they had recovered him fo far, by 
proper refrefhmcnt, as to entertain hopes of fav- 
ing his life, they carried him to bed, and or* 
dered one of his mtfs-mates to attend him. In 
the morning his fever was abated ; but there 
arofe a difficulty, how he was to be conveyed 
more than 12 miles, through a country, fuch as 
has been defcribed, in his weak condition. To

before; but It reached very little farther than 
fjiey could fee with the naked eye ; aU the low 
ground beyond was fwampy and reqdy, and fo 
abounding with infers of various Jcinds, that 
it was even dangerous for the rnen to open theii 
mouthSf without fomething to defend them, 
la tl^e eveningi ine^preffibly fatigued, and 
their wftter and proyilfons wholly expended, 
ihey reached t(ie beach, where the Difcovery^^ 
cutter was grounded, and where likewiie thjs 
Kefolutipn^s boat, tl^at had been waiting all the 
^ay before on the oppofite fide of the peninfula, 
Was ar^ivjsdf Alter foQie flight reiEreihment| 
jind wifliing e^ch Qth^r a profperops voyage, 
ihey parked, each party repairing to their own 
^ip, and Trecher being committed to the fur- 
geon^ care, recovered gr4dually ; but it w^s iofnei 
Wctfes before he wa^ ^t ta de duty,

■ Jo the \0ahd^ vjhich we have jyft left, C?ip^, 
pqolf gave the name of Tur^e tflapd, It fic^ 
in lat. 2 deg. 2 min. N. and in long. 208 £. from 
Greenwicl). It is a ^ow barren jila^d, and h^sf 
all the^ppe^rance qf being burnt up. The fevf 
cqcoa-nut prees that were found uppn it produ^red 
hardly any fruit, ^nd, except ^ few ojft the bor- 
ders qf thp lagoon already mentioned, what thiey 
bore were witnout any kernel. 

Early on the ad of Jany^ry^ Turtle Illan4 
bore £• S. £. as far as the eye could carry, and 
as we were now clear of land» and proceeding 
with a profperous gale, and had plenty of pro- 
viQpns Qn board, the men njere allowed turtle to 
boil with their pork, which in a few days was 
difcontinued by the advice of the furgeon, and 
turtle fuhftituted in the room of every other kind 
Qjf meat. This ytas found both healthful and 
AQuri£hingf and was continued till within a few 
days of ow arrival at another ifland, where we 
n^t wiih fr^lh provifions, and water equal ta 
9»7 W bratght with us from the Society Iflcs. 
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On the 3d the wind fliifted W. S. W. and i 
ftorm came on, preceded by a lowering darkne^, 
that prefaged fome violent convulfion ; and foon 
after it broke forth in thunder, lightning, wind 
and rain, which in two hours increafed to fuch a 
violent degree, as no man on board had ever 
known the like. Fortunately for us, its violence 
in a few hours abated ; but, in that little time, 
the fea broke over our quarter, and cleared the 
decks of every thing that was loofe. Before noon 
the wind fubfided, but the rain continued till 
evening, of which we made good ufe. From 
the time of our leaving Ulictea to the prcfent 
day, we had received no frefli fupply of water : 
and, though the ftill had been conflantly at work, 
pur complement began already to run fcanty. 
This, afternoon, feveral indications of land were 
obferved, fuch as great quantities of fea-w^d 
floating about the (hips, and frefh timber driving 
with the current. The Refolution made the 
fignal to fliurten fail and ftand to the fouthward, 
which was obeyed 5 but, no l^nd coming^ in fight 
while it was day light, after eight hours fearch 
we left off the purfuit, and rcfumed our courfe to 
the northward, which we continued till 

The 13th, when, in lat. 13 deg. 3 min. long. 
202 deg. 6 min. we fleered to the N. W. in 
fearch of land, the figns of which were very 
ftriking ; but, after continuing that courfe all 
night, without fucceeding, we again ftood to 
the north. From this time till 

The 
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The 20th, nothing material happened, fpmc 
flight ftorms excepted ; we (hall therefore refume 
our relation of what occurred to Trecher, from 
the time that he parted from his companion, on 
the 29th of December, till the night he was 
found on the 3d. 

It was, as has already been obferved, feveral 
days before he Could perfeSly recoUcdl all that 
pafied in his mind, and all that he fufFered in his 
perfon. He confirmed Loreman*s relation of 
what pafled while they remained together, but^ 
in the morning of the 29th, when they agree4 
to part, his thoughts ran chiefly pq diicovering; 
ibme houfe or place of refort of the natives, as. 
it ran.ftrongly in his mind, that an ifland, of fuck 
extent as that appeared to ;be, could not be 
wholly deftitute of inhabitants. In purfuit of 
this idea, he determined to make towards the 
hill or high land which he had ktn from the top 
of the tree ; and to obfcrve the courfe of the fua 
for his guide, but he met with many obdrudions 
that retarded his progrefs. The reeds and the 
rough grafs were in many places fo high and 
chick, that he was almoit fuffocated in actempt- 
ing to get thro* them, and was frequently obliged 
fo return, when he thought he had nearly reached 
the pppofite fide. Though there were ferpents, 
gnc}» he believed, fcorpions, continually hifling 
in almoft all diredtions, the fear of being ftung 
by them was abforbed by the more immediate 
torturjs he felt from tH<^ mufquitoes and other 

venom- 
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venopious infeds (hat failened upon him, and 
ceizcd him inceflantly ; add to thcfe diilrefle$» 

th^ bad cpndicion of his fhoesy which were worn 
to flireds, and, though hq had tied them round 
and round with cords made of twilled grafs, yet 
it was hardly poffible for him to keep them upon 
his feet for ten ileps together* In this melan- 
choly fuuation, reft was a ftranger to him, yet 
fleep would fometimes clofe his eyes, ^nd fill his 
imagination with horrors ftill more diftrtfling 
than chofe he felt while awake. Towards the 
evening of the 29th, he thought he heard the 
howling of dogi 5 and, a-while after, the growl- 
ing of (bme favage beaft, but of what ^Mrcies he 
could not tell; however he faw nothing, and 
thefe mighc only be the creatures of his own 
difturbed fancy. Towards night he got together 
a quantity of broad leaves from the trees to nf>ake 
him a bed, and to cover his face and hands 
&om the black ancs. To aUay his thirft, he 
diought of chewing the ftems of a r^ed, that had 
a faccarine laile, and was probably a wild kind 
of fugar-canc^ which gave him fome refrefliment, 
and contributed not a little 10 his prefervation. 
Sopn as day began to dawn, he found himfelf 
weak and languid^ and had very htile ftomach 
ta renew his labour, (fis firft care, however, 
was to repair his (hoes. This he did by forming 
wi%s of gra& into the fhape of Ibal^, and 
placing them underneath the remains of the 
leather (bales. He then tied them together 
sound has feet ^d ancles with cords, made as 

before $ 
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bcfort 5 and with thrfc he m^de Ibift to fcf aAibtt 
on a^while, biit they foon wanted tepiit. tit 
again had recrourfe tci^ his firft eif)edient, and 
mounted a tree that ever-topped the covers arid 
got (igh't of the high htid that firft ailimatcd hit 
purfuit. He thought it fo near that he could 
foon reach it, and haftenihg down made his way 
with more alacrity than ever, being prcpoifefled 
that, if he could reach that eminence, his de- 
liverance would be certain. For fome hours he 
ftruggled through the moft formidable obftacles, 
the cover being now fo thick and flroiig, and 
Withal fo high, that he topld hardly fee the light 
Over his head through the leaves and the buflies. 
This happened to be the Outer border that fkirted 
the lagoon, which when he had penetrated, and 
found an opening, bis heart leaped within hirtl 9 
but his joy was of (hort duration. He prefently 
difcovered that he had another diSiculty to fur* 
mount before he could reach the fummit of his 
wiflies. He attempted the lagoon, and waded 
nearly acrofs, without the water riling higher 
than his middle, but all at once plunged over* 
head in deep water, and it was next to a miracle 
that he faved himfelf from drowning. He then 
returned quite exhaufted and dejefted, and 
breaking through the fedge of the margin of the 
lake, he ftumbled upon the (keleton of the won- 
derful monfter already mentioned, which he 
believed was fifty feet long. He was fo feared 
at the light of the bones, that his hair (tood oA- 
end, and he thought of nothing now but being 

eaten 
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eaten up alive. * Totally difpirited, and faint for 
want of food or any thing to drink^ and deprived 
of all means of proceeding any farther, he crept 
along the lake till he came to a cocoa-nut tree 
near the edge of the thicket, which he attempted 
to climb, but fell down for want of ftrength to 
keep his hold, and lay for feveral hours incapable 
of motion. He heard, he faid, a noife in the 
cover, in the day, but could neither halloo to 
be heard, nor follow the found, though fome of 
the company mufthavepaffed very near him; 
but feeing the fire lighted on the hill in the even- 
ing, it encouraged him to make one flruggle 
more for life. Without a fhoe to his foot, 
having loft them in the lake, he made fhift to 
crawl up the hill, as already related. — Few 
readers will think it poffible for a man to fufFer 
fo much in fo fhort a time ; and yet many have 
loft their lives by being bewildered in England* 
and many more on the wild heaths in Scotland, 
which cannot be fuppofed to be fo dangerous as 
the thick cover of a defolate ifland, where no 
man ever fet his foot before. But, be that as it 
may, fuch is the account given by Trecher of 
his fufferings during the three days he was abfent 
from the fhip. 

Having been now 17 days at fea, without 
feeing land. 

On the 18th, a very fevere ftorm arofe, which 
blew with irrefiftible fury for fome hours^ and 
obliged us to clue up our main iheets, and feud 
before it at the rate of 7 or 8 knots an hour ; 

but 
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but before noon the wind died away, and a dead 
calm fucceeded. Such is the variableneis of the 
weather near the tropics. 

On the i^ch, being then in lat*. 21 deg. 20 
min. N. and long. 198 £. the man at the maft^ 
head called out high land, bearing £. N. £. and 
in a very little time came in fight of more land, 
apparently of an equal height with the former. 
As we approached the windward ifland, it pre* 
fented no very promifing afpeft, being mountain* 
ous, and furrounded with reefs, without any figns 
•f inhabitants j we therefore ftood off and on till 

The 2otb, when we bore away for the land 
we had feen to leeward, but not then in fight. 

About 9 in the morning, it was feen the fc- . 
cond time at the diftance of about 7 or 8 leagues* 
We were charmed with ks appearance as we came 
near it, obferving it to abound with rivers, and to 
exhibit a profpeft fo full of plenty, that we anti- 
cipated the pleafurc we expeded, by fuppofing 
ourfelves already in pofTefllon of a mod feafonable 
fupply. We had been for feveral days reduced 
to the fcanty allowance of a quart of water a day, 
and that none of the befi:^ and now that we faw 
whole rivers before us, our hearts were dilated 
with joy ; yet we had ftill miich to fuffer. We 
found ourfelves debarred from the thing we were 
moft in want of for feveral days, by ihoals 
and rocks that to us were impradlicable. We 
coafted along the N. W. fide of the ifland, 
founding as we went, while the boats from both 
fhips were employed in fearching for fome bay

Ibtne very largd, which wi* purchafed accord* 

ing to their fize^ for a Q>ike Or a ten-penny Aait 

each. 
While we rehiained at fea, no people an eafth 

could be motis friendly ; but our boats had no^ 

fooner landed, than a quarrel arofe btftween the 

Natives arid our pcfopl'e, which Was tertninated 

by the death of one of the foriher. It' Was faid 

chat the Indians Were the aggreflbfsi bj^ chtoW- 

irig itones at the boats to prevent tJie ptOplfc 

from latldingi and that ot'ders being given tO' 

fire a gun over the heads of the aflailants, with* 

out doing therii atiy htii^, indead of commandk 

ing rcfpeft, it only encouraged theni in infa=i 

leiice, till Mr. \^-^^:-=-, oui^ third Lieutetaaht, 

pttfehting his ple^e, (hot one of the ringleader 

dead u^on the fpot. 

This carty aft of feVericy Was ptbbabljr th« 
liieans of faving many lives. 'I'he Indians dif- 
perfed immediately, carrying oft the dead bodjf 
with theni. And the boats not having riiadc 
any difcovery, returned to the fliips, Whfercf they 
Were taken oh board, and fecured till next morn- 
ing. On 


'On the aid: the boats were again fent owt, but 
to as Uicle purpofe as before^ Little trade wa9 
this day carried on, as the natives fecmed vtrf 
iky. ' But, 

On the lid, the (hips having found anchor-^ 
age on the fouth-weft fide; they were no iboner 
piooted than they were again furrounded with 
a more numerous multitude of idanders than 
before ^ moft of them in canoes laden with hogs^ 
plant^ns, bananoes and fweet potatoes, which 
they readily exchanged as before* Here the 
ia3k>r& were fufFered to make what purchafes 
they pleJtfed ; only women were prohibiccd by 
Cftpti Cook's order, on the feyereft penalties.-— 
This created a general murmur among the fea* 
m€fn;,;whofe pleafure was centered in that kind of 
commerce, in the new difcovered iflahds, where* 
ever they went. 

In the afternoon the pinnace was ordered out, 
indtfee.twO'Captains landed on the beach, where 
they were met by the chiefs of the ifland, and 
more than 2000 of their fubjefts, not ia a hof. 
tile manner, but in amity, exchanging pre- 
fents, and eftabliQiing trade* 

Capt. Cook made figns for water, and was 
condiifted to a mpft. delightful little rivulet, fo 
ddnveniently fituatcd for fupplying the (hips, 
that, had not the Refolution being driven from 
her moorings by the violence of an eaflcrly wind 
tnd ftrong current, nothing could have exceeded 
' our entertainment at this hofpitable port -, but 
unfortunately for her, {he could never again reco- 
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ver her Itatidn. When Ihe was forced to fea Ihc' 
had but half her complement of water $ nor had 
ihe frelh provifions fufficient to fupply her peo- 
ple for any length of time. We in the Dilco-' 
very were more fortunate. In the evening of 
the 24th we could fee the Refolutioa to Icewai d 
eight OF nme leagues, and in the mean time, 
#hile ihe was beating up, we were em^ployed in 
comple^mg our hold. 

On the 25th we were in readinefs to fail, and, 
having loft fight of the Refolution, we imagined 
that, not being able to fetch her former ftation, 
ihe had bore away to another iiland, which had 
been feen to the N. W, diftance about 10 or 12 
leagues. 

On the 26th we weighed, direfting our courfe to 
the N. W. but about ten in the morning, the man 
at the maft head defcried the Refolution at a 
great diftance, bearing S. by W. whereupon we 
inftantly tacked, and ftood S. by E. to join our 
Commodore. ' This being effeded, we remained 
ieveral days beating up, but in vain, to regaia 
our former birth, • 

On the 29th we bore away to arrK>ther lee 
iHand, which abounded with hogs and fruit, and 
where the natives^ were equally hofpitable with 
thofe w!fc had juft left, and brought from the 
Ihore every kind of provifion their country pro- 
duced; but, there being no water to be procured 
at a moderate didance, and the reefs* being dan^' 
gerous, and the furf running high^ Capt.. Cook, 
after furveyiog the ifland, and taking poflbffion 

of 
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6f it, in the name of his Royal Maifter, (calling 
the whole clufter Sandwich's Ifles) was preparing 
to depart, when a ftorm came on frdm the eaft- 
wardj and again obliged the Refolution to put to 
fei. . i ■ 

The Captain had already dxchartgefd'feve'ral 
f)refents with the chiefs 'of the illand, and had, 
in particular, prefehted tha King -with (Wo flic- 
goats and a ram, and' had received in rffttirn fix 
large hogs,' with an iitlrtienfc quantity df-falf-; 
he had likewifd purchafcd every neceffary for 
thb fliip's iifci that the ifthabitailts could fupply : 
arid it Was fortunate that he had fo done before 
the ftorm Came on ; for afterwards it would 
have been equally impoflible for him to have 
recovered his ftation here, as he had fbund it to 
regain his former birth in the other harbour. Our 
boats, while the fliore was acceflible^ were dili- 
gent in bringing on board the produft of the 
iliafid ; for that, on the evening of 
' The ift bf February we ^ had more than 250 
. hog^ ori board, with fait in abundance, befidis 
three months allowance of fweet potatoes, bana- 
ftoes, plantains, fugar-canp, and other neceffa- 
rics. 

Early in the morning on the 2d wje weighed, 
arid foon came' rn fight of the Refolution i and 
fcoth Oijps left the lilands to purfue the voyage. 

Thefe iflarids, which lie in the latitude of 21 
deg. 44 min. N. and in long. 199 £. are not^ ih 
beayty and fertility, inferior to the Friendly

Iftands in the fouthcrn bemifphcre^ nor arc the 
inhabksmts lefs ingenious or civilized. Except 
the firft quarrel that happened, of which we have 
already fpoken, we had not the leaft diflTerence 
with any of them during our ftay. What they 
had to difpofe of they ^parted with upon the 
ealieft terms ^ nor did they feem ib thievilhly in« 
dined as thofe on the other fide the Ikie. 

£yery iOand in this group, of which there are 
jDore than we could count, appeared to be well 
peopkd* In tbofe which we vifited, it was 
no un<:oo)men thing to fee between two and 
three thoufand of the natives aOemble on thjc^ 
*beechr when any thing was to be ibewn that 
excited their curioTity. 

The men in thefe i&ands are of the middk 
fize> of a dark complexion, not much tattowed; 
but of a lively open countenance. They were 
no otherwife cloathed than decency required^ 
and what they had on appeared to be of their^ 
own manufa&ure, of which there were various 
£abricks, and of a variety of colours. Some 
were made with borders exa£bly refemWing co* 
»verlids^and others appeared like printed cottons ^^ 
and, beiides cloth, they had many other articles 
which ihewed that they had artificers among 
them not wanting in ingenuity. One peculia- 
rity we obferved among the men, and that was 
in the cut of their hair, vdiicb they trimmed up 
to a ridge along their heads, in form like what, 
m horfes manes, is called hogging. Others- 
again wore it long, platting it ia.taiis, which 

hung 
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hung below the waift; and thefe we took for 
marks of diftindion among them. Add to ihiif 
a kind of fliort cloak worn by their chiefs^ in 
ihape like thofe worn by the ladies in England, 
and compofed of feathers of different colours^ 
ranged in rows, one over another, and nar- 
rowing from the lower border till they termi- 
nated in a kind of net-woik round the neck« 
The women in general had fhock hair, which 
they were at great pains to ornament. They 

had large holes in their ears, that, filled as they 
were, with mod: beautifully coloured fhells made 
up in clufters, ferved for jewels, and had no 
bad elR:<9:. Their head-drefs confifted of wreaths 
of Powers, decorated with feathers chiefly red % 
and having, in general, lively piercing black 
eyes, white teeth, (mall features, and round 
faces, were not a little inviting, had not Captt 
Cook's fevere prohibition put a check to the 
predominant pafTion of our men. 

Their drefs^ upon the whole, was more de- 
cent than that of the men, and few were with«* 
out necklaces and bracelets, of which they 
Teemed very fond, and for which bur ftrings of# 
beads were well fuited. 

Their language differed from that of every 
other people we had before vifitedj but we had 
learnt to convcrfe by figns, and very foon made 
ourlelves underftood. . 

Their manufadtures the people freely fold for 
nails, hatchets, fciffars, knives, or iron inftru- 
ipents of any kind ; glafs bowls was a valuable

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..artick) fo were beads, buttons, lopkuig-glafies, 
chipa-cups, and in Ihort any of our European 
pdmnKxiitics. 

Their weappns of war coiififted — Of fyeats 
pf twelve feet long, curiouljy poliflied, and ta- 
pered v. about an inch and h^lf in diameter at 
top, and fhod with bearded bone, about a foot 
in Icngtlj at the lower end — Oi bows and arrows, 
whicfi fcemed rjither (Calculated for diverfion for 
|3oys, than for killing enemies ; their arrows be- 
pg a flender reed, only about half a yard long, 
pipd with wood — Of fmall battle-axes, mott 
ingejjjoufly fabricated of ftone and wood, and 
neatly . wrought, as were pheir implements of 
every kind— And of ilings, with which they 
jhrew ftones with great force, to a great diftance^ 
but with no certain aim. 

Their capoes were long and nartpw; nqt 
xnprc than two feet wide in the middle, from 
whence they tapered to both ends. They were* 
(Irengthened by crofs bars, which ferved both 
for feats and ftretchers, and had fmall out-rig- 
gers, to prevent over-fetting. 
' Except the fligar-cane, whicl) appeared indi- 
genous to thefe illancis, and which were rare ip 
thofe on the other fide the line, their produce 
was much* the fame with that of the Friendly 
Ifles, only the cocoa-nuts were by no nieans fo 
larcre, nor in fo great plenty Tiere as at the 
friendly Ifles. 

Wood was not to Ije purch^fed in plenty, nor 
did we {land much in need of that article. 

V!,.' , . ,•. i. ..,.:» •• 
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Hogs, dogs, ducks ^rid poultry were here in 
greater abundance than on the other fide the line^ 
but their plantations were not fo beautifully 
ranged, nor fo well cultivated. The houfes 
here are warmer, as the air is colder. They are 
built tent-fafhion, and are covered from top to 
bottom. 

There feems indeed a remarkable conformity 
between thefe iflands and thofe of the oppofitc 
hemifphere, not only in their fituation, but in 
their number, and in the manners, cuftoms, arts, 
and manufaftures of the inhabitants, though it 
can fcarce be imagined that, as the globe is now 
conftituted, they could ever have any communi- 
cation* being at more than 2000 miles diftance 
qne from the other, with very little, if any, dry 
land between. . 

From obferving* this general conformity among 
the tropical iflanders, fome have been led to 
belteve, . that the whole middle region of the 
earth was once one entire continent, and* that 
what is now the Great South Pacific OcCan was, 
in the beginning, the Paradife of fhe World ; 
but whoever would wifti to hear more on this 
fubjeft, will do well to read Burnet's Theory 
of the Earth, where, if they do not find argu- 
ments folid enough to convince their reaifon, 
they will meet with reafoning fufBcieritly play- 
fible to amufe their fancy. But we muft now 
tiake leave of thefe iflands, though we Ihall Have 
pccafion to mention them a^ain with lefs com^ 
piendation.

On the i4tb we fl;QQd again N. by E. with ^ 
Jight breeze. During this interval of fiqc wea* 
fhcr, opr fail-makers were employed in getting 
pp ^nd reviewing (he fails, when it wa$ found 
fhat fhey were in a miferable condition, b^ing 
eaten thro* and thro- by the rats in a hundred 
places. While they were employed in repairing 
fhem, Qur other artificers had work enough tp 
do ; for it was made ^ poin|: to fulfer none tp 
remain idle^ when the'bufinefs of navigating 
the Ihip did not recjuirp their immediate attcn^ 
dance. The courfe we were now (leering wc 
continued with little or no variation, excep^:

The 26thy WlienVnioft dreadful Horm arc^^ 
with Aich a* fwell^ that though we . were not 
more than h^lf i tnWh from the Rpfolutton^ wi 
frequently Ipft fight of her arhidft the hcaVy 
feas. Ii) this gale both (hips fufiered Gonfider- 
ably in their fails ^nd rigging, it being impo& 
Jible to hand them before we were furprized by 
the tempeft. We were now in lau 43 deg, 
ij^min. and in long. 221 deg. 9 tnin» and w^re 
fittended l^y feals, fearlions^ man of war birds^ 
Port Egmont h^ns, ibags and fea-guUs, which 
were ftrong indications of land. 

On the morning of the 27th the wind abated^' 
Iput the fwell ftill continued from the fouthward* 
and we proceeded under clofe reefed top-fails 
fill about ten jn the morning, when we fliook 
put the reefs, and made ail the fail we could in 
pompany with the Refolucion* 

March the ift the wind died away, and being 
|n lat. 44. deg# 45 min. and long. 225 deg. 
14 m^n* we founded with 180 fathom, but 
fpun4 no bo|tom. We now began to feel the 
efFefts of an alteration in the climate. From 
^ntenfis heat jt became piercjng cold ; and our

- On the 7th we made the land. Cape Blanco, 
the weftcrnmoft known point of California, 
bearing E. N. E. then diftant about 8 or 9^ 
leagues. . It appeared mountainous and jcovered 
with fnow. This day the gentlemen in the gun- 
room dined on a fricaflee of rats, which they 
accounted a venifon feaft'j and it was a high 
treat to the failors, whenever they could be 
lucky enough to catch a number fuiEcient to 
make a meal. • 

On the 8th we wore Ihip, and flood N. E. by 
E.lat. 44* 23' long. 233 05 E. We had heavy 
fquallsi- with fnow and rain. We continued 
working off land, making little or no way to 
windward. In the evening we clofe reefed our 
topfails,and within half an hour could not (hew 
an inch of fail, except fore and mizen ftay-fails.

On the I ith flie anfwjCred our fignals, and wf 
jvere foon in company ; but the fea running 
mountains high, and the wind encreafing 4 
ftrong, gale, we ftood N. by E. the wind at E. 
by N, and about two in the afjcernoon, thp 
• Cape bore N.E, by E. diftant about 6 leaguq. 
Here the wind being fomewhiat abated^ and tijc 
fea having changed its colour, we founded at 
1 60 fathom, but no bottom. Both Ihips ftoo4 
again W. S. W. all night with little wind, but 
jgreat fwcUsfrom the eaftward, lat. 43^ 39' long. 

On the i2th^ light winds^ which continued 
all the morning with fnow and fleet. At twp 
|n the afternoon, both fliips ftood S. by W.

no ftrangers, as they gave us to underftand, that 
iron was. what ithey valued moft* We pbfcrved' 
likcwife |:hat their weapons were 'lieadedi with 
copper, and their arrowy . with iron, which they 
could obtain ;on}y from the Ruffians, or from 
trade with the Hudfon*s Bay Company. 'Though 
they declined coming on boards they'Wi^ra ne- 
verthelefs very civiJ, and when they took their 
leave, faluted us with a war-fong. We were now 
fo far advanced to the northward and eaftward 
as to have reached that void fpace in our maps, 
which is marked as: a country unknown^ . 

Early in the morning of the 30th the boats 
were armed and manned, and both Captains 
proceeded to examine the found, in order to find 
a convenient place to refit the fhips, which had 
fufFered materially in the violent gales, which for 
the laft twenty days they had been combating, 
at the hazard of being hourly daflied to pieces 
upon the rocks, or ftranded upon the fands. 

In their progrefs they were fortunate enough 
to difcover a cove, the moft convenient that 
could be wiflied j thp entrance of which was 
about two cables'iength, bounded by high land 
on each fide, and fiirmlhcd with wood and water 
(now much wanted) fo convenieiitly fituated,

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that both could be taken on board. at kfs tb^i) ^^

fliips properly moored^ owing to ths.UKertaintyi 

. of .the weather^ and the violent ^g^ftt towbicb 
this coaft is. fuhyefb. AIL this .whale, the Indians' 
behaved peaceably^ and apparently. with,HiiicIv 
friendfliip. They' brought^ aEoer a fiiort ac- 
cjuaintanoe, a great. vatietjir.o£' valuable « fkin% 
fiich as beaver^ fbxes^ racoons^. fijuirrelS) reiii>- 
deer, be^rs^ aqd ieveral othersy mth which we 
were, but little acquainted, but what they chiefif 
defired in exchange, were cutlery wares o£ all 
forts, edge-toblsy copper, pewtcr> . iron,, brais,. 
or. any kind : of. metal, with the ufe of which 
they were not unacquainted. All our peopk 
were now employed in the. neceflary repairs of 
thefhipsy and in cutting wood and gj^tting water 
onboard) while the gentkmen diverted thence 
ielves in fhooting and botanizing^ 

On the I ft of April, about four in the evenT 
ing, there entered the cove a Ia,rge canoe, ia 
which were 30 armed Indians, who,, on their 
firft appearance^ began a.war-fpng, and whea 

^they had fiaifhed,, took .to their paddles,, and 
fOwed rou^d the ihips^ having firft fbipt thepi- 
fdves of their cloathiog» except one man, whor 
ftood. upright in the veflcl,.dcUvering,an oration,^ 
of which not a man on .board could underftand 
a word. They paddled Douad'the (hips ievecaj^ 
times, as if led by curiofity, bui^ did notour 

to 


to thokft any of tlie ^orkmela, - nor did they 
bflFer to.trade. Ail hands were inftantly ordered^ 
Und^ arms ; when thefe new Viikors were feen^ 
t^ clooth chem(el^%s> ad befoFe4 and to make 
towards the {hips. Th^ Orator m^de nqt the 
li^ he^atuon-, but mouni€d the fhip's fide^ md 
accQ^l^. the C^pt^in with' much civility^ and 
aft^r receiving., fooae preientSj^ and flopping a 
ILbcte- whkk to obfenre the a.tti6o^rs«» he took a. 
v^ ^Q\it0 l^ftve, defcend^d to his. boat^ and was. 
l^iaded oa the o|>po(ite fiiore of the Sound. 

Qi}fihts^9^l^t^ body of Indians were 
ieoft paddling ; along; the Sounds moftly armed 
widi Ijl^eafs from 20 ta go feet long, and with. 
Wws arid artoVvs very fteatly made. On their 
nearer ajsf^oach they too were heard to tunc 
Vj^ their- war-(bngk: and to brandifh their wear* 
pOBs,'. asi if in defiance of an enemy. Their 
miflnbei? was^ alarming^ there being not lefs thaa 
between 3 and 400 of them in their war canoes, 
wha we ap|>rehelided were come to attack us ; 
bat we afterwards, uftdesrftood they were come 
taaietad: a body of their enemies on the oppo* 
fite fhbri^ wfctsmi they rfterwards engaged, and 
rcfcuraiedl ¥i&OPioUB.r We were frequently, vi- 
fited' bfy- fych parties,' who Appeared always 
in arnis ; but never offered the Icaft violence. 
Ttrey- brooghti befides fkins^ great quanti- 
tiesf d- jBfev ' whh plefity of game, which we 
pui=^fed of' therti for giafs bowls, looking- 
^afles, nails, hatthcl^^ or whatever utenfik 
or u^s w*r* ehhfer ufefwl or ornamental. 
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The men were of an athletic make^ very rough 
"to appearance, but more civilized than from 
their afped there was reafon to expeft. To iron 
they gave the name of te-tum^mine, and to 
other metals 'che-a-pote« 

On the ^thy the water^ which was exceUent, 
was fo conveniently fituated, that by ereding a 
ftage, and conftruding a fpout, we could a>n- 
vey it into caiks in the fhip without farther 
trouble. This facilitated the labour of the' 
waterers, and fhortened our ftay, as wood was 
conveyed on board with very little nx>re trouble. 

On the 6th it blew a ftorm, and the tide came^ 
rolling in at an alarming rate y it prefently rofe 
eight or nine feet higher than ufual, and drifted 
feveral of our materials from the fhore, which 
we never could recover; and at nine in the 
morning the Difcovery drifted very near the 
Refolution, and very narrowly efcaped being 
bulged. 

On the 7th the artificers again refumed their 
labour. The natives continued their vifits, and 
beiides filh, furs, and venifon, brought bladders 
of oil, which were greedily purchafed by the 
men. With this they made fauce for their falt- 
fifli, and no butter ia England was ever thought 
half fb good. 

During our ftay here, which was but very 
ihort, owing to the time loft in making the land, 
^nd the advanced fcafon of the year, no people 
could be more obliging; they were ready to 
accompany the gentlemen, who delighted in 
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^looting, in their excurlions, and to Ihew them 
the different devices they made ufe of to catch 
and to kill their game; they fold them their 
mafks, their calls, and their gins, and made 
no fecret of their methods of curing the fkins, ' 
with which they carried on a traffic with occa^ 
fional vifitors ; in fhort, a more open and com^ 
municative people does not live under the fun. 
They have, belides fea-fowl in abundance, fwans, 
eagles, and a variety of other land-fowl, of 
which we had never feen the fpecies. Nor were 
their fifhermen more referved than their hunters; 
they pointed out the haunts of the different forts 
of fifh, ancl they were not averfe to helping their 
new acquaintance to compleat their lading, 
whenever they had been unfuccefsful in filling 
their boats. 

They had not hitherto difcovered any difpofi- 
tion to pilfer ; but on the loth day, after our 
arrival, feveral of them being on board, and our 
people having no fufpicion of their honefty, one 
of them watched his opportunity to flip into the 
great cabin, and carry off the Captain's watch; 
which being foon milled, all the Indians on 
board were feized, their boats fecured and 
learched ; and at length it was found hid in a 
box on board one of their canoes, which the 
offender delivered up without the leafl concern. 
This watch, had he been permitted to carry 
it o£f, he probably would have parted with to 
the firft failor he had met, for a Hngle nail. 
About the fame time another Indian made free 
with ^ boU fropi the armourer's forge ; but w^s 
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feen in the fy&, aodAncndeasKnir made,co m^ 
k from him^ but iye inftandy jumped ovcrr 
board, and gave k to Que of iiis compaotoiic^ 
who was making diif with k^r^tU fyeod at wkb 
fmdU fiiot, which biKUighc *hin| 4>a(tk ; aod he 
furrendered k, 4)ut ^kh fuch it ifierceiwfe «»* 
prdSbd in hi$ c<>i;rt>tenanoe ^s fufficiesarly iadi- 
pated his intent. In a ^nonscnc, every iftdian ii^ 
the cave disappeared^ and in ieis fhon xh^ 
hours rriore than 900 of them ^ffanibkd in tiie 
found, and Mng ^ncloathed, {which ^s xkxn 
cuftorri when they mean to engage) 'began their 
war-forig, and approached the fhips.' We were 
in readincfs to give them a warni reception ^ bijc 
feeing our prepiaradons, and perhaps; *r\0t likmg 
qur cpuntpnance, they all laid dowft their ^arms, 
and putting on their clothes, came peaceably 
round Ihe ittiip, without offering the leaft i«oivi- 

|iiy. 

Being in great want of mails, moft of tho^ 
we brought out with us being Iprung, our car-, 
pcnters were fent into the woods to cut dowfi 
fuch trees as they fbouid find fit for their pur? 
pofe. 1 fiis they did without the kaft interrupt 
tion from any of the inhabitants. They found 
trees fronl 160 to 159 feet high, without a knot, 
and meafuring froni 40 to 60 feet in circumfe- 
rence. In thefe trees the eagles build their nefts. 
When they had cut dowa what bel^ futted their 
purpof^* the great difficulty was to bring thent 
to the more •* aqd \n this labour they w.ere affift- 
^d by the natives. It was nojy their fpripg, and 
the weather began to dange'for the better. 
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When we fifft ^arrived die thermometer was as 
low as 38 ij and ntow 

' Tiiis 20th day of April it 'is aE^htgh 4s S2 ^- 
grces. We have « prefent the full titoge of the 
^roods^ the fnow allmdted away^ and the rireis 
open. We foiuid plenty of ganie, find cucched

:April'22. This morning we were vifitcd by 
m iacge body of Indians, who had 4:ome from a 
giiest diftanoe with furs, and other articleis of. 
(trade. T hefe were warmly cloatbed with ckmks 
^ vakable furs^ thst reached down to their 
-ancles^ and among them was a ftately yooth, 
to whom die reft paid great re{pe€t. Him our 
Captam invited on board, w!iidi he at iirft de- 
id&ied ; but :af ter fliewing him fome axes, glals 
bowls, lookin^-glai^ and other articks that 
excited his curiofity^ , he fufFercd 'himfclf to be 
lianded into the fliip, where :be iftaid fottK 

time, admiring every thing he few. While 
l^hefe continued to tradei> it was remarked, that 
no other Indians came in fight; but they, had 
imrdly left the firip, when another body of In- 
dians appealed, more than dotibte the number 
'of the former, who hemmed Chem all into the 
cove, and ftript fbem of every thing they h^d 
^bdut them, and then came and traided witk us. 
On che 26cfo, having fini^ed ctie repairs of 
«he Ibips, we began to prepare for our depar- 
ture ; the tents were ordered to be brought on 
board, the ateonomcrs obfervatory, and what 
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live-ftock we had yet left; and as the lad fo^* 
vice to be performed, we cut g^afs for their 
fubfiftence, which we were fortunate enough to 
Qnd in plenty, and cq have a pretty good time 
to qiake ic into hay. We alfo, . by the affiftanee 
of Mr« NclfpiH whofe bufinefs^ as has already 
been obferved, was to colledt the vegetable 
and other curious produdlions of the countries 
l^hfQUgh which we pafied, were enabled to ftock 
ourfelves with a large prapovtion of culinary 
plants, which was of infinite fervice to us in 
jOur more northerly progrefs. And now hav- 
ing a^ things in readinefs, we began to tow out 
of the cove into thefoqnd, to which Capt. Cook 
gave the name of K. George's Sound, and with a 
light breeze and clear weather to proceed on our 
voyage : but we had fcarce reached the found, 
when a violent gufl from £. S. £. threw us into 
the utmoft confufion. All our boats were out, 
our. decks full 6f lumber, and night coming on 
dark and foggy, oyr danger was equal to any 
we had hither^Q met with in the courfe of the 
voyage, though an efpeci^l Providence feemed 
td attend us, and to interpofe in our favour; 
for by this ftorm a leak was difcovered in the 
K^folution, \fhich, h^d it been calm weather, 
would probably have proycd fatal to the crew. 
Having cleared the found, we 5iaped our courfe, 
to the weftward, and fo continued till day-light, 
when, feeing nothing of the Relolution, we 
(hortfned fail; and before nQon ihe c^me in 
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fight) feemingly in diftrefs. The ftorm conti** 
nuing, we purfued our courfe to the north-weA^ 
ward) till 

May f ^ when the weather became fair, and 
vfc proceeded with a pleafant breeze. Beii^ 
now at leifure to recoiled): what obfervations oc- 
ctirred at the harbour we have juft left, the curi- 
ous reader will not be difpleafed with a Ihort 
relation. When wd firft arrived in the found, 
the rough countenance of the men ieemed to 
promife no very agreeable cntettainment during 
our ftay ; but when they faw our diftrefe, and 
that we only meant to repair our Ihips, fo far 
from giving us any difturbance, they gave us 
every affiftance in their power. They fupplied 
ps regulafly with fifli •, and, when they found 
that our men liked their oil, they brought it in 
bladders, and exchanged it for whatever they 
vere plpafed to give in retqrn. They difcoyered 
no propenfity to thjeve, till they found we were 
preparing to dppart, and then they were fo co- 
vetous of Qur goods, that they could not refifl: 
the temptation, when a fair opportunity offered, 
to carry off whatever fell in their way. 

The cpvp, in which we anchored, we found 
to lie in 49 deg, 33 m}n. N. and in 233 deg. 
16 min. E. but whether the Ruffian difcove- 
ries had reached fo far, we could not be able 
to determine } that the inhibitants wer^ no 
llrangers to the ufe of iron and other metals 
*as, as has already been ohferved, vifible on

^ad in one of their canoes^ and anns and 4inibs 
in another ; ^t that filb, ^nd the fleih of the 
laainials they catch in imnting are die principal 
f>art of -then: food, is iiot to be xioubced. Their 
j>r6ad is made from the loes of fiib, but in wliat 
.ilQSinner they prepared it^ we could tiet leam j 
(their fauces chiefly fea-blubber or oil. We faw 
none of their hogfes near the ihore, by which 
it Ihould feem that their winters are fevere, 
and that they chufe the recefles of the woods, 
for ihelter as well as fafety. The few hoitfes we 
faw were all built of wood", and hung round with 
dried fifh^ and Ikins of various animals. They 
have different mafks for di^rent purpofesj fome 
they piJt on when they go to ^ar, -which are 
really frightful y fonrrethat cover their whole bo- 
dies, and give them the appearance of the ani- 
inalsthcy are in purfuit bf, wbofe cries, while 
they are young, tbey are tatight to imitate-, they 
have decoys excellently adapted for entrapping 
both fi(h and fowl j and they have fnares like- 
wife for fnaring wild bcafts, and contrivances for 
killing and curing them as foon asthey arecatch'd.

%htit chief diftinftion. Theif heads were bound 
round with fillets, decorated with feathers, 
which add$ Jfb ftriking a grace to the human fi* ^ 

gure, that almoft every nation in the known 
world have agreed in making plumes of jfea- 
tilers a part of their warriors uniform. Their 
weapons of war were fpcars from 20 to 30 feet 
long ; their bows abo^Jt three feet and a half 5 J 

their arrows two feet, pointed with bone or flint, . 
fome few with iron : but thev had one horrid 
^eapon peculiar to themfelves, refembling a '

man'« head with hair ; it had eyes and nofe, buf 
where the tfiouth fhould be, a (harp piece of 
bone or flint about fix inches long was firmly 
morticed and cemented ; in the neck part was 
a hole, through which they pafled a ftrong cord, 
and faftened it to the right arm ; this we faw 
none of the warriors without ; many of them 
had befides, a knife about twelve inches long, 
of whicH they were very choice. We faw no 
mufical inftrument among them ; but fome had 
mufical voices, and feemed fond of dancing and 
tumbling in a bearifh way. Their canoes were 
of an uncommoa length, many of them from 
30 to 40 yards long, made of the main body 
of one of their enormous trees, of which we 
have already fpoken 5 their breadth from four 
to five feet over in the middle, and gradually 
narrowing, like all others to both ends, but th^ 
ftem much higher than the ftern. They were 
ftrengthencd by bars of wood, or flretcbers, 
placed acrofs at certain diftanccs, and were row*^ 
cd by paddles about fix feet long, fwelling from 
the middle, but fharp at the lower ends. Some 
of thofe canoes were roughly carved and painted 
with the figures 'of the fun, moon, and ftars, 
probably the objeds of their worfhip j but 
what was remarkable, they had no Qut-rigger$ 
to prevent their overfetting, like thofe of the 
fouihern ifles. 

The women are much more delicate than the 
men, and drefs in cloaks curioufly woven with 
the hair of wild beafts, intermixed with the 
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moft beautiful furs. Wc faw but few df them 
during our ftay, and thofe] who came in fight 
were rather in years 5 they were, however, much 
fairer than the itieii ; and even fairer than many 
of the men we had on board. Their employ- 
ment feems chiefly confined at home. We faw 
none of them employed in fifliing ; nor did we 
nKet any of them in the woods. Befides. the 

care of their children, and the manufadluring 
and. making the cloathing, they piay probably 
a/nft in curing and preparing the (kins, with 
which thefe pecusle cercaioly carry on a. traffic 
with Grangers ; though of that trade, for want 
of underflanding their language, we could not 
fuf]^cieatly inforni ourfelves. Be that as it may, 
when we left the harbour, we had more than 
300 beaver fkins ,09 board, befides other lefs 
valuable fkins, (^ foxes, racoons, wolves, bears, 
deer, and feveral other wild animals ; for do^s 
excepted, we faw no other domeftic creatures 
about them. 

On May the i ft, in the morning, the weather 
being fine, we fpoke with the Refolution, who 
informed us of the danger they were in of foun- 
dering in the late gale, by a leak, which increafed 
fo; iaft upon them, that it baffled the utmoft 
efiorts of all the hands they had on board, gain« 
ing upon them confiderably, though every man 
in the fliip, even to the Captain, took it in turn 
tQ work at the pumps i but what was aftonifh- 
if^gy it had now ftopt of itfelf, without the

Qt\tbe i 2th we hauled up to double.the cap^^ 
atdi.faw the land trending; vej(}{ mucli to then 
northward,. Ab^ 3>. A. M. yyre. tacked, ftecr- 
ij3^ N, N. W* an^ at nine, in the; mornings 
opened a larg^ ftr^i^i the gnorancq of which ap^r 
pcarbd to be abopt £mt mifcfi-; About four ia 
tteaftcrnoon we entered, thie iinowth of the ftrait, 
and met a ftrcmg , current that fet^tQ the fouth- 
ward to oppofe our progref$; having a ftiBr 
breeze^ and the: wind. n>uch in our favour, we 
with difficulty ftenimed. the tide, and before fix 
in the evenings • the. Refolutton opened a clofo 
harbour* or bay, that trended to the^ eaft ward, 
rQund a bluff point of high land^ land, was foon 
followed by the. Difcovery. Here both ihips 
caft:^ anchor clofe li^der the lee of the land, 

which 
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which we had fcarcc accompHihed, befofe tht 
boats were ordered out^ and ibme, eager ta 
haul the feine, and others to go a (hooting, were 
impatient to begin^ when unexpe&ediy they 
were alarmed by four canoes, la which were 
between 20 and 30 Indians riot itiord than twa 
miles diftant^ and rowing with all tbeif linght 
towards the boats, who not being prepared fof 
fuch an attack, made the beft of their way back 
to the fliips. As the Indians neared the boats, 
they began their war-fong^ as their cuftom is^ 
and brandilhing their arms^ denounced defiance ; 
but by this time other boats armed from the 
Ihips, had joined the (portfmen, who were 
BOW fo near the fhips as to be out of danger^ 
The Indians had then time to cooU they re^ 
treatefd to the oppofite fide of the harbour, and 
in a very little time returned, with a white cloakt 
diiplayed as a fignal of peace, which was' 
anfwered by a white flag; and then they came 
on board without the leaft ceremony. Their fea- 
uires, fize and colour differed little from thofe 
wc had juft left in George's Sound 5 but they 
had a flit between their lower lip and chinr 
through which they could put their tongue^ 
that gave them the appearaiice of having a dou-* 
ble mouth. Add to this, the ornaments thef 
wore in their nofes and ears, of tin and cop- 
per, and no figures upon earth could be more 
grotefque. However, they behaved civillyg 
'and it being near night they took their leave, 
promifing to vifit us again in the morning, 

which 
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ifhkh they accordingly .di<i, bfingiiig with.thcrrt 
the very farxic forts o£ fkins^ wbkh, we had pffv-^ 
chafed of the Indians, at dur foYcner harbotaf^

Th«y hadrfome inftrumefhts for fifliing^ which 
we did riolc obicrve among the mc^re fo^trh^tly 
Indiansv fuch as harpoons^ and gigs» . all? of 
i^rhkjh dity were .^ery ready to paft with, as weU 
aer thdr ck>^hi»g9 of whachy though raluable t(i 
fisi» A^/ttiade butlilklfe ad^oonti Thfefe Were 
thkSf' purchafed by the '4aifor^, Who f6Un4 
fhcfii Wafrnlicr, and better axi'dpc*d td the cliniate 
than any 6f theit otfhW^ ^Foatbing. Th*f had 
fpea^s alfo, and ktrtceis' heidfid^ With ii^oh^ ':Vefy 
nSattly rtianufaftuiKfd, ant^ knivev HhM Mf 
Kept as^ Bright as filvirV but thtfe they reftifed to 
exch'aAgefor aiiy thirigi«ry#^^ 

Ih tftie^ morhingl ^ ^hc r3th,. we weighed 
andpuifued ourc6uiift tbthe rtort%wafd ujJ ch6 
ftfait an day, -vM^ thfe pileafirig hope of having 
fouiid the paflTa^- of whidh we wert itf fearch. 
Ivt o\xt S^ray we paffed fe^^eral vefy finti rivers 
that impfifetf their waters into that Which we were 
ttbW 6xplbring. Abbur fbtir in the afternoon, 
iH cfarrie* to an attchof in 18 fathbm vrfatef, 
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and were furrounded with Indians who came to 
trade. Here, being fafely moored jufli oppo* 
fice to a fmall rivulet of excellent water, the 
boats were ordered out to fill the empty cafks, 
and the carpenters from both (hips were fet to 
work to find out the leak in the Refolutioa ; and 
after a moft painful fearch, a hole was disco- 
vered in the (hip's fide, eaten quite through by 
the rats -, which, by the working of the Ihip 
in the ftorm, had providentially filled with rub- 
bifli, and thereby prevented her foundering. 

On the 14th, while we were employed on 
this neccffary fervice, we were vifited by crouds 
of Indians, perfuading us to proceed ; but our 
pinnace being ordered out, with boats to attend 
her, in order to examine the ftrait, it was found 
to be only an inlet, through which there was no 
pafiage for (hips to any other fea. lat. 60. 53^ 

To our great difappointment, therefore, after 
continuing here eight days, during which time 
every part of the found had been .examined, 
and the country for feveral miles round recon- 
noitred, we took leave of this found (tt> which 
Capt. Cook gave the name of Sandwich's found) 
to the great joy of the ihips companies, who 
with working the fliips up one day and down 
another, as wind and tide ferved, were al« 
moft worn down with hard labour, though none 
were fick, nor did any accident happen' to any, 
except to William Auftin, who unfortunately 
had his leg broke by lifting an anchor out of 
the bo^t to launch it overboard, and being en* 

tangled 
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tangled in the buoy-rope, went down with it in 
22 fathom water^ but. came up again without 
any other hurt, and was afterwards, by the care 
of the furgeon, perfeftly cured. 

On the 20th, having the weather fine and the 
wind fair, we returned to fea, not by the fame 
channel, but by one 20 miles more to the weft- 
ward than that by which we entered. Our courfe 
being S« W. by S, and S. W* along (hore, we 
faw land trend as far as S. by E. wry high, and 
covered with fnow, the fouthernmoft point 
diftant about ten or twelve leagues. 

Early on the 2 1 ft a ftorm came on, which obliged 
us to lay too with the (hip's head to the eaft ward ; 
but in the afternoon it abated, and about five 
we came up with the fouthernmoft point we had 
ieeh the day before, and opened on a fine bay, 
which trended full to the weftward, with very 
high land on both fides. We founded in 34 
fathom water, gravelly bottom ; then tacked and 
ftcered the whole night N, E. by E. 

In the morning of the 2'2d we tacked again, 
and ftood to the weftward, and ftill faw the land 
trend very much tp the fouthward, lat. 59. 07. 
long. 208. 26. 

On the 23d, the weather being clear and 

I pleafant, and there being little or no wind, the 

boats were ordered out, and all hands were em^- 

ployed in filhing, except the gentlemen, who 

preferred the diverfion of ftiooting. 

On the 24,th a ftifF breeze fprung up, at- . 
tended with very heavy fqualls, with fnow and 
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rain, in which we carri^ away our main top* 
gallanc-maft in tbe flings, and received other 
damage in our fails and rigging. This day we 
paffed a deal of land to the weftward, which ^ 
appeared to us like iflands, liioftly very high; we 
continued fleering as the land trended, and exr 
amining every bay and inlet as we palled along, 
lat. 58. z6. 

On the 25th we altered our courfe, to N. by 
W. the main trending away to N^ £• high and 
niountainous. At noon we. paflcd fome large 
iflands, bearing from W, S. W. to N. W. by 
W. but (bon loft fight of them in a grrat 
fog. 

On the 26tlH at 3 A. M. we perceived tbe 
Uind very high on both fides of us £. and W. 
andfawtwo very high burning mountains at a 
confiderable diftance. We kept fteering to the 
northward,, ^s we faw no land a-head, by r^afon 
oif a great fog ; but as foon as tbe fog cleared up» 
we found ourielves in the entrance of a vaft 
river, fuppofed to be about four rnile^ over, 

with a ftrong current fetting to the fouthward. 
lat. 59. 08. 

On^the 17th we found the river to widen as 
we advanced, and the land to flatten. We con* 
tinued under an eafy fail all day and the fbl- . 
lowing night, founding as we advanced froin 
30 to 40 fathom, flielly bottom and white fand; 
We were once more flattered with having found 
the paflage, of which wc Mrere in purfuit,^ being 
now in the latitude of 60 deg^rees north* 

On 
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On the 2ftth, in eke morning, w« Sounded u 
24 fsfhotii, the p6q drill fetting *^i^hg to tte 
Ibuth^rd at the rate of five and fik knots 
an hour; but the wind dying awsty, thefign$l 
was itiade for caHring anchor^ when both (hips 
oune to in 26 fathom water ; but the Refdution 
expe&ing' to come tb with her finall ftream 
anchor, let the wlioie run out> and' loft both an- 
chor and haufer, befides the fhip's : grapnel in 
looking for it. About 8 at night, the fignal 
was made to weigh and. fail; but at t ten the 
current ran fo ftrong^ . that both fhips were a- 
gain obliged to cait anchor in 24 fathorn, bottom 
the fame as before. It was how light all night, 
and we could perceive the rivjer to make N.N, W. 
yery rapid, lat. 60. 05. - 

On the 29th we made fail with a frefli wind, 
and advanced apace, but on trying the water 
we found a great alteration from fait to frefh* 
This day we were, vifited )>y fev)eral Indi^K^^ 
who . brought ikins of wolves, foxes, fqvtkreU^ 
deer, and fomefew beaver, which they exchanged 
for trifles. In the nigl^t.weob^rv^dithey made 
lai^ fires ; but the fi^ipies from |he two buf n- 
ing mountains feemed tq darken their light* Wc 
were now clofe under^ .them, an4 the rowing 
they made was infinitely nu>Fe terrify ing than the 
moft tremendous thunder : They are of an im- 
menfe height, and rife in the form of fugar-loaves, 
and bore N. ^nd S. of each other, and are called 
by the natives, Ea-neb-kay. We found regu- 
lar foundings all tl^s d^i^y^ till f^eiung, into a 
largp wide extended bay, the water (h alio wed, 
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and we caft anchor in nine fathom water^ brown 
fand and (hells as before. H^re the boats wene 
ordered out, and after a fruiclefs fearch to ^n^ 
a pafiag)?, founding from two to four. fathoAi, 
with the water quite frelb, they returned in the 
morning, and were taken on board,. la the 
evening, they renewed their labour, founding to 
the north eaftward, as the day before they had 
founded in the oppolite direction. Here they 
difcovered a large river, the entrance of which 
'bore from the (hips N. £• by N. but found that 
it trended away to N. W. with high land on both 
(ides, and with foundings from 8 to 3 i fathom. 
This they examined for more than 20 miles« It 
^bounded with fi(h and fowl *, but though the 
land was high on both (ides mo(t part of the 
.way, they faw neither hou(e nor inhabitant* 
The water was fre(h, and the current rapid ; all 
hopes therefore of a communication with any 
other fea in this pa(rage vani(hed \ and the (hips 
returned to fea again by the fame channel. In 
the mean time, while the boats were foundings 
tL party of us with the two Capt^iris at our head, 
attended by a ferjeant's guard of marines, landed 
on the eallernmoft (hore, in order to take the di« 
verfiori of (hooting^ and to reconnoitre the coun^ 
try. We had proceeded more than four miles 
without feeing one inhabitant, and were going 
to fcour the woods for game, when a body of 
Indians, to the number of (ixty, ru(hed out of 
^n adpinihg thicket, all armed after their man- 
ppr with bows and fpcars j a fe^ of ox^v nia- 
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rines dilcharged thdr ' pieces over their heads, 
which inftantly ftopt their career i and they 
were retttating as rapidly as (hey came on, when 
Capt. Cook advancing fingly, grounded his 
piece, and made figns for them to halt One 
who feemed to have the command of the reft, 
turning fuddenly about, obferved his motions, 
^d underftood them ; and calling to the reft, 
they all ftopt, and, after a ihort confultation, 
laid down their arms, and ftripping themfelves 
quite naked, laid their cloaths down by them. 
This we underftood they did, to fliow that they 
had no arms concealed. We then advanced, 
and entered into a kind of dumb difcourfe, of 
which we coqld underftand enough to know that 
they wanted us to accompany them to their town, 
which we very readily did 5 they very deliberately^ 
put on their cloaths, and then fhewcd us the 
way. 

When we arrived we found a number of 
wretched huts, with women and children, old 
men and dogs, who, at firft fight of us, were 
more frightened than their mafter^, hanging 
their tails, and fneaking away. One of thefe 
Capt. Cook purchaied. Thefe huts confifted 
of nothing but long poles, rudely conftrudted 
into the form of a hovel, and covered over with 
heathy earth. Eor a door, they had a hole juft 
large enough to creep in at, which, in cold 
weather, they clofc with a kind of faggot. 
Their inner apartments were holes or pits dug 
in the earth, and divided like ftalls.. in a ftable.

if^omen wear Grnanicrite of ivory, beads, or trahf-

ibout an* ihch knd ' a hilf idbj^^. having another 
pf equal leftgiK^ ' which tfiey pafs <5rpft a l^ilfe 
mouthjuftaboVTCthe chin*; * Tb'fh^fe the^'ffriii^ 
thclir ofn^rpenti, as in the figure annexed :' and 
in this con{;fts their pridcf. * Having 'gratified 
our curiofityj'we returned to our ftiips •, and hav- 
ing nothing farther to detain us. 

On the iftof June, in the afternoon, we fet 
fail. We were now in lat.' 6i deg/ 15 min. N. 
and in long. 209' deg, 55 niin. E. many leagues 
withiti land, arid it was not till the 6th that we 
cleared the channel. - - 

' The 4th, being hisMajefty's birth-day, wc 
kept as a day of rejoicing. . / . 

On the 5th we pafled the bumiog mountains, 
and the wind dying away, we caft anchor, and 
(hooting and fifhmg now took place of watch- 
ing and hard labour. While the cre^frs were 
purfuirig theif fport, two canoes approached the 
0iips, with more than forty ftrangers, who 
were diflfcrently cloathed from thofe Indians 
we had hitherto fcen in this latitude. They 
brought with them curiofities of various kinds 
and fhapes; alfo great quantities of (kins of 
feals, wolves, deer, black and white foxes, ra- 
coons, martins, fables, and fome few beavers, 
wiiich they themfelves had complc^tly manufac- 
pinftdj and wejre foon purehafed by thofe on 
Ijo^rd. The drefs of thefe men • were Ikins of 

birds. 
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birds, . with the feathers outwards, .very neatljT 
fewed, and reaching from the neck to the mid* 
leg. Under thefe they had a kind of troufers, 
which parted in the middle, and furrounded 
their thighs. Under their feet they had a coarfc 
coverbg that ferved for fhoes. All thefe, though 
the weather was cold, they parted with, and 
moft of them went naked from the (hips, mak-* 
ingligns for us to follow them, though it was 
not eafy to difcover from whence they came, nor 
where they were to go. 

The 6th, a breeze fprang up» and we cleared 
the ftrait, to the unfpeakable joy of the failors, 
who, during the whole time from our entrance 
till our return, worked with incredible labour^ 
anchoring and weighing as in the former found, 
juft as the winds and the tide afforded opportu- 
nity. During our pafiage we had frequent in- 
terviews with the natives, who, the nearer we 
approached the ihore, were, as we have obferved, 
better cloathed, and ihewed fome manufaftures 
of their own, and of other nations ; and were in 
pofTeflion of a greater variety qf ikiqs than thofe 
within land, which were itrong indications of a 
foreign trade^ but by what conveyance carried 
on, aU our endeavours at this time could not 
difcover. This day we paffed eight or nine 
fmall, but very high, iflands, furrounded with 
reefs of dangerous rocks, and by their dreary- 
appearance fccmed to be uninhabited. Part of 
this day our courfe was S. by E, i £• lat» 58. 
a 8. long. J07. I7t

On the 7th we ftood S. S« £. and about two 
P« M. we palled two very large Ulands^ that 

appeared green and fertile. ; ; / 

On the 8ch we continued this courfe with very 
little variation, till night, whe^ a: thicl^fog came 
on ; and we loft fight of the Refolutioji« This 
weather continued till . c 

The xoth, when the Refoluttoos in coafling 
along the main, ran foul of a dangerous reef^ 
that appeared juft above water clofe. under her 
lee bow. Her good fortune^ flill accompanied 
her, for (he {Lid off without damage. Lac §6^ 
44, long. 207. 53. 

On the I . th we were: alarmed by the cla(hing 
of the waves, as if fome great building was 
tumbling in, and looking round the (hip, we 
faw ourfelves involved among ihoals of feals 
and Tea-lions, who prefently fet up the moft 
frightful howlings ; at the fame time we obferved 
a large whale co pafs along, at which we fired a 
fwivel, but without effedl. We this day flood to 
the north-eail: as the land trended. 

On the 1 2th we flood N. £'. by £. and faw 
the land bear N. £. to a great diftance^ all the 
afternoon we flood S. and S. by W. 

On the 13th, at 2 P. M. we altered our 
courfe, and flood E. S. E. At eight o'clock 
we opened upon fome more land, the extreme 
eaflward point of which bore £. S. E. In the 
evening we flood S. 

On the 14th in the morning we faw the eafl- 
ward point diftant 7 or 8 leagues, lat.^ 56 deg. 
r^3 min. Ion. 205 deg. 16 min. We dircdcd our 
(OUrfe along Ihore. On 
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On the 1 5th, the weather hazy, we loft fight 
of land, (bunded, and found no ground at 100 
fathom* A ftorm came on, and both fliips 
ftood CO lea. - " • - 

On^ the i^h tt abated, the ^^ather clear, 
ftood W, S. W. wi^ a ftiflf breeze ; lat. at nootl 
by obfervation, §6. 24. long. 201. 17. 

'Or the i7ttv ftood in, and faw land trend 
S. i E. as far as the eye could carry. At nine 
in the morning we opened a large bay, the en- 
trance of which from S. W. to N. W. about 
diisee miles arer, but having a fine breeze in 
our favour, we continued along Ihore* We 
were now about two leagues diftaht from the 
fliore, which was covered with geefe, ducks, 
fliags, and fea-fowls innumerable. 

On the i8ch we coafted along fhore, and 
pafied many dangerous rocks and Ihoals, which 
we faw projed from the main into the fea to a 
great diftance. We were now in. lat. 55 deg;. 
26 min. long. 200 deg. 48. min. E, At two in 
the afternoon we palfed two large iflands to the 
fouthward of us, and about three had pailed all 
the land to the fouthward, \vhen, being within 
half a mile of the main, we obferved three canoes 
making towards us,, in which were fix Indians, 
When they came along fide, they made figns for 
us to drop our anchors, intimating, that the 
people on fliore would be glad to fee us ; at the 
fame time we thought we heard the report of a 
gun. Little notice, however, was taken of what 
paflcd. The people from the gang -way talked 

with 


with the men, one of whom madeTjgns for let-* 
ting down a rope, to which he tied a neat box, 
curioufly made Op With a fmall twinfe; fof which 
be would take nothing in return. The man 
who took it in looked upoa it as a great curio- 
fity, and, after the :|[ndians were gone, began to 
examine the contents, when a note was found in 
the infide, which was immediately carried to 
the Capuin, anda/confultation was held on the 
quarter-deck to endeavour to d^cypherthe con« 
tents; but none on bo^d the Difcovery could 
make out a letter., The fbip .was; .then. bove-to^ 
three guns fired^ and a jack hoifted at the mail* 
head for flopping the Refolution* This beings 
obferred^ all on bp^rfd wexe (truck with fear for 
the fafety of the Difeovqry^ thinking that ibfne 
fatal difafter had : h^ppf^d, and that flie w#' 
going to the bottoiD.: . Thqir boat was iti&a»lf 
hoifted out, and Mr. WiUiamfoA, thii^d Lieu^ 
tenant, came ia ail hafte ta kajpn the catiftf» 
With bun aav QapodhfQmmtd^ aitd i^ekted 
what had happetied, arid ihewed Captaiilir Cook 
the note, who likewife held a conAiltation upon 
k, and it was handed from d«e quarter-ckck 
to the gang-way, where every n^n in the ihip 
m^t fee it, but not a man cfould make ou^ 
more than fomething like. Che dat^ ^77% of 
which they were* AOt clean We therefore cott«^ 
liofied our cotirfe akmgf the coaft as tJte land 
tatehded, but faw no opening,^ nor any inhabit^ 
ants. About midnight we faw a vaft flame 
; afcend 
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alcend from a burning mountain^ and obferved 
feyeral fires within land. Latitude by obferva-' 
tion 54 deg* 47 min* N* long. 197 dcg. 52 
xnin. E. 

On the 20th^ early in the morning, looking 
out a-head, we faw fbmething like a reef before 
us, and fired a gun for the Refolution to tack ^ 
happy that day4ight had enabled us to efcape 
the danger. 

On the 2 ill we fteered S, W. but at 8 A. M. 
finding the land to trend more to the fouthward, 
we altered our courfe to S. S. W. the extreme 
of the land in fight bearing W. by S. fcvcn or 
eight leagues, very high land, and much fnbw. 
About two in the afternoon we came again in 
fight of the two burning mountains which we 
had before feen, but at a great diftance, bearing 
N. W. by N. Our courfe during the night was 
S. S. W. During the courfe of this day^ the 
weather being fair, and but little wind, the men 
were employed in fifhing^ and ia lefs than foor 
hours caught more than three ton weight of cod 
and holy but, fome of the latter more than a loa 
pounds weight. 

On the 22d our men were employed in faking 
and barrelling up^ for future ufe, what the fiiip's 
company could not confume while frefh, which 
proved a moil acceptable fupply. All this day 
we kept our courfe S. W. by S. 

On the 23d in the evening we fhaped our 
courfe more to the wellward> the weather thick: 
and hazy. . 

On

On the 24th little wind and hazy. Saw no 
land ; but, looking over the fhip's fide» pbfenred 
the water to change colour to a milky white. 
Sounded, and^ found ground at 47 fathom* 
About 4 P. M. we faw two very high iflands 
bearing N. W* diftance about 5 leagues, a,nd 
could difcern the rhain land contiguous* We 
bore away under the lee of the wefternmoft, and 
continued fleering all night S. by £• 

On the 25th, in the morning we changed 
our courfe, fleering S. W. as the land trended^ 
At ten the fame morning we had a full view 
of the land, fbr many miles, but faw no figns 
of houfcs or inhabitants ; but doubdefs, tho* 
the country appeared rugged and barren, and 
in many places white with fnow, there wcrc 
many people in the inland parts. About 7 in 
the evening we could fee land at a great diftance, 
bearing due fouth, which had the appearance 
of a large ifland. Hitherto we had been ex- 
ploring the coafts of an unknown continent, 
unknown at leaft to our European geographers; 
though we Ihall fee by the fequel, that it was 
not wholly unexplored by the Afiatic Ruffians, 
Towards night, tho* it had been perfcflly clear 
all day, the air began to thicken, and by lo 
at night, the fog was fo thick that we could not 
fee the fliip^s length. We kept firing guns, 
burning falfe fires, and ftanding off land all 
night, as did the Refplution, and in the morn- 
ing of the 

26th, when the fog difperfed, we found our- 
fdvcs in a deep bay, furrounded by high lands, 

and 
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and almoft afliore und^r a high mbnntam, whkh 
we had not before difcerned. Both ihips in- 
ftatitly drapt anchor in 24 fathom watef, blue 
muddy bottom within two cables length of th6 
feore, aftd amoitg fiioals and breakers, froift 
which we mcA miracatouOy efcaped. For 
fomc time we flood in amazement how we cotrhi 
pafRhtf get into fuch a frightful fituation. But 
being in it, ftfr oor own fafety we moored both 
Ihips } and happy - it was we ufed that precau- 
tion 3 for a gale Came on, when our whole ex- 
Iftence dep^ded upoif the goodncfs of our ca\ 
bles. In the evening the boats wer<^ got out, am} 
the Captain with feveral other gentlemen went 
oflfliore; but mth great danger were hnded, 
as were likewife fome boats from botft fliips, to 
tut grafs for the Hve ftock that yet remained. 
They found the iftand green and plerfant, but 
6w no inhabitants. In their excurfion the gen- 
tlemen fhoc fwct eagles and feveral other birds 
ef different forts, and fobn returned on board 
tilefhips. Lat.'obf 53" gg'long. 193 16' E. 

Onthezyih, at S A. M. it ceafed, Wowing, 
And the weather began to cleir^ At 6 we 
Onm^oOred, and failed under dofe reefed top- 
fails-, direfting our courfe N. W. for' an open- 
ing we faw at about a league diftance", but at 
nine the wind dying away, we anchored again 
in 2j; fathom water, loamy fand^ It being a 
boats were ordered out, and 
rent again on fhore to examine 
lofely. In their fearch they 
like an Indian manfion, being 
a deep 
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j» deep pit fuqk in the earth, with fome poles 
placed acrofs it after their manner, and covered 
with fods, and a hole to creep into it about two 
feet fquare. , In it they foupd-the bones of dried 
filh, and of birds, ancjjiear it a place where there 
had been a fireij but all had the appearance of 
being long deferted. They aifo found the rib of a 
' ^hale, about eight feet long, which it was not 
eafy to account how it could come there. About 
noon the gentlemen returned on board, and a 
breeze fpringing up from the eaftward, wq 
weighed, and took leave of this dangerous bay, 
to which Captain Cook gave the name of Pro- 
vidence Bay, as it was owing to Providence that 
we were here miraculoufly preferved from perifli** 
ing. , We had pleafant weather all day, and the 
land high all round us. We founded all the 
afternoon from i8 to 36 fa,thom, moftly fandy 
bottom. In the evening we faw a large body of 
Indians towing a whale which they had ftruck, 
who were too bufy to mind us till late, when two 
canoes came along-fide and traded. We were 
furprized when they afked us for tobacco, and 
more fo when they fliewed us fome, together 
with fnufF in their boxes. As tobacco was a 
precious! commodity on board, we could fpare 
them little, but for that Iirt!e they were thank- 
ful, and departed. We paffed feveral iflands to 
the eaftward, very high and mountainous. 

On the 28th, in the morning, Mr. Nclfon, ac- 
companied by feveral other gentlemen, went on 
Ihore botanizing ; they found great variety of 

X plants 
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plants and flowers peculiar to the country, be-* 
fides others, with which we were all well ac- 
quainted, foch as primrofes, violets, currants, 
rafberries, juniper, and noany other northern 
fruits, which were now all in bloflbm. They 
found alfo a bird's neft, with five fmall eggs, 
iill» unlike a fparrow'sf After fomc ftay they 
came again on board, and the wind dying away, 
and the Refolution having got far a-head, our 
boats were employed in towing us, when a ftrong 
current meeting us right a-head, baffled their en- 
deavours. This current ran with fuch force that 
the Refolution, unable to ftem it, caft anchor, 
Mttd foon after was joined by the Difcovery. 
Here ieveral canoes came fi'om the land to trade, 
and made figns for more tobacco, of which our 
own men were in great want. About noon we 
opened on a fine harbour to the weftward of us ; 
but we were the whole afternoon in working up 
the Race, as it was called, from the rapidity of 
Its motion, and the ftrength with which it fet 
againfl us. Our firfl attempt to ftem it proved 
fruitlefs. We were driven as far back as the 
place from whence we fet out. On the tide's 
tUTiiing in our favour, we made a fecond attempt, 
and fiicceeded. About fix in the evening, we 
caft anchor in 1 2 fathom water, and foon after 
came to moorings. We were, in lefs than an 
hour, fiirrounded with more than thirty canoes, 
with rock fifii and dried falmon, which they ex- 
changed for beads, fmall nails, or any thing we 
offered them. They had likewifc fomc very 

pretty 
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pretty bafkcts of their own m^^king; with other 
utenfils, which plainly indicated a comrnQnicflH 
tioo with European traders. 

On the 29th^ the boats were employed irl 

watering the ihips, a-nd the fail-nnrakers, &ei 

began to overhaul the rigging, and all hands 

were employed in different repairs. In the 

mean time ieveral Indians hovered round the 

fhips with fifti ready drefledj which they pre* 

fented to any indifcriminateiy who would ac* 

cept them ; but would take nothing in return^ 

except tobacco or fnuff were oflfered them; nei^ 

ther did they offer to ftcal or take any the rrioft 

trifling thing away ; and what was remarkable, 

not a woman was to be feen, nor did any come 

near the Ihip during our ftay. Our Captain 

faking notice of two that feemed fuperior to thtt 

reft, he jinvited them on board, and with much 

intreaty prevailed on them to enter. He made 

them prefents of a few beads, apd two or three 

hands of tobacco each, for which they in the 

moft fubmiifive manner exprefTed their gratitude. 

All this while our botanift and his attendants 

were bufily employed^ and font plenty of celery 

and other wholefome herbs on board, as well for 

the ufe of the great cabin as for thofe of the 

fobordinate tables, down even to the loweft of the 

ihip's company. 

On the 30th both Captains landed, in order 
to furvey the ifland, and take a more accurate 
view of the harbour. Captain Cook intending 
to make this the place of rendezvous on his re* 
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turn : they met with fcvcral friendly Indians in 
their way, to whom they made prcfents. 

On the ift of July the fignal was given to un- 
moor ; but, the wind (hifting to N. N. E. Mr. 
Edgar, mafter of the Difcovery, accompanied 
by feveral other gentlemen, made a vifit to an 
Indian town, which they faw at the dUtance of 
five or fix miles, fituated . on the fide of a plea* 
fant little hill, that feemed tg command a view 
of the bay, and ^of a great extent of country 
around. At this town they arrived about ten in 
the morning, when a well-looking old man 
made them underftand that he was chief of the 
place. To him therefore they made their ad- 
drefles, by prefenting him with fome trifles, and 
a fmall hand of tobacco. By way of return, 
he made figns for the ftrangers to fit down; and 
when they were feated, he brought them fifli of 
various forts, dried and frefli, and fopie dried 
venifon -, which, however, they declined to tafte ; 
obfcrving, therefore, that the ftrangers wanted 
only to fatisfy their curiofity, he made figns for 
them to follow him •, leading them to every houfe, 
and, laft of all, to his own. Thefe houfes were 
no other than fquare caverns -dug in the ground, 
and latticed with rough poles, over which were 
laid fods of earth, leaving a fquare hole in the 
middle like a hatch-way, through which to enter* 
They delcend by means of a ladder, made by 
cutting notches in a beam, deep enough to re* " 
ceive the toes and the ball of the foot ; and by 
that ladder women and children, as well as men, 

run 
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run up and down like fo many rats, without 
fear of falling. The old Indian did not feem 
willing to j(hew the gentlemen the infide of tjbc 
houfes, nor were they over-folicitous to examine 
them. The fmdl, 'v^hen they looked down, 
was enough to fatisfy them. Thefe holes or 
houfes, if they may be fo called, were fomc of 
them forty feet long, thirty broad, and about 
twelve feet deep. In thefe they never burn fire, 
but kindle their fires at fome diftance, chiefly in 
the night, but for what reafon we could never 
learn. Hence it is, that failors are enaT^led to 
judge of the populoufnefs of a country by the 
number of thefe fires that are feen from the 
ihore. From the houfes the old Indian led them 
to the Iheds where they manufaftured their Ikins ; 
Ihewed them their manner of drefTing them, 
their ftore-lioufes, and inihort all their arts and 
artificers, their women only excepted, of whon? 
one only made her appearance, and ihe was old, 
and far from being inviting. About eight in the 
afternoon the gentlemen returned \ and however 
they might be furfeited with what they had feen, 
they fhcwed by the dinner they made that they 
had not loft their appetite. 

While Mr. Edgar, &c. was thus pleafing him* 
felf with one kind of amufement, Mr. Law, fur^ 
geon, was diverting himfclf with another. He 
went a hunting, and traced an old fox to her 
cover, where, after digging a confiderable way J* • 
he found feven young ones ; two of which he 
brought on board, and one of them lived a long 

time after, 
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On the 2d of July we cleared the harbour, 
to which Captain Cool^ g^xrc the name of Provi- 
dence Harbour^ in lat. 54 deg. iS min. but 
more of this hereafter. About noon we faw the 
land tread to S. S« £. we hauled up to E. N . E. 
aad continued all night in that courfe. 

On the 3d» at twq A. M* we wore Jhip» and 
9x>od to the fouthward till day*Ught, and thea 
talked, and fteered E. N. £. At fioon w^ faw 
the extr<cne of the land, bearing E. I S. 

On the 4thj at two A. M. we ftecred N. N. E* 
At ten founded at feventy fathom, blue mud, 
ihelly bottom, and making very little way, our 
men were employed in fifhing, aqd in lefs than 
four hours catched upwards of 800 weight of 
cod. At noon we had an obiervation, lat. 5^ 
dcg. 49 min. N. long* 155. 34. Courfe all night 
N.E. ' / 

On the 5th^ yft faw the land very low and 
even, trending away p the fouthward of the eait 
We were diftant frorn the northernmoft fliore^ 
tfcrce orfour leagues, and from this day we be* 
gan founding till pur arrival in watering harbour. 
This day all hands employed in fiihing ; and as 
our people were now put on ty^ro^thirds allows 
ance, what each catched he might cat or fell. 
Fortunate for them, fhey caught fome tons of 
fine filh, which proved a moft feafonable fupply ; 
for the ftip provifions, what with fait and mag- 
* gets eating into the beef and pork, and the rats 
and wcavils devouring the heart of the bread, 

\e one was Ikde better than putrid flefh, and 

the 
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the otl&er, upon breaking, would crumble into 
duft. At noon, this day, we dire&ed our courfe 
N. N« £. being now in tat g6 deg. 36 min. 
long, 196 deg. 59 min. per watch. 

On the 6th we continued the fame courfe^ 
and, founding, found ground at twelve fathom« 
We tacked, and ftood to the S. E. and, Ibund* 
ihg again, found ground at three fathoms and a 
half. We were now in Bhering^s Straits. Wc 
tacked inftantly, and ftood to the north, having 
had another providential efcape from running 
upon the rocks. We got out our boats, and 
founded from 7 to 5 f fathom, rocky bottom for 
eight or nine leagues to the northward. Lat. 
57. 04. long. 199. 40. We were now in a moft 
perilous and laborious navigation ; founding 
every d^y, and every day in danger of periflning on 
the rocks. 

On the 7th founded from twelve to four fa« 
thorn, hard bottom,^ with (hells. L.at. 57. 17. 
long. 200. o6. 

On the 8th founded from feven to twenty fa- 
thom I fmall (hells, with fand. Las. 57. 46. 
long. 201. 40. per watch. 

On the 9th a great fog ; lay by moft part of 
the day ; founded from fix to ten fathoms and ^ 
half; lat. by obfervation 58. 15. long. 201. 11. 

On the loth we had thunder, hail, and rain. 
The men almoft exhaqftcd with fatigue ^ found- 
ed from twelve to nine fathoms ^nd a half. 
Lat. 57. 58. long. 201. 19. 

The I ith we c^e in fight of land. The air 
clear and plealant; we ftcered N. W. by W. the 

X 4 weft- 
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weftward point of land in fight, bearing W. f N. 
This day the gentlemen from. both (hips diverted 
thepnlclves in ftiooting. At noon our Captain 
returned on board with thre(? fea-parrots, four 
pigeons,, federal gulls, teals, aqd (hags,, Thefc 
'parrots are in fize and (hape not unlike thofe o^i 
'land,, but web-footed, and their plumage diflfe- 
rent. Numbers of them were (hot, and brought 
to.England as ci^riofuies, , .The pigeons too arc 
much like tl^ofe pn land, but web-footed, and 
make ^ rpoft difagreeable cooing, much like the 
croaking of the fea-lion; founded from twelve 
to fix fathopi. I^at;. 5$. 1 1. long. 199. 50. 

On the 1 2th i;iot;bing material-, the day was 
ple^fanc, and we had a full view of the land, 
but faw. qeither tree; nor bu(h ; founded from 
feight to (ixtcen fathom. Latitude by obfervation 
58. 20. 

The 13th founded from eight to thirteen fa- 
thom. Lat. 58'. 13. long/tgS. 08. ' 

The 14th we coafted along (hore, N. N. W. 
and at three in the afternoon found ourlclves to 
the windward of the fouthward point, with a 
ftrong tide fetting tothe S. E. About foor a 
thick fog arofe, and being within two miles of 
the ftiore, catne to an anchor in ten fathom wa- 
ter, che'extreme point df land to the weftward, 
bearing Ns N. W. very high •, diftant between 
(ix and feven leagues. Sounded all day from 
ten to twelve fathom. Latitude by obfervation 
58. 20. long. 197. 51. 

The 15th, about ten in the morning, the 
weather clear and fine, wc came to an anchor- in 

feven teei>

fcventeen fathom water, lat. 58 dcg, 24 min. 
long, 197 deg. 04> mia. Here the cutters from 
both Ihips were manned^ and all the gentlemen 
went on fl)ore. We faw no other inhabitants 
but bears' and foxes, and fome wild deer ; we 
heard in the adjoining woods the howling^ and 
yellings of wolves and other wild beafts 5 but 
thought it neither fafe nor feafonable to purfuc 
them. After fpending the greateft part of the 
day in botanizing with Mr.Nelfon, we returned 
on board, leaving on the bluff part of a rock i, 
bottle behind us, in which were cnclofed fome 
blue and white beads, with a note of the Ihips 
names, the date when left, by whom, and on 
what expedition. ^ We found near the Ihore the 
horns of Jfome fea-monfters, from twenty to 
twenty-four inches long, nearly as thick as a 
man*s leg at the root, and tapering to a point, 
with a gradual fweep. Lat, 58. 24. long. i^y. 04. 
We were no fooncr returned than a breeze fprang 
up, when we weighed, and again made fail, with 
the fhips heads W. N. W. 

The 1 6th, the water (hallowed fo fall, that 
it was thought prudent to drop anchors again, 
^pd to fend the boats out with a compafs to 
examine the ftrait to a confiderable diftance a- 
hpad. in half an hour a gun was fired from the 
bqats, as a fignai not to procjeedj and the man at 
the maft-head faw land appear juft above water. 
This proved a barren fpot, not above an acre 
wide, with nothing but (hells and the bon^sof 
fifhes on it. The boats having founded from 

W. 
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W- to N. W. by N. from two tp one fathom 
and a half, returned', with their report, that nO 
paliage could be tpund in that direftion. From 
this day to the 20th the boats were continually 
ibuiidbg ib all directions amidfl the moft dread- 
ful tempeft of thunder, lightning, and hail, that 
ever blew \ but fuch was our danger,, that Capt. 
Cook himfelf fliared in all the labour 5 and what 
addcid to our misfortune, the Refolution parted 
her l:^ft bower within ten fathoms of the anchor, 
^nd it was wonderful that ihe was not wrecked* 
Lat* 58. 40. long. 196. 40. 

Oil the 17th all hands that could be fpared 
were employed ixk fweeping for the anchor^ but 
in vain s, being quite worn down with fatigue, 
they were forced to give over, and men from the 
Difcovery were ordered to fupply their places. 
Latitude by obferv^tion 58. 55*. long. 197. 04. 

Qn the i$th the anchor was recovered, when 
every officer on board both fbips was obliged to 
do the duty of common men. No pen can dc- 
fcribe our danger from the horrible fituation we 
were in. 

The 19th was wholly employed in founding, 
from eight to two fathom. Lat. ^g. 37. long. 

197- 17- 
On the 20th Captain Cook himfelf, in found* 

ing to the $• £. found a narrow channel, regu* 
lar foundings, from eight to ten fathom. Hope 
took place of defpair, and all hands returned to 
their labour with frefh fpirits. We preiently 
weighed, and purfued out courfe with a fine 

breeze* 
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breeze. The day continuing clear, at noon wc 
had an obfcrvation in lat. 59 dcg. 37 min. long. 
197 deg. 00. min. E. This day wc were v}0^ 
by fomc Indians, wlio had little to part with, 
except dried fifti, and bows and arrows. The 
only peculiarity we obferved was, that moft 9f 
them had their heads (haved clofe. They Teem- 
ed fondeft of Otaheite and other Indian clotb^ 
for which they would part with any thing. 

On the 21ft, about noon, both (hips brought 
to, the wind and current both uniting to oppofe 
our progrefs *, founded from twelve to five fa* 
thorns and a half, Lat. 59. 26. long, i^^. 18. 

O^ the 22d we were overjoyed, on founding, 
to find the fea deepen to forty fathom ; but, 
before night that Joy was much damped by a 
prodigious fall of fnow, of which it was with 
difficulty that the decks could be kept clear» 
tbough the watch was conllantly onployed in 
jhovelling it off during the night. Lat. 59, 11. 
Jong, 197. 14. courfe S. S. W. 

The 23d made fail, and fteered W. Lat. 58. ad. 

The 24th continued our courie W. by S. 

The 25th lay too moft of the day, by reafon 
pf the fog. Lat. 57. 43. long. 193, 

The 26th, when it began to cl^ar up^ 

On the 27 th we had clear weather, and rcgu* 
lar foundings, from twenty-feven to thirty fa- 
thom } black fand and fmaU iheUs. 

On the 28th founded all d^y from twenty- 
eight to thirty-threie fathoms 5 fandy bottom. 

On the 29th the man at the maft-head called 
aut land very high, diftance about two leagues 

right 
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right a-hcad. -We tacked, and ftood ofF. hong. 
189* 20. per watch. 

On the 30th we continued along-fliore, courie 
N. i E. founding from twenty-five to thirty-five 
fathom. Lat. 61. 14. long. 190. 10, 

The 31ft we were again alarmed with irregu- 
lar foundings, from ten to thirty fathom, but were 
ibon relieved, by the water deepening. Lat. 31. 
20. long. )88. 11. per watch. 
' Auguft the ift, the fea continued to deepen, 
but the land trending to the fouthward, obliged 
lis to change our courfe. We were now in lat, 
61 deg. 59 min. N. long. 189 deg. 47 min. E. 

On the 2d we again bore away N. W. all the 
morning, and at noon tacked to N. E. by N« 
Lat. 62. 13. long. 191. 33. 

The 3d, courfe all day N. N. E. This courfe 
we purfued, with a little variation to the eaft- 
ward, till the evening, when we faw land, bear- 
ing S. W. diftance feven or eight leagues. La- 
titude by obfervation 64. 04. long. 192. 10. 

The 4th at noon, founding from fifteen to 
ten fathom, we came again in fight of land, 
which bore from us W. to N. f E. At noQO 
Vre founded, and found only eight fathoms and a 
half. In the evening we came to an anchor in 
fifteen fathom. Lat. 64 44. long. 19a. 07. 

On the 5th, word was brought us from the 
Refolution of the death of Mr. Anderfon, the 
furgeon. His funeral was performed with the 
ufual fea-ceremonies v and our furgeon, Mr. 
Law, was appointed in his place ; and Mr. Sa- 
muel, furgeon's mate of the Refolution, fucceeded 

Mr. 
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Mr. Law. This day we came to in twelve fathom 
water, under the lee of a frnall but high ifland, 
in lat* 64. 4u long. 192. 14. to which Captain 
Cook gave the name of Sledge ifland, as- a 
fledge and the remains of an Indian town wtrc 
* found upon it 5 but no inhabitants. There were 
likewife found fome Indian fnow-(hoes« Mr, 
Nelfon^ and his aflS)ciates found great quantities 
of wild celecy, and a kind of wild fetch or chi- 
. chilling^ of which the Ihip's company made the 
proper ufe. 

Early on the 6th we weighedi and ftood W. 
by N, As we coafted along, fhore, feveral In- 
dians were feen on the oppofite fide of the ifland, 
who: were, to all appearance, preparing to pay 
us a vifit* We hove to s but, after waiting sat 
fcour, and none coming, we continued oar courfe. 
We foon , came again , into fliallpw water, and 
finding the land too near. us:from the weftern 
Ihore, we altered our courfe to N. N. W. 
founding from four to fix fathom water, fix 
leagues from the main land. We were now 
obliged to come to an anchor,- as a heavy fnow 
darkened the air and rendered our proceeding 
hazardous. Lat. 64. 44, long. 192. 42* 

On the 7th, judging ourfelves near the Ihore, 
though not in fight, we weighed and tacked ; 
and as the fog difperfed, we faw the land 
mountainous and rocky, with neither tree nor 
flirub in fight, but exhibiting the mod dreary 
profpedt that the mind of man can conceive. 
We therefore haften^d from this horrid fitua- 

tion. 
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tion» but ia* the oourfe of the day were under 
the.ncceffity of coming to an anchor three times '^ 
but id iMnching it the laft time^ we obferved 
the ftock of (HIT beft bower to be fpriing. Nck 
thing could eqqal our apprebenfionsl We ]m«- 
mediatel/madp fignaU, and acquainted the Cam- 
inodore with our diftrefs. Fortunately, the ftock 
of an unferviceable beft- bower hung over 
our fide^ which^ by the afliftatace of the carpen*- 
ters and fmiths of the Reiblution, added to am 
own, was in lefs than twenty-four haur$» though 
under every, difadvantage^ fubftituted in the 
room, of the other, and rendered perfeftly fa£r« 
4nd happy it v/as» for 

On the 8th we had a vioknt ftorm of hail^ 
sain and fnow^ which contmucd all the rnorn^ 
ing ; but the wind dying away about niocm, and 
she current fetdng to the N* £. W6 were drifted 
CO leeward clofe in fhore, under a very high 
traft of main famd^ and amcmg rocks and breaks 
ers. Both fliips inftahtly came too in 9 fathom 
water, the Reiblution with her beft^bower, with^ 
in two cables length of the . i)K>re, and tkc 
Difcovery with her coafting anchor. We were 
inftantly furrounded by the Indians v but a 
breeze fpringing up in our favour,, we quitted 
this perilous fituatipn; and feeing the land 
trend away to the N. W* we direfted our courle 
accordingly, till, having doubled thewcfterh- 
moll: point, we fleered agam to the eaftward, 
and continued that courfe the whole nighc. Lat. 
65.05. long. 191. 50*

On t}ie 9th abolK 2 A. M*^ wecaaie again to aa 
anchor, a fl:rong..cujrr^mifi^in ^ to 6 knots 
an hour feeding againft us ; but the. ihips pitch* 
ing bows ander^ and the water from the upper 
deck runnings as through a fieve^ to the lower 
deck, in Ids than half an hour, eVery thing, be^ 
tween decks was afloat ^ io that the poor mea 
had not a dry rig to put on. This, obliged us 
to weigh as fafii as pofiible ; but^ in our fittia«* 
cion, that was a wdrk of no iiiiiali labour and 
dillicuity, as at this time many of our hand% 
through faUgue^ and being conltafltly eaqpofed 
to the rain and fndw^ and in adapp fhip, wetici 
iU of colds, atteikded with flow fi^v^^rs, which 
rendered them incapable of duty« Out of 70 
han^s, o£Bcers included, we> cov^ld only ntuflx^ 
20 to die capftern. We l^ad with difficulty 
weighed oxkt ftliaU bpwer, and had tnade two 
unfuccefsful attempts at the fheet anchor, whea 
the Refohition left us^ making all the fail flic 
could carry, to furmount the current. We were 
now in the utmofl:diftrer&; but by contriving 
ieveral additional purchafes we at laft fuccceded, 
with the misfortune) however^ of having two of 
our ableil hands wounded $ and it was next to a 
miracle that tione were killed. The Refolutioa 
was now out of fight, but, judging our di&re£^ 
fhe lay to amidft a clufter of iflands, of which 
we told no leis than feven, very fmall but veqp 
high. As Iboh ^ we came in fight, (he made 
fail, and we followed with all the iail we could 

crowd 
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crowd tin about midnight, wiien we were fur«- 
{Mrifed by a fudden fquall, which fplit our main 
top-fail> and (hi^ered our jib to ribbons^ it 
was, however, of ihort continuance. Lat. 6 5. 45. 
bng. 190*39- 

On the 1 otb, we had fine weather and a caln^ 
iea, and ^ere proceeding at a great rate> our 
courfeW. I S. when, unexpe&edly we. open-- 
td into a deep bay, where we faw at the 
^ftance of a few leagues, a large Indian town, 
of which, probably, our Commodore was ia 
learch, as the Ruffians, in their late diifeoveries, 
iiad found a town, to which they had given the 
name of Elaikah, and had laid the fame dowa 
upon the extremity of the Afiatic coaft; but 
which we have fince found to be on the 
main continent bf America. Here we cad 
anchor in 13 fathom water, lat. obC 65. zy. long. 
i85. 30. £• per watch. And both Captains, at^ 
tended by a proper guard went on fliore, 
and were met by an old Indian, at the head of 
a numerous body of his countrymen, all drefled 
in the fkins of divers kinds of beafts, but chief- 
ly foxes and fables. The old chief (for To he 
appeared to be) had in his right hand a fpear 12 
feet long, which they obferved from the boats 
was headed with iron, and over his left Ihoulder 
bung his bow and ihaft of arrows. He addrefr^ 
fed the ftrangers in a fpeech of half an hour, at 
the conclufion of which he difplayed a cloak of 
white feathers, as a fignal of peace, which Capt.

fmall looking-glaffes,' which were fduhd more 
Acceptable here than iron^ or iliore coftly mer- 
tharidize,^ With which thfe Indian wals To pleafedi 
lliat he ftripped himfelf of the garment' whicK 
he \^Qvti arid preifented' it with his weapons of 
War, to the Gaptaui in returri,^ makihg Tighs at 
the fanlc tinie tb the ftfarigers to accompany hinf 
to the towrt,' ihtiniating that we fhould theref 
meet with things fribfc worthy bur acceptance! 
This iriVitaition both Gatptairis^ with their traihj 
aceeptedi and,- after walking little rhore thari 
two milesj we caime i6 the town, of which the 
bid Indian a|)ptared to be thief. At this towrt 
^e trafficked for cloaks ^hd caps, with furs' 
bf vafiovii foft% fables^' martini^- foxes, beaver^ 
and fome deer-fkins^ dreffed in S particular 
; rnanher, 6n both fides^ two c^ ^HJch we pur- 
^hafed f'or drOm-heads. We j^urch^fed KkeWifd 
lonie of fheir weapons of \v^r, fuch as bov^s and 
arrows, their arrows Ihod nVoftly With bofi^ of 
flint, fjpears,' lances, a'nd feveral implertients 
for fifhing. They had dbgs in abundance of i 
large breed, but we fa\^n6 other domettic, ani- 
mal, ^hcir hbufes, or rather holes,^ Were builfe 

Tf iHucK 
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much like thofc we had feen all along the coada^ 
Aficr ftaying about two hours, the company 
returned to the (hips, the Indians accompanying 
us to the (hore,. where they took their leavcy 
kneeling when we parted. We were no fooncr 
embarked, than the lignal was made*to weighs 
and get under way, fliaping puc courfe N* N-. E. 
and N. E. by N. 

On (he 1 1 th we pafled fcveral large IlTands to. ' 
the e^Award af us, and at the fame time left 
the ^treme point of the northern capeof Afia,: 
w!>ich wefaw trend away to the W. by S. as far 
ay the eye could carry, moftly high land,^ bar- 
ttn and covered with fnow. We then bore 
l|way to the north-eaft,. founding from 5 to 6 fa- 
thorn ; and about 3 P. M. finding the fea to 
change of a milky colour,, and at the jlame time 
to fh allow very faft, we came too in 7 fathom: 
water, and fent the boats out to found, wha 
foon returned, finding the fea to deepen as they 
proceeded. We then got under way, ftanding all 
night Nv one half W. paffing in the night feveral 
large fea cows and other feamonfters, Lat. 66. 
65. long, 190. I o#. 

Qtt the 1 2th we altered our courfe, and ftood' 
tc> the N. W. till noon, when both Ihips tacked^ 
and ftood E. leaving two very fmall iflands on- 
our ftarboard bow. In the evening we croffccj: 
the ardic circle, and ftood all night W. by S^ 
66.35. long. 185. 39. 

In the morning of the 13th we ftood oncc: 
more to the eaftward* We were now in lat. 66.^ 
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40. and from 20 to 40 fathom water^ the wcatheif 
warm and fine. . We altered our courfe and 
fleered all night N. N. E-f 

On the 14th ift the morning, we hauled our 
wind and ftood with the fhip/s head to the N* E* 
About S in the afternoon we came in fight of 
land, diftance about 5 or 6 leagues, very high^' 
woody, and covered with fnow ; we ftood in for 
land^ but finding the coaft rugged, and the 
water fhoal, we ftood again W. S. W. and con- 
tinued that courfe the whole night* Lat. 6j. zj* 
long. 191/40. s 

On the 15th, firtdlng ourfelves attacked by ai 
keavy ftorm of wind, attended with rain, we 
bore away N* W^ by W. and continued that 
courfe till the evening, when we fhortened fail 
and ftood to the fouthward* Lat, obf. 68. 23* 
long. 152. 37. • 

On the 1 6th at hbori we fburid ourfekes irt 
lat. 69 deg. 46 min. Idftg. 192 E* \Ve thert 
ftood from N. N. E* to N. E. founding from 
22 to 23 fathom water* Lat. 69. 46. long. 192^ 
On the 17th the weather began to groW pierce- 
irig cold. The froft fet in, and froze fo hard 
that the rurinirig rigging was fobn loaded witli 
ice, and rendei'ed almoft impOflible to make 
the fneafs or blocks traverfe without the afllft-* 
ance of fix men to do the Work of one. But whatS 
Was nrtoft remarkable was the fudden tranfitibrt 
from heat to fuch fevere cold. The day before 
was warm and pleafant, but in the evening of 
this day the ice was feen hanging at our hair^ 
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our no(es, and even at the men's fingers end^^ 
if they did buc ei^fe them to the air for five 
or fix minutes r and (till the farther they rat^ 
ft the ea^ardy^ the colder it grew^. and the ice 
the more conncded^ About t in the afternoons 
vTe found ouf&lves* furrounded with l^arge float-- 
ing ifbindS' of ice^ which^ like ctouds in the: 
iicy, were continually varying their appearances 5, 
But the farther wc ran to the caftward, the dofer 
the iec became compaftcd,^ As the weather* 
was now clear,^ though piercing cold; we could^^ 
fee the ice extending on every fide E^ and W,. 
as far as the eye coold carry. We ftood to^the^ 
ijorthwardy and being embayed, we obferved* 
^' large ifland floating, with the tide towards us^ 
'♦hereon w^ fuppofcd to- refl greAt numbers oP 
fta-monftfers; Being appreheiirivc of danger^ 
fhe fignal was*made for tacking* ' We kept ofi& 
4hd on all ftight. Lat. 70, 32; loiig. 197- - 

On the i8th,:hot viftuals frpze while we-werd- 
ai ti^We ; artd this weather continued for fome 
f&me^ days. Being now- well in "with the ice, and^ 

having^loft (rght of land, we kept- working ta^ 
the weftWafd. At noon a^reat fog , came on, but' 
foon clearing up^ the ibji made his appearance,^- 
and we had an obfervationi. by which we found-* 
we were in lat, 76. 54^ long. 198^ 17. Abouc^ 
eight at night it blew agalcyowith heavy fhow3;> 
wc fhortcncd faili and ftood to-?he foathward. 

The 19th, when looking round in the morn-f 
ing, as foon as the fog cleared away, we faw^' 
libtbing but fields of ic^ covered over with whole' 


!!ierds of fea-lion^ fed-koHes> and ocber amphi^ 
>bious animals, to thie number^ as \t was though^ 
offome thoulands. Thus iUrPQunded, a fignai 
:was made from theilefblucfon to bring tooy. and 
^o load the great guns, while the bo^t^ w^e;get:r 
rting ready to attack 4;hefe hidcfafus IpoUiag c«Era9 
tures with muflcetsf. This, by the fi^lors from 
:'bDth Ikips, waia accounted fport^f aod they went 
to'^he attack with as mi»Qh alacrity as if to 4 
match at foot-^balU Orders were given, as foon 
^ thiB great gqn^ werer difcha^ged, to qiii^^kei* 
"the attack with the nauiketry as rfaft as poflible^ 
Jn afew minutes i>ot a creature -was^ to' be feen 
4jpon the ice but fuch a$ were kijlec^ Qt {q 
ffeverely wounded as not to be abletoci^wl tQ 
the open fea« 'Some jay growling on the ice 
hot quite dead, with two gr. three balls through 
their heads, and othprs tumbling:abQUt with hor- 
.rible vindidtive looks, threatening deftruftion to 
Avhoever fhould approach them. Tfacfe mon* 
4lers, when at their growth, are in length frbm 
the head to the hindmoft fin from eleven to 
twelve feet ; round the belly from twenty ^o 
jtwenty-:fix ieet. Four long ftiff iins ;ferve them 
•for feet, with which they crawl or ilide upon tha 
ice, and movfi with wonderful agility ; two large 
tufks, at the ^iftance of 7 or 4 inches apart, 
^projedt from ,the noftrils, in length from twenty 
inches to two feet four, thick .at the root, and 
jiapering to a pointy their forehead refembles 
ihat of a bull. They have whifkers on each fide 
4hc mouth, about ftx inches Jong, as \fti#as a 
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knitting-needle, with which they raifc them* 
felves upon the ice* Their eyes are fmall. They 
have no teeth; nor have they any taiL They 
have, like the feals, fome little hair upon 
their Ikins, but very thin ; and are, upon the 
whole, mod horrible ugly creatures. After the 
engagement was over, all hands were employed to 
coUedt the carcafles, and to carry them on board 5 
but what was thought ao ill reward for their la- . 
bolar, orders were next day given by Captain 
Cook to fubftitute the flefli of thefe fea-monfters 
in the room of all other provifions, bread or 
flour only excepted. This was ftrongly oppofed 
by the crew of the Refolution, and Capt. Clarke 
remonftrated againft it. He was told by Cap^ 
tain Cook, that he might do as he pleafed on 
board his own fhip ; but the ftate of the provi-^ 
lions on board the Refolution made it neceflary ; 
gnd that he himfelf fliould fet the example. 
Captain Clarkq endeavoured, but in vain, to en- 
force the order, and the matter paffed ori with* 
out any ferious confequences. 

On the '20th we tacked fhip, and flood to the 
weflward, the wind much againft us, We 
tacked every two hours, flill working over to the . 
Afiatic (hpre, with a view to examine the coafts 
on both fides, before we returned to the fouth-r 
>vard. We were now in lat, 70 dcg. 54 min, 
long. 194 deg, 55 min. 

We continued labouring ^mong the ice till 
the 25th, when a florm game on, which made 
|t dangerous for ys ty proceed j a confultatioa 


was therefore held en board the Refolution as 
foon as the violence of the gale abated, when it 
was trnanitnouily refolved, that as this paflage 
was'impraifticable for any ufeful purpofe of na- 
vigation, ^hich was the great objcfl: of the voy- 
' age, ito purfue k no farther, efpeciaHy in the con- 
dition the fhips were in, the winter approaching, 
and the diftance from any known place of re- 
frefhmeirt great. 

About two in the morning of tlie 26th we ob- 
ferved a great body of ice nearing us very faft, 
and in ^ few hours after we faw the ice all clofed 
as far as the eye could carry, bearing from N. E. 
to S. W. We continued to fail W. S. W. 

On the 28th feveral pieces of loofe ice paflcd 
ws, one of whidh came foul of the Difcoveryj 
and fliook her whole%frame^ it -was feared Jhe 
had received confiderable damage, but upon the^ 
carpenters examining her fore and aft, nothing 
was found amifs. We now took leave of the ice 
/or this feafon, direfting our courfc S. S, W, 

On the 29th we faw land in thetnormng, 
which t>ore from N. N. W. to S. W. very high, 
and covered with fnow. At two, P. M. we were 
in with the land. 

The 30th, at two, A. M. bore away E. by S* 
At feven faw land.; the extreme of which bore S. 
E, At two, E. M. faw more land, trending to 
the fouthward. Hauled our wind, and flood 
iN. E. by E. In the evening we were in with the 
land, arid not a Ihrub to be feen, but birds in- 
liumcrablc, chiefly fea-parrots. '

Here we fpund a, ftron^ 
purrpqt to fct tp'thc S. £• at, tlji? rafc of fiv$ 
]^nots an hour. 

On the 9|ch, at |iye, A. ^J., lajcvd appearcl^ 
from S. E/ to E. like tWQ iflands^ but fpungi. 
therp join to the main land. At four, P. M> 
the land opened alF rou^l, from one Jhore 
to the other, and we found ourfelves in th^ 
middle of J deep bay, but viery ihallow, fomcr 
^mea three, but never above five fathorps and * 
half water. We faw the bay to run as far as the 
jye C9uld oarry, |Dut. impoffijye to proceed, as itj 
'' . ' ' many 
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many places the water fhallovved under tbre<^ 
fathom. We ftood ofF and on all night. 

On the loth,. kaving a (tiff bree:2e» we ran 
right acrofs the mouth of the bay, for the N* W. 
ihore, and jult before night the RefQlution nar« 
rowly efcaped mnning upon a rock. We were 
ROW again in Bhering's Straits. Lat. 6^. 32. 

On the nth we came to an anchor in fix fa«- 
thorn water^ (li^^nce from the (hore about four 
miles I the eafternmoft point of the bay bearing 
K. £. by £. dittance eight miles, very high land, 
in the night we faw feveral fires, but no Indians 
came oflF to us. . Here we found a ftrong cur- 
rent fet right :to N. by £. 

On the 1 2th) :4n the morning, the boats from 
both fliips werp fent on (hore, where they faw 
fome houfes of a wretched conftru6tion ; a fmall 
Bcdge, arid feyeral other articles belonging to the 
Indians ; but hone of the natives. About ten 
they returned with a load of wood, which they 
found drifted o'n the beach,, but no water; the 
wood had drifted from the fouthward ; for we 
law ho trees but black fpruce. We then 
ftretchcd over to the other fhore, and the boats 
• were again fent out, and abour nine in the even- 
ing returned, loaded with wood, which the men 
were obliged to carry through the water on their 
flioulders, as the boats could riot come within 
half a mile of land, for breakers. This was. a 
grievpus tafk, as many of them had but juft re- 
covered their late ilincfs. This day feveral na- 
lives came from the S. S- E. "fide, in large 

canoes. 
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canoes, having great quantities of falmon dried 
and frelh, which they exchanged for blue and 
red beads, needles, pins, knives, or fciflbrs, or 
any European trinkets that were offered them; 
;but what they valued moft was tobacco. For 
this they would exchange theii'bows and arrows, 
their warlike Inftrumcnts, and whatever elfe they 
valued moft 5 but of this commodity, as has al- 
. ready been noticed, we had but little to fparc. 
We were again obliged to change our ftation^ 
and ftretch to the other fhore, where a fafc an- 
chorage was difcovcred, near which we cou^Id 
wood and water with the greateft eafe. We 
now ftood more to the fputhward^ in oriler to 
avoid thofc breakers we fo narrowly efcaped be-^: 
fore, and next day our great cutter was fcnt out, 
properly provided with a compafs, and fixdays 
provifion, to furvey the bay, with a view to de- 
termine whether that land to which the Ruffians 
have given the name of Elalkah joined to the 
American continent, or whether there was not 
a paffage through the bay to the northward. 
While the cutters were on this fervice, the 
boats continued wooding and watering, and 
before the return of the former, the latter had 
got the full complement of both on board, and 
the ftiips were in readinefs to depart. 

The 13th, caft anchor in four fathoms and a hj^lf 
water, within a mile and a half from the mouth 
of a great river, from whence before night we 
had got more than twenty tons of water 5 we had 
likewife got' a confiderable quantity of wood 
from the ibore, /'

J9:up$ guA8.» bat to« rep;ur in&antly on 
jbiQ^d op the proper fignals. Tfacfe precautions^ 
however, feemed unnece^ryi^ s^ thej^ never, mec 
?wi;h any ipoleftation froni the nati^tci, who were 
siQC nurnerousupon the coaft. 

On the 1 7th, . d«J party thdt iwere fent. out ta 
|kr?rey the bay rcttimed, after a diKgent ex^ou- 
ftattoij pf two days and two nigbts> TJ>eir rcr 
port was, that it extended within la^^d above for- 
ty leagues y that they coafted it round, (bunding 
^p they went ; that . they found the foundings 
'fegul$r fyom five to three fathoms and a half;. 
that it had no coqnniumcation with any odiet^ 
&sii mr zny curfent that indicatediaay paffag^ 

from 
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from it whatever. This report being confirmed 
by the officers who commanded the emitters from 
both (hips, the boats were all taken otk board 
and fecuredy and 

On the 1 8th we weighed and faikd, retracing 
Bhcring*s Straits^ which we had Before explored^ 
without any material accident, though we found 
the water to fhallo w for many leagues together 
from fcven to four fathom^ As wc were fcldom 
more than a league from fliore, we had a full 
view of the main land, the coalls of which,, 
though green and plea&nt, were but thinly irj- 
habitedr The Indians came frequently off ia> 
their canoes, but brought little elfe except theif 
weapons ^nd fomc dried falmom 

On the 20th, about two,. P. M. we came i» 
fight of land, which appeared like two iflands^ 
Lat. 63. i^k and. at fix in the evening came/ up 
with it,, hut fourrdboth iflands in one^ without 
either bufh or tree. Courfe S- W. 

On the 2ift<faw a great number of iflands^* 
but they too, when we approached them, ap-' 
peared ail in one* Lar. 62. 56. Courfe S. S* W. 

On the 24xh we met with a dreadful tcmpeftr 
of wind, rain, and hail, or rather ice, betweeilt' 
€wo and three inches fquare, by which fcveral of 
our meiiV who were obliged to keep the deck. 
Were feverely wounded, la this long run^ we 
faffed fevefal remarkable promontories and 
ittands, particularly in lat. 63 deg. 30 min* N. 
We pafled two head^ lands, diftance from- each 
^cher about hal£ a nriile. " We hove.ta»< and our- 
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boats (bunded acrofs, in fome places not above 
one fathom and a half. In lat. 62 deg. 56 min. 
vfe came in light of a duller of iQands, as we 
imagined^ but on our nearer approach, found 
them all in one, barren, and without a ihrub or 
tree. In lat. 60 deg. 22 min. we came up witti 
a ftupendous rock or high iiland, almofk covered 
with fnow, and withQut any oth^r inhabitants 
except birds and feals ; to this lait Captain Cook 
gave the name of Winter Ifland, from its dreary 
appearance. 

On the 26th, the Refolution made the fignal 
of diftrefs. On hailing her, we were informed 
that fhe had again fprung a leak in the late 
violent gale, and that all hands were employed 
at the pumps and in baleing; and that it was 
with difficulty they could keep her above water.. 
Lat. 58 deg. .39 min- 

On the 29th we were again vifited with a fe- 
vere ftorm, and involved in heavy feas, our hull 
being fometimes entirely under water, and .the 
waves rifing to the yard-arms. About midnight 
it came on to fnow, and the Refolution kept 
making fignals and firing guns all night. At 
day-light we faw her diftant five or fix miles. 
We (hortened fail, and waited for her coming 
up. And, 

On the 30th, being both in company, the 
florm abated and the fea quite calm, both fliips 
hove-to, and, while the carpenters were em- 
ployed in flopping the leak in the Refolution, 
the people were bufied in fifliing. Thofe on 

board 
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board the Difcovery caught 40 large cod, bcfides 
turbot, which were the more acceptable to 
officers and men, as our fait provifions were 
now very bad. Lat. ^6 deg. 30 min. N. V 

On the I ft of O6tober, wc continued our 
courfc to the fouthward. Lat. obC^ 55. 27- 
And 

On the 2d, about 5 in the morning, we made 
land ; and hauled our wind in fearch of Provi- 
dence Harbour, of which we had miftakcn the 
entrance. About fix in the evening we came iix 
fight of a large Indian town in a deep, bay, where 
we found ourfclves furrounded with* whales of a 
prodigious fize. We founded, and found na 
bottom at 100 fathoms. Here fome of ouc 
former friends came off ta us, and being in- 
formed, that our defign was to anchor in our 
late harbour, they undertook to be our pilotSj^. 
and one of them flcpt dl night on board the 
Difcovery. 

On the 3d, in the morning, we found our- 
fclves right a-breaft the Race, and faw the Re^ 
folution juft within the entrance. About 2 in 
the afternoon, the wind and tide both uniting 
in our favour, we fafely anchored in our late 
birth. 

All hands were now fet to work, the carpen- 
ters in ftripping the Iheathing from the Refo- 
lution to examine her leaks, and the fail-makers, 
caulkers and riggers in their refpcftive employ- 
ments, for which there was great need, both 
Ihips having fuffered much in their fails, feams, 

and 


and tigging, ih the late tetnpeRuous weathdV 
ahd ifi th6 icy hortherh leasj but what gaVci 
Afc gftatbft J)kafuHt to the feafhefi, #ki th6 Hic-^ 
xcfs thcjr met Wtth m fiilhin^, whfcAeVtl: th« 
father was futh as to fufier them to haiil the 
fcihe. At the tabuth of thfc hafbour, thty 
could at any time, irt three or four hourSj ^ fill 
dieit boats with holybut of an enorrhaus fize ;

On the 4th olif Gapt/^ent oh board the Gdm^ ' 
jaiodorc, where he i;?& acquaifited by Capt. Coefc 
%ith the diftrcfsof the Refolution^ ivhieh ever 
iince the4«rd'galc on the 26th had been ready td 
founder^ on that day^ on founding the |}umps^ 
three feet watet were found in the well ? and 
judgiftg it to proceed from the fante place ai 
before^ the carpenters were employed in fearclf 
of it, whehy to their great furprize, tlity folind 
the full caflcs afloat^ and great qdantities* of pro^ 
trfidns utterly fpoill. Their firft c^re was to 
flguttle'the bqlk-heads^ and to Itt the watg^' 
licJwh into the hold, and theh the pumps: ^ere' 
titpt ^onffafttly at Work to pumf) It Out ;' buf 
thi« was beyond their power ^. they could gairt' 
Itot l:it<jl6 with ihceflanf labour/ and wluih tliey' 
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tivtit into harbour had 28 iiiches Hill in the hold. 
The carpenters had already ftript the fides of the 
Refolution 1 6 feet from the countei* forwards^ 
*here they found the infide timbers fo much de- 
cayed, that their report wasj if their continuance 
at fca had been neceffarily protrafted a fortnight 
longer, Ihe muft have gone to the bottom. 

We had ftill much to do> our articles for the 
tropical trade were nearly * all exchanged, and 
we could expeft no fupplies of provifions without 
an equivalent. We therefore fent a fmall fparc 
bower anchor on (hore, and fet our armourers to 
break it up, and make it into fpikes, axes^ 
hatchets, nails, and other tropical merchan- 
dize. * 

While every thirtg Wa$ getting ready, the 
officers diverted themfelves as ufual with (hoot- 
ing, and furveying the country j -and here they 
found amufement enough, having difcovered a 
Rufllan fettlement, divided only by a fteCk of 
land about 15 miles Ovef, ^nd a bay of about 
12 miles, which they had to crbfs. To this 
fettlement feveral of our gentlemen, led by 
curiofity, repaired. They were cohdufted by 
two Kamfhatfkadale Indians, who had been fent 
by the Ruffians to learn what they could con- 
cerning ps, having before feen Us pafs in our 
CQurfe to the northward. When they firft difco- 
vered us at a diftancc from the ftiore, they- were 
apprehenfive that we were Japanefe, with whom 
their nation was at war -, but 00 our nearer ap- 
proach, they were convinced from the trim of 
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our (hips tha; we were ftrapgers;. they wer<! ^re» 
fore encPDragipd) by the report of the natives, 
to make themfelves known, and to o&r their 
xfiiftance an far a$ ky in their power. 

The road acrofs the neck of land was rather 
mugged, but when that was Axrmountcd, our 
genden^en were met by a Ruflian barge of li 
oars,« comi^anded by aa officer, who received 
them politely^ and when they landed^ di- 
reded them to the facftory, where, befides i^ 
fort, they found a Ruflian bark of about 50 or 
. 60 tons, eight fmall fwivels and one 3 pounder 
laid up for the winter, and intended for Kam* 
fbatfka the enfuing fummer. Our gentlemen 
were here fbewn the ftores belonging to the fac^ 
tory, confifting of fkins and oil ; their coppers 
for borling the oil, with the fmall ware with 
which they trafficked with the natives by way of 
exchange* Iron iaftrumerits of war are prohi- 
bited, nor do they fufFcr any offenfive weapons 
of any kiad to be introduced among them. It 
i$ probuble therefore, that the long knives we 
&w in . the poJQeffioji of the more foutherly In- 
dians., were fo.me that were taken from thofe 
unfortunate Ruflians, who on the firft difcovcry 
of this^ continent, fell a facrifice to the favage 
barbarity of the natives. It was a little unfor- 
tunate, thit we had not one perfon on board ei^ 
ther fhip that ha^d the mofl: dillant knowledge of 
the Rufs language j every thing was to be ga- 
thered by Jignsr Our officers could juft makfe 
out, thaV ^ kuiUan captain had been murdered 


fey the natives^ bhfl thrt the RiifiVafii Hifl tsikSft 
a fcvere revehgfrj khd had laid the ctfdntry un<!er 
eoritributidn, ^hd obliged the ifthabitiirvts to p^f 
a certain annual ttibtite in fkins ^ but to t^hat 
extent they had fufedued th^ country, br in whatt 
jrear, they could riot at all tjnderftahd. They 
learnt, that the name of the ifland ^as Noo-Un- 
Elafhkahi in lat 53. 35- lortg. i6y. ^o. E. df 
Greenwich ; that tlity had another fettletterit to 
the fouthwatd, and other vetfels thatt wei*e con- 
ftantly employed in trading i^rith the n^tive^^ 
&tid Cbllelling their fltiris and oil 5 that the fac- 
torjr was fupjtofed to cleaf about ioojooo ru- 
bles afifiually by this tf ade ; and that h w*as iii- 
cre^fifig i that their oitly guard confifted of ^- 
bou't 40 Kamfhacfkadale Ruffians^ and 300 na^ 
tivcs, over whom they were obliged to keep a 
iva[tehful eyei Our gentlemen's entertainment 
there Was rithtr friehdljr than fbrtiptuous ; they 
hid dried ^enifoh and great variety of fffh, but 
dreflfed a'fter the Ruffian manner 5 theif bifcuit 
Was black, and their bread rye j their bdtter not 
CJit^aordinary ; their wifte and brandy the Indiafis 
t\^h6 conducted the geritleiiien carried froni the 
'jlkipSi with which the Ruffiart officers nfiade very 
free- The evertirtg being Iperit ift mutual en- 
quiries, by which neither flde could receive much 
fatisfadtron, they were fhcwn to the apartments 
prepared for them, where they flept undifturbed. 
Itf t'he morning they renewed their enquiries, 
and the Ruffians, By exhibiting the chart of their 
difcoverics and conquefts, gave our gentlemen 
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more fattsfaS:ory information than they could 
otherwife have obtained. . They obfcrved a re- 
markable conformity between thofe charts exhi- 
bited by the Ruffians as far a$ they went, and of 
their own. 1 he Kuflian ^ifcoveries extended 
<from the 49th to the 64th degree of northern 
latitude, by which the imprafticability which wc 
had difcovered of a north-weil paiTage by any 
ftrait or found was fully confirmed. 

They were now equally communicative to 
each other i the Ruffian gentlemen were defirous 
of knowing the names of the navigators and 
{hips, with the expedition they were engaged 
. in •, and they were invited on board to receive 
further information. To this they readily a- 
greed *, and as foon as our gentlemen had fatis- 
fied their curiofity, had vifited the Ruffian 
houfes, which were built with timber, and thofe 
Qf the natives built with poles and earth ; had 
remarked the fimplicity of the latter, which 
feemed but one degree above the level of the 
beavers they hunted ; and of the former, that 
was little more than a degree above thofe of the 
natives ; they fet out upon their return to the 
fliips, accompanied by the Ruffian gentlemen, 
by whom they had been entertained. 

About five in the evening, they all came on 
board the Refolution : the Ruffian gentlemea 
were received by Capt. Cook with that farni* 
liarity and f)olitenefs that was natural to him ; 
they were taken into the great cabin, where both 
Captains with their principal officers and gen- 
tlemen 
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tlemen were aflembled to entertain them, and 
where the bottle was pretty brifkly pufh*d about, 
as that was the principal fubjedt in which the 
ftrangers could bear a part. Here they were in- 
terrogated as to the time generally taken up in 
making the voyage to Kamftiatflca, which they 
anfwered by dividing the year into twelve parts, 
and pointing to the two middlemoft. As the 
mafter of the veffel which lay at Elaftikah was 
of the company, he was aflced at what time he 
cxpcfted to arrive at Kamfliatfka. He anfwered 
about the 9th month, meaning in July. He was 
then requefted to take letters with him tp be for- 
warded to England through Ruflia, (hould it fo 
happen that he fhould arrive at that port before 
us. This charge he readily undertook ; and, 
being pretty well plied with liquor, they flept on 
board the Refolution, and next day came on 
board the Difcbvery, where they dined, and, 
being amply fupplied with grog, went jovially 
away in the afternoon. 

Before our departure, we were vifited by the 
Principal of the Ruffian fadtory, wlio came 
from the fouthward, accompained by a number 
of Indian canoes, laden with fkins, who on 
coming alhore in the harbour, inftantly be^ 
gan erefting a tent, which in half an hour they 
finilhcd, covering it with ikins. He was re- 
ceived on board the Refolution with the refpe<5fc 
due to his rank % and by his deport^iint it was 
f afy * to perceive that he wgs of family. H« 
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MT^s a young ^Btjpmft? .o( ^ f^ir-compl??^^. 
^nd gw^fulft^fpre, ^Bfi, thfiHgh diffcyipg b«| 
little in poipt q* dref? if9m ?bofc by w^OB? W;^ 
Ji^4 hecia vigt^d |)cfor€;, hie waf flp^wichilamj- 
)l)g vecy c|i(Ferenc Ia his manqer$ a^nd beba* 
yiopr. J^^ had tr^vriled much, but chiefly in 
thefiP fayagfs cpvintries as^d in the northern pan§ 
of Alia, and ynder^oodj and could tall^ tk9 
language of the natives^ but ccpld fpeak iii* 
European language except his own. He W^^ 
^andfomely entertained on board both ihips, and 
liad every iattention paid hirp that, in pur fituai 
t!0% he had reafon to pxpt& -^ oqr ^as h^ in&n- 
fibie of our civilities. He wrote a letter^ dire^e4 
to the Govcriaor of Kamlhatfka, wbicl^ he fe- 
gueftei^ Capt. Cpo}c to c^elivi^n }% contained, a^ 
wc afterwards undpiftopd, a detaiil of his flwq 
mercantile a^airs, and a ireprefentatiori of us^ s^ 
^trading with the Indians. He tpW us^ th^t hi| 
fefideBce wa& op the cpaft, off Y^hich we had re- 
ceived a note in a little box*, and that he was tb^ 
pcrfon who wrote th^t wte anjl fen^t it. §pine 
prcfcntjB reciprocally pafied : ihafe on hk part 
were cloaks and ikins;. op ours, tobacco ami 
fpirituous liquors^ of both which we pbietved 
^he Ruflians to be immoderately fond* 

After ileeping pn board th& fiiips (wo. QJghts^ 
^md o^fervirig, with an attentive eyc> the difi^. 
jrent employments pf the artificers, and ci^^miii? 
pg the various conveniences and accommoda? 
pons which w? had on boar<k he took his leave 
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on the 26th, ^intending to make fome itay at th^ 
fettlemcnt of Elafhkah, which the gentlemen of 
(he Refoludon had juft vUited. 

On the 25th, the repairs of both fliips being 
compleatedy and the wind coming fair to the 
foachward, we unmoored a^d were preparing (9 
iaii, when the Refoliuion, on clearing the harbour, 
run upon a rock, and, it was fe^ed, had rer 
ceived much damage, as at low wa^r flie fw^ed 
13 inches, and it was twelve at night before flie 
was difengaged. This neceflarily retarded our 
departure ^ and happy it was that we were got 
fafe into harbour, for a ftorm aroTe which 
tumbled the waters into the race with unexampled 
fury. 

On the 26th, the wind abated and came fair to 
carry us to fea, and the fbip being fopnd unhurt, 
we weighed, and, having cleared the harbour,, 
made fail, directing our courfe up the race, to the 
N. W, At eight o'clock we were out of the 
race, but ftill continued our courfe to the weft* 
ward, when at midnight a heavy gale came on 
attended with fnow and rain, 

On the 27th, the gale ftiU contmuing, to add to 
our labour, we fprung a leak, which kept us to 
the pumps till the florm^ abated, While it was at 
the height, it carried away our fore and main* 
ftacks, and in endeavouring to fave them, John 
JMlackintolh, feaman, wasftruck dedd, arid the 
^qaefwrnn and fwir men were much wounded. 

On the 28th, having loft fight of the Refo^ 
Jytion ifi tjijc hf ayy g^le, about thrc* in the 
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morning we heard her fignal for wearing. Lae« 

On the 29th, about eight A. M. we aga)i> 
faw land ; and by ten wer^ in danger of perifh-r 
%g on a Ice-ihore. At eleven our people in 
taking in a reef of the fore- top-fail, called out 
a fhip under fail, bearing N. N. W. but on a 
nearer view found it a rock covered with fnow. 

On the 30th, we were again within the 
race, and at fix in the evening pafied the cn^ 
trance of our harbour, when five canoes made to- 
wards us \ but being now in full fail, intending 
to }e^ve the coaft, ouf leak not being found dan- 
gerous, they were unable to overtake us, nor 
did we think it of confequcncc to lie bye till they 
Ihould come up. 

On the 31ft, we purfued our courfe to the 
fouthward. Lat. 52. 03. 

On the I ft of November, we once more 
ilopd to the fouthward, after which no accident, 
or any thing worth relating happened, from the 
time of clearing the harbour of Samganuida, fo 
called by the Ruffians, and by Captain Cook 
Providence harbour, till our arrival on the coaft 
of 0-why-e. 

On the 26th, being then in lat. 21. 15. about 
6 A.M. we came in fight of land, bearing 
froni S- S. W. to N. W. very high and beau- 
tiful i we were then fo much in want of provi- 
fions, that Captain Clarke, much againft his 
inclination, vfas under the neceflity of fubflitut- 
ing ftock-fiffa in the roon) of beef ^ but we were 

no 
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BO fooner well in with the land, than we wer 
vifited by many of the inhabitants, who came 
off in their canoes with all forts of provifions 
which their ifland afforded •, and every man oa 
board had leave to purchafe what he could for 
his own fubfiftence. This diffufcd* a joy among 
the mariners that is not cafy to be expreffed. 
From a fuUennefs and difcontent vifible in every 
countenance the day before, all was chearfulnel^ 
mirth and jollity. Frefli provifions and kind fe- 
males are the failors fole delight ; and when in 
pofleffion of thefe, paft hardfhips are inftantlj 
forgotten -, even thofe whom the fcurvy had at- 
tacked, and had rendered pale and lifelels as 
ghofts, brightened upon this occafion, and for 
the moment appeared alert. This flattering , 
beginning, however, yielded no fubftantial re- 
lief. The boats that were fent to found the 
fhore and to look for a harbour, went, out day- 
after day, without being able to difcover fo 
much as a fafe anchorage, and we were longer 
in finding a harbour than in making the coait. 
Nothing could be more toilfome or diftreffing 
than our prefent fituation ; within fight pf land, 
yet unable to reach it -, driven out to fca, by one 
ftorm, and in danger of being wrecked on the 
breakers by another. At lengthj^ after having 
examined the leeward fide of the ifland, Captain 
Cook made the fignal to Hand out to fea. This 
was on the 7th of Decetpber^ when it was de- 
tei'mined to take a longftrctch, in order, if po(- 
Jible, to get round fhe S, E. extremity, and to ex- 
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amine the wcathcrmoft fide, whqre we were t(M 
there W9^ a fafe harbour* Ip thU attempt we 
fplit our inain-top-maft-ftay-f^l^ and Ig&, 
fight of the Refolutioiu The weather cqiw 
tiauing tctppeftqous for many (Jays, heavy com^ 
plaints again prevailed among the ihip'a corner 
pany. Their fyfFcrings, from ineeflant labour 
and fcanty prpvifions, were grown cpnfeflfedly 
grievous. Their grc^, that had heea ftopped 
^ fopn a$ we arrived upon the gpaft, was again 
dealt out to them as ufuaU and it was with 
the kindeft treatment from their olEcers that thf 
men could be kept to their duty ; yet onChriit* 
l[nas day, when each man was allowed a pint of 
brandy, and free leave tp enjoy him&lf as he 
likedi not a n^urniur was heard ; they the very 
next day returned to bulinei^ and continued it 
without repining, till 

The 1 6th of January 1778, when, after a 
fcries of the moft tempeftuous weather that ever 
happened in that climate, the boats from both 
(hips were fent out to examine a fine bay, where 
we were informed there was a harbour in which 
•we might fafely moor, and where we fhould be 
fupplied with materials to refit the fhips, and 
provifiqns to vidlual them. Jn the evening the 
boats returned with the joyful news, that they 
had fqcceeded in their fearch, and that the harr 
bour promifed fair to anfwer all that had beei^ 
faidofit. 

On the 17th our boats were employed in 
towing the Ihips into harbour \n fight of thf 

grestcft 


gfcatcft multitude pf Indian fpeftators in c^- 
fioes and on fhore, that wc had ever {ten affeijlr 
bled together in any part of Qur voyage. It wa^ 
.concluded, thai: their number could not be lefs 
than 2 or 3000. While we were hovering upon 
the co^ft, wc had often been vifited by 200 ca- 
noes at a time, who came to trade, and who 
brpught us provifions when the weather would 
permit; and befides provifions they brought 
us great quantities of cordage, ialt, and other 
manufadures of the ifland, which the Captains 
purchafcd for the ufc of the ftiips, and with- 
put which we could not have fubfift:ed> for 
during the tempeftuous weather our cordage 
fnappcd rope after rope, fo that our fparc hands 
were inceflantly employed, night and day, in 
knotting and fplicing, of which there was no 
lend. 

This day^ before two o'clock, P. M. wc 
jyere fafely moored in 17 fathqm water, in 
.company with the Refolution, which a few 
jdays before we had given over for loft. From 
the time of attempting to get round the ifland, 
till the 8th of January, we had never been- 
^ble to ^et fight of her, though bo,th fliips 
were conftantly looking put to find each other. 
They had fuffered much in their mafts and rig- 
ging, and were happy at laft, as well as our- 
fclves, to find ^ convenient harbour to refit. 
We were fcarce moored, when the prince, fon 
%o the 0-ro»no, the great king of the ifland, 
came along fide, and after an oratipn, and the 
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ufual ceremonies of peace had palTed on both 
fides, he came on board, bringing with hUn a 
fmaU barbicued hog, fomc ready-dreffed 
bread-fruit, and a curious mantle of red fea- 
thers as prefents to the Captain ; and in return 
was complimented with feveral axes, looking- 
gla/Tes, bracelets, and other fliewy articles that at- 
tracted his notice. While he was bufy in admir- 
ing every thing he faw on board the Difcovery, 
the pinnace was ordered out, and he with his 
attendants were taken to Capt. Cook, who re- 
ceived them with all poffible refpcft. And af- 
ter entertaining them with mufic, and inviting 
them to partake of fuch refreftiments as the 
fhip afforded, and making them fome hand- 
fome prefents, he acquainted them with his 
wants, by (hewing them the condition of his 
Ihip, and requefting a fmall portion of ground 
to land his materials, and to ereft his tents. 
This requeft the young prince readily granted, 
at the fame time giving the Captain to under- 
ftand that hi^ father was abfent, that he h^d 
lately been at war with the king of the neigh-^ 
bouring ifland of Maw-whee, that he was em- 
ployed in fettling the terms of peace, and that in 
lefs than ten days he was expefted home. That 
they might, notwithftanding, land whatever 
they thought fit, and that the ground they 
had occafion for ftiould be marked out and 
taboo'd, that is, appropriated to their ufe, without 
any of the natives being permitted to encroach 
Vpoo it, Both Captains very readily embraced 

the 
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the offer, and prepared to accompany the young 
prince to the town near which they wifhed to 
pitch their tents. Upon their landing, feveral va- 
cant plats of ground were (hewn them, and, when 
they had made their choice, ftakes were ordered 
to be driven at certain diftances, and a line to be 
carried round, within which the common peo- 
ple were forbidden to enter, under the fevered 
penalties. Matters being thus amicably fet- 
tled, no time was loft on our part to get every 
thing on Ihore. The tents, the armourer's 
forge, the mafts, the fails, the rigging, the 
water-calks, the bread, the flour, the powder, 
in fhort every article that wanted either to be 
reviewed or repaired were fent on Ihore; and 
not the leaft interruption was given to the boats 
employed in the carriage, or infult offered to the 
perfons who condudted them. On the contrary, 
the chiefs offered fome empty houfcs, that were 
conveniently fituated near the new dock (if 
that may be fo termed where our artificers were 
fet to work) for the fick to lodge till their reco- 
very. No ftrangers were ever more hofpita- 
J^ly received. On the morning after our peo- 
ple landed, fix large double canoes were ieen 
entering the harbour at a great rate, having not 
lefs than 30 paddles to each canoe, with up- 
wards of 60 Indians on board, moft of them 
naked. Seeing fhem on their nearer approach 
making towards the ihips, the Captains ordered 
the guns to be Ihotted, the marines to be drawn 
lip, and every man to be ready at his poft ; 

the 
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the Indimt afifembkd fo fsfl^ ^af before noorfi 
the flitpft wene fwr^undcd with more than loo' 
cantieS) tn which there were not lefs than 1009: 
Indians. They at firft traded friendly, hav^ 
ing hogs in abundance, and plenty* oE bread- 
fruit, plantains, bananoes, and whatever elfe 
the iQand produced; but they had no( been 
there long» before a large ftdne was thrown in a€ 
the cabin'^window, by an invifible hand« A 
watch was inftantly fet, and in lefs than half an 
hour another ilorie was throne at the caulkers^ 
as they were at work on a ftage on the fhip's 
Rde. The pander was feen^ and in fight of 
the prince, . the chiefs, and the whole m«ilti<' 
tude, he was ieized, brought on board, tied 
to the ibrouds, and puniflied with fifty lafhes. 
In a few minutes, fuch was their fright, there was 
not an Indian to be feen near the ihips : — Like 
unlucky boy s^ when one is apprehended for fome 
naughty trick, the reft commonly fly the place* 
— And in fft6t,- thefe people are in many refpeds 
like chMr6t\i and in none more than in thifi 
inftance* . Before the day clofedy they dl ag^n 
returned to trade, andy when night approached^ 
noe a ma]e was to be feen ^ but fwarms of fe- 
males> who came to ikep oA board,^ though 
snuch againft the will of Captain Cook^ who^ 
«ip6n the firft htm^l of the ftips upon the 
tosi&, wiQieil to have prohibited all commerce 
witJi the WfHaaen i^ the i&asad v but he loon 
found, ^t tl that cOmiHerce was forbidden, 
siH ^har trade umfk ceafe of courfe, for not s^ 


pig could be purcbafed, unlefs a girl if^as per- 
mitted tp bring it to market. 

There are, i»ho have blamed Gapt. Cook for 
his ieverity to the Indians ; but it wad not to the 
Indians akme that he was fevere in his difcipline. 
He never fufFered any fauk in his own peof^^ 
tho* ever fo trivial, to efcape onpuniflicd : If 
they were charged with infulting an Indian, or 
injuring him in his property, if the faft was 
proved, the offender was furely puhifbcd in fijght 
of the Indians^ By this impartial diftribution o£ 
juftice, the Indians them&lvea conceived 6> 
high an idea of his wifdom> and hisi power too, 
that they paid him the fame honours as they did 
their Et-u-a, or Good Spirit* 

The caujkers, who have already been men*" 
tloned, when they came round in courfe to the 
after-part of the Refolution, founfd that, befides 
the feams that wanted clofmg,, there were other 
more material defeds. The rudder's eyes were 
a^noft eaten through with ruft, and the bolts 
ready to tumble out^ This . wa$ an alarming 
defe(5): -, and a|l other bj^finfe^} was fufpended till 
that was repaired^ 

Every thing went on now as finoothly as 
could be wi&ed. The chiej&y if they iaw any 
of their own people mifbehave, would them*- 
ielves give infornutioni and bring them to pu^ 
nilhment ; they Wcfe/o very obliging, that,.&eing 
us in wafii of wood to burii, thcy^ made an offer 
of a high fenjSQ, that furroundedthe Morai^ ad- 
^)oaAing.t9 ^c town^ lor ^ psefenc fupplj. 

On 


- On the 19th, being the fourth day after oirr 
arrival, fcvcral very large canoes were fccn to 
come from the S. E, We at firll thought they 
were the friends with whom we had traded OA 
the other fide of the ifland ; but on their nearer 
approach^ we found they were all armed and 
cloj^thed in the military uniform, after their 
country manner. This gave us caufe to fut 
peft fome traiterous defign, but our fears were 
in fbme meafure diflipated by the aflurances we 
received from the young prince, that they were 
fome of the warriors that had accompanied his 
father in his expedition againfr the king.^ 
Maw-whee, and that they were now returning 
home in triumph; but, notwithftanding thi^ 
alTurance, it was thought prudent to be upon our 
guard, and the rather as the wonien who were 
on board, told Us, that their people defigned to 
slttack us, and to mattee, that is, to kill us every 

one. 

Next day, before nine in the morning, more 
than a thoufand Indians furrounded the ffaips. 
The Captain ordered two great guns to be fired 
over their heads, in order to try what effeft that 
would have in difperfing them. In lefs than 
three minutes, there were a thoufand heads to

be feen above water, fo niany liaVrng jumped 
from their canoes into the fea, jFirtghted on the 
fudden report of the guns i^^hher did a fingle 
canoe remain about the ftips, nor came near us 
for fome days after. Several of the women 
however remaifiec) on .t^o^rd) who never could

• In & ftwr'da^s aftet" ffiis, * the old king wai 
feen to eftter the harbour^ on his rettirn froni 
Ma^-^ij|*e. He was attended With more than 
150 lar^e war^anoes^^hlmfelf at the head of 
thcni iii a moft fuperb-vefibli in i)(rfiich >vefe four 
. idols, two at cach»-endi reprefehtitlg men of ^ ac 
monih'ous fize^ covcJred with ntrantles of fea-^ 
thers, ifttcrwoverf with various colours," red^ 
felack, greeni and ydlofw/ Thefe they eali 
Erah-tu-a, fignifying thefar warrior gods,^ with-^' 
oet which they hcvcf engage in battle. They 
paffcd the ftiips, arid feenied to take very IrttJe 
ftqtiwof thetn :. when they landed^ they hauled' 
tip all their cantjc^. on the bcach,^ drew up in* 
niartiat ofdery aud, led by the king, marched 
in ranks to thcii* place of worfliipy diftant from 
our, tents about fifty yards f butf feeing the? 
grojlnd taboo'd by fmaU green boughs, thad 
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marked the boundaries, they all made a crrcfr 
round with their images in procelfion, till thtf 
arrived at their Morai, where they placed their 
deities, and depofited their arms. 

This ceremony over, the king, attended 
with ten of his chiefs, came on board the Re-» 
folutioo. When he entered the ^p,. he fell on 
his face, as a mark of ibbmiflion toCapt. Cooky 
as did all his attendants ; ftdd, after having made 
ah oration, which nonjs of u& underftood^. be: 
prefenced the Captain ; with three barbicue4 
l>ogs, who, in return, put a necklace, con> 
pofed of feveral ftrings of various coloured 
beads, round his neck, and gave him two 
looking'glafles, a large glafs bowl, with fome 
nails, and other trifles, which he received witb 
much feeming iiatisfadion, and immediately 
difpatched a meffenger on (bore, who ibon re- 
tijrned iwith feveral large hogs, and cocoa*nutSy 
bread-fruit, plantains and fugar-canes, as much^ 
as our fmall cutter could carry. Having re- 
mained upon deck the fpacq of an hour, ad^ 
miring the conftru(5lion of the Ihip, he was con-^ 
dufted into the great cabin, where wine was 
offered him, which he refufed : neither was? 
t^ere any thing he would tafte, . except a head 
of brekd-fruit ; but he appeared delighted with- 
QViery* thing he faw, and did m&t rcmrn on- 
Ihore till' the evening. He was of a graceful 
ftature,. about fix . feet high, rather corpulent, 
and tattowed. in feveral parts of his body, in 
manner Uke that. of othec warriors. His Ada 

was 
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vas remarkably fcaly ; his hair grey, and cut 
quite fhort. He had very little cloathing, ex* 
ccpt a thick mat thrown over his ihoulders, 
and on his head he wore a cap of feathers^ Before 
he departed he gave us to underftand, that he 
had 6qoo fighting men^ always in readinefs to 
war againft his enemies4 

Next day both Captains^ accompanied with- 
feveral of their officers, went to pay the king a 
vifit on ihore* They were very refpedfuUy 
received^ and having dined after the Indian. 
manner^ the king rqfe, and clothing Capt; Cook 
with a mantle, fuch as is worn by the greac 
E-a-thu-ah-nu-eh, condufted him to the place 
of worfhjp, where a garland of green plantaia 
leaves was put upon his head, and he was feated 
on a kind of throne, and addrelTed in a long 
oration by a prieft cloathed in a vcftment of 
party-coloured cloth, who concluded the cere- 
mony with a folemn fong, in which he was join- 
ed by all the natives prefcnt ; this part of the 
ceremony over, they fell at his feet, the king 
acquainting him, that this was now his build-^ 
ing, and that he was from henceforth their fi- 
a-thu ah-nu-eh. From this time an Indian 
Chief was by the king^s order placed atgf'the 
head of his pinnace, at whofe command the Indi* 
ans in their canoes as he pafted them were all fi- 
lence, and would proftrate themfclves till he was 
outof fight; and this they would do when theCap- 
tain was alone : but the Indian had orders fvoni 
the king, whenever the Captain came afhore in hi s 
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pinnace, to attend him, and conduffc him to 
his houfe> which the failors no^ called Cbok*s 
Altar.

When wc firft approached the coaft of thisf . 
ifland we were aftoniflied at the fight of a moun^ 
tain of a ftupendoii» height, whofe head was 
covered with fnow^ This was 6> rare a fight in* 
an ifland between the tropics, that fevcral of 
the officers and gentlemen from both fhips werQ 
defirous df taking a nearer view of it, and for . 
that purpofe they requefted the king's periiiif- 
fion, and a guide to attend them, which was 
readily granted, and no lefs than twenty' Iri^iian' 
chiefs contended which Ihould accompany them;; 

On the 26th Mr. Nelfon and four other gen- 
tlemen fctout in the morning on this expedition, 
which they afterwards found attended ^ with no 
fmall fatigue, and not a little danger; for' 
after travelling two days and two iMghts thro*^ 
a favage country, they were obliged at laflr to 
\ return, without being able to fatisfy their cu-^ 
riofity. On the way they were infulted by the 
rabble, who without offering any violence to 
their perfons, would noake faces, twift their* 
mouths, and ufc the fame contemptuous geftures 
with which it is their cuftom in war to provoke 
their enemies. 

On the 29th they returned to the fliips, and 
the only advantage that accrued from their jour- 
ney, was, a curious aflbrtment of indigenous 
plants and fome natural curiofities, colledled 
by Mr. Nelfon; During their abfencc every 
2 thing 
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thing remained quiet at the tents, and the In- 
dians fupplied the fhips with fuch quantities of 
provifions o( all kinds, that orders were given to 
purchafe no more hogs in one day than could 
be killed, falted, and ftowed away the next day. 
This order was in confequence of ^ former or- 
der, to purchafe all that could be procured for 
fea-ftock, by which fo many were brought on 
board, that feveral of them died before they 
could be properly difpofed of. 

Oh the I ft of February, 1779, William Wat- 
man, gunner's mate, died. His body in the 
afternoon was carried on.fhore in the pinnace, 
and buried, according to his own defire, in the 
Morai belonging to the king. The Indians who 
dug his grave about four feet deep, covered 
the bottom of it with green leaves ; and whqi 
the corpfe was depofited in the earth, the chiefs 
who attended the funeral, put a barbicucd hog 
at the head, and another at the feet, with a quan-^ 
f ity of ^ bread - fruit, plantains and bananas. 
More was going to. be added, when Capt. Cook 
ordered the grav^ to be covered up, and a poll 
ereded to the memory of the deceafed, infcribed 
with his name, the date of the year, day of his 
death, and the nation to which he belonged. 
From this circumftance. Captain Cook gave 
this port the name of Watman's Harbour. The 
next day the Indians rolled large ftones over his" 
grave, and brought two barbicued hogs, plan* 
tains and bananas, cocoa-nuts, and bread-fniit, 
which they placed over his grave, upon 'a ftagc 
ere&ed for that purpofe. 

Aa3 We 
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Wc were now preparing to depart, when our 
(paptain was prcfentcd by the king with twelve 
large hogs, three boatsrload di bread-fruit, por 
(atoes, fugar-cane, andcocoa-pyts; and the fame 
prefent was made to Capt. Cpok, 

This day, Feb^ 2. the king came on board, 
I jittendcd with twenty of his chiefs, and g^ve thq 
iCaptains of both fhips, with their officers, ai| 
^lyitation to an heiva, to be performed in th$ 
evening, by moft o/ the royal family. Captain 
Clarke excyfed bimfclf frpm ill health j but 
Captain Cook apd al| fhe Qthcr gentlemen pro^ 
iplfed to attend* 

The fame day the hing and his chiefs dined 
pn bpard the Refolution, ^nd w^re entertained 
with mufic, the whole band having prdprs tci 
play all the while jhey fat at dipnen They 
yrere highly delighted with the mufic, and 
would pot fuffcr the pcjcfiormers ;o reft a mo-s 
menf* 

Abopt four in the gifternpon thp pipnace^ 
from both ftiips were ordered to be in rcadinefs 
to take the company a-lhore, with thpir pen- 
dants apd colours difplayed, to dp hpnpqr to ^ 
king and people^ by whom wp had been fo bof- 
pitably entertained, f^ore than 200 c^noe^ 
attended us to Ihore, wjiere a number of chiefs 
were ready to receive us, who a|l obfcryed a 
profouiid filence at ouy landing, apd condufted 
ps to th? place appointed for the cptertainnient. 
But we were much difappointed by the perfor- 
mers, who were far inferior to thofe of the fou- 
them iflands. 

the 
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The only part of the performance that was 
tolerable was their finging, with which the Jieiva 
or play concluded; the young princefles, the 
chTefs, and even the king hitnfcjf joiaing in th^ 
•chorus. - 

» ^ • 

The play being ended, Capt. Coofe acquainted^ 
the king that, with his permiflion, he would 
'exhibit fomc fireworks, that, if they did not^ 
affright, would very much aftonilh hira. The 
king readily gave his confent 5 and the engineer 
was ordered to begin his exhibition as foon as 
it was dark. On the rifing of the firft Iky* 
rocket, ' the Indians Bed precipitately, and hid 
^themfelves in houfes, or wherever they could 
find a (helter; at firft there were fome thoufand 

fpe(5tators, but in lefs than ten minutes there 
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were not fifty to be feen, tlje king and his at- 
tendahts excepted, whom the Captain and the 
gentlemen with the greateft difficulty perfuaded 
to ftay. When the fecond rofe up in the air, 
lamentations were h$:ard from every quarter, 
ami when the water rockets were played off, 
the kin^ and his chiefs were hardly to be re- 
trained. Other fireworks it was found dan- 
gerous to exhibit, as thefc had already ftruck 
the (peftators, the king as well as his people, 
with a general panic. We therefore took leave. . 
of the king and royal family, and returned on 
board PUf rcfpe6Uve (hips. The kiog havings 
been made to underftand that we fliould fail. , 
the firft fair wind, came next morning to vifit 
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tthc Captains of both fliips, who were now pre^ 
paririg to faiir* Thi$ ^eiqg puHicly Ifnown^ 
riie Indians in general ^exprefleU i;heir concern, 
but particularly the young Woipen,' whofe lamen- 
tations vrcrc heard froni' every quarter. 

In the evening: of the 4th of February all hands 
were mufterSd, *^hd oQrte >)vbeiiiifting. 
"*Ih the iriprning ojF the 5th we cleared the 
harbour, Jfhaping b'tii: couffe for Maw-wec, as 
^e had* been informed by the king, that in that 
ifland there' was a 'fine.'hajbour, aprf c:^ccllent 
water. . ]We ha<l not been long qnder fail, whei^. 
the" kih<y,*wTio had omitted to take, his leave of 
fcjijr Captam in the niorningj^as not fufpe<5ting. 
our departure fo fuddep, came aftpr the (hips, 
accompanied by the young prince in a failing, 
canoe, bringing , with theoi ten large hogs, a 
great number of fowls, and a fniall turtle, (a. 
great rarfty) with bread-fruit in abundance. 
They alfo ijrouglit with thcfri great quantities of 
fbcoa -nuts', plantains, and fugar-cahes. 

jBefides other perfonS of condition who a<*^ 
compaoied the kingi*tnete"was an old prieft,. 
who had always (hewn a particular attachment 
to Captain Clarke, and ^yhQ had not been unre* 
warded for his (;ivility.' 'It' being rather late; 
Tvhen they reached the Ihips, they ftaid on board 
but a few hours, and then rail departed except 
the old prieft and fpme girls, who by the king's 
perm ifii'on were fuffered -to remain on board till 
they fhould arrive at fome of the neighbouring 

iflcs. 
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^les. We were nov fteering with a fine breeze, 
tutjuft .at the clofc of the evening, to our greac 
mortification, the wind died away, and a great 
iwell fvjcceeding, with ^ ftrong current fetting 
right in for (hore, we were in the utn^ofl: danger 
of being driven upon the rocks. In the height 
of our dj^ftrefe and trouble, the old prielt, who 
had been fent to flieep in the great cabin, leapt 
over-board unfeen^ with a large piece of Ruffiaa 
filk, the Captain's property, and fwam to Ihorc* 
The next day, feeing a large canoe between 
]us and the (bore, we hove to for her coming up, 
and to our great furprize perceived the old king, 
accompanied by feveral of his chiefs, having in 
their veffel the prieft who had ftolen the filk^ 
bound hand and foot, whom the king delivered 
to the Captain, at the fame time requefling that 
bis fault might be forgiven. The king being 
told that his re<:}ueft was granted, unbound him, 
and fei* hiin at liberty } telling the Captain that, 
feeing l^in:^ vfi^h the fiik, he judged it was none 
pf his own» 9nd therefore ordered him to be ap-r 
prehended •, and had taken this method of ex-. 
pofing him for injuring his friend. This fingur 
lar inftance of Indian generofity and juftice ought 
|iot to be forgotten, As foon as they had deli- 
yered the filk, which the Captain ^wpuld have, 
had the king to accept, they departed, and had 
JTcarce reached the fl^ore when a heavy gale came 
on, with thiinder, lightnins, and hard rain. We 
wore fhip, and continued working oflF the land all 
night, and foon loft fight of the Re(blu.tion, who^ 
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fts well as thcDifcovcry, contmued beating about 
the ifland for fcvcn days fucceffively, in dread 
every moment of being wrecked upon the coaft. 
Ont he fourth day after we had loft fight of the 
Rcfolutton, the ftorm being a little abated, we 6b- 
fcrved her under a high part of the ifland, lying 
with her fore-top-gallant-maft down, her fore- 
top-fail-yard upon the cap, and the fail furled;' 
which gave' us rcafon to fuppofe that fome acci- 
dent had befallen her; and as we expeded, fo we 
' found it. We ftood down for her with a heavy 
gale, but it was not till the next day that we 
could come to fpeak with her. Captain Cook' 
himfelf being upon deck when we came up, 'in-

formed us that he had fprung his fore-maft inl 

« 

two different places -, that the fliip was leaky,' 
and that it was with the greateft difficulty they 
kfept her above water. He further faid, that on 
the 7th in the morning they difcovered the leak; 
that at that time they made thirty inches of 
water in three hours; and that ever fince all 
hands had been conftantly employed night and 
day in baling arid pumping ; we likewife under- 
ftood, that they had fplit their main-top-fail, and 
that they were, now bound to our late harbour to 
repair their damage. We purfued the time' 
courle; but it was not till the nth, when we 
opened on the bay in which lay our port. We 
were very foon furrounded with old friends, who 
brought us hogs, bread-fruit, plantains^ bana- 
noes, and cocoa-nuts, which they threw on 
board, >Vith6'ut waiting for any recompcnce. 

We 
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We were likcwife vifited by the old king, the 
prince, and many of the chiefs, who came to 
welcome us, and who were feemingly glad of 
our return. About ten in the morning botb 
ihips moored near their old birth, and prefently 
all hands were fet to work to ftrip the maft, and 
to carry it on fliore to be repaired. 

The next day the king came again on board, 
and mutual prefents and mutual civilities were 
continued as ufual: but about five in the after* 
noon there came along-fide a large canoe, with 
about 60 of their fighting men all armed, with 
little or no provifions on board, and who fcemed 
to have no good defign. The Captain obferv- 
ing their motions,^ ordered the guns to be (hot- 
ted, and every man to his poft. About fix they- 
dcparted, without offering the leaft infult ; but 
foon after we faw, upon a high hiU, a large body 
affembled, who were obferved to be gathering 
ftones, and laying them in heaps. At dark they 
were feen to difperfe ; but great lights and fires 
were kept burning all night. 

In the rnorning of the 13th they again aflem- 
bled, and began rolling the ftones from the brink 
of the hill, in order, as we fuppofed, to annoy 
the fliips, which, however, were at too great a 
pittance to receive any damage. Our Captains 
looking upon this as an infult, ordered th^ guns 
to \)t levelled, and fired among them, and, in 
(en minutes, there was not an Incjian to be feen 
Rc^r the placer 

In 
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In the afternoon the king came on board the 
'Refolution, and complained to Captain Coo|; 
of our killing two of his people, intimating, at 
the fame timc» that they had not the leaft intent 
tion of hurting us* He continued on board 
fome hours, amufing himfelf with feeing the 
armourers at work ; . and, when he departed, re* 
quefted that they aiight be permitted to make 
him a Pa-ha-we, (an inftrumcnt they Ufe in bat* 
tk when they come to clofe quarters) which wal 
readily granted. 

From this time . forward the natives became 
very unruly,^ and , ftole every thing they could 
lay their hands on. They were fired upon, but 
that only enraged them. One who had jufl; 
ftolen the armourer's tongs and an iron chiflel, 
with both which he was making to ihore, was 
intercepted by Captain Cook himfelf, who, with 
a few marines, endeavoured to fcize him as he 
was landing ; but the Indians feeing his defign, 
came rulhing in a body to the water-fide, among 
whom the fellow found means to fecretc himfelf i 
and the multitude, inftead of delivering him up, 
attacked the boats that were in purfuit of him,' 
feized their oars, broke them, and forced our 
whole party to retreat;. 

Capt. Cook having only a few marines with 
him, part of thpfe who were placed as a guard 
to the carpenters employed upon the maft, did' 
not think proper to renew the attack ; but re- 
turned tQ the tentSjj ordering a ftrift watch- to be 

kept 
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kept during t^e night, and his whpl^ force to be 
kept under j^ripsj^till; matters; jfbPRW; be accora^ 
modated, * Far this purpofe^ Mr. Edgar, our» 
mailer, wa.$ fep^ with a melfagfe t». the young 
prince, who from the beginning had: behaved' 
friendly, to ^pquaipt^him with the caufc of the.^ 
fray, and to demand th# delinquent to be delt< 
vered up. IThq prinpe, inftcadt)f liftening to his 
remonftrances, affumed another cauntcnanc^' 
andMr. E^gar w43 Vfery roughly handled, and 
]g^ to make hU eftapr, with a good beating. '. r 

The tenjp^, of the^ Indians was now totaHf 
changed^ and they ^^Y,y, day became more aIld^ 
n^re troAjblefoflie. * . *;. 

Oa the 14th a ^b& ipijteitude of them., were- 
f<^en . together making great lamentatbn^ and 
n)ov2ng (k>wiy along- .^ the b^aitingof a drum, 
that fcarce gave a ib»ke iaa minute. From thk- ^ 
clrcumftancei it wa^ fqppofcd they were burying 
the dead, who had bcea killed the day before. 
Kq violence^ . however, was e>tjijcr done o^ at- 
tempted this day^ though the girls, that were on 

board made us to under 3:and that they only 
waited for a favourable opportunity to attack.the 
fhips, 

On the morning of the 15th, our great cutter, 
which was moored tQ the biioy, was miflirVg - 
from her nK>oringS| and^ upon examination, the 
boat's painter was fo;ui^d cut two fathoms from 
ti^ buoy, and the reowindcr of the rope gone 
with the boat. 

This 
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• This gave caufc to fulpeft that fome villainy 
was concerting, and, in order to prevent the ill-^ 
confequences that might follow, bottf Captains 
met on board the Refolution, to confak what 
was befl: to be done on this critical occafibn.' 
The officers from both fliips were prefcnt at this 
council, where it was refolved to feize the king^ 
tuid to ronfine him on board till the boat {hould 
be returned. 
. With this view, early on the morning of the 
iStbj^Capt. Cook, with 20 marines^ went on 
Ihore, under cover of the guns of both ihips. 
The Indians obierving our motions, and feeing 
the Ihips warping towards the towns, of which' 
there were "two, one on each fide the harbour's 
mouth, they concluded that our defign was to 
feize their nurine* In confequence of which 
moft of their large war canoes took the alarm, 
and were making off, when our guns, loaded 
with grape and canifter Ihot, drove them back j 
and the Captain and his guard landed without 
oppofition. We obferved, however, that their 
warriors were cloathed in their military drefs, 
though without arms, and that they were gather* ' 
ing together in a body from every dircdtion, 
their chiefs affuming a very different countenance 
to what they ufuaily wore upon all former occa- 
fions- However, Captain Cook, attended by 
the Lieutenant of Marines,* a ferjeant, and ten 

* 

privates, regardlefs of appearances, proceeded 
direftly to the king's refidence, where they found 


him fcatcd on the- ground, with * about twelve 
of . his chiefs- round him, who .all rofe in the 
utmoft conft-erflatioti on fefeing the Captain 
and his gugird enter/ The Captain addreffed thfr 
king in the mildeft terms, affuring' him that no' 
violence was. intended agatnft his'perfonor aity' 
of hjs people^ e;Kcept againft thofe-whb had beea' 
gvn^ty:pf a; moft/unprccedeotedaftof rqbbcry^» 
by. cutting, ftcwn her tnoorings one of the Ihip'a 
bosit^ withoiW which they cojul^d rtcicber conye-. 
niwtly ? water jthe; mips, nOr. carry bn the neccf-. 
fary conimunicati<Mi with tlic' .Ihorc; calling 
ijpon the king^ at the fame, time/ to^give orders 
for the boat tt» be immediately reftored ; and 
infifting on his accompanying him to the Ih^s 
till his orders »&ould be carried into execution.' 
The king prot^ibed. his,, total ignorance of tho; 
theft; faid, he was very ready tdafliA in difco*^ 
vering the thief, and fhould be glad to fee him' 
puniflied*^ but fhewed great; unwillingnefs - to 
truft his perfon with fttangers,' who had lately 
<xercifed veky^Mnufiial feveritids againft his peo- 
ple. He vfsA tokl; that the tumultuous appear- 
ance of the people^' and their repeated robberies, 
made fome uncoriomon fevcritjes neceffary i but 
that not the leaft hurt fhould be done to the 
meaneft inhabitant' of his ifland by any perfon 
belonging to the fliips, without exemplary pu* 
niQiment;^ and all th^t was neceffary far thci 
continuance of peace was, tp pledge himfelf for. 
the honcfty of his pcoplf • With^that vie^yy antl, 
that view only, the Captain faid he came 1:0, 
' .• rcqueft 


tequeit the king; td place confidence ^id him; mi 
tamake hU fliip his hcfmej as the znoft effi^ua^ 
means of pqtting a. flop' to the robberies tbat 
were now daily iidd hourly commicted$ and cokxi^ 
mittingi by hiji people^ both a£ the tents and^ 
on board the ihips^ and were fa daring ^ to t^^' 
come infufierable. The king^ up6d this remon-^ 
ilrrance^ was preparing to comply ^ but ihd 
chiefs, taking the atarm^ began to fleal aw^ 
one after another, till they were ftopped by the 
guard. In . about half an hour the king was^ 
ready to accompany Captain Cook on board ;^ 
but by that time fo great- a bqdy of Indians^ 
were got together,, and lined the fliore, that 
it was with difficulty they could break through 
the mnlcitqde« who now began to behave! 
QUtrageoufly, and . to infult the guard. Gap^i 
taiin CQok^ Qb^rving their beha^iouf, gave) 
orders to the officer of mariiie$ to make way/ 
iiiid i( any one oppofed, to fire upon and in- 
ftantly dffpatch hkn. This oT^er the Lieii€e«^ 
nant ehdeavouned to carry into «x(cution^ aii4» 
a lane waa oiade.fec the' king and his chiefs tor: 
get to the boat^ 9 bin they: bad fcarce reached^ 
the Wfiter-iide^ when the word was gif'eil, tMi 
Tu-tee was^ about to carry off their king to kiflf 
film. Iri an kiftant a mrmber of their fighting 
Aien broke j&om the crowd, and wkh elubs^ 
j^ihed in- upon^the guard, four of whom were- 
prefently (Kfpatched. A ruffian making a- ftrokef 
at Capt. Cook, was (hot dead by the Captain^ 
Iiim&lf,> who,' having a doubled barrelled gnn^ 
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^as aiming at another^ when .a favage came be* 
hind him> and ftriking him on the head with 
his club^ felled him to the ground ; and then 
thruft'his Pa-ha-hc (a kind of wooden poig- 
nard, one of which was made of iron by our 
armourers at the rcqueft of the king, the day 
before) through his body with fuch force, that> 
entering between his flioulders, the point of it 
came out at his breaft. The quarrel now be- 
came general. The guns from the fhips begaa 
to pour in their fire upon the crowd, as did like* 
wife the marine guard, and the mufquetry from 
the boats ; but fuch was their intrepidity, that, 
in fpite of all our efforts, they carried off the 
bodies of the dead, as a mark of triumph. 

Befides Captain Cook, whofe death was uni- 
yerfally deplored. Corporal Thomas, and three 
privates, Hinkes, Allen, and Fadget fell vic- 
tims to their fury. But it feemed as if it was 
againft our Commodore that their vengeance 
was chiefly direfted, by whofe order they fup- 

pofed their king was to be dragged on board, 
and puniftied at his difcretion. For, having once 
fecured his body, they fled without much regard- 
ing the others, one of whom, either in the con- 
flift, or in recovering the boats, dropt into the fea. 
Thus fell the greateft navigator that this or 
any other nation could boaft, the account of 

whofe death was tranfmitted to England by Pro- 
feflbr Pallas, from Peterfburg, long before the 
arrival of our journalift, and with fuch circumr 
fiances of agreement in the principal fafts as 
fufEciently prove the authenticity of both. 

B b The 
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The Profeflor fays, " The inhabitants flicwc3 
Captain Cook (during his firft ftay) a refpe6fc 
that bordered on adoration ; but on / his fe^ 
cond landing they grew more thievifh than be- 
fore 5 and at laft, the cutter belonging to the 
iDifcovery was cut loofe, and carried away. The 
day after this happened the Captain, with his 
Lieutenant, and nine marines, landed. He 
went up to the refidence of the chief Terrefboo. 
He was received with refpeft ; but he found a 
great crowd affembled with the chief. Some of 
them grew infolent as he made his complaints ; 
one of them in particular indulged his grimaces 
in fo provoking a manner, that the Captain dit 
charged at him the fhot of his fowling-piece. 
On which a general commotion enfued. The 
Lieutenant fired, and killed one dead upon the 
Ipot V but inilead of difperfing, they now made 
a general attack, and though the marines fired 
one round with great efFeft, the crowd was not 
intimidated, but rufhed on with fuch rapidity, 
that there was no time to load again. In the 
firft onfet. Captain Cook and four of his people 
were unhappily killed upon the fpot ; and it was 
with great difficulty that the Lieutenant and the 
remaining marines could make their retreat, 
TOoft of them wounded ; and it would have 
been almoft impoffible for them to have cfcaped, 
had it not been for the fire from the pinnace 
and long-boat, that lay at fome diftance from the 
beech. Capt. Clarke faw no poflibility of re* 

vcnging the lofs of his gallant countryman but 
. ' " with 
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•with great flaughter^ he therefore kept tipoh tha 
dcfenfive."-*To return to our Joarnalift, 

The dead being pad rccorisry^ the diftreflfed 
fituation of the living was now to be regarded* 
The Refolution was without her maft, and lay 
in a manner at the mercy of the favages, who 
it was every moment expcfted, would have cMt 
away her moorings and drifted her on fhore* 
It was therefore the firft care of Gapt, Clarke, 
who fucceeded to the command, to float away 
the mail:, and to get the tents and all our other 
j baggage on board. For this purpofe no time 
was to be loft. While many of the Indians 
lay dead upon the beach, it was judged the 
properefl: time to take advantage of that inters 
val of inadtivity which always fucceeds any 
confiderable exertion of Indian ferocity. Our 
whole force was therefore coUeded, and, being 
well provided with arms and ammunition, we 
made one bold effort to accomplilh bur pur*^ 
pole. Having landed under cover of our gun% 
we marched with bayonets fixed, and took pof^ 
iefllon of the Morai, whjch flood on elevated 
ground, and gave us an advantage over the 
iavages,- who could not approach us frpm the 
flipre, neither could they attack us from the 
towns, without being expofed to oUr fire from 
the fhips. They made fevcral unfuccefsful at- 
tempts to diflodge us, but were repulfcd with 
lofs. After fuftaining an \inequal confiidk for ^ 
three hours, in which feveral of them were killed, 
without bring able to make any imprcffign on 

B b 2 our 
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cur fmall body; and without our lofing a mtxt^ 
though feveral were much hurt by the ftones 
irom their flings;, they at length difperfed^ and 
left us ttiafters of our tents and of all our other 
property. 

Our next care was to recover the bodies of our 
dead. A ftrong party were fent out in the pin- 
naces and boats, with a white flag] in token o£ 
peace^ to endeavour to procure them. They were 
met by Ow-a-te, a man of chief note among, 
the favages, at the head of a vaft multitude 
without anfwering our fignal, who informed us^ 
that the warriors were then on the back of the 
hill, cutting up and dividing the bodies of the 
(lain ; but that if Ta-tee, the name they gave 
Captain Clarke, would land> what remained of 
Tu-tee Ihould be delivered to him;, but our 
party being inconliderable in proportion to the 
numbers of the enemy that were then aflembled> 
we were apprchenfive of fome treacherous defign,,, 
and therefore- our Commander vfery wifely de- 
clined the invitation. While we remained in 
OUT boats^ feveral other chiefs came to the water- 
fide ; and one in particular, with Captain Cook's^ 
hanger, which he drew in a vaunting mariner, 
^nd brandiflied it over his head ; others fliewed 
themfel ves with the fpoils takea from the dead -^ 
one having a jacket, another a fliirt, a third a^ 
|)air of trowfcrs, and fo on ; infulting us,, as it 
Were, with the trophies of their viftory. 

At this time it was thought prudent to ftifle 

our rcfentment, and to rcferve our vengeance 

o till 
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till a more favourable opportunity. We were 
now in want of water ; our fails and J*igging in 
d ihattered condirion; our cordage bad, and 
our repairs not near finiihed ; all therefore wc 
had to do was to remain upon the defenfive till 
we were better provided. 

Towards the clofe of the evenings we faw 
from the ihips- at a confiderable diliance, a canoe 
with eight or nine Indians making towards us 
{tqm the N. W. and, "Op theii: nearer approach^ 
obferve^i jonc of them ft^ding up^ M^ifh oyr Iat« 
Commander's hat on, and apparently dariog us. 
Under this milapprebeafian, a gun was fired 
at him from .the Refolution, which wounded 
him in the leg; but, notwithftanding this, the 
canoe came clofe -uader the fliip's ftern, hail- 
ing ius, ^nd at the fame time the whole crew 
calling out> Tu-tee, Tu-tee, as loud as they 
cauJd bawJr This excited every one's curipfity^ 
and orders, were given to admit them w boards 
when the wounded.man produced a piece of iiefli, 
carefully wrapped up in a clotlt, which he fo- 
iemnly iaifured us was part of the thigh of our 
late Commander ; that he faw it cpt from the 
bone, but believed that all the reft was eaten* 
He was inftantly carried into the furgcry, had 
his wound dreffed, and during the operation 
was queftioned clofely concerning any other part 
of the Captain's remains, all which he declared 
had been divided among fo many of the war- 
riors, as he called them, that he fuppofed by. that 

. B b 3 - . time 
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%\mc every other part muft be devoured. Ho 
was then afked if he knew what became of the 
other dead bodies, which be anfwered in the ne-i 
gative, As foon as his wound was dreflcd, hq 
defired to be fet at liberty, which was granted 5 
and when the canoe departed, the Indians were 
defired to brin^ us hogs and provifions, and to 
^rade as before. Their anfwer was, they were 
tabooed. 

On the 1 7thj the different promotions took 
place, and according to their fucceffion, the offi-^ 
cers changed (hips; Captain Clarke went on 
board the Refolution, and Mr. Gore, firft Lieu*- 
tenant of the Refo)utioD, took the command of 
the Difcovery. \ 

- On the ]8th both (hips were again warped 
fiear the fhore, and a fpring put upon their 
cables, in order to cover the boats which were 
ient to compleat our ftock of water. On this mo* 
don crowds of inhabitants were feen to affemble^ 
with a large black flag difplayed, which we inter* 
-preted as a fignd for war; but we afterwards found 
that it w^s part of their ceremony in burying 
their dead. Under this miftake a few guns were 
fired from the fhips to difperfc them, by which 
the king's fecbnd fon, Mea-Mea, was killed, and 
a poor woman }oft her arm. This made a ftrong 
impreiTion on the whole body of Indians, and we 
were left in quiet both this and the next day, to 
purfue our repairs and compleat our hold. 

On the 19th they began again to be trouble- 
fome. Ii^ the morni^ig, while the \>osits were 

loading 
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loading at the well, the ftones came about the creWs 
like hail, fbmQ of them of more than a pound 
weight; one in particular was feen coming; but 
who threw it, no one could tell. This being attend- 
ed to, an Indian was obfcrved to creep out of a 
hole, who, as foon as he had difcharged his ftone, 
retired back to his place of flielter. Him we 
marked, and returned to our,fhips ; and it being 
now apparent that nothing was to be gained b/ 
fair means, orders were given to ftrike terror 
among them, by purfuing them with fire and 
fword. About two in the afternoon, all who 
were able to bear arms, as well failors and arti* 
ficers as marines, were muftered, and prepara- 
tions made to fuflain them, while with lighted 
matches they rowed on fhore, and fet fire to the 
S. E. town, purfuing the frighted inhabitant^ 
while their houfes were in flames, with unre* 
Jenting fury. Many were put to death, and all 
driven to feek flielter where they could ; fcarcc 
^ houfe haying efcaped the general conflagra- 
tipn. In this vindiftive cnterpri?ie, the hut or 
hole of the crafty Indian, whole cowardice had 
t)een one principal caufe of the defolation that 
followed, was not forgotten. His hole had 
been marked, as has already been obferved, and 
pn feeing our failors approach it, fuch was his 
inveteracy, that he heaved a huge ftone at the 
gjQTailants, one of whom he dangeroufly wounded, 
but was inflantly difpatched by the difcharge of 
three muflccts, and a bayonet run thro* his body, 
Pqr vengeance being now fully executed, we 

B b 4 turned 
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returned to the fhips, loaded with Indian 
jpoils,' confifting of bows and arrows, clubs, 
and arms of all kinds, which they ufc in 
battle; and having the heads of two of their 
fighting men, of which the obnoxious Indian 
was one, ftuck at the bows of the pinnaces, as 
a terror to the enemy frohi ever daring again to 
xnoleft us. 

It is however not a little remarkable, that the 
father and mother of twp girls, who were on 
board our (hip, came in the dead of night, in their 
canoe, loaded with cocoa-nuts and bread-fruit, 
which they had been gathering in the day for 
their own fubQftence, as a fupply for their chiU 
dren, left, from what had happened, they fhould 
have been fuffered to want ; acquainting us at 
the fame time with a treacherous dcflgn of their 
countrymen to cut our cables, and drift the fliip$ 
nfhore, They were taken on board, and de- 
tained prifoners till morning, when not an In- 
dian was tQ be feen near the harbour, but fuch 
^s were old and feeble, and knew not how to 
inake their efcape, The informers were ten-r 
derly treated, had prefents m^de them, and were 
afterwards difmifled, at their own defire, upon a 
neighbouring ifland, with every token of kind-? 
nefs. The waterers now filled their calks in 
quiet \ and it was not long before the chiefs of 
fhelfland came to fue for pe^ce. 

About four in the afternopn of the ?cth, teii 
girls came down to the well, where the waterers 
wer^ bgfy, with quantities of fruit, as much as 
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they could carry, for which they would take 
nothing in return, only praying to be taken oa 
board. This was denied them, as peremptpry 
orders had been given by Captain Clarke, forbid- 
ding the admiflion of any more of their women. 
On the 2 1 ft, a chief^ never before feen on 
board either fhip, attended by about 300 of his 
people, with a white flag difplayed, and carrying 
boughs and green branches in their hands, came 
finging and dancing to the water-fide. On fee- 
ing his enfign anfwered by a white flag at each 
mizen-top-maft-hcad^ he, accompanied with 
three other chiefs, came on board, having fome 
cocoa-nuts, plantains, and bread-fruit, as pre- 
fents to the commander, for which they would 
accept of nothing in return. This chief, whofc 
name was A-nu-a, came to make fubmiflion ; 
and» as a token of his fincerity, promifed tocol-i 
left the bones of our deceafed warrior, as he cal- 
led him, and to bring them, and lay them at 
our feet, This was the token of the moft per- 
fedt fubmiflion that an Indian warrior could 
jnake to ^is conqueror; and this was accepted 
on the part of our commander. In this man- 
ner, and, on thefe conditions, peace was to be 
reftored. 

At nine in the morning of the next day, the 
fame old chief returned, attended by a more 
numerous fuite than before, having feveral large 
Jiogs added tp his peace-ofFerings, and wi|h him, 
likewifc, he brought the bones of Capt. Cook, his 
bacjc-bonc, and the bones pf hjs feet only except- 
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ed, which he promifed to produce the next vifit 
he made. On examination, the head appeared to 
have been fcalped ; the face was entirely gone; 
the hands had the ilefh on, but fcored and fait-* 
ed; and, as heaffured the Captain, moft of the 
flefli befides was eaten. Ouf Commander made 
fighs to return the cutter, but was told it was 
broke up and burnt for the iron. Some prcr 
fents were made to this friendly chief, who dc* 
parted well fatisficd. We were now preparing 
to depart, when provifions of all forts came 
pouring in upon us fafter than we could con- 
fume them. The Indian kept his promife, an4 
On the 23d brought the bones of the Cap<^ 
tain that were miffing : thefe were all placed in 
due form, in a cafe made for the purpole, and; 
under a triple difcharge from the fhips, buried 
in the bay. The terror of the Indians on thi$ 
occafion was increafed, by a four pound ball be* 
ing loaded by miftake, which fortunately did no 
other mifchief than that of exciting the jealoufy 
of the Indians that our profeflions of peace Were 
not fincere, which poflibly might be the cafe 
with him who loaded the gun, as the failors in 
general could hardly be reftrained from violence| 
whenever an Indian came within their power. 
Nothing more remained now to be done. The 
repairs being compleated, fo far at leaft as our 
circumftances would allow, we bent our fails in 
the morning, and were vifited by many of our 
former friends, among whom was the king's 
youngcft fpn, a boy of about fourteen years oif 

age. 
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^gc, of whom Captain Cook was remarkably 
fond, and the boy, in return, was no lefs attached 
to the Captain. He came to exprefs his forrow 
for the accident that had happened, which he 
did by a plentiful flow of tears. He gave us to 
vnderftand, that his two brothers were killed^ 
and that his father was fled to the adjoining 
ifland. Captain Clarke . made him fome pre- 
fents th4t were pleafing to him, and he departed 
very much comforted. 

About 7 in the evening, a breeze fpringing up 
in our favour, we unmoored, and fopn Jeft the 
harbpiur^ fl^aping our courfe to the fJ. W^ 
Nothing remarkable till 

The 28th, when we opened upon a fine bay,' 
in one of the Leeward Iflands, called by thp 
inhabitants O-aa-ah, where the fliips canie to a^ 
anchor, and where both Captains landed, buf 
made a very ihort fl:ay. Several of the inhabit- 
ants came on board, who were fo immoderately 
fond of iron, that they endeavoured to wrench 
jthe very ring-bolts from the hatches. Here we 
put aftiore the family that accompanied ijs froip 
0«whyre^ . and here we purghafed a few fmall 
iwine,. fome bread-fruit, and plantains, and ji 
quantity of ^ rpof, called Ta-ee, not unlike fern- 
root, butpf an enormpus fize, fome weighing 
from fixty to fevpnty pounds. If is 4 powerfgl 
^nti-fcorbutic of the faccharine kind. Founded, 
Vfc made an excellent liquor from it, very plea- 
fant, and exceedingly wholefomc: we had quan- 
t)|ie§ pf it wt>eq we reached KdmihatQs:a, and 93 

good 
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good as when firft purchafed. Having found 
nothing elfe to engage our attention in this 
afland, we fet fail in the evening, and 
' This day, March i, about noon, we arrived 
at the Ifland of Ne-hu, and moored in our old 
birth, where we vidualled and repaired the win- 
ter before. Here we were received with fcem- 
ing kindncfs. Hogs and the produce of the 
ifland were brought us in abundance; but when 
our calks were landed, in order to exchange our 
water, (that of O-why-he being both bitter and 
Jbrackifh, and the water here excellent) the coo- 
pers were no fooner fet to work than one Indian 
{hatched up an adze, another a bucket, E third 
u bag of nails, apd foon; and this among a 
crowd of natives of more than four or five hun- 
dred in number. To put a Itop to thefe depre- 
dations, orders were given to fire over their heads; 
but this not having the defired efiedt, a gun 
from the Ihips threw them all into confufion. 
Two were feen to drop 5 and by the flirieks and 
cries of the women, more were fuppofed to have 
been killed or wounded^ For a while the mul- 
titude retreated •, but being rallied by fome of 
their chiefs, who doubtlefs had heard that we 
were not invulnerable, they returned in greater 
numbers than before, when it was thought pru- 
dent to lay afide watering, and to provide for 
our own fafety. All hands were now ordered 
to their pods, and an engagement commenced 
in earneft, when the Indians inftantly gave way, 
after a few being kiljed and woyoded by our 

fire. 
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fire, and they never again offered the le^ft vio- 
fence during our ftay, - A pcrfeft agreement 
took place, and pref(^nts were niutually exchanged 
on both fides. Here all the bad water was ftart- 
cd from both (hips, and a plentiful ftock of good 
water taken on board, to ferve us during our 
long run to Kamfhatflca, for which we were 
preparing. Here one of the chiefs, named 
Noo-oh-a exprefled a defire to accompany us 
in our voyage, when, being told that we were 
never more to return to that ifland, he lamented 
the opportunity he had loft when we were here 
before ; ^nd pointing to the fun, feemed to fuppofe 
that we Ihould vifit that luminary in our courfe, 
and that the thunder and lightning of our guns, 
and that which came from above, were both 
derived from the fame fource. 

' From this harbour we failed on the 9th, and 
vifited the oppofite fide of the iQand, where we 
had likewife paffed a part of the former winter. 
Here we were received with much kindnefs and 
hofpitality; and here we purchafed yams and 
potatoes for our fummer^s cohfumption, which 
the companies of both fliips were glad to ex- 
change for their allowance of bread, that part of ' 

their food being both fcanty and bad, 

Befides the natural produdions of the coun- 
try, we purchafed in thefe iftands many tons of 
fait, much of their cordage and cloth, and a 
great variety of artificial euriofities, fuch as their 
weapons of war, their inftruments for filhingj 
their cloaks and coverlids 5 their caps^ malks, 

nets. 
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liets, inftrumcnts of mufic; their needles, threadiS 
working tools, bracelets, car-jewels, and^ iih 
ihort, almoft every thing that was new to us, or 
which was peculiar to them i among which were 
Ibme houfehold utenfils, and prints for impref- 
fing their cloth. The iQand we are now pre- 
paring to leave lies in lat. 21 deg. 49 min. N. 
and in long. £• from Londoh 193 nearly. 

On the 15th we made fail, and foon after 
were informed that Captain Clarke was taken 
ill. We at firft ftood to the weftward, veering a 
little to the fouth, in fearch of a fmall ifland, 
which we were told abounded in turtle. We 
continued this courfe till 

The 30th, when we were in lat. 20 deg. 19 
min. N. long. 18a deg. 40 min. per watch. We 
now altered our courfe, and ftecred N. W. 

April I, we continued fleering N. W. f W. 
lat. 21 deg. 46 min, N. long. 180 deg. 2 
min. 

On the 3d we crofled the Northern Tropic, 
long. 177 deg. 39 min. E. fleering N. W. by 
N. in a direft courfe for Kamfhatlka. On the 
third day after leaving the Ifland of Ne-bu, it 
began to blow a. hard gale, which continued 
with very little intermiflion till the prcfent day, 
when our fliip became very leaky, and we were 
informed that the Refolution was much worfe 
than the Difcovery. 

On the 9th, for the firfl time, fince our leav- 
ing Ne-hu, we had an obfervation, and found 

ourfelvesin lat. 32 deg. 16 min. long. 167 E. 

On 
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On the loth we obfervcd a tropic bird hover-* 
irig about the fhip, and by her motions we. cx- 
peded her to light, being far to the northward 
of her proper climate •, however, ftie left us, and 
made for the Refolution. In the evening it be- 
gan to blow, with heavy rain, and continued an 
.unremitting gale till 

The 13th, when we were in lat. 39 deg. 50 
min. very cold and foggy. As we now began ta 
approach the higher northern latitudes, the flan- 
nel jackets that had been ftored up while we 
were among the Tropical Iflands, were again 
brought into ufe, and were of infinite fcrvice to 
the poor men. We now altered our courfe to 
the eallward, having great iigns of land on our 
larboard beam- 
On the 15th, being in lat. 41 deg, 59 min, 
the figns of land increafed. The weather being 
fine and clear, we fcized this opportunity to 
fearch for the leak, and, knowing it to be for- 
wards, we moved the fails from the fore-fail 
room, and found them wringing wet; but the 
leak was out of our reach ; however, when the 
weather was fine, it gave us very little trouble* 
On the 1 6th the Rcfolution's boat came on 
board, and Captain Gore and our firft Lieute- 
nant went to vifit Captain Clarke, who ftill con- 
tinued very ill. On their return, they brought a 
difmai. account of the condition of the Refolu- 
tion-, fKe became leaky on the 7th, when it blew 
a tempeft. On the carpenters going down to 
the cockpit for lights, they were alarmed by 

finding 
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finding thcmfclvcs over their fliocs in water, 
and, upon further examination, the calks in the 
fifh-room and fpirit-room were driving one 
againft anc^her, by which two calks of Erench 
brandy were ftaved. They then Icarched for- 
wards, where they found the coal-hole fix feet 
deep in water, and the lhip*s whole complement 
of paint deilroyed ; feveral calks of (hells and 
curiofities ftaved, the light-room deck blown up, 
arid the bulk- head between the gunner's ftore- 
room and the coal-hole burft open. In this 
alarming fituation they continued during the 
whole time that the ftormy weather lafted, pum- 
ping night and day, and every officer in the 
fliip (the Captain, who was ill, only excepted) 
took his turn with the common men, who were 
fickening apace with fatigue ; nor were they 
then relieved from hard duty, when our gentle- 
men left the Ihip •, which was the reafon we 
could make no ftay to examine the extent of 
De Gama's or Company's Land, which, however, 
we difcovered, by our run, not to extend farther 
to the eaftward than it is marked in our ordinary 
maps. The misfortune of the Refolution's 
people did not end with the damages above re- 
cited ; much of their bread was fpoiled, and they 
were forced to take from us a ton of yams to 
fupply its place. 

On the 1 8 th we loft fight of the Refolution -, 
but by every appearance, were at no great dif- 
tance from land. Large pieces of timber drift- 
i ed by us, and land-birds innumerable, were 

feen 
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fccn to the weftward. We were now in lat. 4$ 
deg. 10 mm. running at the rate of feven or cigh( 
knots an hour. 

, On the 19th we came in fight of the Refolu^ 
tion: 'and> though it blew hard, they threw 
out the fignal for us to make fail^ from whence 
we concluded that their le^k ftill diftreiied them. 
At noon we were in lat. 48 deg. 38 min. and 
long. 1 59 dcg^ 10 min. 

On the 20th we had a deep fnow, attended 
with froft, by which our men were expofed to 
incredible hardihip^. It fell To heavy upon the 
decks and rigging, that it was next to impoffibte 
to keep them clear, or, not being clear, 10 make 
the ropes traverfe. Fortunately it ceafed fre«&*^ 
ing inthe night. 

On the 20th we were in lat. 49 deg. 48 mia.^ 
when we began to get every thing in readineis for 
coming to anchor. 

On the 22d we were in the latitude of Lon^ 
don ', the water of a milky colour, bu( no foundl- 
ings at eighty-five fathom. In the evening the 
Reiblution n>ade the fignal to tack fiiip, and we 
never afterwards faw her till our arrival at pur 
deflined harbour. 

On the 23d we c^mc in fight of land, very 
barren, very rugged, and covered with fnow; 
from whence we were diftant not above a league, 
with our (larboard tacks on board, the water 
near the fhore black with wild fowl, and a iheet 
of ice ikirting the land, covered with fea-lions, 
feals, and other amphibious animals* At half 
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pad lO, P. M. we put about, finding by our log^ 
t>ook and watch that we were fifty miles to lee- 
ward of our port* 

On the 25th we were out of fight of land, 
^ch a heavy gale, a fall of fnow, piercing cold; 
-and twenty of our hands froft-nipped. 

The 26th it blew bard from the N. E. We 
kept working to windward^ which doubled our 
labour, and our concern for our Commodore 
increafed fo much the more, as we judged by our 
own fuflTerings, what muft be the fate of the Re- 
folution, that was much lefs able toftruggle with 
the ftorm than the Difcovery. The ftorm con- 
tinuing with fleet and fnow» three men could 
icarce do the work of one. 

Amidft thefe complicated diilrefies, our leak 
increafed to an alarming degree. . 

On the 2 8th we made feventeen inches in three 
hours. The wind dying away, we tried the cur* 
rent, and found we drifted half a mile an hour 
to the (buthward. A man was ient up to the 
maft-head to look round for the Refolution, but 
without fucceeding. We now gave her over 
for loft. 

On the 29th we ftood in for the land, and at 
two in the^afternoon we came in light of the en- 
trance of the bay of Kamlhatflca, then diftant 
between feven and eight miles to the fouthward. 
We made fail, and ftood right in ; but finding it 
frozen over, we judged that the Refblution could 
riot pofiibly be there, and therefore concluded 
hat flic muft have gone to the bottom. 

Early 


Early next morning We oACe hidte 'attempted 
the entrance of the bay, and finding the icd 
drifted, wc conceived hopes that We might be 
able to force a paflagc through the loofe icej 
which, now the weather was fine, did -not appear 
fo formidable as befofe. About noon a pleafafiC 
breeze fprung up, and we direflcd our courfe td 
a flag we faw difplayed juft within the bay, and 
happily fuccccded, dropping our anchor in twenty^ 
fathom water, within lefs than three leagues 6f 
our intended harbour. In about half dn houi*, 
while our boats were ftill looking out for a paf- 
^gc> we obferved at a diftance two boats mak-^ 
ing towards us, one of which we knew to be- 
long to the Refolution ; the other belonged to 
the Ruffians. No joy could exceed that which 
the certainty of the fafety of the Refolution fpread 
through the whole fliip^s company of the Difco- 
very. She had been in port ever fince the 27th, 
and had given US over for loft, never expefting 
to fee us more. She had met with fome damage 
in her fails and rigging ; but by her fortunately 
hitting the harbour, fhe had efcaped much of 
the diftrefs that we fuffered from the feverity of 
the weather. 

Early on the firft of May, we weighed, hav- 
ing the Refolution's boat to direft us. Soon 
after day-light, we were within the light^houfe 
Jiear. the entrance of the harbour, but were op- 
pofed by a ftrong tide from the fhore, which. 
drifting huge pieces of 'floating ice againft us,^ 
made our further progrefs both dangerous and 
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fatiguing; but, having the wind fair^ about 
five in the evening vft came to in light of the 
town» and foon after dropt anchor near the 
Kefolution. 

On the 2d the Refolution unmoored, and both 
fliips came to, and moored within a mile of the 
town, and within a cable's length of the ice, 
which entirely (hut up the head of the bay* 
Here we found only one fmall floop, about fifty 
tons, which, as foon as the ipe was clear, was 
bound on a trading voyage to the northward. 
We had no fooner dropt anchor than our boat 
was ordered out, and our Captain, with feyeral 
Other gentlemen, went to vifit Capt. Clarke, and 
to take his orders for our future proceedings. 
We found him ftill growing weaker and weaker^ 
we therefore fhortencd our ftay. 

On the 3d both Captains, attended by the 
principal officers and gentlemen, went on fliore, 
and were received by a fubaltern, who now had 
the command of the fort, fituated clofe by a little 
miferable town, called A-watch-a, which, by its 
appearance, could not be fuppofed to furnifli 
provifions for the fliips crew^ a fingle week. 
We foon learnt that the governor lived at a towa 
called Bolchaia-rcka, diftant about feventy miles, 
and that an exprefs had been.fent to him to no* 
tify our arrival. The fubaltern,' in the mean j 

time, {hewed us every civility. We found on 
our landing a fledge drawn by dogs in readinefs 
to receive our Commodore, who was in fo weak 
a fl:ate as not to be able to walk, and to condud: 

him 
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hiln to the refidcnce of the governor when sit 
Kaai(hat&a» ^here moft of the officers and gen- 
tlemen had apartments allotted them during our 
ftay. It was not however a little ftrange, that 
though we were expedled, and that the Emprefs 
of Ruflia had given orders to her governor to 
furnifh us with every accommodation in his 
power, that not a creatui'e was to be found that 
underftood any other language than that of the 
natives pf the place, and of Ruffia ; neither of 
which languages was intelligible to any of us ; fo 
that having no interpreter, every thing was to be 
conduded by figns. 

Captain Clarke, with fome gentlemen who at- 
tended him, flept on Ihott for the benefit of the 
air. They were entertained with ftewed filh, 
venifon-foups, and other difiies, drefled after the 
manner of the country ^ and the officer who 
now a£i:ed as deputy-governor behaved with ag 
uncommon degree of civility, or more properly 
fcrvility, by paying every attention that his cir- 
cumftances would admit, to make the Captain's 
accommodations tolerable. He made him uhv 
derftand, that at the diftance of about fixteen 
wrefts, at a town called Parantanka, there lived 
a prieft, who might poffibly be able to converfe 
with him ; and with that view he the very next 
day fent an exprefs to invite him to the fort, at 
the fame time intimating, that the governor was 
a German, who could talk all languages, which 
accounts for the omiffion before complained of; 
and indeed, as it afterwards appeared, , we were 
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cxpefted here the preceding fummer, and that 
our arrival now was unlocked for. On board, the 
carpenters were bufy in ftripping the Ihips bows, 
and the Tailors in getting the lick on fliore, with 
€very part of the (hips ftores that ftood in need 
of revifal; and though the weather continued 
•piercing cold, no time was loft in forwarding the 
repairs. 

On the 4th one of our boats, in putting the 
aftronomer's affiftant on fhore at the influx of 
the tide, was fuddcnly encircled by the floating 
ice in fuch a manner, as not to be able to move 
one way or the other ; another boat fent to hef 
relief was ibon enclofbd in the fame manner, and 
till the return of the tide both were forced to re^ 
main in thatdeplorable.fltuation, not aperfon on 
board daring to truft himfelf among the floating 
ice to endeavour to make his efcapc. About 
twelve at night they were relcafed, and the icey 
prifoners returned on board, almoft periihed with 
cold. 

On the 5th fix gentlemen arrived from BoU 
• (chaia^reka, among whom was a merchant who 
came to trade for (kins ; fome of which he pur- 
chafed from us, as we thought, at great prices; 
but as we afterwards found, for little more than 
half their value. Thcfe are all monopolized by 
the Ruflian Company, already mentioned in our 
account of the laft fummer's voyage, and not a 
flcin is to be had rrom thcKamftiatfkadales. This 
gentleman was accompanied by the governor's 
ifcretary, v^ho could fpeak both German and 
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i)utch, and who brought a letter from the gover- 
nor, written in German, complimenting the Com- 
modore on his arrival, tendering his beft fervices, 
and excufing his abfence -, adding at the fame 
time, that when he was made acquainted with 
the neceffaries of which we flood in need, he 
would give immediate orders for their fupply as 
far as was in his power, and that he would 
embrace the firft opportunity of waiting upon 
the Commodore. It happened, that Mr. Web-^ 
ber,, our draughtfman, was matter of the Ger- 
man; and on reading the letter it was thought 
more refpeftful, as well as more fuitabie to the 
occafion, for Captain Gore, in the illnefs of our 
commander, to be the meflenger himfelf, as he 
could give a more particular account of our 
many wants than could pbflibly be tranfmittcd 
in a letter. 

On the 26th the Ruffian gentlemen were en- 
tertained on board the Ihips, Mr. Webber afting 
^s interpreter to the merchant, and the governor's 
fccretary being matter of the French, was well 
enough underftood to make the converfation and 
the bottle pafs jovially round. About ten at 
night the company parted ; ^nd 

In the morning of the 7th Captain Gore, at- 
tended by Lieutenant King of the Refolution, and 
Mr. Webber, and accompanied by the merchant 
and Ruffian fecretary, fet out for Bolchaia-reka, 
where, after a moft fatiguing journey, they 
t^rrivcdjon the 13th, and were received by th^ 
^ ' C c 4 Governor 
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Governor with a politenefs that did honour to 
the poft he filled. 

After the ufual fakitations, they entered into 
general converfation, when our gentlemen foon 
discovered that tl^e governor was not only a man 
of breeding) but of general knowledge ; that he 
had been made acquainted by his court with our 
intention of touching at Kamihatika ^ that the 
character of our firft Commander^ Capt. Cook, 
was known to him, by the account given of hb 
iformer expeditions ; and that the whole route^ 
that be was fuppofed to purfue in the prefent 
expedition, he had deduced from his own con^ 
jedture. Captain Gore, when he came to fpeak 
of our north-weft courfe, put the letter into his 
hands, which our Commodore received from 
the RuSian fa(^or at Sauganuida, (of which no* 
tice has already been taken,) and which chiefly 
related to the bufinefs of the fa&ory, having 
only (lightly touched upon the civilities he had 
received from us, and had reprefented us as mer^ 
chant-Ihips, engaged in a {lew line of commerce^ 
which he apprehended might be injurious to that 
in which the factory was engaged. Such is thq 
jealoufy the Huflians entertain of the trade to the 
north, which they now look upon as we did for* 
merly upon the trade to Americoi as of right 
belonging to them % — founding their clmm oi^ 
the priority of difcovcry, Bhering having fiirft 
traced the way to the north-weft continent of 

America, thoygh he loft bis life in the purfuitt 

This 
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This obfervation however being foreign to the 
fubjeft of his cotnmiffion. Captain Gore pafied 
unnoticed^ and having dined and fpent the dskj^ 
of his arrival agreeably^ he next naorning took 
occafion to deliver to the governor a lift of thofe 
articles of which the fhips ftood moft in need 5 
Keprefenting at the fame time the Ihattered con* 
dition of the fhips, and how nauch they were 
in want of fails and cordage, as well as provi^ 
dons, having met with no fupply of beef or 
bread from the time they left England in 1775, 
to the prefent ^^X > nor of tobacco, a chief 
article with our failors, though for three months 
they had been under the necefllty of fubfifting 
without. The governor heard hitn with atten^ 
tion, ai)d afiured him, that he had Her Imperial 
Majefty's pofitive orders to furnifh the Britifli 
fliips upon Difcovery with every afliftancc in 
his power; and that his inclination as well as 
his duty, led him to do his utmoft to com-^ 
ply with bis requeft ; that he would ranfack the 
country round as far as his jurifdiAion reached, 
to fupply him with rye meal, but that wheat 
meal could not poffibly be procured, becaufe 
the country produced iK>ne ; nor would it be 
cafy to fupply the 0xips with beef, except for 
prefent confumptton, as the time of theyeav 
was unfuitable, ]K>ne being killed therein the 
winter, nor any fit to kill till the grafs in the 
fummer had recruited their flelh. He added, 
that tobacco was not among the articles allowed 
by Her Imperial Majefty, but that he would, for 

their 
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their uft Ipare 400 weight from his own ftores j 
and what canvas and cordage the magazines 
could produce fhould be at the Commodore's 
fcrvice, whofe ill ftate of health he moft fincere- 
Jy regretted. Thefe civilities were accompanied 
with the moft lively expreffions of efteem ; and, 
when Capt. Gore took leave, he complimented 
him with his own carriage, ordered a horfc 
round for the Commodore to ride out for the 
benefit of the air, and a cow to fupply him 
every day with frefli cream and milk. And recoI« 
kdting afterwards that the gentlemen mightV 
probably, be in want of tea and fugar, he fent 
100 weight of the latter, and 20 lb. of the^ 
former for a prefent fupply. 

We Ihould be wanting in juftice to this wor^ 
thy Governor, were we to pafs over his beha* 
viour to us unnoticed, which was fuch 119 did 
honour to his feelings as a man, and to Her 
Imperial Majeily as an Officer, 

Our gentlemen had not been returned many 
days, when they were followed by the Gover- 
nor himfelf, who, after enforcing his orders for 
our immediate fupply from the country, came 
fo examine what could be fpared from the 
fortrefs. He had already ordered 9000 weight of 
rye meal to be coUedbed from dififerent diftridts at 
a great diftance, and conveyed to us at whatever 
expence, accompanied with 20 head of homed 
cattle. Thefe our failors rejoiced to fee, and^ 
tho' fkeletons compared with thofe of England, 
were received by us with an eagernefs not ca- 

fily 
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Jily to be exceeded; for not having had the 
relifli of frefh beef for more than three years^ 
the very fcrapings of the bones would have been 
Xo our failors, at this time, a treat inBnitely 
more grateful than at home they would have 
thought the moft luxurious feaft. 

It was the 23d before the Governor arrived 
^t Parrantanka, in the vicinage of which the 
j)rieft refided, of whom we have already, fpo* 
^cn* With him the Governor fpent the after* 
fiOOTiy but when night came he flept at the fort. 

On the 25th the pinnace from the Refolu* 
^on was manned and properly equipped to 
'bring him on board. He was faluted with i r 
guns from the Refolution, and the fame num- 
ber from the Difcovery ; and when he entered 
the ihip he was received with mufic, and with 
all the honours that circumftances would admit ; 
and he was fo well pleafed with his reception, 
that he (laid two days and two nights on board : 
during which time he had but very little fleep, 
Capt. Clarke, being ill, ilept on (hore, and 
left the care of entertaining the Governor to his 
officers, who did not tail to make it agreeable. 
Some very noble prefents were made him at his 
departure, confiftingof curiofities collefted from 
jevery part of the world, with a gold watch, 
two fowling-pieces, a brace of filver-mountcd 
piftols, and other valuable articles of Englifh 
manufafture ; to all which were added, nc^r 
100 gallons of brandy from the (hips ftores, 
'ps a prefent from the failors out of their allow- 
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ancc, in lieu of the tobacco that he had gcneroufljr 
ordered to be divided amongft them gratis^ 
which at that time was in fuch eftimation, that 
he who had been provident enough to make A 
teicrve, ibid it nearly at the price of filver. 

Orders were now given to get every thing 
on board, and prepare to fail as faft as poflible i 
both ihips had been ftripped of their planking 
to the water's edge ; but the leak of the Difcoi** 
very was found much lower, being a hole worn 
in her bow, which, had not the hull been clear* 
ed, could never have been come at. 

Having now got the meal on board, the 
crews were ferved with an allowance of half 
rye and half flour ; which, however, not bet- 
ing accuftomed to, they did not very well re- 
liih, though it was found to be very wholefome. 
The Governor had made Capt. Clarke a pre- 
fent of a cow, for which it was necefiary to pro* 
vide provender ; and large quantities of ducks, 
geefe and poultry were taken on board, to fupply 
the want of other live flock ; for here they bad 
no iheep, nor any other domeftic animal, ex- 
cept dogs, which ferve the natives both for horfes 
^nd hunting ; nor was there a cow in the coun- 
try, that we faw, except what the Governor fent* 
to Capt. Clarke, and one in pofieifion of the 
prieft. 

We had now been here a month, when 

On* the 4th of June, being his Majefty's births 
day, the fame was celebrated with great magnifi- 
cence on board and on fiiore. The (hips were 

dreiTed 
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'drcflfed with ftreamers and with the colour$ of 
all nations; and a flag was difplayed at the 
tents. The Ruflian gentlemen were fumptu-* 
oufly entertained on board ; and the comm^q 
men were ferved with double allowance of rwa« 
and liquor, and, being permitted to divere 
thcmfelves on fhore, many of them made par-, 
ties and traverfed the woods in purfuit of gante^ 
with which they were told the country abounded. 
But, as they were ignorant of their haunts, they; 

met with no fuccefs. 

Before our departure, pacquets were entruf- 
ted to the care of the Governor, to be forwarded 
to England by the way of Peterfburgh, both, 
for government and to private friends; thcfc 
we have fince found were carefully tranfmitted. 
And now, having all things in readinefs, our 
full complement of wood and water on board, 
and of every neceflary the country afforded, and 
waiting only for a wind, 

, Early on the 12th of June we weighed and 
failed, direfting our courfe to the northward \ 
but were detained in the bay till 

The 15th, when we were alarmed with a 
noife louder than the loudeft thunder, and pre- 
fently were almofl: blinded with the fall of aihes, 
which, in lefs than an hour, covered the decks 
all over from ftem to ftern, among which were 
mixed pumicc-ftones as large as walnuts. We 
were all driven down between decks ; but about 
tea in the morning were relcafed by the fhower 
ceafing. On looking round, we found they if- 
3 fued 
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jTucd from a Volcano at the diftance, as we fup^ 
poied, ofabout twenty miles, then bearing frorn 
us W. S. W. During this eruption, we were 
not pnly obliged to retire ourfelves, but to bet- ' 
tan down the hatches fore and aft ; fb that what 
with the clofenefs of our confinement, and the^ 
fulphureous fumes from the alhes, we were' 
^Imoft fuffocated. We were therefore no fooner 
]:eleafed, than we weighed anchor and fleered ta 
the caftward. 

On the 1 7th and i8th we continued our courfe 
E. and E. by N. 

On the 19th fleered E. by N, Lat. 54 deg, 
56 min. 

. On the 20th came in fight of land, high, and 
covered with fnow ; called by Bherbg, Kamt- 
fchatfka-nofs, but found that Cape a degree more 
to the fouchward than he had laid it down. Lat. 
55deg. 52 min. 

On the 2ifl we continued to fleer E. N. E.' 
faw a whale^ two feals, and a number of fea 
lions* 

On the 2 2d we flood to the N. E. and, fee-, 
log a change in the colour of the water, we 
founded, but found no ground at 100 fathom. 
We continued the fame courfe till the 25th, 
when we were in lat. 59 deg. 9 min. and long. 
168 deg. 30 min. E. 

On the 26th we changed our courfe E. N. E, 
and finding the fea covered with gulls and fhags,^ 
we founded, but found no ground at 1 2a fa- 
thom. ) 

^ On 
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< On the 27th we ftood E. one-half N. and 
found ojarfclvcs . by obfervation in lat. 59 deg. 
57 min. long. 172 E. We changed our courfe 

and ftood N. N. W. 

' On the 28th, early in the morning, we came? 
in fight of land, very high and covered with 
fnow, the extreme point of which bore N, E. 
diftance about 6 leagues. We continued our 
trourfe along (hore, with regular foundings at 
about 54 fathom, free from reefs, and a very 
bold fliore. We fteered this courfe till 

The 30th, at noon, when we were in lat. 62 
deg. I min. Here it is obfervable, that on the 
Afiatic coaft, the fea near the (hore is every 
where of a convenient depth for failing ; while 
on the oppofite (hore it continues fo (hallow for 
feveral degrees together, as not to be navigated 
but with the utmoft caution. 

On the I ft of July, the weather began to 
grow hazy, with thick fogs. We ftill kept 
coafting on till 

The 3d in the morning, when the fogs left 
us and it began to rain. At ten in the morn- 
ing, faw a very high point of land, bearing 
frpm us N. N. E. diftance about 7 leagues. We 
hauled upon a wind, and ftood E. N. E. till 
two in the afternoon, when we paflTed a fmall 
ifland^ called by the Ruffians, St. Nicholas •, in 
fome parts very high and covered with fnow. 
Lat. 63 deg. 45 min. long. 187. ' 

On the 4th at one in the morning, we bore 
away N. | E, and about noon, the • next day, 

faw 
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few land from W, to N. E. appearing like two 
fflands. At four o'clock we hailed up to W. 
14. W. being nou- land, and founding f^ona 26 
to 29 fathom. 

, On the 6th we continued coafting from 
N. I W. to N. f E. with the land to the weft- 
ward high and fnowy. Lat. 67 deg. 10 min^ 
long. 187 £. 

On the 7th, faw ice in a lai^e body to the 
caftward^ diftance about 2 or 3 leagues, and 
about noon pafled feveral Jarge fields of ice. 
We tacked and ftood N. W. by W. with a ftiff 
gale and heavy fnow. 

On the 8th fell in with the ice again m a folt^ 
body ; at the fame time bore away S. S* W. 

On the 9th, at three in the morning, we haul- 
ed up along fide the folid ice, freezing cold aS 
day. Lat. 69 deg. j 2 min. 

On the loth contiaued our courfe all the 
morning, and at nine pa£ed a large field of 
loofe ice, diilance about 3 miles, and at noon 
went through it. 

On the nth we found ourfelves furrounded 
with ice. We kept working to the S. E. paf- 
fing many large fields of ice, covered with fea 
cows. We kept luffing up and bearing away^ 
till with feme difficulty we got through. Lat. 
by obfervation 67 deg. 40 min. long. i85 
deg. 10 min. We continued working through 
the ice till 

The 14th, when by obfervation we were in 

lat. 69 deg. 37 min. We continued bearing 

away to the northward, t411 

The 
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The 1 8th* when by oblervation we W^he fhi 
lat; 70 deg. a 8 min. ^d * being irery near th^ 
ice, a large white bear paffed us in the watery 
but made for the ice at a ]^eac rate* In h4f ail 
hour, we faw multitudes of them upc^n the ic^ 
making to the eaftward, when we obfcrveld. thi( 
iea-cows, as the bears approached theoi, flying 
like iheep purfucd by dogs. 

On the loth we came in fight of laild at the 
diftance of about 5 or 6 le^utsj bearing ff dm 
5* to S. E; founded from 24 to 21 fetham. Ooi? 
toiarie being W. f S. all the rttoirriirig, at 3 P* 
M. we altered % and ftood to the fouthward 
andweftward* 

On the 21ft we ftbdd froni W. f K. to W* 
!N. Wi and at fix .o'clock we pafled jel large 
ifland of ice^ on which were whole herds ojf 
fea-cows of an enormous fize; Wc fired feveral 
mufkcts among thcmi which fent,them to th/i 
Water with dreadful ycllings. A i; .nine in thei 
evening We time in fight bf thi^ Americari 
fhore, difl:ant about 6 -leagUeSs We fteercd 
all night W* by N, and next rftorriirig found 
ourfelvea almoft furrounded with fields of ioe 
drifting to the fouthward. At twelve o'clock 
We hauled our wiild to the fouthy^ardi and^ 
.by the alertnefs of our feam^ri, We paflTcd them 
.With very little damage. 

On the I2d* about. tWd A; Mi we igaiii

us from S. E. to Ni Ww hauled our wind upon 

o«r larboard tack^ and ftodd S. S. E. Wewercs 
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jtH this day luffing op and bearing away to avoid

' On the morhihg of the 23d ir came on to 
Wow very hard, and, before noon, we found 
4>urfelves clolely bkxrked up in the kc, and 
jsould iee it aH round minst foKd body, to 2 
great diftance. At tAe (ame thtie we faw the 
RefdiKion bearing N. E. i E. feme miles off*, 
whieh was the laft fight we had of her during 
the whole day. In this horrid fituation we 
handed all our fails, unbent our fore-top-fai}, 
and moored (hip vdth both our ice anchors, one 
to each bow. 

We now began to reflefk on our condition ;^ 
the wmter clrawing on apace } our provifions 
♦ ft ort, and what we had but very indifferent j 
and no rcKef to be expected i our people's Jpi- 
rits began to fink, and it was with difficulty 
that they were perfuaded to exert themfelves 
for their own deliverance. Fortunately for 
us, we had, in the evening, a fhift of wind 
from W. N. W/with a fteady breeze, when our 
Captain, looking over our ftarboard quarter, dif- 
ccrned the ice to the foutlward',, feemingly to 
leave the ftip, and foon heard a crafh, as iif a 
thoofand rocks had been rent from their ^nda- 
tionsj which we afterwards perceived to be the 
parting of the ice in different dircftions ; and foo» 
after found durfelves releafed. We inftantly got 
up our ice-anchors, and Ihaped our courfe from 
§. E. to E; S. E. but were frequently (topped 
• 2 by 


by large pieces, which carried away great part 
of our fheathing forward, and damaged our 
ftcrn, to that the fliip made water at the rate 
of three, inches and a half an hour $ and at the 
fame time had 37 inches in her well. ; - 
, On the 34th we continued our courie E/S. Ei 
ftnd came ia fight of the Refoliitiony which 
had likewife received much damage about her 
bows* . We were ; now clear of the ice, and^ till 
three in the afternoon, failed in company^ till we 
came up with a folid body of ice, on which 
we faw a number of .amphibious animals, fomeof 
them very large. We inftantly got out and 
manned pur boats^ and in three hours returned 
with eleven of $he largeft^ . about which all 
hands were employed the next day in ikinning 
4|q4. cucting^ them up for blubber. 

On the 25th we pafled feveral fields of ice- 
We ftee red N. E. one-half E; and at noon wa^ 
i&t the extreme of the eafternmo{l land in (ighr^ 
being then in lai;. 69 deg^ li min; and, by lunar 
Qbrcrvacion^ inJoi>g. 187 dejg; 16 min. Eaft of 
London* It was now exceinve cold ; the fnow 
froze as it fell. The blocks were ehdaked up 
and the ropes increafed by the froft to»^doublei 
their rc^i fise. In this condition |c is eafy 10 
conceive the fatigues to which the poor failors 
were cxpofcd ; yet by a litlle encouragement^ 
increafing their allowance of grogy and giving 
them plenty of prdvifions, they continued theii' 
labour with chcarfulnefs and aftonilhinj perfc-* 
verance/ 
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On the 27th we found ourfelves invdl«t(f 
ag^n among the loofe ice, fome of wJ^ich it 
was out of our pow^^ to efcape v- and the leak 
ftill .continuing rather to increafe than ^bate^ 
our Captain^ with- Mr. Bailey the aftroiiotner^ 
and Mr. BurRey,« our i& lieui^naiit^ went on 
board the Bjefblution^- to r^ot^ eun fituation^ 
to the Commodbrei^x whorn^ they ibond ib 411 ai* 
to be paft all hopes o£ recoveiyi Upon cadling. 
a council of officers, it was unamnsoully agreed^, 
that we (hould proceed as faft afi<^p.ofiU3le to- 
feme port,, where we inight repair our- daoiages,^ 
tod Kamihatika was a{qx>inted oi>r iikce o£ 
rendezvous. We werembw in kt. 6& deg. jomin*. 
and in long. 183, fhaping burcourfe S... £r wil}i> 
a light -breeze from W.S. W- 
, On the 28th^*at-two in the morning vfit CBmer 
in fightof the Afiatic (hore, very high and <o^ 
rcred with fhowy^diftance about 7 or & le^uesj. 
we made fail-and ftood to the fouthwafd. About 
noon we found ourfelves in lat. .67 d^. rr min. 
by double altitudes, and in- long. 18S deg.' lo- 
min. E. the extreme of the e^fternmoft'end of 
the ice diftant about 6 leagues.' At ten* ^ nights 
we faw'agreat number of ducks, geiefe, and^ 
fea-parrbts very near us, by which ^ve- judged 
litnd could fiot be far ofF.^ 

On the 29th af^noon we were in lat. 6^6 deg.: 
50 min. and long. 188 deg. 27 min. but noland^ 
in fiojht. 

On the-joth we fteered till noon to the S. E;-' 
with afteady breeze,, and came in fight-Of two-* 
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aEaivls righc a-headp difl:a,nt about five or fix 
ieagucs. The weather then became thick and 
jhazy, and though we were certain .that; the maiii 
iand of Afia and America were at 'no great dil^ 
4^nce, we could fee neither till aboutiburo^clpck 
?in the afternooni 3ivhen the weather clearing ud, 
^e faw a paffage Qt ftreight, t© which 'we bore 
^way, and found the .two continents at fevea 
<i*cl0ck on ^each Jfide *©f us. This ftreighi 
we called NoEtE freight, the, entrance lof 
which we ibund, the fame as has been already 
^defcribed^ and xhe c^J^rrent ^t this time. letting 
4:q.the.N^ W. very ftrong^ made our paifage not 
only difficult but daqgerous. We fhaped bur 
icourfe S* S. W. and continued the fame the 
whole night, founding from 22 to 26 fattion^ 
jgcey. fand. and fmall fhells. 
^ On the 31ft we paiTed IfchutioMkoi-nofsa calle4 
6y the failors Tuikan-nof% a^nd foon. came in 
iight of Cook^s town, whkb vyce vijQted^he h& 
fcafon, as has already been nientioned. 

Nothing remarkable tiUAuguft the 5th, wheij 
we had an obfervatior^ .and found ourfclves v^ 

ilat. 62 deg. g7 min. 

On the p th at noon we were by dbfervation 
anlat. 61 ^eg- 12 jpin^. and aa long. 18^3 deg. 
45 min. andatno geeatdiftance from the land. 
At four o^clock having a dead calm, the com- 
panies of both ftiips employed themfelves i^ filh- 
ing, and very fortunately .caught a niiitnlaer of 
iarge. cod, which were* equally diftributed a-» 
«nan^ the crews. To this place we gavr thd 
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panic of the bank of Good providence ; and as 
foon as the breeze fprung up, we mzdfi fail and 

jftpodtpS. ^. 

On the 9th at npon we were by pbfcrvation 
in lat. 57A"d long. 183 deg. 36 min. 14 fee. 
The weather beins more ipoderace than it ha4 
|)een for ieveral days, the fignal was made 
to {peak with the Refolution^ when on en^uiry^ 
we were informed that the Captain was paft 
recovery^ and that the crew began to grow 
fickly. At this time we had no^ one man ox^ 
the fick lift on board the Difcovcry^ 

On the joth we continued our courfc S. W. by 
W. and on the 13th at noon having had contrary 
winds, we w?re in lat. 56 deg. 37 min. with the 
^ip's head to the S. W. 

|n thp eyenipg of the jjjth we had thp ^'cfor 
lution's boat on board, to compare time, who 
brought thj5 difagreeable news of the Captain*^ 
Joeing given over by the furgeon. 

On t|ie I ^th being in foundings^ ^nd the wear 
ther calm, wc hove to, in order to eet fome 
fifh for the fick, and a few cod were caught and 
fent on board the Refolution to be diflributed 
accordingly. 

Op tlie i7t|i the ^ind fhatt j^^d bp^n agppft 
us for fpmc days paft fliifted in our fayoyr^ and 
at nin^ in f:h(; pnprning the pi^n at the malt-head 
.called put land to the N. W. which wa^ fooq 
knowi^ to be Bherin^ Ifland, lat. at popn ^3 deg, 
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Nothing remarkable till the 21ft, when early 
in the morning the man at the maft-head again 
came in fight of land. It wasi then at a very 
great diftance, and upon otir ftarbOard bow^ 
but before night we were only dillant from the 
mouth of Ka:mlharlka bay, 12 tjr 13 leagues. 

On the 2 2d at nine- in the morning we had 
the Rcfolution*s boat -cm board, to acquaint 
our Captain wkh the death of our Commodore* 
We were then within fight of the flag, at the 
mouth of ICamfliatlka bay, of which mention 
has already been made, and the wind being fa- 
vouraWe, we continued our courfe for the en- 
trance of the harbour, which then bbre from us 
W. S. W. lat. at noon 52 deg. 24 min. 

On the 23d a little before midnight w« came 
to anchor within the light-houfe. 

On the 24th our Capt. being now Commo- 
dore, made the fignal to get under way by tow- 
ing ; all the boats wei;e accordingly got ou^t, and 
the Commodore went o» board the Refolution, 

where it was rcfolved, for the greater conve- 
nience of repairing the fhips, and for erecting 
die tents and. forge, to go within the upper har- 
bour. And about four in the afternoon botU 
&ips came co« and w,ere ij\Qontd in thr^ fa«^ 
i^om and a half water, muddy bottom. 

Early next morning the tcnt^ were ^tt&cd, 

and the fick were put. on (bore. 

. From the time we fct fail out of this bay in 

June, till the prcfcht day, we had been in no 

ivarbour to refit ; ^uid had been driven from 
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l^nd to iQand; ^napng the ice^ till (Mir 1^^, k^^ 
jn a mauqQr I9Q, thqr A^^^bing, and( were 9<^C(f* 
wife; in a (b^(erc4 PQnditjon i >Yf were there|!gtf9 
happy ifx ?rrivipg fafc. 

' Auguft 25tb,. an ej^prefsi was ^n} ^ . Bolch?i% 
rcka, to. acqgainit. the governor of. our arrival, 
fndofthe death of our. late ComipaRci^;. at 
the fame t^e ^notl^er cjcpref^ was fent tq Par 
raotanka,^ tqdcfire the attendance of the prifii^ 
m order tq cpnfult wjth hitn copccrning the in- 
terment, of Capt, Clarl^e^ whofc de;6rq v{a^ tq 
pc buried in his church. While we were Mfaitinn 
jhe iffuc of thcfe meffages, the feveraj prqniaj 
Ijjoas took place that followed in confequence qf 
^he Commandf r's death. Mr. p.qr^ wei>t oq 
^ard the Hefplutipp, and Mr. King, firft Lieut, 
pf the Refplution, took (he command of the 
pifroyery, Oth? r promotions took pUce, which 
^e reader will remark by the fequel. The ficft 
flare of the commanders of both (hips was tq 
provide for the recovery. of the fick» apd thfi 
iiepairs of th^ ftips ;. and for that purpofe % 
JjQufc.was procured for the reception of the forr 
nicr^ and a contrivance Riade for heaying the 
l^ttei dry. 

- The -weather bein^ now temperate and ;h€^ 
country delightful, the officers and gentlemen 
rather chpft-to (kep in their marquees oii (hore^ 
than in thp apartments in the fort, or in tha 
^loufe^in the town. It was bovyever thought 
(igcpedient tp (hew ^very mark of; refpefl: to tiacj 
l^ull^an ogicers, , who, though< n^t of the firft. 
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fin^y were nOtwithflafl^ing tfe^^nly ppcjpk with 
jdiotn wje had an; concern^ or: with- mttotQ wt 
pould have amy comrounifatiDi^,; they were 
therefore ftequently invited tp:4innerj^. and thev 
^s often attended^ ' 

On the 26th the pricft arrived, when Gaptaii* 
(jrore acquainted him with the death of our cotn* 
piander, and of his deiice to be. buried' in his 
church. The good old gentleman feemed much 
concerned; but ftarted feveral difficulties^, and 
appeared very unwilling to comply with the dy^ 
|ng requeft of the deccafed. He urged feveral 
jrcafons to (hety the impropriety of it ; thpfe o^ 
paoit weight were, that th? church was foon tq 
\>^ puUcd down ; that it wa? every winter thre^ 
feet deep in WJ^cer ; and that in ih few years nQ 
veftige of it would remain, as the new church 
was tOK be ercfted ne v the town of A-wateh-a, 
j^ipon a drier and more convenient fpot. He 
therefore, ad vifed the remains of the Comman^ 
fJer to be depofited at the foot of a tree, the fcite 
of which was to be included in ;he body of the 
pew church, where the Captain's bones might 
probably reft for ages undifturbed, Thefe rea- 
Ions, whether real or fiftitious, the officers who 
had charge qf thp funeral could not difprove, 
find therefore people were fpnt to dig the grave 
^herethe prjeft Ihould direft. 

Tile 30th was appointed for the interment •, 

and to malice the funeral the more folemn, every 

officer was defired to appear in his uniform j the 

}parincs to be drawn up under arms, and the com- 
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mon men to be drefled as nearly alike as poflSble;* 
in order to attend the corpfe from the water-fide 
to the grave. All this was readily complied with, 
and the prpceifion began about ten in the morn- 
ii^, when minUte guns from the (hips were Bred^ 
jtnd the drums^ muffled as ufual, beat the dead 
march. When the corpfe arrived at the grave, 
it was depofited under the triple difchargeof the 
marines -, and, the grave being covered, it was 
fenced in by piles driven deep in the ground, and 
the infide afterwards filled up with Hones and 
earth, to prefcrve the body from being devoured 
in the winter by bears or other wild beads, who 
are remarkable for their fagacity in fcenting oiit 
the bodies of dead pafTengCTs, when any happen 
toperifh and are buried near the roads. 

This ceremony over, ancfcutcheon was pre- 
pared and neatly painted by Mr. Webber, with 
ihe Captain's coat of arms properly emblazon'dv 
and placed in the church of Parantanka, ami 
tsndernearh the following infcription :

Oft the 2d of September the Governor arrived^ 
at Parantanki, and with him an bfHcer^ called b)^ 
the Ruffians Propoficky die fame as in England i» 
called CoUe&or on Surveyor. . 

They informed Captain Gore" that a (loop Wiiis^ 
daily cxpc^ed from Jecutfky, laden wuh pnjvi- 
&ons and ftores of all (arts for our ufe; Inic ex^< 
preiTcd fome apprehenlion^ fw her fafety, as tlse^ 
^ats had been looking out for her ieveral days^ 
This news was of i;oo madh .importance^ ta b& 
flighted.* Accordingly, 
* On> the 3d the pinnaces and boats from bothh 
liips were fent to the entrance of the bay, to affiitf. 
ih cafe Ihe ihould be in fight, m towing her.int 
btttJtwas i ,. 

:. The. 
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The X 1 th before ihe arrived She was a Saif; 
of about loo tone,* and bad |wo guns mounted^ 
which (he fired as a &lutCf whca (he drc^t an* 
chor^and was anlwered l^ a volley firpm thegar^^ 
rifoD) which confifted of arfiibakera and twentyr- 
five foldiers% She was no (boner floored than the 
Captain waited on the Governor for inftru^ionsr 
and then came on board the Refolution^ Me 
was introduced to the Commodore, to whom he 
delivered the invoice of his ladings an^ong which 
was wearing apparel and tobacco^^ fwo articles* 
that were above all others acceptable to the Ihipsr 
companies. As foon as the Governor had exo^' 
cuted his commifnon, and deUvered up the ftpresr 
to the Commodore, he took his leave^ and re- 
turned to Bqlchaia-reka^ and the fhips being 
lightened before, anij their bows heaved up dry^ 
fo that the carpenters could get at the leaks, the 
Captains and principal officers finding little elfe 
to aniufe them, made a party to fcour the woods^ 
for game ; but this proved the word feafon in 
the year for hunting. They had been told, that 
^n-dcer, wolves, foxes, beaver?, and ftone- 
r^ms, every where abounded in the forcfts of this 
country J and they had promifed thcmfelves 
great fport in purfuing them; but after (laying 
out full two days and nights, during which time 
they had been expofed to fevcral fcvere ftorms,. 
they returned much fatigued, without having 
been able to kill a fmgte creature. The parties 
who had been fent out to wood and water had 
Succeeded much better^ As foon as the (hips 

were 
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were ready to launch, they were ready to com- 
pleat the hold. In Ihort, the utmoft difpatch 
was made to haften our departure, fo that by the 
•latter end of September we were in readinefs to 
put to fca. The cattle with which we were now 
fupplied, one would have thotight, had dropt 
from another region.- It is among the wonders 
of nature, with what celerity every, vegetable 
^nd every animal changes its appearance in this 
climate. On the 12th of June, when we left the 
harbour of Kamfiiatj[l<a, the fprihg had but juft 
begun to announce the approach of fumnier, fc^ 
the budding of the trees, and the fprouting of 
the grafs ; but now, on our return,' it was matter 
of furprize to find the fruits ripe, and the har- 
veft in full perfeftlon. The cattle were mere 
"Ikin and bone, which we were glad to accept at 
our firft coming ; but thofe that were now feat 
us were fine and fat, * and would have made no 
bad figure in Smithfield market. The grafs was 
in many places as high as our knees, and tlie 
corn, where any grew, bore the promifing ap- 
pearance of a fine crop. In fliort, firom the 
moft dreary, barren, and defoJate afpeft, thnc 
any habitable country could prefent, this was be* 
come one of the moft delightful ; Mr. Nelfon 
reaped a rich harveft of rare plants, and had the 
additional pleafure of gathering them in thfir 
inpft exalted ft ate. 

In this interval of idle time, between com- 
pleating our repairs and clearing the harbour, 
we had ieifurc to take a vi<;w of the town nca* 
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In the winter the men are employed in huht-^ 
ing, making fledges, and fetching wood ; and the 
women in weaving nets, and fpinning thread. 

In the fpring the rivers begin to thaw, and 
the fifli that wintered in them go towards the 
fea; the men therefore in this fcafon are bufied 
in fifhing, and the women in curing what thejr 
catch. 

In the fummer the men build both their win- 
ter and fummer huts, train their dogs, and make 
their houfehold utenfils and warlike i^ftfumcnts; 
but the women make all the cloathing> even to 
the flioes. Their clothes, for the moft part, are 
made of the Ikins of land and fea-animals, par- 
ticularly deer, dogs, and feals ; but fometimes 
they ufe the (kins of birds, and frequently thofe 
of different animals in the fame garments. They 
commonly wear two coats; the under one with 
t-he hair inwards, and the upper one with the 
hair outwards. The women have befides an 
undcr-garment, not unlike Dutch trowfcrs, di>- 
vided and drawn round the knees with firings. 

They are filthy beyond imagination.. They 

never wafli their hands or faces, nor pair their 

nails. They eat out of the fame difh with their 

dogs, which they never wafh. Both men and 

women plait their hair in two locks, which they 

never comb ; and thofe who have Ihort hair fup- 

ply the locks with falfe. This is faid of the 

Kamfhatlkadales who live more to the north;; 

thofe in the towns* which we faw had learnt of* 

the Ruffians to be more cleanly. 

They 
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They are very fuperftitious *, drid the womert 
itt particular pretend to avert misfortunes^ curd 
difeafcs^ and foretel future events^ by muttering 
incantations over the fins of flfhesi mingled with 
a certain herb^ which they gather from the woods 
in the fpring with much labour; They pretend 
alfo to judge of good and bad fortune, by the 
lines of the hands, and by their dreams, which 
. they relate to each other as foon as they wake* 

They dread going near the burning mountains^ 
left the invifible beings that inhabit them fhould 
hurt them, and think it a fin to drink, or 
to bathe in the hot fprings with which their 
country abounds, becaufe they fuppofe thofe 
fprings to be heated by the evil fpirits that pro- 
duce them. They are faid never to bury theif 
dead •, but> binding a ftrap round the neck p£ 
the corpfe, drag it to the next foreft, vi^here they 
leave it to be eaten by the bears, wolves, or other 
wild inhabitants. They have a notion that they 
who are eaten by dogs will drive with fine dogs 
in another world. They throw away all the 
clothes of the dcceafed, becaufe they believe that 
they who wear them will die before their time. 

The country is faid to abound with wild 
beafts, which conftitute the principal riches of 
the inhabitants; particularly foxes, fables, ftone- 
foxes, and hares, .marmots, ermins, weafles^ 
bears, wolves, reirt-deer, and ftone-rams; but

our gentlemen were * much difappointed, who 
went in purfuit" of them. They have a fpecies 
of weaQe, called the glutton, whofe fur is fo 

E e 2 muqh 
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much more efteemed than all others, that they 
fay the good fpirits are cloathed with it. The 
paws of this animal are white as fnow -, but the 
hair of the body is yellow. Sixty rubles (about 
12 guineas nearly) have been given for a fkin^ 
and a fea-beaver for a fingle paw. 

Of the bears, the inhabitants make good uie ; 
of their (kins they make their beds, coverings, 
caps, collars and gloves •, and of their flclh and 
fat their moft delicate food. 

The Kamfhiatlkadales, all along the northern 
coafts, have a particular manner of dcefling their 
food; which is the very reverfe of that of the 
Indians in the fouth. There they roaft or ftew 
with ftones made hot and buried, as it were, in 
the earth with their meat, by which its relifti is 
faid to be much improved. But here they boit 
it with hot ftones immerfed in water, by which 
its flavour is rendered more infipid. The fame 
neceflity, however, feems to have pointed out 
the fame means to the people of the torrid and 
of the frigid zones; for both being equally un- 
acquainted with iron, and wood being incapable 
of refiftirig fire, when brought in contaft with it, 
though the principle was obvious, the applica- 
tion was difficult ;, thofe therefore of the torrid 
zone would naturally be led to call the warmth 
of the earth to their aid : while thofe in the fro- 
zen climates would think water a more ready 
afliftant 5 add to this, that the colder regions^ 
abound with hot fprings -, fome in Kamfliatfka, 
in particular, are fo hot as to approach nearly ta 

the 
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.th\ degree of boiling water; but thefe they think 
it finful to ufe, as we have already obferved. 

The dogs of this country are like our village 
curs, and are of different colours. They feed 
chiefly on fifli, and their mafters ufe them,, in- 
ftead of horfes or rein-deer, to draw fledges. 

The feas and lakes abound with a variety of 
amphibious animals, of which feals and fea<- 
horfes and fea-cows are the moft numerous, and 
the mofl: profitable. Of the flcins of the feal 
they make their canoes, and on their flefli and fat 
they feed delicioufly. Whales are fometimes 
cafl: upon the Ihores, but very feldom, unlels 
wounded. 

With the teeth and bones of the fea-horfe and 
fea-cow they point their arrows and weapons of 
war-, and of their fat and blubber they make 
their oil. They have otters in their lakes, but 
their fl^ins bear a great price. 

They have birds of various kinds in great 
abundance. Among the fea-fowl, they have the 
puffin, the fea-crow, the Greenland pigeon, and 
the cormorant. They have fwans, geefe, and 
eleven fpecies of ducks ; and they have plovers, 
fnipes, and fmall birds without number. They 
have likewife four kinds of eagles; the black 
eagle, with a white head; the white eagle ; the 
(potted eagle, and the brown eagle. They hgve 
vultures alfo, and hawks innumerable. 

This country fwarms with infefts in the fum^, 
mer, which are very trovib^efome; but they have; 
peith^r frog, toad, nor ferpent. Lizards are 
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not rare •, but they believe thefe creatures to bo 
fpies fent from the infernal powers to infpe^ 
their lives, and foretel their death i and there- 
fore whenever th^y fee one they kill it, and cut 
it in fmall pieces, thart it may not carry back 
any intelligence to their hurt. ^ 

But what is moft rernarkable, and dcfcrves the 
attention of the curious, is, the general confor- 
mity between the Kamfhatikadales towards the 
caft, and of the Americans, that live on the 
pppofite coaft juft over againft them, in their 
perfons, habits, cuftoms, and food 5 both drcf!^ 
cxaftly in the fame manner \ both cut holes in 
their faces in the manner already defcribed, in 
which they put bones like falfe teeth, by way of 
ornament ^ and both make their canoes exadly 
in the fame manner. Thefe are about twelve 
feet long, and two broad, (harp at the head and 
ilern, and flat at the bottom 3, they confift of flat 
pieces of wood, joined at both ends, and kept 
a part in the middle bya tranfvcrfe piece, through 
which there is a round hole, jufl: large enough 
for the man to infert his legs, and to feat him- 
felf orv a bench made on purpofe ; this Ikeleton 
is covered with feal-(kin, dyed of a kind of pur-^ 
pie colour, and the bole is fkirted with loofe Ikin^ 
which, when the man is feated, he draws clofe 
round him, like the mouth of a purfc, and with 
a coat and cap of the fame (kin, which covers 
his whole body, makes the man. and his boat 
appear like i)ne piece ^ and thus clad, and thus 

feared 
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feaied and furrounded, he fears neither the 
rougheft fea, nor the fevereft weather. 

And now we have had occafion to mention 
this fimiliarity between the inhabitants on the 
oppofite fhores of Afia and America, we Ihall 
.embrace this opportunity to correft a very mate- 
rial error in our account of our laft year's voy- 
age, where, fpeaking of the Ruffian Difcoveries, 
we took notice, after examining Bhering's Straits, 
•though the Ruffians fuppofed that the lands 
were parted, here we found the continent to join, 
by which the Reader will, no doubt, imagine, 
that we have aflerted, that the two continents 
of Afia and America join, which th6y do not; 
but are feparated by a ftrait between two pro*- 
montories, which in clear weather are fo near as 
to be feen in failing through with the naked eye. 
But what is meant is this. When Bhering made 
his Difcovery, \n coafting along the American 
Ihore, he difcoVered a found or ftrait, which 
haying furmounted, he found himfelf in a great 
bay, which he imagined was another fea, and 
that the land which he had pafled was not the 
American Continent, but a great ifland feparated 
from the continent by the found or ftrait juft 
mentioned. This found therefore, and this bay, 
we examined, and found that what the Ruffians 
had miftaken for an ifland is aftually a part of 
the American Continent. Hence it appears, that 
notwithftanding all that was written againft it, 
Bhering is juftly entitled to the honour of having 
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difcovcrcd all that part of the N. W. contincM 
pf America that has been hitherto maked in our 
piaps as parts unknown. 

It remains now only to give a fliort defcrip- 
tion of the bay and harbour where we repaired ; 
which at the entrance is between two very high 
bluff rocks. On the ftarboard as we enter is the 
Jight-houfc, of which mention has already been 
made, and at the diftance of about twenty mil^s 
the volcano, from whence flames and aflies are 
fometimes emitted to a great diftance, and to the 
great terror of the inhabitants. The bay is 
about eight leagues deep, and lies from S, E. to 
N. W. J and from N. E. to S. W. it is about four 
leagues. It is inacceffiblc during the winter, by 
reafon of the ice, but very fafe and convenient 
during the fummer. 

The harbour where we lay to careen and re- 
pair would contain about twenty Ihips of the line 
in perfeft fafety, being clofely furrounded with 
high hills, except at the cntranpe* The people 
are civil, and in their way very obliging j bqt 
their manner of living affords nothing very 
jnchanting for failors. 

Our fliips being now in as good repair as w? 
had reafon to expeft from the length of the voyT 
gge they had pafled, the rigorous weather to 
whiph they had been expofed, the boifterous feas 
they had fhipped j and, above all, from the vio- 
lent concufliQns of the ice that had fhaken their 
very frames, and had ftript them of their Jheatl^T 
ing; and being likewife plentifully provided 
2 ^ >vitlt 
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with provifions and ftores, by the generofity of 
her Imperial Majefty of Ruflia, and by the care 
and benevolence of her governor and officers. 

On the 9th of Oftober, 1779, we weighed, 
and foon were without the Hght^houfe, Ihaping 
Qur courfe to the fouthward, and 

On the loth were in lat, sz deg. 36 min. 
when we had a dead calm, and went to fifhing 
for cod, with good fugcefs. Thermometer 52. 

On the nth we purfued our qoyrfe, and by 
noon were in lat, 51 deg. i min. 

On the 1 2th we flood S. W. and at night 
founded at fixty-two fathom, having in the after- 
noon paffed three fmall iflands to the weftward 
of us. . Lat. 50 deg. 19 min. Thermometer 
48 deg. 52 f min. 

On the 13th we were in lat. 50. Courfe as 
before. 

On the 14th we ftill continued the fame courfe. 
Lat. 48 deg. 30 min. 

The 1 5th we altered our courfe in fearch of 
fome iflands, which the Ruffians faid were iqha- 
Ijited by people of a gigantic fize, who were 
covered with hair; but who notwithftandincr 
were very civil, and would fupply us with cattle 
and hogs, with which their iflands abounded. 
Thefe iflands, however, we never found, though 
we continued fearching for them till 

The 19th, when a ftorm came on, and we loft 
light of the Difcovery ; but next day were in 
company, and refumed our courfe j the gale con- 
tinuing tiU 

The 
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^The 2 2d, when we found ourfelvcs in lat. 41 
dcg. and long. E. from London 149 dcg. 20 
min. The wind which had abated in the day, 
freihened again about nine at nighty and foon 
increafed to a gak, when we were obliged to lie-' 
%o ; as we imagined, from the ufual Hgns and 
foundings at eighty fathoms, that we i^uft be 
near land. 

In the morning of the 23d we ftood N. N. W^ 
in fearch of land, but found none. Jit noon^ 
by double alt. lat. 41 deg. 48 min. long. 146 
dcg. 1 7 min. E. About ten at night we altered 
our courfe W. S. W. and fo continued till 

The 25th, when, by the time-piece, we were 
in long. ii;5 deg. 29 min. E. and continued our 
courfe with an eafy fail. At three in the afjfer- 
^on a large piece of timber palled u$ to the 
northward. And 

On the 26th, early in the morning, the man at 
the maft-head called out Land, diilant about 
feven or eight leagues, bearing E. by N. to N. 
W. We then foUnd ourfelves within fight of 
Japan. Lat. 40 deg. g6 min. long. 140 deg, 
17 min. E. Thermometer 52 deg. 55 min. 

Early in the morning of the 27th we faw 2^ 
fail, fecmingly very large, making towards us 
from the (hore. We cleared fhip, and made the 
fignal to the Difcovery to do the fame. She was 
a fquare rigged veffel, with two mails, very 
Ihort, and built much in the manner of the Chi- 
nefc junks. We hoifted Englilh colours. She 

looked 
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Jooked at us, but made fail to the weft ward, 
^nd we continued our courfe. 

On the 28 th we faw land bearing W. N, W. 
to S. half W, diftant about fij^ leagues. We 
then founded fixty-four fathom, and ftood froni 
S. to S. E. by E. Lat. thirty-nine at noon, 
long^ 140 deg. 10 min. Thermometer fiftyr- 
nine and a half. 

On the 29th we again ftood S. half W. and 
^n the morning obferved another yeffel making 
to the eaftward at a great diftance. We agaia 
hoifted Englifli colours, but fhe paid no atten.- 
tion to them, and we purfued our courfe. 

On the 30th we were in lat. 36 deg. 41 miiu 
peering S. W. Thermometer fixty-four and a 
Jialf. 

On the 31ft faw land very high, from W. 
half N. to N. W. at a great diftance. 

November 1^ fleered all day from S. to S. 
W. faw a high mountain, which feemed to be a 
volcano, but at a great diftance. Lat. at noon 
25. 10. Tacked and ftood to the northward. 

On the 2d we again tacked, and flood E, half 
S. and, finding tlie water of a milky colour, 
founded, but had no ground at 150 fathoms. 
Lat. ^6 deg. 30 rpin. Thermometer 70 and a 
half. 

The 3d, the wind from the S. S. E. we now 
continued working to the fouthWard, but made 
little way. 

The 4th, the wind being againft us, we ad* 
yanced but flowly, being at noon in 35 deg. 49 

^ min^ 
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niin. only ; with a great fwell from the S. W* 
Thermometer 72 and a half. 

The 5th we had only advanced 2 min. 

On the 6th, the wind fbiftcd to the N. E. 
made fail, and flood all day S. by W. to S. S. W. 
Lat. 35deg. 15 min. 

The 7th, the fca all round was covered with 
pumice (tones floating to the northward. Wc 
now approached the climate where bonettoes, 
albatrofTes, (harks, dolphins, and fiying-fi(h arc 
feen to play their frolicks. 

On the 8th we faw fea-weed, pieces of timber, 
great quantities of pumice, and other (igits of 
land ; but no land came in fight. At night we 
fhortencd fail. 

' On the 9th we flood the whble day S. W. 
Lat. 32.deg. 48 min. . Thermometer 71 and a 
half. 

The loth, blew a heavy galefroni N.N. W. 
hauled our wind to N. E. 

On the 1 1 th bore away again S. by W. but, 
the gale increafing towards night, hauled our 
wind to the northward. 

The 1 2th the gale continued, lay-to, with the 
fliips heads to the weftward. Shipped many 
heavy feas, and the rain fell in torrents. 

The 1 3th the ftorm abated. Stood S. S. W. 
all day. Lat. at noon 25 deg. ^6 min. long. 
J4Q deg. 18 min. E. 

On the 14th made fail, W. S. W. At 1 1 A. 
M. the Difcovery made the fignal for land, 
which we anfwered. It then bore S. W. diftant 
feven or eight leagues, and appeared like a burn- 
ing 
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ing mountain, from whence proceeded, as we 
fuppofed, all the pumice we had feen. In the 
night faw volumes of flame proceeding from it, 
very awful. 

On the 15th loft fight of the volcano ; but in 
the evening another made a ftill mofe awful ap- 
pearance. We were now in lat. 23 dcg. 56 min. 
long. 139 deg. 20 min. E. Thermometer 72 !• 

On the 1 6th we bore away W. half S. Wind 
frefh from E. N. E. at noon found ourfelvcs in 
lat. 24 deg. 25 min. having, by the variation and 
fetting of the current gone 20 miles to the north- 
ward. Lon. by watch 138 deg. 16 min. 20 fee. 
E. Thermometer 75 and a half. 

Early on the 17th, being near the tropic, and, 
expedting the weather to continue fine, we Ihift- 
cdour canvas and running-rigging, and bent our 
old ones, knowing what we had ftill to expecft 
before we reached our native (hores ; and wc 
made the fignal for the Difcovery to go on our 
hull beam in fearch of land, but found none. 
Lat. at noon 23 deg. 46 min. 

On the 1 8th we ftood the whole day W. S. W. 
with a ftifi^ breeze. And 

On the 19th were in lat. 22 deg. 30 min. 

The 20th continued our courfe without any 
thing material. 

The 2 ift we were in lat. 2 1 deg. 42 min. a hard 
gale and heavy rain. 

The 2 2d we kept our courfe the whole day» 
Lat. at noon 20 deg. 46 min. 

The 23d altered our courfe, and ftood W. by 
N. Lat. 21, 

The 
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The 24th haul'd our wind, and ftood N. N. W^ 
Hard gale from N. E. 

The 25th the gale incrcaCngj we lay-to, with 
the fliips heads to the northward. Lat» at nooa 
21 deg. 29 midi 

The 26th we again bore away W, Si W. and 
fo continued all day. 

The 27th continued the fame courfe all 
day. At night ftiortencd fail, and haulM up to 
N. N. W. 

Early on the 28th we were furprifed by 
breakers clofe under our bows. Made the fig- 
nal to the Difcovery, and immediately tacked 
to the fouthWard* At feven we wore fliip, and 
again ftood to the N. W. At ten faw breakers 
from N. E. by E. to W. by S. the neareft diftant 
about a mile. We founded at fifty-four fa* 
thorn, and bore away W. S. W. keeping a pro^ 
per diftance from the reefs, and coafting along till 
we paflcd them. About noon the S. W. end 
bore from us N. N. W. diftant about two miles, 
lat* 22 deg. 30 min. long. 135 deg. i/min. 23 
fee. We then made fail N. N. W. which courfe 
\ve continued all night* 

On the 29th, about eighty A. M. we came in 
fight of a whole fleet of fmall craft, which we 
took to be fiftiing veflels. They were at a great 
diftance, and not one of them left their employ- 
ment to come near us. Lat. 21 deg. 58 min* 
We were now only diftant from Macao, the 
port to which we were bounds about twenty-fix 


leagues* 


Od 
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On the gcth we wore fhip, and ftood to the 
fouthward, and about eleven in the mprning, thcr 
man at the maft-head called out Larid, bearing 
W. I S. dittant about three leagues, Th» 
proved one of the northernmoft of the Ladronc 
Iflands. As foon as we came within diftance, 
we fired two guns for a pilot, and one came prc- 
fcntly ak)ng-fide, and our Captain agreed for 
thirty-five dollars to carry us into Macao. 

December i, about two in the afternoon^ 
after a paflage of one-and-twenty days, we caft 
anch^K within four miles of the harbour^ where 
we were met by two Chinefc gemlemen, who 
told us of the French war, and of his Majefty'!^ 
Ihip the Seahorfe having left that place about the 
time we left Kamfhatfka. About eight in the 
evening our boats were manned, and our third 
♦lieutenant went to the Englifh fadtory there for 
news, and about ten returned with the magazines 
and news-papers for 1776, 1777, j 77 8y being 
the lateft they had received. He likewife 
brought a confirmation of the French war, and 
of the continuance of the American war^ and 
that five fail of Englifh fhips were now at 
Vampo, near Canton,, in China. 

On the 2d, early in the oaprning,. we made fail,, 
and anchored abreafk of the ifland, and faluted 
the governor with thirteen guns, which were an- 
fwered with an equal number from the fort. We 
had fcarce dropt anchor, when we were vifited 
by two Englifh gentlemen, who, after learning, 
who we were, and what we had been upon, pcr-f 

fuaded 
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Ibaded the Commodore to leave our then fitna-^ 
tion, and to moor the fhips in a fafer birth to the 
leeward of a fmall illand about two miles diftant, 
where they might remain without danger. 

It was now three years fince we had been in 
any port, where we could converfe any otherwifc 
than by figns ; and before any one was fufFered 
to go a(hore, the Commodore called all hands 
aft, and ordered them to deliver up their jour- 
nals, and every writing, remark, or memoran- 
dum that any of them had made of any particu- 
lar rcfpefting the voyage, on pain of the fe- 
vercft puniflitnent in cafe of concealment, in or- 
der that all thofe journals, writings, remarks, or 
memorandums, refpefting the voyage, might be 
iealed up, and direfted to the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty. At the fame time requiring that every 
chart of the coafts, or of any part of any of the 
coafts where we had been, or draught of any 
thing curiobs might be delivered up in like man- 
ner, in order to accompany the journals, &c. all 
which was complied with ; and the papers were 
made up and fealed accordingly in fight of the 
whole crew, the papers of the commiflioned ofE- 

* cers by themfelves, the papers of the non-com* 
miffioned officers by themfelves, and the papers of 
the marines and common men by themfelves. The 
boats were then ordered out, and fcnt to Macao 
for frefh provifions, which next day were dealt 
out to the ftiips companies at full allowance. But 
before thefe could return, there came from the 

town boats with beef, veal, pork, ducks, geefe, 

turnips^ 
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iturnips, carrots, lemons, oranges, and every 
other article of provifions which the iflai\d pro- 
duced; fome as prefents to the Captains and 
officers; but by -far the greateft part ^0 make 
their market. 

Being now fafely moor'd, the firft thing that 
claimed the attention of the Commodore, was 
vto provide as well as he could for the fafety of 
the crews in their return home. The news of A 
i^rench war, without letting us know at the fame 
time the order iffued^by the French king in our 
rfavour, gave us much concern. Our fhips 
jwere ill fitted fqr war ; the decks fore and aft 
Seeing finifhed flufli, had no covering for men 
or officers; it was therefore thought neceffary 
to ftrengthen the -ftanchions ^nd xails, and to 

^raife a kind of parapet, mufket-proof on both 
<lecks;; and like wife to Arengthen the cabins 
as much aspoffible, in cafe of adion. And as 
it was agreed *that both fhips could carry more 
^uns iif any were to be purchafed^ the Commo- 
dore was ifor taking the fhips to Canton, tiH 
perfuaded from it by fome gendemen belonging 
to the Englifh faftory, who undertook to 
^negociate the bufinefs without giving umbrage 
^o the Chinefe, who certainly would, they faid, 
ftje offended at the appearance of 4hips of war 
in their civer, and would oppofe their progrcfa;, 
reminding him at the fame time of 4he difagree- 
.able difpute in wiiich Commodore Anlbxi was 
ibrmerly involved on a fimilar occafion ; and 
ijiow hurtful it was to the Company'-s commerce 
jfof feveral years after. Upon the& rcprefenta- 

JF i 4ions 
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tions the Commodore relinquiflied his defignj* 
and Capt. King, with other officers, were fenc 
in a Company's fhip, affiftcd by one or two 
gentlemen belonging to the faftory, to Canton, 
to purchafe cannon and fuch other ftores as were 
not to be had at Macao. 

On the 1 8 th they kt fail, and at the fame 
time two Portugnefe veffcls from the harbour 
of Macao, came and anchored clofe by us. 
They were bound to Bengal and Madras, and 
very readily affifted us with ropes for running 
rigging, fome canvas, and with 6q fathom of 
cable. They like wife exchanged four fmall 
cannon and fome (hot with the Difcovery for 
a fpare anchon 

The 25th5 being Chriftmas day, was kept, as 
Is ufual wjith Engliih failors, in jollity and mirth ; 
^nd what added to the pleafure of the day, there 
was not a man ill in either fhip. 

On the siSth the Commodore received^ let- 
ter from Captain King, with an account of the 
difaftefs that had happened in the paffagc, hav- 
ing loft two anchors and their boat, and were 
feveral times in danger of running afhorc ; that 
they did not arrive at Canton till the 24th ; but 
that he hoped foon to return with the cannon and 
ftores, for which he had bargained, though at a 
great price, 

Here they learnt that the fkins we had 
brought with us from the N. W. continent of 
America, were of nearly double the value at 

Canton^ ^$ at Kamihatika. 

Early 
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Early on the 29th there can>e into the har-» 
bourof Macao a Spanifti galeon from Manilla^ 
faidtohave more than, two rtilUons of treafurc 
onboard; and before we left our ftation there 
came in another worth douWe that fum. We 
were- unacquainted with the Spanifli War, of 
thefe ftiips, had we been properly commiffiined^ 
might eafily have been captured. It is aftonifh* 
ing, that none of our cruifers have .ever lain in 
wait for thefe (hips, as their voyage is annual, 
and- their courfe known. 

The fame evening a quarrel happened between 
^ party of our failorsj on fhore with leavCj and 
fome of the town*s-people, in which fcveral were 
darigeroufly wounded on both ' fides ^ arid Mr* 
Burney, firft Lieut, of the Refolution^ had a 
dagger run through his left arm in endeavour-* 
ing to put an end to the fray. - For this infult 
the Governor fent to deniand fatisfadion ; but 
upon examination, the town's-people were found 
to be the asgreflbrs. The Governor made a 
very handfome apology for his miftake, and 
the affair ended without any ferious confequen* 
ces. 

We were now vifited daily by Grangers who 
came out of curiofity to fee fhips that had b^cn 
fo niany years upon dilbovery 5 and every one 
was anxjous to learp what he coyld corjcerning 
our courfe j but that we were not at lifeerty to tell 
them. Among the reft came two French fpies, 
as we imagined *, but not being able tp m«ike 
out any thing criminal againft them, they wcrtJ 
lufFered to depart* The fufpicioa arofc fiori^ 

¥ f z foij)e 
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fomc of our men, who having particularly mark- 
ed themj infiftcd that they had formerly failed 
with them in the French fervice. Nothing re- 
markable till 

Jan, the 8thj- 1^80^ when Capf. King^ witfc 
tht officers that accompanied him,, arrived in^ 
the Company's veffel,. with- the cannon,^ ani- 
munition,; and ftores from Canton.- Thefe be- 
ing Ihipped,^ nothing remained to be done,^ but- 
to take on board the live flock which the Com- 
modore and officers had purchafed for their 
own ufe, and nine head of cattle to be lulled 
at fea for the ufe of the fhip's company,^ the 
beef and pork which we brought from Engr 
land being now fcarce eatable. Provifions p£ 
all kinds were here very dear, and very indif- 
ferent y but what made us amends was the price- 
they gave for our furs^^on which they fet a grcaU^. 
vdue. 

Gn the i rth of January we unmoored^ and 
the wind being fair, came to faiL with a plea- 
fant breeze ; but the wind dying away in the 
evening, we caft anchor, and in the night John 
Cave, qgarter-mafter, and Robert* Spencer,, ran^ 
away with the great cutter, And 

On the 1 2th we were the whole day detained" 

in endeavouring to recover theniv but to no* 
purpofe. 

On the 13th wepafTed the fort,- and faluted- 
the garrifon with 13 fotir pounders,- wliich thep 
anfwered with an equal number. 

We had now nothing but a beaten ' trad to^ 
pafs in our way to our long wi(hcd-fbr native 
country. 

O* 
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Oh the loih we made the littlfc group of 
Iflands known by the name of Pulo Gondore^ 
in lat. 8 dcg^ 40 min. N. at one of which we 
Anchored^ and found it inhabited, ttert wd 
both wooded and IVatercd, and the earpcnters 
felled fome large tfecs^ which wer^ aftenyards 
fawed on board. The trees on thefe iflands 
are chiefly cedar^ iron-woodf mangrove^ man* 
chinael aftd box. Some nutineg-trees thertf 
•Were, but of a wild kind^ that bear a fruit With-^ 
out tafte or fmell. In purfuit of game^ of 
^hich there was plenty^ our gentlemen fell iri 
Ivith a party of natives^ one of whom accomi- 
panied them to the Ihips* *Wc made hitii un-« 
derftand that we wanted J)rovifions ; and hd 
had not left us lojlg^ before more tha/! 20 boats 
came round th€ ifland laden with fruits, fowk^ 
dueks^ and other proviftons^ which they rea*^ 
dily exchanged for any thing we offered them^ 
though they were not Whally unacquainted with 
the ufe of money i for being informed thaC 
buffaloes were oil the idandj we purchafed fe- 
ven, three of them of a large fiic« for four* 
dollars. Here we foUnd the cabbage-tfec and 
Otbfifr fucculent gretnsj with which our jp^ople 
made very free without aflcing queflions. 

Oni the iSth we unmoored^ artd on 

The 31ft made the ifland of B^nka^ tini 
having pafTed the ftraits^ 

On the 5th of February we ttiade the jflandt 
of Sumatra, where we faw a large ^ip lying 
Ml anfihor^ and 

Ffj Oil 
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On the 7th pafled the ifland of Java, wfierfr 
wc faw two more. Wc made thefignal to tfia 
Difcovcry to prepare for aftion, and wc did the 
fame, hoifting Englifh colours. It was fome 
time before they (hewed any, but at lengtb 
they hoifted Dutch colours; Wc fent our boat 
on board, and received the firft news of a Spa- 
nifh war. We purfued our courfc, and 

On the iich we made the ifland of Coco- 
terra. Here, from a healthy (hip's company^ 
fcver^l of our people fell ill of the flux, and 
fo continued for feme tame ; however, having^ 
got plenty of good water on board, wc failed 

On the 13th, dircfting our courfeto Princess 
ifland; 

On the 1 5th we entered the bay of Prince's 
ifland, where Capt. Cook, when he command- 
ed the Endeavour, anchored in his return to 
Europe. Here we purchafed turtles, fowls, 
and Ibme deer ; and here we laid in ftore of co- 
coa-nms, plantains, and other vegetables' ; and 
having compleated our ftock of water, fet fail 

On the 1 8th, direfting our courfc for the Cape 
of Good Hope. Nothing remarkable till 

The 25th of March,, when we were attack- 
ed by a fevere florm, attended with thunder* 
lightning and rain,, whicli hfted five days with- 
out intermiflion. 

©n the 7th of April we were alarmed by 
finding our rudder-head almoft twift:ed off. Wc 
got the pennants fixed to fteer with tackles, it 
being the carpenter's opinion it could' not laft:

On the 9th we fell in with Cape Laguflasi, 
■where about 9 in the morniqg we'faw a fmall 
vefTcL cruifing, \yhich proved to be the Eaft- 
India Companyi-S; fnaw^ Retfey, looking out 
for the Eaft India. /ket. . She left England 5he 
5th of NovemlDer, and; Falfc Bay on the 4th 

. inftant. She confirmed the account . we bad . 

. received of the Spanilh w^^ We exchanged 
fome trifles, and foon parted. And 

On the i2th we* entered Bay Falfe, came ta, 
and moored the fame day, after having laluted 
the fort with ij guns, which was anfwercd by 

< the fame number. We had fcarce dropt an- 
chor, when the Governor came on board, 

. bringing with him a packet of letters for Capt, 
:Cook, which had lain there ever fincc the be- 
ginning of 1779 J he had heard of the death of 

• Captain Cook by a Dutch veiTel,' and exprefied 
great concern for that unhappy eveht ; afkyig 
a thoufand queftions concerning the particulars. 

The firft care of our Commodore was tq 
provide for the fick; and by three in the after- 
noon they were all landed, and fent to the 
hofpital under the care of the Surgeon's mate : 
All hands were next fct to their different em- 
ployments, fome to wood and water, and fome 
to complf at the repairs. Thefe they forwarded 
\ with the utmoft expedition, every one beifjg 

• eager to get to his native country. Of the 
repairs, the Rcfolu;ion*s rudder wasthe moft 

z, material 
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material. The firft thing therefore to h€ itM 
was to unhinge it and get it on fliore $ and! 
though this was immediate^ put in handlr if 
was 
The 27tli befbfe it Was feftofed to its placed 
By the zgthi the fick, who ^ere numerous 
when we arrived at the Cape^ we having i^ 
ill ojf the flux, were fjtetty well fecovcred? 
the repairs were in fofwardfiefs, and theftores 
ready to be taken on board at a moment's no^ 
'tice, when news was brought tis^ that an ex- 
prefs was arrived at Table Bay from England^ 
in the Sibbald frigate, which had only been 
ten weeks from Plymouth^ and that &c was 
to return again as foon as fhe had delivered her 
difpatches* Both Captains went inft^ntly to 
learn the contents, and on their return, orders 
were given to prepare as faft as poflible to faiL 
This was joyful news* The fubftancc of thefe 
difpatches related chiefly to the courie the Eaft-' 
Indiamen were to fteer, to fall in with the con- 
ypy appohited to meet them j with feme in-« 
ftrudions for our Commodore, rcfpedling the 
papers that were to be tranfmitted to the Ad^ 
miralty, which were all put on board the fri- 
gate, and Mr. Portlock, mailer's mate, em-' 
barked along with them. 

On the 30th they fet fail •, but it was 

The 7th of May before we were in readineff 
to follow. About noon, on that day, the fig- 
nal was made for unmooring. We had no>«f 
120 live Iheep on board, and the Difcovery a 
like proportion. We had all other provifionsF 
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in equal plenty, and we had likewifc a healthy 
crew in high fpirits, wifhiog for nothing but a fair 
wind to jQiorterl our voyage ; but that was n&t 
yet to be obtained. We had fcarce falutfed the 
garrifon on taking leave, when the wind dkd 
away, and a greal fwell enfued^tK^hich co^ntinued 

till 

The 9th, when the fnow caifte in fight, which 
we fpoke with on the 8 th of April, We fcnt ow 
pinnace for news from fea ; but flae had feeft only 
one fail pafs fince we firft fpoke with her. 

On the 19th of April their whole crew were 
near being blown up, by the fnow's taking fipfc 
forwards : the (hip was much damaged, and they 
were putting into the Cape to refit, and then 
were bound for St. Helena. 

On the i2th wc made fail, and purfucd pur 
courfe home, without any material occurrence till 

The 10th of June, when the Dilcovery^s boat 
brought us word that, ih excrcifing the great 
guns, the carpenter's mate had his arm {hattcred 
in a (hocking manner, by part of the waddifi^g 
being left in after a former difehargej anotlier 
man was (lightly wounded at the fame time. 

On the 1 2th k began to blow very hard, and 
fo continued till next day, when the Difcovery 
fprurtg her main-top-nfiaft; and we wereobliged 
to lie-to till another was put up. 

On the 13th we croflfed the Hne to the nortlv 
ward, and obferved a water-fpout to the N"; W^ 
at no great diftance; and for the. remaimler of 

the mpnrh h^dfine weather . Th ermometer frdm 
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July the ift wc had the Difcovery's people oil 
board to compare time. Lac. at noon 20 deg, 
N. long* 34 W. 

On the 1 3th the (hip's birth-day was celebrated 
on board, and double allowance given to the 
whole crew> who were at this time in perfect 
health. 

On the 27th, at day-light, the DifcOvery made 
the fignal for feeing a fail. We inftantly began 
to clear fhip, in cafe of an enemy, and hoifted 
Englifli colours ; and on our near approach the 
fail did the farpe. She was bound to the fouth- 
ward, and we burfued our courfe. 

On the iftof Auguft, juft at fun-fct, we faw 
a fail at a great diftance to the weftward ; but 
in the morning (he was quite out of fight. We 
were then in lat. 43 deg. 56 min. N. 

On the 7th we were in lat. 48 deg. long. 10 
deg, 10 min. W. a heavy gale, with rain. 

On the 9th the wind Ihifted to the caftward, 
when we (haped our courfe to the north of Ice- 
land. Blew hard all day. 

On the 2 1 ft, beirfg then in lat. 58 deg. 4 min," 
N. long. 9 deg, 6 min. faw a fail (landing to the 
fouthward, when we made the Difcovery's fignal 
to chace ; but the gale continuing, could not 
come near enough to hail her. In the evening 

the man at the mailhead called out land, diftant 
about three leagues. 

Early on the 22d made the fignal for a pilot, 
and at eight o'clock"^ a pilot came off, and by 
eleven we were fafely moored in the harbour of 
Stromncfs, in the north of Scotland. We were

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fcon vifited by the gentlemen in the neighbour- 
hood. 

On the :23d frelh beef and greens were ferved 
in plenty to both fhips companies j and the fame 
day our paflcngers went on fhore, and fet out for 
London. The Captains and Officers went like- . 
wife on fhore, and the men had liberty to divert 
themfelves by turns during our ftay. 

By the 29th we had got wood ^nd Water 
enough on board to ferve us to London ; and at 
noon the fignal was made to weigh ; but the 
wind coming about, and blowing frefh from the 
S. E« obliged us not only to relinquiih our der 
iign for the prefeni^ but detained us tirll the 19th 
of September, 

On the 20th of September Captain King of the 
Difcovery, Mr. Bailey, our aftronomcr, and Mr. 
Webber, left the (hips, and fet outfordLondon, 
and Mr. Burney, firft Lieutenant of the Refolu-* 
tion, took the command of the Difcovery in the 
abfence of Captain King. 

During our ftay the fhips were vifited by gen- 
tlemen from all the iflands round ; and by the 
Apqllo Frigate and her confort ; they brought 
an a prize valued at 10,000 1. and both Captains 
came to vifit Capt. Gore on board the Refolu tion, 
who now was taken very ill, and fo continued to 
the end of the voyage. The fame afternoon the 
wind came round in our favour, when the fignal 
was made for unmooring, and both fhips got 
under way. At night we camq to an anchor 
with the tide. 

On 
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On the 23CI Samuel JohnioQi, ferjeant of mz^ 
tines, died, and next morning his corpfe was coai-» 
mitted to the deep. . 

On the. 2 5th thp wind came again to the eaft^ 
ward, and coQtinofid agaififi: us moft of our paf- 

On the ifith we paflcd by Leith, off which wc 
jagain fpoke with his M^^fty's fcip Apollo. 

On the 29th John Davia, quarter-maftcr, died. 
Our detention at Stromnefs proved unfortunate 
for thefe two meh, who died in their pafiage* 
Had the ihips arrived in a dired: courfe, their 
jfriends would at leaft have had the fatisfai^ioa 
of adminiAeriBg all in their power to their reco* 
very, which, to perfons who had been fo long 
abicnt, would have been no fmall coniblation. 

Oa the 3odi we came to an anchor oflF Yar- 
#nouth» in company with his M^efty's (loops of 
war the Fly and Alderney. Oar boats were im- 
jmediately fent on (hore for proviQons ; and for 
SL fpare cable for our fmall bower, that we had 
being near worn out. We lay here till 

The 2d of Qitober, when we weighed and 
failed. 

On the 4th we came -to at the Nore. And 

On the 6th dropjc our anchors at Deptforc^ 
fcavjing been abfent juft four years, three monthft 
land two days. 
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
